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Although no longer holding claim to the dubious distinction of being 
one of the fastest growing towns in the Commonwealth, Sharon continues 
to feel, in addition to the pressures which exist in all other communities, 
the impact of the growth which it experienced during the ‘“‘mushroom- 
ing” years. Thus, although 1957 saw new home construction in Sharon 
decline to about 20% of the level achieved in recent peak years — 
and to even less in terms of growth percentage — the costs of main- 
taining Town services and of equipping the Town to meet its expanded 
needs continued to rise. The inevitable result was a substantial increase 
in the local tax burden and a substantial additional pledging of the 
Town's credit in funded borrowings. The tax rate, which in the imme- 
diate pre-war years was less than $30 per thousand of valuation, 
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reached in 1957 what, on the basis of pre-reassessment valuations, would 
have been equivalent to nearly $65 per thousand. Of equal, if not 
greater, concern is the fact that Sharon, which was practically debt-free 
immediately following World War II, now has more than $3.75 million 
of outstanding debt. The annual net cost of servicing this debt, both 
principal and interest, is $215,000 at the present time, which is equiva- 
lent to approximately $10.50 on the present tax rate and nearly $12.00 
on the pre-reassessment rate. 


Growth, of course, does not underlie all of the increase in the tax 
burden, nor explain all of the Town’s present heavy indebtedness. Even 
if the service and administrative requirements of the Town had not 
increased in volume at all since 1946, the cost of satisfying those same 
requirements in 1957 would have been significantly higher, simply 
because all types of services, labor and materials are more expensive 
now than in 1946. Moreover, the townspeople of Sharon have — as 
townspeople generally have elsewhere — insisted upon the continual 
improvement of their town services. They have wanted, and obtained, 
improvement of the school system, better school housing, better streets, 
sidewalks and drainage, modern and efhcient equipment and adequate 
headquarters for their fire and police departments, and recreational 
facilities and supervision at the lakefront — to name only a few. 
These, and other, improvements of Town service would, it is fair to 
assume, have come about independently of population growth. Without 
the population growth, they would — to some extent, and in major part 
so far as concerns new school housing, for example — have been much 
less expensive. But to the extent that these factors have contributed to 
an increased tax rate and an enlarged community debt, they represent, 
in considerable measure, the costs of progress and better community 
living. It is oversimplification to assess them all as costs of growth. 


BOARD OF APPEAL APPOINTED 


This Board has the responsibility, among other things, of administer- 
ing various of the Town’s activities in accordance with the Town’s 
desires for efficient and progressive management. Our function has been 
to recommend to the Town meeting courses of action which we believe 
appropriate and in the Town’s best interests. The Town meeting acts 
upon our proposals, as well as those of others, and it is then our duty 
to give effect to the action and advice of the meeting. This we endeavor 
to do in the course of our regular Thursday evening meetings through- 
out the year, as well as in the many special and often informal meetings 
which we hold with various other boards and committees serving in 
the Town's interests. During 1957, all directives of the Town meeting 
were properly carried out and, with minor exceptions, all projects for 
which funds were appropriated were completed. 


We wish to refer specifically to the action of the Town meeting which 
amended the Town by-law relating to the Board of Appeal and pro- 
vided that such Board, instead of being composed ex officio of the 
Chairman of the Selectmen, Planning Board and Warrant Committee, 
respectively, should henceforth be appointed by the Selectmen. As soon 
as such by-law amendment had become effective, we asked Messrs. 
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Edward I. Modiste, Ernest C. Johnson and Willis F. Hickes to serve as 
members and Messrs. John R. Halkyard, Ralph Hayden and Manuel 
Katz to serve as alternate members of the Board. All six accepted 
promptly. The Town must consider itself fortunate that men of the 
caliber of these stand able and willing to serve, without compensation, 
upon a Board, the functions of which are so important, and the duties 
of which are so often onerous. We greatly appreciate the efficiency 
which has characterized their service since the time of their appointment. 


NEW BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The Town’s physical plant was expanded appreciably during 1957. 
The new High School, representing a total investment of more than 
$2.25 million, was sufficiently completed to be opened to students at 
the beginning of the school year in September. Dedicatory exercises 
were held on January 5, 1958, at which time only minor items remained 
uncompleted. Also during 1957 construction was commenced on the 
new East Sharon Elementary School, which will cost approximately 
$900,000 and is expected to be available for school use by September, 
1958. The Public Works Department carried out an extensive program 
of road-reconstruction, sidewalk construction and drainage installation, 
all of which are described in the departmental reports which follow. 
The Water Division of the Public Works Department also completed 
the drilling and construction of a new 24-inch well, which should assure 
the Town’s ability to meet all reasonable demands for water during 
normal periods. New purchases of major equipment items included a 
75-foot aerial extension ladder truck for the Fire Department, replace- 
ment and additional construction equipment for the Public Works 
Department, and a replacement cruiser for the Police Department. 

As in prior years, we have enjoyed and been greatly aided by the 
helpful cooperation of the Town’s elected and appointed officials and 
their staffs. We wish to express to them our own appreciation, and 
that of the Town, for their loyalty and conscientiousness in their work. 

Townspeople who are not technically members of the official “family” 
have also contributed very effectively in 1957 to the sound management 
of the Town’s business. These unselfish men and women, practicing 
good citizenship in its finest form, have devoted literally hundreds of 
hours during the year to service on building, building renovation, school 
expansion, lakefront advisory, wage and salary study and similar com- 
mittees. They have received no monetary recognition whatsoever for 
their services and practically no other recognition therefor except from 
the limited few who are acquainted with the efforts which they expend 
and the value of the contributions which they make. We take this 
opportunity to express to them the gratitude of the entire community 
for what they have done. 


THE TOWN SEAL 
This Board wishes also to express, on behalf of the Town, sincere 
appreciation to Mr. Edward A. Hare, for his gift to the town of a most 
attractive full-color replica of the Town Seal. Mr. Hare, who is a com- 
mercial artist, personally executed the replica. Through the kindness 
of Mr. Joseph J. Fannell, it has been appropriately framed, and it is 
now on display in the Selectmen’s office in the Town Hall.

Article 57. Voted: That the appropriations made at this Annual 
Town Meeting, together with all lawful sums to be paid this year, be 
raised by a tax upon the polls and estates of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Sharon and the taxable property of the non-residents, and that the 
sums raised from the State Income tax on intangible property be deducted 
from the gross appropriations for the year. 

Voted: That this meeting be officially adjourned.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
OF THE TOWN OF SHARON 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1957 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 
I am pleased to present my eighth Annual Report. 


SCHOOL HOUSING 


For the first time in nearly a decade Sharon has, and it appears will 
have for at least a few years, sufficient classrooms for its pupils at all 
levels. This has been accomplished at some sacrifice and at considerable 
cost. But it 4as been accomplished and, barring a major business reces- 
sion, at a cost considerably below what it could be done today or in the 
immediate future. Both interest rates and construction costs continue to 
rise. 


New High School 


In September, Sharon High School pupils moved into their new 
building on Pond Street, the third new high school building in Sharon’s 
history. The first, the present Pleasant Street School, was built about fifty 
years ago. The second, built about twenty years later, has now become 
the junior high school. Both earlier structures were built on very inade- 
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quate sites, even by standards of their times. Today’s building has 
classrooms planned to accommodate an enrollment of 700 pupils, but 
such facilities as the auditorium, gymnasium, lunchroom, library, and 
administrative area, are planned for a student body which may reach 
1200 students. The site is seven to eight times as large as that of the 
“old’’ high school, and provides both adequate play fields and space 
for future building expansion. 


Junior High School 


The 1957 Town Meeting appointed a Committee composed of 
Mr. Lee Blyler, Chairman, Mr. Walter H. Lillard, Jr., of the School 
Committee, Mr. Stanley T. Dingman, of the School Building Expansion 
Committee, Mr. Sydney Morgan, of the Warrant Committee, and Mr. 
Carl Baskin, to study the old High School-Wilber buildings and to make 
recommendations which would make those buildings better suited to 
junior high school use. That Committee has worked for a year with 
consultants and architects, and is prepared to recommend reasonable 
changes which would make the buildings more economically and educa- 
tionally functional. The Committee wisely will recommend only changes 
which would make the buildings better suited to both junior high 
school and elementary school use. 


East Elementary School 


The completion of the East Elementary School, scheduled for Septem- 
ber, 1958, will mark the completion of an elementary school building 
program which encompasses fifty-five regular classrooms, three special 
classrooms, and four large-space areas —- more than three times the 
elementary school space available in 1950. 


The Future 


No one knows how fast nor how large Sharon will grow, but the 
School Building Expansion Committee is attempting to be prepared for 
a sizeable increase in population by studying and recommending the 
acquisition of suitable sites for future school buildings. The Committee 
has little advance knowledge of housing plans, but with its membership 
composed, as it is, of representatives of groups concerned with both the 
present and future growth pattern of the town, it does recognize the 
wisdom of being prepared with sites to meet possible future school 
expansion. 


SCHOOL COSTS 


We cannot have good buildings without paying for them. And every 
additional building increases operating costs because it must be heated, 
be lighted, be provided with janitorial service, and must be kept in good 
repair. 


In like manner, we cannot have a good educational program within 
our new buildings unless we are willing to pay for it. Sharon faces 
some danger of having provided good, but far from lavish, school build- 
ings, and then saying, “We are paying for buildings; we cannot pay for 
a good educational program within those buildings.” Nothing but 
tragedy would result from such a course. 
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Measured by some standards, school costs are relatively high in Sharon. 
Last year 53 percent of the local tax assessment went for the costs, 
including principal and interest payments, of schools. The State average 
was 45 percent. The Sharon School Committee has, in order to meet 
competition, granted increases in salary so that our teachers are now 
better paid than they were ten years ago. There is every likelihood that 
we have not seen the ultimate in salary increases. 


But, there is another side to the picture. 


In the school year 1956-1957, 27 percent of Sharon’s total 1955 
population was enrolled in the public schools. The average for the 
State was approximately 18 percent. We have a young population with 
one of the highest, if not the very highest, per capita enrollment in the 
public schools of any town in the State. 


Our average teachers’ salary, although much improved, was in 
1956-1957 $400 below the median for the State. 


The average per pupil cost in Massachusetts last year was $275.00. 
In the country as a whole, it was well over $300.00. The per pupil cost 
in Sharon was $232.00. 


In the United States as a whole, we spent 4.8 percent of our total 
national income for all education. Russia spent 10 percent. 


EDUCATIONAL RESULTS 


Figures above notwithstanding, the Sharon Schools are providing a 
much better-than-average education for their pupils. Last year’s report 
presented statistical evidence. This year’s testing program produced 
results equally superior. 


The Sharon School Committee takes the position that the people of 
Sharon desire and are willing to pay for a better-than-average education. 
It goes further than that. It believes that the people will not be 
satisfied with a static program — that they expect gradual but continuous 
improvement in the educational offering. 


One program new to Sharon this year is a special class for exceptional 
children. Tuition pupils from Foxboro and Canton allow us to operate 
the program at a cost well below what it would be if we were to conduct 
the class alone. The state also shares in the costs. 


This year for the first time we have a Speech Consultant on a full-time 
basis. Hundreds of our pupils are being helped to better academic work 
and to better emotional adjustment through this program. 


In order to offer a stronger school start, and to make better provision 
for individual differences, we have introduced this year on a system-wide 
basis at Grade I level, a plan in which only half of the class returns 
for each afternoon session. 


Teacher committees currently making continuing studies at the elemen- 
tary level include a Report Card Committee, a Curriculum Outline Com- 
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mittee, and a Science Curriculum Committee. At junior high school and 
at senior high school levels teachers are meeting by departments. A system- 
wide committee to study and improve the education of the Gifted Child 
has been operating for two years. 


In spite of the fact that our teaching staff has much more than doubled 
in the last eight years, there has been no diminution in the concern of 
the teachers for the welfare of each individual pupil and for the schools 
as a whole. 


HAROLD A. CLARK 


From September, 1929, to February, 1958, is nearly 29 years. That 
period represents the term of service to the Sharon Public Schools, and 
to Sharon’s young people of Harold A. Clark. As teacher, teacher-coach, 
assistant high school principal, high school principal, and as assistant 
superintendent, he has given generously of his time, effort, and ability 
to strengthen and improve education in Sharon. 


Mr. Clark has resigned and has accepted a position with the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Assistance Commission. He carries with him 
from the people of Sharon, and especially from the thousands of young 
people whose lives he has helped shape, thanks for a career of deepest 
devotion. 


CONCLUSION 


This has been another year of accomplishment made possible by the 
interest and cooperation and support of the citizens of Sharon, the pupils, 
the School Committee, and the staff. To all of them, I express my 
appreciation.

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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


FRANK J. FLEMING, Chairman 


CIRCULATION 


The accompanying chart shows the circulation record of the Sharon 
Public Library for the past fourteen years. The population of Sharon is 
plotted on the same chart. For many years the circulation was under 
20,000. The present Junior Library was opened on November 30, 1948. 
After it was opened, the total circulation climbed at a rate greater than 
the rate of increase in population. This past year the circulation was 
97,161. 


LIBRARIAN SERVICE 


For many years the Sharon Public Library had only the main library 
room in use. This was open four days per week for a total of 231/ hours 
weekly. When the Junior library room was first opened, it was also on a 
four-day week for a total of 14 hours weekly. The Junior library room 
required a librarian in addition to the librarian and staff who served the 
main reading room. This move therefore represented the point in the 
library operation at which a second staff was added. 


In order to handle the increase in the circulation of both the Junior 
and Adult Libraries, the hours the rooms were opened to the public 
were increased one hour per week in each library room during 1950 and 
additional part time assistants were used to aid in carrying the extra load. 
In 1956 both the Junior and Adult library rooms were opened to the 
public for five days each week for a total of 25 hours weekly in the 
Junior Library and 34 hours weekly in the Adult Library. 


Two surveys of the Sharon Public Library were made during the year 
1957, which are explained more fully later in this report. Both experts 
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pointed out the need for additional staff members. Our Head Librarian, 
Mrs. Mildred Bolan, and our Junior Librarian, Mrs. Mary Bell, held long 
discussions of these needs with the Trustees. Mrs. Bolan recommended 
to the Trustees that we are at the point in the growth of the library which 
requires the addition of a trained professional librarian to handle the 
administrative functions, such as acquisition and culling of books, techni- 
cal processing, long range planning and public relations activities. After 
careful study of the matter, the Trustees have provided in the budget for 
the addition of a trained librarian administrator for a part of the year 
1958: 


ADULT LIBRARY 


Mrs. Marcia Lillard was assigned as the Trustee responsible for over- 
seeing and reporting to the Board upon the operation of the Adult 
Library. In her close relationship with the Head Librarian, Mrs. Bolan, 
it was possible to accomplish many improvements in the Adult Library. 
The record for the return of overdue books was materially improved. 


There has been a monthly display placed in the Adult Library. Mrs. 
Lillard and Mrs. Bolan selected suitable subjects and placed the books 
pertaining to these subjects near the display to encourage reading in 
these areas. Miss Janet Fleming cooperated by preparing the art back- 
grounds and posters. Many others also cooperated with floral settings 
which helped to make this program successful. 


A new charge-out system was installed during October. Much of the 
preliminary clerical work for this system was done during the summer 
by Miss Cynthia Hall. The Charge-out machine automatically stamps the 
borrowers number on the book card. This insures the record being 
accurate. 


The Adult Library will be open to the public during 1958 as follows:

JUNIOR LIBRARY 


Mrs. Caroline Hosmer, who also acts as Secretary of the Board, was 
assigned as the Trustee responsible for overseeing and reporting to the 
Board upon the operation of the Junior Library. 


Mrs. Hosmer and Miss Dorothy Chase of the Trustees met with 
Mr. Arnold Bartlett and a committee representing the schools to arrange 
for better cooperation in handling the library service to the schools. 
As a result of the meeting, the School Department has been transporting 
the books to the schools and the Junior ‘Librarian, Mrs. Mary Bell, has 
handled the charging out functions at the schools. The library circulated 
books during 1957 to all the students in grades four, five and six in 
Sharon who lived too far away to walk to the library. The Trustees have 
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provided in the 1958 budget for the expansion of this service to include 
the new East Elementary school. 


The record for the return of overdue books has always been satisfactory 
in the Junior Library. However, it was improved even more during the 
year.

PHYSICAL PLANE 


Mr. Robert Burch was assigned as the Trustee responsible for over- 
seeing and reporting to the Board upon the problems related to the 
physical plant. During the year the Adult area was painted. New screen 
doors were added to the main entrance. The wrought iron railing at the 
main entrance was overhauled. In December the Public Works Depart- 
ment installed drains, the cost of which was paid for from the income 
account of suitable trust funds. 


Mr. Lester Salisbury has served as custodian during the past year. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Mr. Milton Corey, who also serves as Treasurer of the Board, was 
assigned as the Trustee responsible for overseeing and reporting to the 
Board all matters related to the Trust Funds. He reported the rate of 
interest of each fund and the Board voted to transfer those funds which 
were not earning an adequate rate to institutions where the rate was 
satisfactory. 


The income accounts of several Trust Funds were used to good 
advantage during the year. Many books were purchased from the Clapp 
Fund. Other funds from which the income was used were The Cushman, 
Estes, Historical, Hampton, Bates, Perkins and Hayden. The Drake and 
Hinckley income accounts were left intact this year. The principal of all 
of the Funds has not been used. 


PROBLEM OF GROWTH 


Messrs. Milton Corey, Robert Burch and Frank Fleming acted as a 
subcommittee to study the growth of the library and to bring to the 
Board plans for the future development. 


In the Adult Library, book cases and cabinets were added during the 
year to the rear of the librarian’s operating space. This completed the 
initial plans for the rearrangement of the Adult Library as developed 
during 1955 by Mr. John Bradford. 


A book case was installed in the Junior Library to take care of the 
unhoused books. 
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The Trustees requested the Massachusetts Division of Library Extension 
to survey the Sharon Public Library and make recommendations to the 
Trustees. Miss Alice M. Cahill visited the library during September and 
subsequently furnished a report and recommendations. The following 
are a digest of her recommendations: 


Quoted from Miss Cahill’s Report:— 


“The Sharon Public Library needs enlarged facilities for service to 
children. Standing floor stacks are already encroaching on reader space. 
The present room cannot house a juvenile book collection which should 
constitute approximately 20 percent of the library’s total book holdings. 


“The Sharon Public Library needs more space for its young adults. 
The teen-age group needs special facilities and attention. 


“The Sharon Public Library needs more space to store and display — 
books. The present 16,000 volume collection will need to be increased 

. . with a population in excess of 7,800, there should be a book collec- 
tion in excess of 20,000. In addition there is a need for space for book 
displays and exhibits to stimulate people’s interest in events and matters 
of local, national and international importance. . . . An addition to the 
building should include additional book storage facilities. 


“The Sharon Public Library needs more adequate reading and reference 
rooms for adults. At present, there are three rectangular tables and eighteen 
chairs to accommodate adults and young people. .. . To serve the present 
population there should be seating facilities for 47; ... 


“The Sharon Public Library needs additional staff. The Chief Librarian 
and Children’s Librarian should be free of circulation desk routines during 
the hours that the library is open to the public in order to be readily 
available for reader guidance and reference service. There should be 
added sufficient part-time assistance to handle circulation desk schedules 
and routines connected therewith; mending, shelving books, and reading 
shelves to keep books in orderly arrangement. . . . This would enable the 
Chief Librarian to concentrate on administrative responsibilities, acquisi- 
tion and technical processing, long-range planning and public relations 
activities both within and without the library. 


“Library authorities are agreed that even a well-planned library building 
will outgrow its original capacity in twenty years. The present public 
library building which has served the community for 43 years was 
obtained by means other than town appropriations. It would seem not 
unreasonable, therefore, to ask the townspeople to finance an addition 
to the present building.” 


The Trustees studied the report and recommendations of Miss Cahill. 
This indicated that we were approaching a critical housing problem. 
The Trustees then engaged Mr. Joseph L. Wheeler, an outstanding library 
authority, to study the Sharon Public Library facilities and to recommend 
the general type of expansion of the physical plant necessary. Mr. Richard 
Bolan of the Sharon Planning Board provided Mr. Wheeler with a

survey of the town and its anticipated growth. Miss Barbara Flemings 
provided colored slides of the related buildings and Mr. John Harris 
photographed the exterior and interior of the Library building. 
Mr. Wheeler's report shows that we should have a book collection of 
20,000 books after weeding (present collection 16,000). He points out 
the need for 3200 sq. ft. of main floor area to handle the 20,000 volume 
library (present 1800 sq. ft.). He recommends taking immediate steps 
toward building an addition onto the present building. He has made a 
preliminary layout and estimates that a suitable addition with equipment 
would cost about $97,000 and it would provide for the growth of the 
town for about 20 years. 


The Trustees have concluded as a result of the two studies made, that 
the first step in the development program is to add more parttime 
assistants to relieve the Head Librarian so she will have time to carry out 
other parts of the development program. The second step is to do the 
vigorous weeding job on the book collection and increase the number of 
books in the collection as rapidly as is found practical until we have 
reached the maximum that can be housed. The third step, as mentioned 
above under Librarian Service, is to engage the services of a trained 
librarian. These steps are aimed toward the maximum and efficient use 
of the present facilities before recommending that the townspeople 
appropriate the funds necessary for building an addition. The Trustees 
have made plans to study the development problem vigorously during 
1958 so that suitable steps can be taken to handle the problems created 
by growth before they become critical.

The past year was a unique one for the Planning Board in that no 
new sub-division activity was approved and most of the subdivision 
activity carried over from previous years was close to completion. 
Accordingly, the Board’s attention was focused on the evolution of a 
comprehensive, long-range plan as a guide for future development in 
a manner which will not be detrimental to Sharon, either in physical 
terms as occasioned by the use of land and resources, or in economic 
terms as occasioned by the demand for additional community facilities. 


Through the excellent and capable guidance of the Board’s consultant, 
Mr. Joseph Gray, the year was spent in a detailed exploration of the 
means of best accomplishing such activity with regard to both the 
technical and financial problems involved. Accordingly, the Board voted 
to take advantage of assistance available under Section 701 of the U. S. 
Housing Act of 1954. Under this Act, communities of less than 25,000 
population in urban areas are eligible for matching grants from the 
Federal government for long-range general planning studies. In Massa- 
chusetts this program is administered by the Planning Division of the 
State Department of Commerce and the technical studies are carried out 
by a private planning consultant of the local community’s choosing. 


On November 7, 1957, the Board made formal application for this 
assistance and on November 25, Mr. Leo Young of the Planning Division 
met with the Board and its consultant to assist in working out the details 
of the proposed program. At this writing, the application has been 
approved at the state level and is being processed for submission to the 
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U. S. Housing and Home Finance Agency. Approval by this agency and 
subsequent provision of funds is expected in the spring of 1958. 


Mote immediate problems were considered by the Board. Considerable 
reseatch and background data were prepared for the Board of Library 
Trustees to assist it in its studies of future Library needs. In addition the 
Board met on several occasions with the Sharon Chamber of Commerce 
in a joint effort to provide for the parking needs of Post Office Square. 
A thorough analysis of the Zoning By-Law, in an effort to determine 
points in need of strengthening and correction as well as to clarify its 
organization was completed and resulted in a number of proposed 
amendments.

The activities of the Board of Public Welfare mainly center around 
services and financial assistance rendered to needy dependent individuals 
or family groups either on a permanent or temporary basis. The needy 
or dependency status normally is brought about by age, physical 
incapacity, loss or absence of the breadwinner in a home, or some other 
compelling social or economic factor. 


Four categories of assistance have been designated to blanket our 
specific services: Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, 
Disability Assistance, and General Relief. Although all are locally admin- 
istered, the programs of Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, 
and Disability Assistance are regulated by laws enacted by the state and 
federal government. These governments have a natural interest in these 
three categories because they provide substantial financial support. The 
fourth category, General Relief, is almost wholly town supported and 
regulated; however, it also has foundation in state law. Although each 
program has certain limitations present, individual case consideration and 
casework techniques are utilized as much as possible. 


As can readily be seen not one of the assistance programs is a pension 
or form of insurance. Every effort is made to help the individual or 
family group realize their potential resources. In Aid to Dependent 
Children cases, for example, extended efforts are made to locate deserting 
parents with a view towards having them assume the support of their 
families. In this regard we would like to convey our appreciation to the 
local Police Department for the whole-hearted cooperation given when- 
ever requested. 


Public Welfare in 1957 underwent numerous changes. For the second 
consecutive year the assistance budgets were upgraded to include a cost 
of living increase. The increase in 1957 amounted to 5.7 percent as 
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compared to 5.8 percent granted in 1956. Legally liable children of Old 
Age Assistance and Disability Assistance recipients were also credited 
with greater exemptions which serves to abolish or decrease the amount 
required as a contribution towards their parents’ support. The cost of 
medical care has also risen. Hospital rates and newer and more expensive 
medications are the most noticeable increase. And lastly, the most 
sweeping changes were made in our administrative regulations, changes 
that, after initial concern, were assimilated into our regular operational 
procedures. 


Old Age Assistance 


Under Old Age Assistance we aided 63 recipients during the year; 
of this number 5 were closed by death and 2 by transfer to other com- 
munities. We received 14 applications for assistance and 8 of these 
were approved. The total assistance payment for the year amounted to 
$47,678.79. The town’s share was $6,826.99. In addition, we paid 
$388.97 to other cities and towns on the basis of the settlement laws. 
Our billing to cities and towns under the same laws amounted to 
$1,296.65. In 1957, we recovered $1,699.47 under various provisions 
of the Old Age Assistance laws. We returned $12,222.50 to the Town 
at the close of the year. 


Aid to Dependent Children 


Aid to Dependent Children started the year with 9 families with a 
total of 37 recipients. Overall we assisted 12 family groups with a total 
of 48 recipients. We will enter 1958 with 11 active families with 8 
eligible parents and 36 eligible dependent children for a total of 44 
recipients. The total cost of this type of aid amounted to $15,885.35 in 
1957. The town’s share of this cost was $3,503.78. There are no settle- 
ment laws pertaining to this category so the local share is always assumed 
by the Town of Sharon. At the end of the year, $3,143.56 was returned 
to the Town. 


Disability Assistance 


This form of assistance started the year with 1 case. We added 
5 cases as the year progressed so that we aided a total of 6 recipients. 
Four cases were closed by death or other reasons so that we will enter 
1958 with 2 active cases. The total cost of this type of assistance was 
$3,566.24. There are no settlement laws pertaining to this category 
so that the town of residence assumes the local share of costs which is 
always 25 percent. Thus, the local share of the cost of the Disability 
Assistance expenditures was $891.56 in 1957. 


General Relief 


During the year there were 6 General Relief cases; of these 3 were 
family cases and 3 were individuals living alone. The total expenditures 
for this type of aid was $3,741.35 in 1957, which included payments to 
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other cities and towns and state institutions on the basis of the settlement 
laws. We returned $2,456.61 to the Town at the close of the year. 


The following breakdown gives a fairly accurate description of the 
expense attributed to each government for assistance granted during 
the calendar year 1957. General Relief is not included as this is essentially 
a town-supported program.

Administration 


Federal grants for administrative expenditures are available under the 
Social Security Act on the categories of Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and Disability Assistance. These grants are made 
on a matching basis, and Federal participation is measured in the amount 
of 50 percent of those expenditures which are properly incurred in 
administering these programs. 


In 1957, the total administrative expenses amounted to $9,011.46. 
Approximately $4,505.73, or 50 percent of the total cost, has been reim- 
bursed by the federal government.

During the year 1957, the Board has had many new problems con- 
fronting it. One of these was the handling and distribution of the 
Influenza Vaccine, to the priority groups who were entitled to it, according 
to the plan of the State Department of Health. 


The Polio Vaccine Program started in 1956 has been completed and 
at this writing Vaccine is readily available to any and all who want it, 
through their physicians. 


This year there were approximately 80 permits for the building of 
sewers, cesspools, septic tanks, privvy vaults and other means of disposal 
which shows there is a decrease in building from years gone by. 


A number of plans for housing developments were submitted for 
approval during the year, and of these some were approved and are in 
process of being developed, or have been completed at this writing. 


Samples of water from Lake Massapoag were taken at frequent 
intervals and tested bacteriologically and it was found that the Lake was 
suitable for bathing. 


During 1957, there were four patients admitted to the Norfolk County 
Hospital in Braintree from Sharon. At the present writing, all have been 
discharged. 


There were 24 deaths and no births reported to the Board of Health 
in 1957. Other deaths and births of town residents occurred for the 
most part, in hospitals surrounding our town. 


A new Ford automobile, 1957 model, was purchased for the District 
Nurse by your vote of approval at the Town meeting. Mrs. Ruth 
Smith, R.N., our District Nurse, has had an ever increasing demand 
upon her time for her services, as her report clearly shows.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


RUSSELL J. Lutz, Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen, serving as the Board of Public Works and to 
the citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Herewith is my third annual report of the Department of Public 
Works. 


Previous reports have dealt with the need for maintaining a proper 
balance between an expanding population and Public Works functions. 
Here, in view of the mounting municipal debt, increased costs, an 
unpredictable tax rate, and the urge to cut budgets, I would like to 
discuss Public Works at the municipal level, and to make certain recom- 
mendations for future policy and operation. 


At the outset, let it be said that Public Works provides a vitally 
important function in Town Affairs and that the health, welfare, and 
competitive standing of any community is in direct relationship to the 
efficiency and accomplishments of this Department. 
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Sharon was fortunate at the outset of its Public Works program in 
having a core of well-qualified men to take over key positions. Hence, 
the transition from the old system of departmental autocratic paternalism 
to the new centralized system was fairly easy. In the beginning there 
was considerable uncertainty in the minds of many as to what effect 
the new system would have on their well being. As time went on, 
however, and they found their lot improved, both in freedom of action 
and compensation, they took a renewed interest in their work. The 
new spirit is aptly expressed in the words of one of the men, “It is like 
finding a new job.” 


We, in Sharon, have developed an “esprit de corps” within the 
Department which is rare in the industry. This has been accomplished 
particularly by sharing responsibilities and making everyone an 
important and integral part of the organization and by using every man 
to the full extent of his capabilities. 


Public Works is big business and through it is spent a goodly share 
of the tax dollar. If money is to be spent wisely, and if the tax payer 
is to get the greatest return from his investment, we must have competent 
men and the proper means for efficient operation. In a highly competi- 
tive market for good men of various specialized skills we must be pre- 
pared to be able to offer the same incentives in pay and other benefits 
equal to those afforded by private industry. Given an equal status we 
can command and receive the same high standards of performance that 
is characteristic of private industry. 


As a dynamic and intelligent community fraught with perplexing 
problems attendant to growth, we cannot afford to operate with any- 
thing less than the best. Collectively, we have as good a Department as 
any, studded with men of outstanding ability and skills so necessary for 
the type of work we are called upon to do. Individually, we have some 
of the best men in the business. 


With over 77 miles of public roads in Sharon and the great need for 
repairs and improvements to adequately serve the needs of the community, 
there can be no lessening in the scope of the work planned. Any 
curtailment in the program at this point to satisfy demands for a lower 
tax rate will only compound the problem in the future and the work 
will have to be done ultimately at greater costs and at a higher tax 
burden. 


The need for additional sources of gravel for Town projects was 
brought out in a previous report. After a great deal of scouting and 
probing, a considerable deposit was found in a remote area, but easily 
developed for handy access in the vicinity of the Foxborough-Sharon 
town line off South Main Street. Binding arrangements have been made 
for purchase, provided the money is made available by Town vote. 
If Town action is favorable, this deposit will insure the needs for gravel 
for a great many years to come. 


Money was appropriated at the last Town Meeting for the exploration 
of water and the development of a new gravel packed well. After many 
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exploratory test wells were driven in various parts of the Town, a 
promising source was developed in the vicinity of the abandoned pump- 
ing station off Tree Lane. Final test showed that this well is capable 
of producing upwards of two million gallons per day. This will solve 
the problem of supply for some years to come, but in no way can it be 
considered a panacea for all of our water problems. Even when this 
new well is connected to the system, there still is the problem of small 
flow and low pressure in remote areas which can only be corrected by 
enlarging the distribution mains or by additional storage tanks in high 
places. Either one of these is extremely expensive and, in view of all 
else, is probably several years away. Hence, continued restrictions can 
be expected in the use of water during critical times. 


The Public Works Department has enjoyed a year of great progress 
and I wish to thank everyone who had a hand in its accomplishments. 
Special appreciation is accorded the Board of Selectmen for sound 
guidance and a sympathetic hand when it was needed.

HIGHWAY DIVISION

INTRODUCTION 


1957 has been one of unprecedented activity and accomplishment. 
All of the major work projects that were planned were completed, or 
nearly so, and many emergency or unscheduled ones that cropped up 
from time to time were worked out and settled. Some minor road and 
drainage projects had to be deferred because of the urgency to complete 
the more important ones. 


Accurate planning is indeed difficult in any such operation where 
the projects concerned cover such a wide scope of activity, and the 
execution of each is dependent upon the vagaries of weather and the 
unpredictable makeup of the medium in which we work. An outstanding 
example of this was the road and drainage project in the vicinity of the 
railroad bridge on Canton Street. It was estimated for a routine job, but 
after construction started, the condition of the subsoil, hardpan and 
quicksand, coupled with a strong flow of subsurface water, presumably 
from Saw Mill Pond, made it a major project. It finally cost more than 
three times the amount that was estimated. 


The work projects for the year are grouped according to the various 
categories involved and essential detail is shown. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


Work was continued on Bay Road from East Street to Lakewood 
Drive to make use of the unexpended funds appropriated in 1955. 
A stone masonry retaining wall was built adjoining the Parrish residence, 
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measuring 125 feet in length with an average height of 8 feet and 
containing 80 cu. yds. The details of cost for construction are as follows:

In addition to this, $2,332.42 in labor was spent in the construction 
of gravel shoulders and the grading of backslopes on both sides of the 
entire section, a distance of 3,600 ft. This was done for an average 
cost of about 64¢ per lineal foot. Another sum of $1,180.00 was 
spent in the removal of trees necessary for the realignment and widening 
of that section of Bay Road from Cobb’s Corner to Lakewood Drive, 
$1,000.00 for labor and $180.00 for the rent of a chipper for brush 
disposal. A total of 84 trees was removed, most of them over 12” d.b.h. 
nl a few as large as 24 to 30 inches d.b.h. A large share of the full 
cost of removal was borne jointly by the Telephone Company and the 
Boston Edison Company because most of the trees were involved in 
power lines. 


The appropriations for the years 1956 and 1957 were combined and 
allotted to the Cobb’s Corner end of Bay Road. Specifications drawn 
up by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works included channel 
islands at Cobb’s Corner for traffic control, drainage, and 500 ft. of 
road construction. Also included in the specifications was the final 
surfacing and setting of curb inlets on the section that the Town con- 
structed in 1956. This was put out to public bid and a contract awarded 
the successful bidder, the J. Gavigan Corporation, d.b.a. Canton, 
Massachusetts. 


Work started on this contract late in the fall. The completion date is 
set for June 28, 1958.

CHAPTER 718 


A grant of $20,967.18 was made to the Town from available State 
funds for the permanent construction of South Main Street from East 
Chestnut Street to Gunhouse Street, a distance of 5,000 feet. The work 
included widening and realignment, excavation and gravel fill where 
needed, reshaping, drainage repairs, the laying of bituminous berm 
curbing to replace cobblestone curbing, and resurfacing with Type I 
bituminous concrete.

The Wading Pool — Hammershop Pond: 


A wading pool was built at Hammershop Pond on Town owned 
property, in order to enhance the summer activities for the youngest 
participants at the Sharon Civic Foundation Playground. 


A sum of 500 cu. yds. of muck was excavated from an area of about 
one-half acre. This muck was used for grading within the wooded 
grove adjoining the pond. The excavated area was filled with 600 cu. yds. 
of sand, making the maximum depth of water less than three feet in 
the wading area. 


In addition to the excavation and grading, about one-half acre of 
wooded grove was thinned and pruned and cleared of a tangle of 
briars. See Table II for costs. 


Railroad Parking Lot: 


The Parking Lot on the eastbound side of the station was expanded 
to provide additional parking spaces for 80 cars. This is the same area 
that was rough graded in 1956. It was topped with crushed bank gravel, 
graded and penetrated with MC-2 road oil. (See Table I for details) 


This addition now provides the Town with 194 parking spaces on 
the eastbound side and 94 on the westbound side for a total of 288 
spaces. 


The general run of repetitive maintenance projects was carried out 
from time to time as the need arose. Chief among these were sweeping 
streets, cleaning catch basins and drain lines, grading and filling at the 
Town dump, clearing brush along the roadsides, stripping gravel pits, 
painting traffic lines, rubbish collection, care of the railroad underpass, 
care of cemeteries, surveying for construction projects and the establish- 
ment of sidelines for various interested parties, the setting of bounds, 
setting guard posts and rails at the Sharon Heights Shopping Center, 
and the like. 
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PUBLIC PARKS

Major policy changes in the management of the Public Beach at 
Lake Massapoag were enacted at the Town Meeting in March, 1957. 
It was voted to discontinue, as a public way, that portion of Beach 
Street that adjoins the beach area. It was further voted to restrict the 
use of the beach for swimming to Sharon residents. A small area near 
the flume house was reserved for a boat slip for general public use. 


The fencing at the Lake was rearranged to help in the enforcement 
of these new mandates. There was minor confusion and a few com- 
plaints in the beginning, caused by the inconvenience to through traffic, 
but generally the results made for the most peaceful and successful 
season in the recent history of the Lake. The ‘Coney Island” atmosphere 
of years past was completely eliminated. There was no confusion or 
hazards from traffic to contend with and the beach area itself was kept 
clean and sanitary through self-discipline and pride of ownership. It was 
truly Sharon’s own beach and it was greatly appreciated. 


The same close cooperative program for swimming lessons was 
carried out with the Sharon Civic Foundation. Mr. Edward Koskella, 
Director of affairs for the Foundation, worked hand in hand with David 
Peterson, the Waterfront Director, and a fine program of instruction was 
carried out for the youngsters of Sharon. 
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David Peterson’s report on the Waterfront Program follows:

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a. This system of enabling students to advance 
quickly as their ability increased resulted in a 
greater amount of instruction for each 
individual. 


b. Many children participated in two groups, 
and some in as many as three during the 
instruction period. 


E. Problems of this year's beginner instruction

Enrollment figures show an _ overloaded second 
period and a small third period. Next season’s 
instruction might be organized so as to prevent such 
overloads and to insure an even spread among all 
groups. 

a. This might be accomplished by printing a

REPORT OF LIFEGUARD STAFF 


As a result of a number of changes in both policy and facilities, 
guarding the beach has been an easier job this summer than was the case 
in years past. With the newly-instituted aids at their disposal, the life- 
guards have been able to perform their duties more efficiently. These 
changes are as follows: 


1) The location of the boat launching area at an end of the beach 
where only a few swimmers are found. 


2) The purchase of an outboard motor-powered aluminum lifeboat, 
which enables guards to enforce more efficiently the rules per- 
taining to swimmers going beyond a safe depth and boats enter- 
ing the swimming area. 


3) The acquisition during the summer months of the Police Depart- 
ment megaphone, which has been useful in warning boat drivers, 
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swimmers and violators of dock rules. The battery-powered mega- 
phone has been used to advantage, as well, in the conducting of 
morning swimming classes. 


4) The lowering of the tower at the center of the beach and the con- 
struction of two stands, one at either end of the beach, have 
enabled lifeguards to cover a larger area from these improved 
vantage points. 


5) The rule excluding tubes, rafts, water wings and other floating 
artificial support devices from the lake. A great potential danger 
was eliminated by this new rule. 


6) The rule requiring beach chairs to be at least three feet back from 
shore, which enables guards to watch children in the water near 
shore more closely. 


Although many improvements were made at the beach this summer, 
two major difficulties remain. The first concerns the patrolling of the 
Sacred Heart rafts. At present these rafts and the Sacred Heart dock 
area are patrolled during the day only by the Sacred Heart Camp’s guards 
during the hours when the area is occupied by camp personnel. When 
the rafts are not being used by the campers, they are occupied for the 
most part by non-residents, though it cannot be denied that they present 
an attractive nuisance to Sharon youngsters. Incidentally, Red Cross 
policy frowns upon rafts of this type. 


So long as Sacred Heart chooses to set the rafts out, it seems that 
the camp should take more responsibility for patrolling them than it 
does at the present time. The alternatives as I see them are — 


1) To convince them of the inadvisability of putting the rafts out 
(highly improbable) 

2) To arrange a system by which both Sacred Heart and Sharon 
guards share patrol duties. 


3) To keep the rafts clear except during Sacred Heart Camp period. 


The second stumbling-block concerns the crowding in the area of the 
present H-dock. Purchase of another set of docks or the beginning of 
another dock system which could be added to in later years might be 
feasible at this time. 


In conclusion, may I say that this summer at Lake Massapoag has 
been a safe and successful one in every way. This was made possible 
by a hard-working and cooperative waterfront staff (Ann Hughes, 
Richard Bonz, Philip Carter, John MacPhail, Robert Murano) and an 
equally enthusiastic and cooperative public. 


Early in the season the Board of Selectmen appointed a committee 
to make further studies of policy at the lake, more especially in regards 
to the control of water craft, docks protruding out into the Lake, policing, 
and similar problems. This committee is comprised of Saul Namyet, 
Martin “Doc” White and Rod Speir, Chairman. It can be expected 
that there will be further regulatory measures taken this coming season 
to increase the safety and usefulness of the Lake for Sharon Residents. 
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REPORT ON ROADSIDE TREES AND INSECT PESTS 
AND IVY CONTROL 


C. F. Wiiiams, In Charge

One of the worst droughts in recent history was experienced this past 
season and, although full effect on trees will not be manifest for some 
time to come, most trees showed signs of injury in one form or another. 
The elms and maples were especially hard hit. Wracked as they were 
from the hurricanes in 1954 and the gales and floods of 1955, this 
current drought struck a severe weakening blow. Many trees com- 
pletely died; others showed signs of partial dying and the least damage 
was wide-spread chlorosis. 


A total of 107 dead trees were removed — 84 elms, 15 maples, and 
8 miscellaneous species. Much of the dead wood in surviving trees was 
removed but the job is by no means completed. 


It is commonly thought that elms succumb only to the dread Dutch 
Elm Disease but tests showed that there were more deaths from other 
causes this past season. The dry weather favored heavy infestations of 
lice and mites, which serve to weaken trees, and these were controlled 
by the application of a miticide at frequent intervals . 


A total of 76 trees were set out on private property adjoining the 
public way. These included sycamore, red oak, pin oak, maple, dogwood, 
paper birch, flowering crab, and yellow wood. Despite the dry weather, 
most of these survived because of the attention given them by the land 
owners involved. A screen planting of red pine was set out along the 
west property line of the Highway Garage to afford privacy to abutting 
owners. 
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The control of insect pests did not pose any particular problems this 
past season. There was no evidence whatsoever of the presence of the 
Gypsy Moth which has been so destructive in the past. The one area, 
off Furnace Street, where they were found through trapping in 1956 
was sprayed by air in May with apparent complete control. The tent 
caterpillar, formerly an unsightly nuisance, has been completely elimi- 
nated by aerial spraying. A similar fate has befallen the Elm Leaf 
Beetle. Still with us, but in markedly decreased numbers, is the Japanese 
beetle. As it was brought out in last year’s report, the Japanese Beetle 
is something we have to learn to live with, but if everyone will practice 
control measures it will never be too bothersome. 


The drought had certain compensations. The swamps dried up and 
concommittantly the mosquito breeding places were destroyed. Two 
aerial sprays were applied to the principle swamps in town and through- 
out the thickly settled residential areas. The first of these was a larvacidal 
spray aimed at killing mosquitoes while in the “wiggler’’ state and 
before they emerged as adults. This was done under the direction of the 
Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project. Other supplementary spray- 
ing was done by ground crews using hand pumps, mist blowers and fog 
guns,

The second spray was applied in mid-May under the direction of 
Town forces. Beyond mid-May there were very few complaints about 
mosquitoes and what were registered were taken care of by localized 
spraying with ground equipment. 


An intensive campaign was waged on poison ivy along the public 
ways throughout Town. A combination 2-4-D and 2-4-T herbicide was 
used and with excellent effectiveness, 
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WATER DIVISION 





Oris S. TOLMAN, In Charge 


The consumption of water this year was far greater than ever before. 
The increase was due largely to the unprecedented drought we 
experienced this past season, and to the need for excessive watering of 
lawns and gardens. It became apparent in. mid-June that our wells 
would not hold up under the demands that were being made on them. 
At one time the draw down (dynamic level) at the principal well off 
Farnham Road reached a depth of thirty feet, which is only three feet 
above the top of the screen. We were pumping over two million gallons 
from two stations daily at this point. Water restrictions were imposed 
on June 14th limiting the outside use of the hose to two specified hours 
each day. This drastically cut down the use of water and gave the wells 
a chance to recover. However, it became necessary to stagger the permis- 
sible watering hours in different sections of Town in order to provide 
pressure to force water to high places in outlying districts. Enough water 
was provided everyone to save valuable trees, shrubs and home gardens. 
Admittedly, most lawns suffered from lack of water. However, the water 
situation was so critical, not only locally, but everywhere in South- 
eastern New England, that it became ‘‘patriotic’ to have a “brown” lawn. 
With a few exceptions, a green and well tailored lawn meant violations 
of water restrictions. 


The new well developed off Tree Lane, when connected to the 
system, will provide a substantial supply of water. However, this will 
not eliminate the need for imposing restrictions during critical times. 


The work of the Department consisted largely of maintenance, includ- 
ing the adjustment and renewal of mains and services in connection with 
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road projects, and the installation of water meters. There are approxi- 
mately one thousand meters installed throughout Town at this time. 
The extension of mains on High Plain Street and Wilshire Drive were 
the principal construction projects.

It can be seen that a total of 312,285,000 gallons of water were 
pumped for the year which is an increase of 55,860,000 gallons, or about 
20% more than the amount pumped in 1956. The gallonage pumped 
during the peak week was 16,330,000 gallons, as compared with 
14,725,000 gallons for the same period in 1956 and 13,335,000 gallons 
in 1955. This means that over two and one quarter million gallons were 
pumped daily for this period, which approaches our maximum capacity 
under ideal conditions. With the diminution of the water table causing 
extreme low levels in the wells, it was little wonder that emergency 
restrictions had to be applied and enforced. 


Only 54 new services were connected to the systems compared with 
107 for 1956, |

This table shows that there has been no significant increase in the use 
of water this year in the winter months over that used in 1956. How- 
ever, there was a substantial increase in use in the summer months, 
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May through September. A sum of 201,670,000 gallons was used in 
1957 as compared with 149,750,000 gallons for the same period in 1956, 
an increase of 51,925,000 gallons. This is especially significant and 
alarming in view of the fact that there was unrestricted use permitted in 
1956 as against restricted use in 1957.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT

During the year 1957, there were a total of one hundred and ten auto 
accidents. Forty-nine of these accidents were accidents involving both 
personal injuries and property damage and sixty-one were accidents 
involving property damage only. Most of the accidents in which persons 
received serious injuries can be credited to Route 1. Although we have 
approximately one and seven-eighths miles of Route 1 going through 
Sharon, it is safe to say that it is the most dangerous of all, or any part 
of Route 1. 


The Department during said year, responded to ninety-eight emergency 
ambulance calls for transportation of patients to various hospitals and also 
responded to emergency calls from both doctors and citizens requesting 
the use of police inhalator. 


On police measures, during 1957, there were two hundred and eleven 
arrests and prosecutions as follows:

VETERANS' SERVICES DEPARTMENT

During 1957, the number of veterans and their dependents receiving 
direct financial aid through this Department increased about 30 percent 
over 1956. However, in most instances, help was needed for a compara- 
tively short period; and because it was found possible to obtain extra 
Federal aid in some cases, and to recover, in other cases, the funds paid 
by Sharon, the total expenditures for 1957 by this Department will not 
exceed those for 1956. 


Services other than financial aid have been furnished, during the past 
year, to many of our fellow citizens, veteran and non-veteran, with long 
and short Sharon residence. Assistance was given in preparing applica- 
tions for various Federal and State veterans’ benefits and allowances; 
covering hospitalization, funeral expenses, grave markers, schooling, 
on-job training, pensions, widow’s allowances, tax rebates, insurance 
matters, etc. The effect of various new Federal and State laws, the inter- 
relation of Social Security disability payments and Veteran Administration

payments; these and many other matters have been handled for and with 
Sharon veterans and their dependents during 1957. 


Registration for Selective Service, as an agent for the Norwood 
Selective Service Office, continued during 1957, with a total of 27 Sharon 
boys being listed as they reached their 18th birthdays. 


With the average age of World War I veterans now over the 60 mark, 
the work of this Department will no doubt grow heavier in 1958, as 
illness, unemployability, physical incapacity and lack of resources affect 
more of our older veterans. And, for various reasons, a certain number 
of requests for assistance from the younger World War II and Korean 
Conflict veterans may be expected. 


The Veterans’ Agent is happy to acknowledge the cooperation and 
assistance he has received from our Board of Selectmen, from the mem- 
bers of the Veterans’ Advisory Committee, and from various Town Depart- 
ments during the year. He looks forward to the opportunity of serving 
Sharon veterans, their dependents, and his fellow townsmen throughout 
the coming year.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Sharon for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1957, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions of the several departments receiving or 
disbursing money for the town or committing bills for collection were 
examined and checked by comparison with the books of the town 
treasurer and with the records in the office of the town accountant. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed in detail, the 
receipts being checked with the treasurer's cash book and the payments 
being compared with the warrants authorizing them and with the 
treasurer’s records of payments. The appropriations, loan authorizations, 
and transfers, as recorded on the ledger, were checked with the town 
clerk’s records of financial votes passed at the town meetings and with 
the warrant committee’s authorizations of transfers from the reserve 


fund. 


The necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1957. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and checked with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the town and 
with the other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were compared with the selectmen’s war- 
rants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The cash book footings were verified, and the cash balance on 
December 31, 1957 was proved by count of the cash in the office, by 
verification of the securities held in safekeeping by the bank, and by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit. 
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The payments made on account of maturing debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due and checked with the cancelled 
securities on file. The outstanding coupons on December 31, 1957 were 
listed and reconciled with statements furnished by the banks at which the 
debt and interest are payable. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment of 
the trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the amounts transferred to the town 
were checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The records of employees’ payroll deductions on account of Federal 
taxes, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were examined 
and checked. The amounts withheld from employees’ salaries were listed 
and compared with the treasurer's recorded receipts, and the payments 
to the proper agencies were verified. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and checked. 
The transfers to the tax title account were compared with the collector’s 
books, the redemptions of tax titles were checked with the treasurer’s 
recorded receipts, and the tax titles on hand were listed, reconciled with 
the town accountant’s ledger, and checked with the records at the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, as well as all 
subsequent commitment lists, were audited and proved with the warrants 
issued for their collection. The cash books were added, the payments to 
the treasurer were verified, the abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ and other departmental records of abatements granted, the 
amounts transferred to the tax title account were proved, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger 
controls. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts were 
verified by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk pertaining to dog and sport- 
ing licenses issued, as well as for fees for gasoline registrations, were 
examined and checked. The records of licenses issued were listed, the 
payments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts, and the cash on hand on December 31, 1957 was verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required to file them for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the board of selectmen 
and by the police, building, and health departments were examined and 
checked. The records of licenses issued were listed, the payments to the 
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treasurer were checked with the treasurer's recorded receipts, and the 
cash on hand was verified. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and measures, and 
of the school, library, and park departments, as well as of all other 
departments collecting money for the town, were examined and checked, 
the recorded collections being compared with the payments to the 
treasurer. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the town treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from all town officials during the progress 
of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to 
express appreciation.

Article 36. Voted: That the Town instruct the Moderator to 
os a committee of fwe members, of which one member shall be 
the Town Counsel ex officio, to study legal and policy questions concern- 
ing the use, activity, rights, powers and duties of the Town with respect 
to the next Annual Town Meeting its’ recommendations for operation 
and recreational use of the area and concerning such legislation, if any, 
as may be needed to implement such recommendations to clarify the 
powers, rights and duties of the Town and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 to defray the expenses of said committee, and to meet 
said appropriation the sum of $300.00 be transferred from available 
funds in the Treasury.

To THE CITIZENS OF SHARON: 


In accordance with instructions contained in this article the appointed 
committee respectfully submits the findings and recommendations 
described herein. 


It has been established that Lake Massapoag is a great pond and is 
therefore under the general supervision of the Mass. Dept. of Public 
Works. By special act in 1943, later amended in 1945, the General 
Court vested in the Selectmen of Sharon the power to control the facili- 
ties and privileges of the Lake sufficient to the carrying out of any 
recommendation contained in this report. 


After preliminary consideration of our comprehensive and rather 
involved charge we concluded that the object of our study contained 
little opportunity for future development as a town recreational center 
within the confines of the existing fencing. In fact, we have outgrown 
it to the point where in its present form the beach area, a natural town 
asset, is developing into a detraction and even a danger spot. However, 
before seeking a solution based on this basic assumption we thought it 
best to try to obtain a sampling of opinion of our fellow citizens. 


A letter and stamped reply card was mailed to every householder in 
the Town. The response to our questionnaire substantiated our guess 
that you were intensely interested in the problem. A 35% return of the 
2200 cards mailed from the assessors’ list was indicative of this. A 10% 
return is normally considered good in response to mailed questionnaires. 


Of those replying about 58% felt the present beach area to be 
inadequate. 
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The replies to the next question, #2, which we decided was poorly 
worded since it could be misinterpreted to mean the entire shoreline of 
the Lake, was about evenly divided. In this question we actually were 
considering only the shore along Beach Street. 


About two-thirds of those replying to #3 were in favor of fees being 
charged for use by residents of the town beach. 


Slightly more than 45% were in favor of developing the area between 
the lake and the High School for park purposes. 


To summarize, your replies indicated we should include in our 
solution expanded facilities, possibly devoted to the use of residents only 
who would be willing to pay in fees a portion of the maintenance costs 
of these facilities. However, a reluctance to go to the expense of develop- 
ing the area to the new high school was shown by a slight majority. 
Your helpfulness went beyond your guiding answers. Numerous letters 
were also received and included one well-thought-out message that 
looked better and better as we explored the problem. 


The present town beach is approx. 800’ long and 30’ wide — the 
unrestricted area is approx. 275’ long. 


With 4139 resident and guest tags issued and the inevitable overflow 
from the 44 acre allotted to the general public it is obvious that the 
“inadequate” response was justified. 


The situation was simply expressed by our Police Dept., ‘At the 
lake we have too many people in too small an area to be consistent with 
safety and adequate supervision.’”” The Supt. of Public Works responsible 
for the Town’s supervision of the area, pointed up the fact that the 
problem of handling the crowds is compounded by Beach St. traffic 
which consists not only of the cars bringing the bathers but sightseers. 
The existence of this well-traveled road only 30’ from the water’s edge 
precludes the possibility of doing much about improving conditions. 
Therefore, any plan that is devised short of providing tunnels under it 
nourishes an inherent danger that is going to intensify as the town 
grows. The fact we haven’t had a fatal accident on Beach St. is just 
plain good fortune. Perhaps next year our luck won't hold. 


The town demonstrated that they were only interested in an economical 
solution to the problem, therefore, we welcomed and thoroughly explored 
the suggestion received from one interested and life-long resident of 
the town. We recommend it to you as part of the answer to the town’s 
requirements for a beach park. It is one which will enable a growing 
town to take full advantage of our greatest natural asset at the lowest 
possible cost. 


Our proposal is to close Beach St., and enclose the entire area from 
the lake shore to the present High School boundry. This means relocating 
the present fence a adding only 200 feet of new fence. This enclosure 
will not involve any property not presently owned by the town. 


In view of the fact that the parking lots would be used only by 
Sharon residents they appear ample and need no enlargement. 
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COMMENTS ON THIS PROPOSAL 


It was only after considerable discussion that we became convinced 
that it was inevitable that the entire beach along Beach St. be restricted 
to Town use. The fact that it only adds approx. 280’ to the presently 
fenced-in 800’ made us hesitate for we are all aware of the enjoyment 
given a host of out-of-towners by this short strip of sand and water. 
However, we concluded that it’s very inadequacy was the determining 
factor necessitating its closure. While we might like to, we just have 
not enough area available to be host to all comers. Even if it were 
possible there are indications that we would have to plan on a twenty- 
four hour supervision of the beach park, for in addition to the publicized 
violence of last summer, the Supt. of Public Works reports expensive 
vandalism of the nuisance type. Closing off the entire area and restricting 
it to townspeople will mean economizing in the supervision of the park. 
Obviously it will also make more beach available to the rapidly growing 
town. 


The closing off of Beach St. is not a new idea. Originally, it was 
proposed in conjunction with a plan to build a new road from Pond 
St. to Gunhouse along the back edge of the beach property. Since this 
would have gone over swamp land it was deemed too expensive. 
Furthermore, it does not seem feasible to build a road which would 
knife through two play areas, the high school on the one side and the 
beach area on the other. 


The use of Ames St. seems to give the best answer to the problem. 
It will not add any expense and is already in the schedule of roads to 
be improved by the Public Works Dept. The traffic problem which 
might be created on Ames St. is minor in comparison with the one now 
existing on Beach St. The chief inconvenience comes to those wishing 
to drive between Massapoag Ave. and Beach to So. Main Streets. From 
the circle on Pond St. to the junction of Gunhouse and So. Main it is 
approximately 2000’ further via Ames St. than cutting across Beach St. 
and up Gunhouse. 


Within a short time the Town will have to face the problem of a 
relocated Rt. 1 and a possible access road coming off in the vicinity of 
South Walpole St. It is completely evident that the flow of the cross- 
town trafic which might result from this should not run along Beach 
St. with its already hazardous conditions. 


RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING SUPERVISION AND THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF THIS PLAN 


If we do develop the Beach St. area to a modest extent it is requisite 
that an adequate supervisory plan be developed. Your Committee 
suggests the following for your serious consideration. 


1. In the organization of the Town of Sharon, authority is vested 
by the Selectmen in the Superintendent of Public Works who is 
responsible for the appointment of personnel. 
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2. Recommended that the Superintendent of Public Works appoint a 
part time director responsible to him for the supervision of the program 
at the lakefront and for the maintenance and upkeep of these facilities. 


3. It is recommended that such an individual be vested with the 
authority to employ the necessary waterfront personnel maintenance staff 
and the necessary police. 


4, It is recommended that these activities be co-ordinated so that 
existing town bodies are involved rather than creating new or special 


bodies. 


5. It is recommended that the Superintendent of Public Works appoint 
an Advisory Co-ordinating Committee that might involve existing 
agencies in the community to the mutual benefit of all concerned. 


6. It is recommended that the details of collection of fees, checking 
systems and details of program, be left entirely to the director. 


Increased activity upon the Lake itself is bringing about a hazardous 
condition which should be brought under control before some serious 
accidents occur. At the present time there is no restriction concerning 
the use and operation of power boats. Many Fane therefore, are 
using the Lake indiscriminately to test the speed and control of their 
boats, to water ski, and to race their power boats. These persons appear 
to be, for the most part, from out of town. Very often they operate at 
a speed and in a manner dangerous to other boats, to bathers, and even 
to people on shore. To ameliorate this situation and enhance the general 
safe use of the Lake we recommend to the Board of Selectmen the 
adoption of the following regulations: 


1. That all power boats (inboard or outboard) shall bear an identi- 
fication number. 


2. That all such boats shall be registered through the Office of 
the Chief of Police, and no boat shall be permitted upon the Lake 
without proper registration. 


3. That the maximum speed of any power boat shall not exceed 
ten miles per hour, but that within one hundred yards of the shore the 
speed shall not exceed five miles per hour. 


4. No person shall operate a motor driven boat in such a manner 
as to endanger the lives and safety of others or the property of others. 


5. That the horsepower of the motor of any transient boat shall 
not exceed five. 


6. That it shall be unlawful for any aircraft to land on the Lake 
except in an emergency. 


7. No person shall operate a motor driven boat unless the motor 
is equipped with a good and sufficient muffler or underwater exhaust. 
Hence, such muffler or underwater exhaust shall be in use at all times. 
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NOTE: Detailed regulations covering the above points and others have 
been prepared by the committee and presented to the Board of Selectmen. 


To further protect the safety of bathers and boaters alike, it is 
recommended: 


1. That the public swimming area of the Lake be marked by some 
suitable means such as buoys, booms, or lemon lines. 


2. That buoy markers be placed on all submerged rocks which 
constitute a boating hazard. 


3. That one of the Town’s life guard boats be pass with an 
outboard motor of suitable size to be used in case of a boating accident. 


4. That launching area for transient boats be identified and a 
channel marked with lemon lines or buoys to deepwater. This to be 
only launching beach to be used by transients. This should be located 
next to the flume house.

In commenting on the above, our observation of the charges made 
by other communities is that the charges made to Sharon residents are 
markedly low. One town for example charges 25¢ each time the facilities 
are used. 


Since the revenue from out of towners last year amounted to only 
$1,068, there is no need for a charge of this magnitude. However, we 
do recommend that the charges (as indicated by you in the survey) be 
commensurate with the cost of operations. A fair charge might be $3.00

per car for the season and 50 cents per individual for the season. This 
would result in an estimated income of $5,700 which would more than 
cover the cost of the lifeguards and attendants. 


It should also cover the cost of hiring a Park Director for 3 months. 
Relocating the present fence and the addition of 200 feet of new fencing 
will cost about 1,950 dollars. This would be done by the Department 
of Public Works and is their estimate of the cost. The Yacht Club is 
willing to co-operate in the making and placement of markers. A 
serviceable boom can be made of old telephone poles and chain. 


We have not tried to cover in detail the administrative and physical 
problems, but rather have attempted to prepare a basic plan which will 
allow for the development of a well run and adequate beach park that 
will enable us all to enjoy to the full the town’s greatest natural asset. 
Undoubtedly, the first year will be especially difficult, but with a director 
giving his full time to the problem and an advisory committee to assist 
him in policy and the co-ordination of interested town officials and 
organizations there should be ample talent to insure a successful operation. 
We ate sure that the most vital ingredient, the co-operation of the 
citizens of Sharon, will be given in full measure. 


The Committee 
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Report on the Sharon Town Forest 


Sharon, like many small New England towns was blessed with an 
abundance of woodlands, open fields and other gifts of nature which 
combine to make a fine residential area. The growth of the metropolitan 
area and the resulting change in land values present a serious threat to 
the future of these natural resources in Sharon and elsewhere. To date 
136 towns in the Commonwealth have provided for town forests as a 
means of conserving these vital natural assets. 


Several groups in the Town have expressed an interest in reactivating 
our Town Forest program. As an adjunct to the overall problem of 
planning, your Planning Board has undertaken this brief study. 


At the outset, there are two significant points that must be brought 
out because of their bearing on the entire study. 


1. The Planning Board’s interest in a town forest is not based on 
the premise that such a venture can and will reduce taxes although in 
many communities the town forest has shown a profit. Rather, if the 
Town wishes to retain a significant number of “green and open areas” 
the time to act is now while such areas remain undeveloped. A Town 
Forest Committee could be well suited to develop and supervise such 
a project. 


2. A Town Forest was authorized in the Town of Sharon in 1929 
when 101 acres of land was set aside for this purpose. Subsequently, 
20,000 trees were planted on portions of this land but little has been 
done during the past decade or more to promote and develop a town 
forest as such. Today, this portion of municipal affairs comes under 
the jurisdiction of the Department of Public Works; we have no Town 
Forest Committee. 


GENERAL TOWN FOREST STATISTICS 


There are in the Commonwealth 136 town forests covering a total 
of 41,564 acres. Five of these forests cover in excess of 1,000 acres 
each. The largest town forest, 6,720 acres, is located in North Adams; 
the smallest, six acres, is located in Webster. The oldest town forest 
is the 2,067 acre tract in Fitchburg established in 1914. 


The following table indicates how different towns acquire the land 
which is now the town forest:

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WHY HAVE A TOWN FOREST 


The original concept of a town forest was patterned after the com- 
munal forests of Western Europe. “The basic theory and ultimate goal 
were to return idle land to a state of productivity and thus provide cash 
income to the town... through. . . sale of forest products.* Today, 
cash income benefits constitute only an insignificant portion of the 
total gain to a town from a well-planned town forest. A town forest 
can and should serve the community in a variety of ways. 


WATERSHED PROTECTION 


The people of Sharon must be assured of a continuous and sustained 
supply of water. A properly managed town forest can play an important 
role in helping to insure future water needs. Today, 33 watersheds in 
Massachusetts are managed under the provisions of the Town Forest 
Acts. “The forest floor, acting as a sponge, absorbs rain and allows it 
to gradually seep down through the pores of the soil to the underground 
water storage reservoits. In this way, water is conserved and flash floods 
are minimized . . . it will also help to increase the amount of water 
available for human use and aid in reducing soil erosion and flood 
damage.” (1) 


RECREATIONAL BENEFITS 


The tremendous flight to the suburbs evidenced during the past 
decade indicates the extent to which people are interested in our wooded 
areas. Unfortunately, there is an upswing in the number of landowners 
who are posting their property and a decrease in the amount of land 
available for recreation. The Town of Sharon has at least a moral 
responsibility to provide recreational areas especially for the younger 
generation. A town forest can be an inexpensive way to accomplish this. 


EDUCATIONAL BENEFITS 


A town forest can also be an effective device for teaching conserva- 
tion and a number of school subjects such as biology, geology and botany. 
It is conceivable that educational programs involving adults could be 
centered around a town forest. 


CONSERVATION OF NATURAL ASSETS 


Sharon will undoubtedly continue to grow until the last square foot 
of useable land is taken. If past performance is any guide, significant 


portions of our wooded areas will be destroyed as new homes are built. 
* Town Forests in Massachusetts, A Progress Report, 1914-1956 


THE ROLE OF A TOWN FOREST 


As one might expect, there is considerable variation in the role played 
by a town forest depending primarily on its proximity to the metropolitan 
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area. Plymouth, Wareham and Pembroke have stressed the lumber 
producing potential of the town forest although considerable land is 
devoted to picnic areas and the like. Many towns in the western part 
of the state follow a similar policy. To Sharon and many other towns 
a town forest is a means of protecting the water shed and water supplies. 


Natick, on the other hand, has emphasized the recreational and educa- 
tional aspects of its town forest. Its town forest was established through 
gift in 1938 and it became the Natick Natural Science Park in 1952. 
The area contains a ski slope, marked trails, an astronomy section equipped 
with a 35-foot sun dial and telescopes and, to quote from the manual, 


“The park is a living museum, an outdoor curriculum, 
a research activity. Instead of bringing exhibits to a 
building, the Science Park brings the people to the 
exhibits. Primarily, the Park is to serve the schools in 
introducing a pattern of study which consists of the 
pupil’s environment. The story of the commonplace is 
more amazing than the strangest fairy tale.” 


WHAT SHOULD WE DO ABOUT IT? 


It is the feeling of the Planning Board that we should take steps 
immediately to expand our town forest and make it more of a reality. 
This growth can take place in several different ways: 


1. Current holdings of town land, unless their use prohibits, should 
be incorporated into the town forest. A major exception to this principle 
is the Beach Front which, because of its peculiar problems, warrants 
a different type of supervision and control. 


2. The purchase of land at strategic points. Land along brooks, 
and Sharon has several of them, might be acquired for town forest 
purposes. 


3. Tax title land. A study of existing tax title land should be 
made to determine what lands, if any, can be economically acquired and 
made a portion of the town forest. 


4. Gift. Not until the Town has made a real attempt to develop 
a town forest can we expect that any significant gifts will be made. If 
we can prove that a larger town forest is needed and that we know how 
to manage it, there is a possibility that gifts of land will be forthcoming. 


HOW SHOULD IT BE DONE? 


The Planning Board recommends first that the authorities be instructed 
by Town Meeting to appoint a Town Forest Committee and that this 
Committee be comprised of individuals who have a keen interest in the 
project. 


Second, that public lands not devoted to other specific uses be 
transferred to the Sharon Town Forest, as indicated on the accompanying 
map. 
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Third, that the Town Forest Committee be directed to prepare and 
undertake a program for the multipurpose use of the Town Forest, 
Operating through the Public Works Department. 


Fourth, that the Committee, as part of its program, solicit the support 
of interested civic groups and undertake the dissemination of information 
and the stimulation of public interest. 


SUMMARY 


A Town Forest need not be an expensive proposition; it need not 
require a large annual appropriation. The Town of Plymouth operates 
its Town Forest on an annual appropriation of $950.00. The potential 
gains through a town forest are many times greater than the modest 
investment we might make. 


In Sharon, we are greatly concerned over the increased demands that 
are being made on the Town. The Planning Board believes that a 
portion of these demands can be fulfilled inexpensively through a larger 
town forest. 


To accomplish this program, the Planning Board 1s inserting the 
following articles in the 1957 Warrant: 


ARTICLE I 


To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to appoint 
a Town Forest Committee in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
45, Section 21 of the General Laws of Massachusetts. To raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of money for the 
expenses of said committee or act in any way relating thereto. 


ARTICLE Il 


To see if the Town will vote to incorporate into the Town Forest 
land now owned by the Town and shown on a plan entitled SHARON 
TOWN Forest, DECEMBER 1956, or act in any way relating thereto. 
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Report of the 


Betterment Assessment Study Committee 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


AUTHORIZATION 


From the Minutes of Annual Town Meeting 
March 12 and 13, 1956 


ARTICLE 51. VOTED: ‘That the Town instruct the Moderator to appoint a 
committee of 5 persons to study the advisability and methods for the assessment of 
benefit for public improvements, said committee to report back at the next Annual 
Town Meeting and to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 to defray the 
expenses of this committee, and to meet said appropriation, the sum of $300.00 
be transferred from available funds. 


The undersigned were appointed to this Committee by the town Moderator 
and submit the following report: 


COMMITTEE CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The committee met with the Planning Board, members of the Board of Select- 
men, the Town Counsel, and the Town Engineer and conferred with officials in 
nearby towns. After studying the evidence, this committee has concluded that the 
Town of Sharon should adopt the practice of assessing for Betterments for the 
following reasons: 


1. Assessment for Betterments will, in a broad sense, result in placing the 
cost of such betterments on those who chiefly benefit and will therefore be more 
equitable than the present practice of all property owners paying for these better- 
ments through the general tax levy. 


2. Assessment for Betterments will result in a saving on the tax rate in the 
future. 


3. Assessment for Betterments will allow land owners in any neighborhood 
or limited section of town, who desire public improvements, to jointly request such 
improvements with the understanding that the cost would be levied against such 
property owners rather than to the town as a whole. 


While it is true that the Board of Selectmen already have the power to assess 
Betterments of many types, the present Board does not feel it is proper to change 
the present practice without the approval of the voters at a Town Meeting. In 
order that the Board shall know the feelings and wishes of the voters, the Com- 
mittee will offer the following resolution under Article 4 at the 1957 Town 
Meeting and recommends its passage: 


Be it hereby resolved: That it is the sense of this meeting that whenever a 
limited and determinable area receives benefit or advantage, other than the general 
advantage to the town, from a public improvement, that the whole or part of the 
cost of such an improvement shall be proportionately assessed against the benefited 
land owners as provided under Chapter 80 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 


There are two specific types of Betterments which may be assessed when 
sections of the General Laws are accepted by a vote at a Town Meeting. On the 
one of these which concerns the removal of snow and ice, the committee recom- 
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mends no action because the removal of snow and ice is of general benefit to the 
town as a whole. The Committee has inserted Article 43, as written below, in the 
Warrant for the 1957 Town Meeting to provide for the assessment as Betterments, 
the cost of laying water pipes in the streets. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the town will vote to accept Sections 42G, 42H, and 
421 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws, relating to special assessments to meet 
the whole or part of the cost of laying water pipes in public and private ways, 
or to act in any way relating thereto. 


The Committee recommends the following motion be accepted under Article 43: 


Moved: That the town hereby authorize the Board of Selectmen to levy special 
assessments to meet the whole or part of the cost hereafter incurred of having pipes 
in public and private ways for the distribution of water. 


REVIEW OF THE LAWS: 


From the outset of the study of subject of Betterments, it became apparent that 
the first important problem was to understand the laws related to Betterments. 
The following paragraphs are abstracted from the laws and phrased in simplified 
language. The numbers refer to the annotations at the end of the report. 


(a) Betterments are defined by the laws as public improvements made, for 
which a limited and determinable area receives benefit or advantage, other than 
general advantage to the community as a whole, and for which the money is raised 
by public appropriation. 


(b) In general any betterment within the scope of the definition above may 
be subject to special assessments. The following are the type of betterments which 
are provided for by special statute or for which precedence has been established 
through the practices of other towns and cities under the general statutes: 


The laying out, taking of land or construction of 


new public streets 2 

alterations of public streets 2 

sewers for house sewage 3 

drains for surface water 4 

drains for drainage of swamps 5 

new sidewalks 6 

improvement of sidewalks 6 

parks 7 

railroad stations 8 

water pipes along a street 8 

reconstruction of a public improvement which has been worn out, even 
though a special assessment was denied for the original construction 7 


The expense of services relative to: 


watering a street 9 

maintaining a sewer 10 
removal of snow and ice 11 
abatement of a nuisance 12 
extermination of insect pests 13 


(c) The special assessment for betterments is levied against the land owners, 
of record on the January first preceding the levy, benefited by the betterment. 
The special assessments may be levied against other parties under certain circum- 
stances, such as tenants for life, or upon a person legally responsible for the 
land. (14) 


Charitable institutions are not exempt from taxation for betterments. (15) 


No assessment for a sewer may be levied against a cemetery. (16) 
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(d) The assessment for a betterment must not exceed the actual benefit to 
each parcel of land assessed. The general rule for determining the amount of 
benefit conferred upon land by a public improvement is the same as that by which 
land values are determined in other connections. The determining factor is how 
much has the particular public improvement added to the fair market value of the 
property, as between a willing seller and a willing buyer. (17) 


The law specifically limits the assessments for the construction of a new 
sidewalk to an amount not to exceed one half of the cost of the sidewalk. (18) 
If a by-law is adopted by the Town, the total assessed upon any individual estate 
for the construction of a sidewalk may be limited to one percent of the value of 
the estate as established by the last preceding annual assessment for taxes. (18) 
(The Committee has not recommended the by-law referred to above.) 


The special assessment for betterments is based upon either the front footage, 
area or assessed value of the land exclusive of buildings thereon. (19). 


The actual amount assessed against each land owner is at the discretion of 
the Board of Selectmen. (20) 


(e) The Board of Selectmen must issue an order for the improvement, 
stating in the order that the betterments are to be assessed for the improvement 
and designating in the order as the owner of each parcel, the person who was liable 
to assessment therefor on the preceding January first. The order contains a descrip- 
tion sufficiently accurate for identifying the area which it is expected will receive 
the benefit and contain an estimate for the betterment that will be assessed upon 
each parcel of land within such area. The order is registered within thirty days 
from its adoption by the Board of Selectmen at the Registry of Deeds. (21) 


The public improvement may be the subject of an article voted upon in a 
Town Meeting with provision that the betterments are to be assessed against those 
benefited. (22) However, the actual order for the improvement is made at the 
discretion of the Board of Selectmen. (20) 


A group of property owners may petition the Board of Selectmen for a public 
improvement. The final order is issued at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen 
provided the funds are available for the improvement. 


The law provides an alternate method (23) which has rarely been used, for 
the procedure to follow in taking property by eminent domain and assessment of 
betterments. This alternate method adds to the above described method the 
following steps. Notice of adoption of such an order is sent by registered mail to 
every person appearing of record to have an interest in any land to be taken, 
damaged or assessed by the proposed improvement, setting forth all estimates 
contained in the order and a like notice shall be posted in a conspicuous place on 
each parcel of land. The order is registered within ten days (instead of 30 days) 
from its adoption by the Board of Selectmen at the Registry of Deeds. The Board 
of Selectmen then files a petition in the Superior Court describing their proposed 
action. Any person with a grievance may answer the petition and deny that his 
property will receive special benefit. (23) 


(f) Chapter 80 of the laws of Massachusetts provides many safeguards to 
the interest of land owners. 


The owner of any real estate upon which betterments have been assessed has 
the right to petition the Board of Selectmen for an abatement. (24). A person 
who is aggrieved by the refusal of the Board to abate an assessment may appeal 
either to the Superior Court or to the County Commissioners. (25) 


When the order for an assessment of a betterment is made upon land which 
is not built upon, the Board of Selectmen may extend the time of payment until 
the land is built upon or for a fixed time. Interest is charged at the rate of four 
percent annually from the time of the assessment. The assessment must be paid 
within ee months after the land is built upon or at the expiration of the fixed 
time. (26 
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(g) Sharon accepted the Betterment Laws of the Commonwealth by vote on 
August 4, 1873. Sharon, again, voted to accept the Betterment Act of the Com- 
monwealth on March 1, 1880. Since each of these votes by the Town, the General 
Laws have been revised. In 1916 the General Laws were revised and consolidated 
by the passage of Chapter 80 which avoided the prior confusion by providing a 
uniform system for the assessment of betterments. Chapter 80 extends the right to 
levy betterment assessments as defined in paragraph (@) of this report without 
the need of any vote at the Town Meeting. The two exceptions to this general 
right are Snow and Ice Removal and Laying of Water Pipes as already discussed 
under the section of this report headed “Committee Conclusions and Recommenda- 
tions.” 


EQUITABLE PAYMENT OF COST 


The committee has recommended the Town adopt the practice of assessing 
betterments because the cost of the betterment is paid for by the limited few who 
are directly benefited. This principle is a fair and equitable way for paying for 
public improvements. 


Under the Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board, developers are now 
required to install water mains and service, surface the street and build sidewalks 
with curbing. The builder of a single dwelling on a private way often has the way 
accepted as a public road; and these same betterments that must be furnished by 
the developer are now constructed by an appropriation at the Town Meeting and 
paid for by all taxpayers through the general tax levy. This inequity in pro- 
viding betterments will be remedied by adopting the resolution under Article 4 
and the motion under Article 43 recommended by the committee. 


SAVING ON TAX RATE 


In view of the present high tax rate, the Committee feels that every means 
should be employed to minimize further increases. A study was made of the 
Town Reports to determine whether the assessments would reduce the tax rate. 
It was definitely concluded that the tax rate would be reduced. 


The practice of assessing for betterments will provide a way for people to ask 
for improvements in a limited area when the whole or part of the cost is to be 
paid for by the ones requesting the improvement. More of such improvements 
may be made than in the past without materially affecting the tax rate. 


PRACTICES IN SURROUNDING TOWNS 


The Committee conferred with authorities in the towns of Walpole, Mansfield, 
Canton, Dedham, Norwood, Westwood and Needham. All of these towns assess 
for sewers. Most of the towns assess for the construction of streets and sidewalks. 


The Chapters 332 and 639 of the Acts of 1955 are too recent for the towns to 
have adopted the sections of the General Laws necessary so that special assessments 
could be made for the laying of waterpipes. 


TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen have the responsibility for administering the assess- 
ment for betterments according to the laws. They are especially directed to the 
mandatory requirements mainly found in Chapter 80, Section 2. 


The success of assessing for betterments is dependent upon the fairness with 
which the Board administers the handling of the assessments. The laws do not 
provide for a hearing before the order is voted upon by the Board of Selectmen. 
The Committee recommends that a formal hearing be held before the order is 
adopted and preferably before a vote at the Town Meeting for the appropriation 
of the funds for carrying out the betterment. The hearing would give all persons 
who might be paying for the betterment an opportunity to express themselves. 
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TO THE WARRANT COMMITTEE 


The Town Counsel has investigated the practices of other towns with respect 
to providing for the vote at the town meeting authorizing and appropriating money 
for each project that betterments shall be assessed, and the percentage of total cost 
to be assessed. The attorneys admit that such a vote is without binding force on 
the Board of Selectmen that subsequently makes the order, but the Boards uniformly 
follow the vote of the Town. 


The Committee recommends that the Warrant Committee include in its motion 
for any Article which represents a betterment the wording that betterments shall 
be assessed and the percentage of the total cost to be assessed. The Warrant Com- 
mittee and the Board of Selectmen will necessarily need to cooperate closely in 
determining which articles represent betterments and the percentage to be assessed. 
The Committee further recommends that the Warrant Committee should not move 
eon ie any article pertaining to a betterment unless the hearing suggested has 

een held.

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Development in Sharon 


The question has been asked of the Planning Board with increasing 
frequency, whether and under what conditions Sharon should attempt 
to attract commercial and industrial firms to this community as a means 
of providing additional tax revenue. As part of its 1956 program, there- 
fore, the Planning Board undertook a study of this subject, the results 
of which, together with our recommendations, are outlined below. 


REASON FOR INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT: 


The only reason that seems to be present to any extent for establish- 
ing an industrial area is the need for additional tax revenue in order 
to lower or stabilize the Sharon tax rate. 


Other reasons that are present in some towns (such as the need to 
provide employment for local people, or the need to attract more people 
to the town) do not seem to exist in Sharon. Townspeople can easily 
reach nearby areas where employment opportunities exist —- and with 
the rate of growth Sharon has experienced in recent years, the need to 
attract people does not exist. Therefore, the only reason for industrial 
development is to provide additional tax revenue, beyond the added 
costs to the town of providing public services to industrial developments. 


CHARACTER OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT: 


In the opinion of the Planning Board, it would not be sound to 
attract industry, however interesting tax-wise, if that industry by its 
location, activities or character reduced the value or lowered the 
standards of Sharon as a residential community. It is this Board’s belief 
that any industrial program for Sharon should be limited by this con- 
sideration, both in location and in type of industry. 


LOCATION OF INDUSTRIAL AREA: 


Should Sharon decide to establish an industrial development there 
are three general areas that might satisfy all these requirements. These 
are: 


1) Areas along the railroad, 
2) The existing Route 1 area, and 
3) Along the route of the proposed “New Route 1.” 
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THE RAILROAD AREA 


The Planning Board is of the opinion that the areas along the 
railroad should not be considered for industrial development at this 
time. Our decision is based on the following reasons: 


1) 


2) 


3) 


The only access roads to these areas are through residential dis- 
tricts. This will mean a considerable increase in traffic — both 
trucks and cars — throughout many of the residential sections 
as well as the center of town. The increased congestion, confusion, 
noise and danger due to heavier traffic, plus the potential depre- 
ciation of home values due to this traffic, is a serious factor, 
which would detract from Sharon’s status as a residential town, 
and would cancel any advantages derived from the industry. 


The need of access to railroad facilities is not important or 
necessary to many industries. The types of industry requiring 
rail connections are primarily the heavy manufacturing or ware- 
housing types. If, as we believe, Sharon should attract the 
engineering, research, or light manufacturing types, then rail 
facilities are not as important as good highway access. 


Most industries selecting plant sites today want good highway 
access. The railroad sites do not offer this access at this time, 
since they are all two to four miles from Route 1, the closest 
main highway. It is possible that with the building of the new 
Route 1, a site between it and the railroad might become desirable 
for industrial purposes. This cannot be determined at present, 


however. 


THE EXISTING ROUTE 1 AREA 


The existing Route 1 area has several advantages as well as dis- 
advantages. The advantages are as follows: 


1)

Adequate highway access —- trucks and cars have ready access 
from Route 1, thus eliminating the need for many of them to 
travel through the residential districts of Sharon to reach the 
site. Traffic problems on residential roads thus are minimized. 


Direct routes to Boston and Providence, and via Route 128 to 
most suburban areas of Boston offer a larger area from which 
to attract employment or customers. 


Several parcels of land are available for industrial development. 
Possible disadvantages to the existing Route 1 area are: 


Existing Route 1 is no longer a premium location. For industries 
with a general interest in an eastern Massachusetts location, 
Route 128 and the new East-West Toll Road have been and 
will prove more attractive. For industries with a special interest 
in a Boston-Providence axis, the new Route 1 will be the premium 
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location. Beyond all other factors of economy or advantage, 
this Board does not want for Sharon an industrial area that will 
attract only the second-rate and the tawdry. 


2) Traffic between this road and the proposed new Route 1 might 
cause a considerable increase in traffic on roads between the two 
highways. This could detract from the value of residential areas. 
No accurate estimate of this problem can be made until the new 
highway interchange locations are settled. 


3) Town water is not available. The nearest town water is over one 
and one-half miles away on Walpole Street. 


4) No sewerage disposal facilities available. 


5) Fire and police protection are headquartered approximately three 
miles away. 


THE PROPOSED NEW ROUTE 1 AREA 


Nothing concrete can be decided on such sites until the final road 
location is decided upon. Depending upon the location of the inter- 
changes, suitable sites for industrial or commercial development may 
or may not be available. It probably will be some time in 1957 before 
the road location is settled, and 1959 or 1960 at the earliest before the 
road: is open for traffic. 


LOCATION: 


Based on the outline above, the Planning Board is of the opinion 
that if any area in Sharon is to be considered now — it can only be the 
existing Route 1 area, since the proposed new Route 1 area cannot be 
considered as yet. Now the questions are: 


1) -What will it.cost to provide the necessary facilities to attract 
industry to Route 1; what it will cost the Town for yearly police and 
fire protection; and will the net profit from this be sufficient to make 
a worthwhile reduction in the Sharon tax rate? 
and 2) if these costs prove out, what steps should we take to assure 
ourselves that we get the type of industry that will prove attractive to 
Sharon in the long run? 


COST OF FACILITIES: 


To supply adequate water to industries on Route 1 will require 
running 10” or 12” water pipe from the junction of Moose Hill Street 
and Walpole Street out Walpole Street and Old Post Road to Route 1, 
a distance of approximately 8,200 feet. In addition, Route 1 will require 
about 9,500 feet of pipe. 


This total of 17,000 feet of water pipe would then provide water to 
all sites along Route 1, thus making it more attractive to industry. The 
capacity of the Sharon pumping facilities is not adequate, however, to 
guarantee an adequate supply and pressure along Route 1. Therefore, 
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additional pumping facilities would have to be provided. To add 
another well and pump at Station 3 (Farnham Road, Sharon Heights) 
will cost in the neighborhood of $75,000. This assumes that an adequate 
supply of water can be found at Station 3 so that additional pumping 
facilities can be installed. If another site must be used, the cost of 
connecting piping, etc., might push the total cost higher. 


For the purpose of this discussion, the Planning Board feels that the 
question of sewerage facilities can be omitted, and that each industry 
will have to provide its own. Thus, there would be no cost to the Town 
for this item. 


The cost of water facilities then is: 


8,200 feet of pipe on Walpole Street at $6.00/ft. $49,200 
9,500 feet of pipe on Route 1 at $6.00/ft. 57,000 
Pumping facilities 75,000 


Approximate Total Cost $181,200 


Assuming a 20-year bond issue for $180,000 at 3% interest, the cost 
the first year would be: 


1/20 of 180,000 $ 9,000 
Interest 3% of 180,000 5,400 
Total $14,400 


However, since the amount of interest paid decreases each year, the 
average interest over 20 years is $2,700.00 per year, making the average 
yearly payment $9,000 plus $2,700, or $11,700. 


YEARLY OPERATIONAL COSTS: 


Two primary costs here are police and fire. With any sizeable amount 
of business located along Route 1 it will be necessary for the police to 
provide traffic control during hours when employees are entering and 
leaving the various industries, or in the case of stores, during periods of 
peak shopping. Also it becomes necessary for the police to check the 
properties once or twice each night. In addition, the potential increase 
in traffic accidents due to traffic entering and leaving Route 1 will 
require additional police time. 


Some of these duties can be taken on by the present men as an 
addition to their regular duties — however, traffic control probably would 
require additional help. If we estimate very conservatively on the 
additional help needed, we say that only one more patrolman need be 
added to the force. This may be far too little, and also assumes that 
an additional patrol car would not be needed. 


It costs the Town approximately $4,000 per year for each patrolman 
including salary, uniforms, equipment, insurance, etc. 


As far as the Fire Department is concerned, it does not seem likely 
that immediate additional help or equipment would be required because 
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of any industrial growth. Should considerable industrial or commercial 
development occur then an expansion of the Fire Department might be 
required. For this report, however, we shall assume no addition is 
required. 


COST SUMMARY: 


A summary of costs is as follows: 


Water Bonds $11,700 
Policing 4,000 
Miscellaneous (costs of operating and 
maintaining water facilities, etc.) 500 
Total Cost $16,200 per yr. 


Based on the 1956 Tax Rate of $61.50, an assessed valuation of 
$263,000 is required to produce $16,200 per year. Since Sharon assess- 
ments have been based on 50% of value, construction of buildings worth 
$526,000 would have to occur in order to cover the direct costs to 
Sharon, without any reduction in the tax rate. 


To reduce the tax rate $1.00 requires a wet income to the Town of 
about $16,000. On the 1956 rate of $61.50 per $1,000, an assessed 
value of $260,000 is necessary to produce the $16,000 income to the 
town. Since assessments are 50% of actual value, this calls for an 
actual value of 520,000. Thus to reduce the tax rate $1.00 by industrial 
development requires construction worth approximately $1,046,000. 
This total cannot be easily reached through the small stores, gas 
stations, motels, etc., that would be attracted by the present Route 1, 
but would require large scale industrial development if the Sharon 
tax rate is to be substantially reduced. 


PLANNING BOARD RECOMMENDATIONS: 


In view of the large volume of construction that will be necessary 
in order to produce sufficient revenue to substantially affect the tax rate, 
it is the opinion of the Planning Board that the area should not be 
zoned indiscriminately for business —- but should be handled in such 
a way that only high tax value construction will result. This could be 
accomplished through an industrial park or similar type of operation. 


The Planning Board, therefore, recommends: 


1) That any action on any new industrial areas be postponed until 
after the State Highway Department has settled on the location of the 
road and interchanges of the new U. S. Route 1 in Sharon. 


2) That the Trunk Highway District along the existing U. S. Route 
1 be eliminated, and that the area be placed in Single Residence 
District A. This step does two things. It prevents undesirable indus- 
trial development while keeping it possible to judge and make provi- 
sions for a desirable one. And, it eliminates the present possibility of 
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residential development inconsistent with our general zoning 
provisions. 


3) That in eliminating the Trunk Highway District, the Town 
simplify the present zoning regulations, to clarify all previous amend- 
ments, as set forth in the following paragraph. 


ARTICLE TO BE INSERTED IN TOWN WARRANT: 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as 
follows: 


1. By striking therefrom the entire Section 1 and Amendments, and 
substituting therefor the following: 


“Section 1. Establishment of Districts. For the purpose of the By- 
Law, the Town of Sharon is hereby divided into four classes of 
districts to be known as: 


1) Single Residence District A 
2) Single Residence District B 
3) General Residence Districts 
4) Business Districts 


The boundaries of the districts shall be the boundary lines shown 
on the map accompanying this By-Law entitled, ‘““Town of Sharon, 
Massachusetts —- Zoning Map,” dated December, 1956, prepared by and 
bearing the signatures of the Planning Board, and filed in the office of 
the Town Clerk, which map is hereby made a part of this By-Law. The 
location of these boundary lines is further determined in Section 16. 


2. By striking therefrom the entire Section 5 entitled, ‘Section 5. 
Trunk Highway Districts.” 


3. By striking therefrom the words “and Trunk Highway” as used 
in the heading to the first sentence of Section 9, and striking therefrom 
the entire Paragraph (C) of Section 9. 

4, By striking therefrom the following portions of Section 13: 

a) The words ‘and Trunk Highways” as used in the heading. 

b) The first paragraph, which begins ‘‘(A) Single Residence 
Districts. For the purpose of —”’ and ends “— is hereby 
made part of this By-Law.” 


c) The entire Paragraph (B) Trunk Highway Districts. 


5. By striking therefrom the entire Paragraph (C) of Section 15, 
and renumbering the existing Paragraph (D) as Paragraph (C), or act 
in anyway relating thereto. 
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DWIGHT P. COLBURN 


We have reported over recent years on the development of Sharon 
facilities as the increase in number of residents has made necessary. This 
development has placed heavy burdens on your elected and appointed 
officers, many of whom serve without pay. It is a privilege for these 
officers to serve and to administer the regular operating departments, the 
hurricane and flood trials, and the capital additions to plant and utilities. 
There is consistent and excellent cooperation of all officers and depart- 
ments. As the rate of growth of the town decreases, we look to the 
nature of the town, its quality and its services. 


The town is a home town. It does not have industrial and commercial 
noise and distractions. It is not the largest nor richest to be found. In a 
material way it is just an American town, but beside material things, we 
all desire to make it a unique community. We think of it, not in numbers 
of residents, but by the character, standards and temperament of the 
residents. By these standards Sharon is a very large town. Our wealth is 
not in terms of mills, factories, and elaborate property, but consists of 
intangible things which dominate our lives and activities. We measure 
our wealth in terms of moral and spiritual resources in the character of 
our residents. We live in an atmosphere of concord and unity. All work 
together for progress in good will and harmony. Occasionally we have 
different proposed ways to reach the same goal. What is important is not 
the size of the car or bank account but the size of each one’s interest in 
the welfare and improvement of the community and its fellowship. 


We all believe in and have faith in our town. We take pride in the 
security and stability of the community and our homes. We believe in 
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work and each tries to do his share. We depend on others and they de- 
pend on us. There is strong awareness of this social responsibility. Much 
of this is lacking in large communities where individuals do not know the 
rest of the members of the community. This social awareness inspires 
co-operation and harmony and is the foundation of our happy community. 


The town was founded a long time ago but it is young in spirit, hopes, 
and vision and exercises judgment. It is towns like Sharon with community 
interest and spirit, with faith and interdependence, which make the 
foundation of our great American republic. Therein lies the strength of 
our community. May it always remain. 


The Recent Past 


In the years since World War Il many developments have taken place. 
The population has more than doubled. 


Four school building units, including a new high school and Town 
auditorium have been financed and are in use. 


Parks have been developed and recreational activities provided at 
Massapoag Lake and Hammershop Pond. 


A new and adequate Police Station has been built. Also a new central 
Fire Station has been built, and a new Highway Department headquarters 
for personnel and equipment. 


Zoning rules have been modified as needed and subdivision control has 
been exercised by the Planning Board. A Building Code was adopted. A 
Betterment assessment program was adopted and became effective in 1958. 


A Children’s Department was opened in the Sharon Public Library. 


A group life insurance program and Blue Cross-Blue Shield benefits 
were adopted by the Town for the benefit of its officers and employees. 


Railroad Station parking areas have been built and extended until they 
appear adequate at present. 


Other organizations and institutions have come to town during the 
same period of a quasi public or service nature, including a business center 
at Sharon Heights, a United States Post Office, a commercial bank and 
three additional religious organizations. 


Forty-six new streets have been built and turned over to the Town 
as public ways. Twenty-three existing Town ways have been laid out in 
accordance with modern requirements and adopted. 22,700 feet or 4.3 
miles of Chapter 90 roads have been built and all existing Chapter 90 
roads maintained and improved. 


A gravel supply for highway construction and repair purposes has been 
acquired which will be adequate for many years. 


The fluoridation of the water supply was adopted for public health 
purposes. 
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Water mains have been extended 914 miles in development ways and 
14 miles in existing public ways. Water Department facilities have been 
increased as needed and a reservoir installed on Moose Hill and a stand- 
pipe on Massapoag Avenue. A meter system for the Water Department 
was begun and is nearing completion. A new and substantial water supply 
well was located and developed on Tree Lane and is ready for use when 
pumping facilities are installed. 


Equipment in the Highway Department has generally been replaced 
and maintained. Other equipment needed and put in use include a new 
modern ambulance, two pumping engines and an aerial ladder truck in 
the Fire Department. The Fire Department under the Board of Fire En- 
gineers has now been established with full time personnel and will be 
increased as needed. 


A training program has been instituted so that all members of the 
Police Department may take police training at the State Police Training 
School in Framingham. Several have already completed the course. 


An unsafe highway intersection at Norwood Street and Upland Road 
has been rebuilt to modern standards for safety. 


The new limited access highway to parallel the present United States 
Highway No. 1 through Sharon has been reasonably definitely located 
in an area and route most useful and acceptable to the residents of the 
Town and the outside public. 


The residents have been regularly informed of the needs and they 
have provided the facilities. The Town is to be congratulated on its 
ability to foresee and provide for its needs. 


Public Works Department 


One of the most significant developments has been the establishment 
of a Public Works Department. 


After four years of operation, we report on the activities of the 
Department of Public Works which is now well established and operating 
efficiently. We are fortunate to have under the Superintendent, a reliable, 
efficient, and co-operative group of assistants and employees. 


As originally contemplated in the statutes establishing the department, 
the Highway, Water, Tree and Park Departments, and many miscel- 
laneous service functions were consolidated. The superintendents of 
the various divisions shown on the Town Organization Chart, have been 
directing the work effectively and efficiently. Co-ordination of the work 
of various departments is complete, and the maintenance and construc- 
tion work are programmed carefully over the year. This operation is 
much superior to the independent activity previously prevailing. Cen- 
tralized purchasing has been provided in every case possible. Operations 
are now carefully planned in advance. Work is now completed on sched- 
ule as nearly as possible, subject to unusual weather conditions beyond 
control and within funds available. 
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The highways have improved materially and are in the best condition 
in history. Much remains to be done, however: drainage installations re- 
paired and improved; water mains extended; old streets widened and 
rebuilt. 


A file of needed capital improvement projects is maintained in the 
Public Works Office. These projects will be presented for acceptance and 
adoption by the Town as it becomes appropriate. The most pressing 
Public Works projects at present are: 


Completion of the water metering system. 

Installation of the new water pumping station on Tree Lane. 

Installation of the new standpipe in East Sharon. 

Road joining the East Elementary School with the Queen Acres area. 

Relocation of Beach Street around the park at Massapoag Lake. 

Relocation of Route No. 27 removing it from Post Office Square. 

Completion of the layout and adoption of the few remaining old 
public ways according to modern traffic requirements. 


The Present 


We report on the officers and employees serving the town throughout all 
departments. 


Over the years, as positions became vacant or where a change was 
deemed advisable, officers and employees have been appointed who were 
most qualified for the positions and most able to serve the Town with 
ability, judgment, integrity and industry. 


The Town is most ably served by an efficient group of appointed officers 
and employees. 


We also report on the value of service given the Town by a long list 
of elected and appointed officers who spend much time without any 
remuneration and often provide their own expense costs. Some of the 
unpaid boards or committees who serve the Town many hours each year 
and with a great deal of energy include: 


School Committee and its associated committees 
Planning Board 

Trustees of the Public Library 

Warrant Committee 

Board of Public Welfare 

Director of Civil Defense and entire staff 
Board of Appeal 

Some members of the Board of Health 

Town Report Committee 

Park Department Advisory Board 

Board of Engineers of the Fire Department 


So often it is difficult to obtain the services of competent individuals 
to perform these duties. Sharon is fortunate to have this loyal and 
efficient group of unpaid public servants. We express our appreciation 
for an excellent performance and devotion to duty which reflects credit 
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on the Town. We ask that others express this appreciation to all who 
serve the Town so faithfully. 


The Future 


In addition to capital improvements which should soon be provided, 
there are two significant changes of organization which should be studied 
and made in the near future. 


It has become increasingly clear that the Town has now developed to 
a size with nearly 5000 voters so that it is impossible for so many to 
be fully informed and to act wisely at a large Town Meeting. Since all 
voters cannot attend the meeting, it therefore becomes unrepresentative. 
As a hall cannot be provided to accommodate all who are entitled to 
attend, it will soon be necessary to adopt the Representative Town Meeting 
form of government for orderly consideration and adoption of town 
expenditures, as other towns this size have been forced to do. 


Another organization change which should be studied and probably 
adopted, is the provision for the appointment and the establishment of 
the powers and duties of an Executive Secretary of the Board of Selectmen. 
This position is being established elsewhere and appears to be a most 
satisfactory plan for centralizing town administration. This plan is oper- 
ating well in Weston and Brookline. 


With the tremendous increase in duty and responsibility now falling on 
the Board of Selectmen as local government grows, it is impossible for 
the members in their spare time to accomplish all the details required. 


The establishment of this position would provide the following: 


An officer to administer and carry out the program and policies of the 
Board. 


Co-ordination of the control of financial matters. 


General over-all management of administrative affairs, service and in- 
formation to all departments and committees. 


Investigations and recommendations to the Board. The Secretary would 
anticipate and resolve problems before they arise; make decisions on a day 
to day basis and refer major policy decisions to the Board; supervise and 
co-ordinate activities of departments under the Selectmen; present for 
consideration new precedents, policies on different matters, and recom- 
mend action to be taken. 


The value of such an Executive Secretary will depend on his ability, 
judgment, experience, and the ability to co-operate with many other 
officers and departments, and to give acceptable and sound advice. 


We recommend that the Town consider these two organizational changes 
in the near future.

OF THE TOWN OF SHARON 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1958 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 
I am pleased to present my ninth Annual Report. 


School Enrollments 


By next September, school enrollment in Sharon will have tripled in a 
decade. More than one in four of our total town population is a pupil in 
our schools. Although the rate of increase has diminished, the number 
of additional pupils each year remains at approximately 200. That repre- 
sents seven or eight additional classrooms of pupils, annually. The School 
Building Expansion Committee estimates that this trend will continue 
for at least the next few years. 


School Housing 


Fortunately, Sharon has not been unadvised nor unaware of its increas- 
ing school population, and has prepared for it. In the 1958-1959 school 
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year, evety pupil in Sharon, with the exception of those at junior high 
school level, is housed in a building constructed since 1950. The Pleasant 
Street and High Street Schools have not been needed for classrooms this 
year, but one of them must be re-occupied in 1959-1960 to accommodate 
our anticipated increase, and the other will be used again the following 
year. The Pleasant Street School has been rented, during this school year, 
to Foxboro, and has been used to relieve over-crowding in that community. 


New High School 


The new high school on Pond Street was dedicated on January 5, 1958, 
and has proven to be a most functional educational unit. Members of the 
building committee for that school are Mr. Richard Hosmer, Chairman, 
Mr. Charles T. Bradley, Mr. Robert Rich, Mr. Albert Rosoff, and Mr. David 
- W. Smith. Anderson-Nichols & Company, Earl M. Harvey, Architect, 
served as architects, and the general contractor was Wexler Construction 
Company. 


East Elementary School 


On October 19, 1958, the new 20-room East Elementary School was 
dedicated. This building was designed by J. Williams Beal, Sons, Archi- 
tects, and was constructed by C. R. Burns & Sons, General Contractor. 
The building committee was composed of Francis X Mahoney, Chairman, 
Mr. Anthony M. Adamic, Mr. George Greenfield, Mr. Wilfred H. Howe, 
and Mr. Morton P. Woodason. 


Junior High School 


The Committee appointed at the March, 1957 Town Meeting to study 
the present Wilber-Junior High School building, and to make recom- 
mendations concerning its more effective use, plans to report at the March, 
1959 Town Meeting on Phase Two of its recommended program. Mem- 
bers of that committee are Mr. Lee L. Blyler, Chairman, Mr. Carl Baskin, 
Mr. Walter H. Lillard, Jr, Mr. Stanley T. Dingman, and Mr. Sydney S. 
Morgan. 


School Building Expansion Committee 


The School Building Expansion Committee continues to study total 
population and school enrollment growth, and to assess their probable 
effect on school building needs. That committee intends, at a later date, 
to recommend the acquisition of enough school sites to be prepared for 
any reasonably predictable future school expansion. 


The Great Debate of ‘58 


The year 1958 has been a memorable one in the field of Education 
in the United States. Spurred, perhaps more by Russia’s Sputnik I than 
by any realization of the true importance of education, there have been 
hundreds of magazine articles written, scores of speeches made, and federal 
and state legislation aimed at improving education. We have been 
“running scared.” Much of the furor has been unproductive and super- 
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ficial. But there seems to have been a growing and genuine desire, nation- 
ally, to strengthen and improve all aspects of our educational system. 


The Sharon Schools have not been immune from “The Great Debate 
of 58.” This is as it should be. Increased support at the state and national 
levels is imperative. But, any improvement, if it is to be effective and 
lasting, must come from the “grass roots” level. Sharon will have the 
kind of schools it really wishes and is willing to afford. 


Where We Stand 


The first step in bringing about improvement in almost any area is 
to obtain as objective-as-possible assessment of where “we now stand.” 
If someone were able to devise a testing device which would rate schools 
or school systems as A, B, C, etc., this would, perhaps, be a relatively 
simple problem. But so far, no such measure is available. Recent annual 
reports have recorded the results, in Sharon, of Iowa, and other objective 
test scores: have reported college entrance records: have told of high school 
self-evaluation and visiting committee efforts, and have described teacher 
study committee activities. The results have been gratifying, but have 
served, as they should, as a spur to continuing improvement. We are not 
resting on our well-deserved laurels. 


Nineteen hundred and fifty-eight, in Sharon, has been a year of action 
in the public schools. This action has not been precipitate, but has been 
rather the result of years of careful study by the staff and school Com- 
mittee. The major changes inaugurated follow: 


1. The introduction of Advanced Classes at Grade V and Grade VI 
levels. 


2. The introduction of educational television for enrichment purposes 
in Grades II to VI. 


3. The introduction of an accelerated program in mathematics at the 
junior high school level. 


4. Revision of the mathematics and science sequence and content at 
the high school level. 


5. Revision of, and strengthening of, the instructional program in 
English at the high school level. 


Perhaps the greatest single accomplishment of the last five years, and 
certainly the most difficult to produce, has been a change in climate among 
our pupils. It is now fashionable to earn good grades. Most of our pupils, 
and their parents, now favor a rigorous academic training in order to meet 
the national need for skilled, educated citizens. 


Must It Be EITHER - OR? 


In the 1958 debate over the role of the public schools, many “remedies” 
have been proposed. There has been the approaches of “Cut the costs,” 
or “Throw out the dullards,’ or “Back to the Three R’s.” Some have 
shouted, “Copy the Europeans,” or “Look at Russia!” However, most citi- 
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zens of Sharon have recognized that education should be related to the goals 
and values of the society it serves. There is little question that our children 
could be schooled (but not educated) at less cost, that we could develop a 
program solely for the “intellectual élite,’ or that the Russians have made 
a complete, unstinting and tremendous commitment to education as the 
foundation of economic, scientific and military power. 


But aren’t we concerned, additionally, with education as a way to achieve 
the good life, or as the way to help individuals discover and develop their 
own capacities? Do we believe that we must choose e#ther an excellent 
program for the few, or a less good program for the many? That it must 
be either quality or quantity education? That we can have either good 
buildings or a good education in the buildings? That we should be con- 
cerned either with the intellectual or with the physical development of 
the child? Ezther the very bright or the slow-learning? 


The Sharon School Committee has taken the position that the people 
of Sharon wish for their young people an education which provides sound 
training in the basic skills and the acquisition of fundamental knowledge, 
but that Sharon, also, wishes for its young citizens an appreciation of the 
arts, strong physical bodies, and the development of desirable ideals and 
attitudes. It believes that the schools should attempt to provide for all, 
not equal education, but equal educational opportunity, that it has an 
obligation to all students as future citizens, and an obligation to each 
student as an individual. 


These, Too, Are Important! 


There are probably few groups in Sharon in which a majority would 
agree that any of the following programs should be eliminated, even 
though their aggregate annual cost is now $170,000. Many would wish 
to see the programs expanded. 


Transportation 
More than 1200 pupils are transported an aggregate of 100,000 miles 
per year. 


Art 
Provision for individual abilities includes concern for different talents, 
including the artistic. 


Music 
The good life includes living as well as making a living. 


Speech 

Approximately a hundred Sharon pupils, annually, are being helped to 
better emotional stability and better academic achievement through speech 
therapy. 
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Special Help 


Some pupils, for a variety of reasons, require small group and individual 
help. 


Physical Education 
Healthy minds in healthy bodies. 


Guidance 


The core of a good educational program is the group and individual 
help which enables pupils to make wise decisions — personal, academic, 
and vocational. 


Health 


Many pupil academic difficulties can be traced to poor vision, or poor 
hearing, or poor emotional health. 


Natural Science 


Perhaps the greatest breakthroughs in science will come in the field 
of biology. 


School Lunch 
Sharon’s school lunch program is a $50,000 annual business. 


Audio-Visual Aids 
Electronics enters the classroom to improve teaching and learning.

Evaluation, diagnosis, prognosis for pupil benefit require many and 
varied tests.

Most of our girls will be future homemakers.

Conclusion 


Sharon has good schools. Thanks to a citizenry which continues to 
elect a School Committee which is concerned only with maintaining and 
improving the educational program, to a staff which is capable and dedi- 
cated, and to pupils who have ability and good character, each year we 
have better schools. This trend must, and will, continue.

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REPORT OF THE SHARON 
JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 


Sharon’s new high school symbolizes the town’s recognition of the need 
for, and its determination to provide within its reasonable financial capa- 
city, a better-than average secondary education. 


Similarly its three new elementary schools indicate an awareness of the 
importance of adequate preparation for that higher education. 


Linking those two elements of the Sharon school system is a two-year 
junior high school program. It is a highly important part of the educative 
process, yet it must function in a hybrid plant composed of one elderly high 
school building and an even older elementary building. To minimize the 
shortcomings of the so-called High School-Wilber Building — to furnish 
an educational program consistent with the program throughout the re- 
mainder of the Sharon school system — the Study Committee recommends 
as major items: 


1. Rearrangement of classroom space in High School Building 

. Alterations to both buildings to meet safety requirements 

. Alterations and repairs to make the gymnasium a multi-purpose room 
. Replacing floor tiles in entrances and corridors 

. Improvements to kitchen

. Repair and painting of interior walls and ceilings 


Total cost of the work involved has been estimated at $55,650. It 
seems practical to accomplish the recommended repairs and alterations 
Over a two-year period. 


Therefore, the Committee suggests that, at the March, 1958, Town 
Meeting, said sum be appropriated and that the Committee be empowered 
to proceed with such improvements in accordance with the preliminary 
plans prepared by the architect for the Committee. 


The most extensive changes recommended by the Committee concern 
what has been the High School portion of the combined building. This 
structure now has 12 classrooms, all but 4 of which are too small for a 
Junior High school class of 30 pupils. By relocating partitions, these 12 
rooms can be converted into 9 rooms, each capable of accommodating 
from 25 to 30 pupils. The changes contemplated in the gymnasium include 
removal of the balcony to improve the lighting and to permit the instal- 
lation of on-wall tables for efficient handling and low maintenance costs. 
An acoustical ceiling would be installed in the gymnasium, and the kitchen 
area redesigned for added space and more efficient serving of meals. 


Since the buildings under consideration were built at a time when 
educational specifications were less extensive and before the days of lunch 
programs, Junior High activities such as industrial and home arts, physical 
education, extra-curricular activities and lunch facilities will continue to 
remain at a lower level than those in other Sharon schools even with the 
recommended changes. 
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The Committee feels that its recommendations are minimum require- 
ments. There are many other alterations and improvements which are 
highly desirable though not necessary for maintaining a satisfactory edu- 
cational program. 


In restricting its recommendations to these minimums, the Committee is 
taking calculated risks with respect to the sewage, heating and electrical 
systems. Failure in service of any of these systems will result in additional 
substantial expenditures for repair or replacement. 


The Committee has also considered the possibility that, if the town con- 
tinues to grow, the combined facilities of the old High School — Wilber, 
and Pleasant Street buildings might prove inadequate for the number of 
students of the Junior High age. All alterations proposed, therefore, are 
such that the buildings can be used without further change for elementary 
pupils. 

In arriving at its recommendations, the Committee retained the services 
of Mr. John Marshall, an educational consultant and former director of 
the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission. For the de- 
velopment of preliminary plans, the Committee retained J. Williams 
Beal, Sons, Architects.

It was with regret that the trustees accepted the resignation of Marcia 
Lillard and Milton Corey from the Board in March 1958. Sylvia Sacks 
and Karl Gelpke were appointed to fill these vacancies. 


Library Staff 


In the 1957 survey made of the operation of the Sharon Public Library 
by Miss Alice Cahill of the Massachusetts Division of Library Extension, 
it was recommended that the Trustees appoint a Chief Librarian whose 
duties would be “to concentrate on administrative responsibilities, acquisi- 
tion and technical processing, long-range planning and public relations 
activities, both within and without the library.” 


In discussing the duties of a Chief Librarian indicated by Miss Cahill, 
Mrs. Bolan and Mrs. Bell each expressed a desire to limit her activities 
to the operation of the Adult and Junior Libraries respectively. Each also 
expressed a willingness to work under a trained professional librarian. 
With this cooperative spirit expressed by our librarians, the Trustees 
formed a Staff Study Committee to explore the advisability of engaging a 
Chief Librarian. The members of this Committee were Dorothy Chase 
representing the Trustees, Thomas Watkins representing the School Com- 
mittee, and Harold Carr, a trained librarian. 
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The Committee studied the library requirements of the Schools to 
determine how the Library might cooperate with the School Department, 
so that the library service in the Schools would be satisfactory without 
unnecessary duplication of effort. Several proposals were made in this 
connection which could best be carried out by a trained librarian. 


The Committee determined what the duties were of each staff member 
and how well these were being performed. The Committee praised the 
Staff for the amount of work done. However, it was pointed out that be- 
cause of the heavy work load, some of the duties were not being executed 
satisfactorily and other essential tasks were not being carried out at all. 
Some examples of these are administrative functions, long-range planning, 
reader guidance, reference service, public relations activities, some areas of 
cooperative work with the Schools, mending books, keeping books in 
orderly arrangement, proper care of historical collection, and culling of 
obsolete books. 


The report of the Committee listed the duties of a Chief Librarian and 
recommended that the Trustees either realign the duties of a present mem- 
ber of the staff to carry out the listed tasks or engage a trained professional 
librarian to fill the position. In view of the desire of the present staff 
members to limit their activities, the Trustees acted upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Staff Study Committee by voting to engage a Chief Librarian 
during 1959. The Trustees have included funds in 1959 budget for this 
purpose. The Trustees want to thank the members of this committee for 
the many hours spent in gathering information, evaluating it, and report- 
ing its findings to the Trustees. 


Space Requirements 


During 1957, the Trustees engaged the services of Mr. Joseph Wheeler 
to survey the operation of the Sharon Public Library with emphasis on 
the building requirements. This report pointed out that for a collection 
of 20,000 volumes, the library required 3,200 sq. ft. Inasmuch as the 
adult collection in the library at that time was estimated to be 16,000 
volumes housed in an 1,800 sq. ft. space, he recommended taking imme- 
diate steps toward building an addition onto the present building. In 
order to devote the necessary time to evaluate this recommendation, the 
Trustees formed a committee comprising Sylvia Sacks, representing the 
Trustees; Frederick T. Van Veen; Gardner Derry; William Smith and 
Barbara Kimball. 


The Building Study Committee first set about to study whether the 
present building was being used in the best possible manner. The Com- 
mittee explored the possibility of using higher book cases and smaller 
reference tables — but found the gain in book shelf capacity was not 
appreciable. A survey of the use of the reference tables showed that at 
two periods each day, these were being used to capacity and on many days 
some people were being turned away. The Committee found that some 
of the space on the lower floor was not being used effectively. 


William Smith prepared plans for the more effective use of the lower 
floor which includes removing the partition at the South end of the present 
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Junior Library, removing the brick wall which encloses the former coal bin 
(now being used as a storage room) relocation of the lavatory, and in- 
stalling a stairway between the two floors suitable for public use. About 
500 sq. ft. of space would be opened up to public use by this plan. 


The Trustees voted to carry out the alterations recommended by the 
Committee. Due to the urgency in gaining effective space, the Trustees 
voted to engage an architect to prepare working plans for this alteration 
and approved the payment for the plans out of the 1958 appropriation. 
The Trustees voted to submit an Article in the Warrant for the 1959 
Town Meeting requesting an appropriation of $4,000.00 for the actual 
altering of the lower floor of the library building. 


Concurrently with the above study, the Committee studied the space 
requirements from the standpoint of the present crowded conditions in 
the Junior Library and the Reference Section of the Adult Library. It 
was noted that there was no section at present serving the 7th and 8th 
Grade Youth, who were using the Library in increasing numbers for school 
assignments as well as for borrowing books. The recommended altering 
of the lower floor would help this situation but not entirely eliminate it 
because if the improved space is used for a 7th and 8th Grade Section, no 
space would be available for a Librarian’s Office, Work Room, or Storage 
Room. In view of these facts, the Building Study Committee reported to 
the Trustees that there was definite need for more space in the Library 
than was available, even after improving the use made of the lower floor. 


In order to approach the space problem in an entirely different manner, 
Frederick Van Veen prepared the following report: 


The Mathematics of Our Library Problem 


Based on information prepared by the Town Planning Board, a reliable 
estimate of Sharon’s population by 1980 is 20,000. Since this is a projec- 
tion of but twenty-odd years, and since authorizing, planning, and con- 
structing a new library will probably take one to three years, the 1980 
estimate seems a likely basis for calculations of our library needs. 


If our population is to increase about 150 percent over the next two 
decades, we can expect library circulation to follow. Sharon’s circulation 
statistics are already impressively high: about 11 volumes per capita dur- 
ing 1957. During the past five years, circulation actually increased much 
more rapidly than did either population or book acquisition. 


Our present bookstock is about 21,000 volumes, according to the most 
educated guesses of librarians and trustees. (It is impossible to arrive at 
an exact figure with the present short handed library staff.) The present 
library desperately needs weeding, and might retain about 20,000 volumes 
after outdated and inactive books are culled. This number — 20,000 — 
is roughly what library formulas say a town our size should have. Impose 
the 150-percent increase on 20,000 and 1980 figure becomes 35,000. 
Library consultant Joseph Wheeler, in his report on the Sharon library, 
estimates that Sharon will require 45,000 volumes by 1977, based on a 
formula of 2.5 volumes per capita. 


toa 


The problem can now be stated quite simply: in our inevitable climb 
to 35,000 or 45,000 volumes, when does our present library run out of 
room? Some visitors to the Sharon library may look at the main floor 
and conclude that we have already run out of room. The basement, if 
repartitioned and renovated, could provide additional facilities. But the 
available space, upstairs and down, is less than 3,600 square feet, no matter 
how it is partitioned. This includes room for heating plant, toilet facilities, 
etc. It is unlikely that more than 3,000 square feet can be given to library 
use. 


Now we have these figures before us: 3,000 square feet, a population 
growing to 20,000 — and a bookstock growing to over 35,000. 


There are probably about 12,000 books presently on the shelves of 
the main floor. The main floor area is about 1,800 square feet. In other 
words, our main floor presently houses about six volumes per square feet 
of floor space. Even retaining the admittedly overcrowded conditions of 
the main floor, and using our most conservative population projection, we 
will need almost 6,000 square feet by 1980. This is absurdly unrealistic; 
the children’s library can’t admit seven-foot-high shelves; reading tables 
can't be as close together as they are now; and aisles 30 inches wide have 
no place in a modern library. A more realistic appraisal of the 1980 space 
demands is 12,000 square feet, from Mr. Wheeler’s report. His figure is 
based on population, but correlates with bookstock at roughly four volumes 
per square foot. At four volumes per square foot our present library — 
including every inch of space inside its walls —- would hold less than 
15,000 volumes. Yet it now holds over 21,000! 


One may argue with the four-books-per-square-foot formula, but when 
one looks at our main floor, bursting seams at six-per-square-foot, and 


with inadequate seating facilities — the “four” figure becomes more 
likely. 


The point at which our library’s contents surpass its space has, in other 
words, come. The lower floor should, of course, be renovated; its real 
space gained. But when all this is done, and we have achieved up to 3,200 
total square feet of space, we need only divide our “four-books-per-square- 
foot” into our 20,000 books (after weeding) to get an uncompromising 
quotient of 5,000 square feet — not in 1980, but now!

The Committee explored the problem of the land available for an 
addition to the present building. It was unanimously voted to retain the 
architectural lines of the present building. With this in mind, William 
Smith prepared preliminary plans for an addition to the present building, 
which would be equal in size to the present building. The total available 
space for library operation would be 6,400 sq. ft. This space would house 
a book collection of 25,600 according to the estimates in Frederick Van 
Veen’s report. The Trustees estimate that the collection will reach this 
size before 1961. 


In view of the fact that there are only 3,200 sq. ft. of effective area 
for Library operation now and the Building Study Committee states that 
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5,000 sq. ft. are needed for this present operation, the Trustees voted to 
submit an Article in the Warrant for the 1959 Town Meeting requesting 
an appropriation of $4,400.00 for the preparation of working plans for 
an addition to the Sharon Public Library Building. 


The Trustees want to thank the members of the Building Study Com- 
mittee for a splendid job they accomplished. 


Library Hours 


The Trustees voted to provide the necessary funds in the Budget to 
increase the number of hours the library is open to the public during 1959. 
This move was made to help spread the load of the librarians. It was 
also the belief of the Trustees that the reference section of the Adult 
Library should be open and available to students every school night. 
The library will be open to the public as follows during 1959: 


Adult Library 


Monday through Friday 2:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. 
Saturday 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. 
Junior Library 

Monday through Friday 2:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. 
Saturday 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. 
General 


The circulation of books reached a new high in 1958 of 100,313. 


The price of books increased so that the same amount of money pur- 
chased only 2,068 volumes against 2,825 the previous year. 


Two Stone Statues from Easter Island were stolen from the Library 
during December. These statues were loaned to the library by Dr. and 
Mrs. George Wright. To date, the statues have not been recovered. 


Mrs. William Burke retired during September after several years of 
active service as a library assistant. 


Summary 


The following is a summary of the steps proposed by the Trustees to 
provide for the growth in the use of the library services: 


1. Increase the hours the library is open to the public. 


2. Engage a trained professional Librarian to handle the administrative 
functions of the library operation. 


3. Alter the space on the lower floor of the library building to make 
more effective use of it. 


4. Have working plans prepared for an addition to the present building 
to relieve the present crowded conditions and provide space for a 
section for the 7th and 8th Grade Youth.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


RICHARD S. BOLAN, Chairman

1958 marks the second successive year that the Planning Board has not 
approved any new sub-division activity. At year’s end virtually all sub- 
divisions authorized in prior years were near completion. In 1958, there- 
fore, the Board’s activities have been primarily in the area of basic plan- 
ning. 

The Board had hopes of completing the first stage of a long-range com- 
prehensive plan to be used as a guide for the future development of lands 
and services. This plan was to be carried out with the assistance available 
under Section 701 of the U.S. Housing Act of 1954. Because more com- 
munities applied for this aid than anticipated because of other delays in 
Washington, the Federal grant was not received until late in December, 
1958. The plan is now progressing however according to the original plan 
under the guidance of the Board’s consultant, Mr. Joseph C. Gray. 


The Board has devoted considerable time during the past year to a study 
of the parking problem in Post Office Square. A report on its findings and 
recommendations has already been circulated and is also a part of the 
Town Report for 1958. 


Since the location of the new Route No. 1 is now fairly certain, the 
Board gave consideration to the best possible use of the land that lies 
west of the existing Route No. 1. The land in this area is currently avail- 
able for residential development. However, the new super highway will, 
in effect, split the Town in such a manner that it will be extremely ex- 
pensive and difficult to adequately service home owners in this area. 
Accordingly, the Board is recommending that all lands in the Town west 
of Route No. 1 be zoned for light industrial purposes. A report on the 
Board’s findings and specific recommendations also has been circulated. 


The Board conducted a series of meetings relating to the establishment 
of a long-range financial plan (Capital Improvement Plan) for the Town. 
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Final action on these proposals is due in 1959. In addition the Board has 
studied and made recommendations for the establishing of a Conservation 
Committee, and has studied and made recommendations for changes in 
our zoning by-law and the Town’s building code. 


The Board could not have covered the ground that it did in 1958 withs 
out the cooperation and assistance of many Town officials, civic organi- 
zations and dedicated citizens. The Board thanks all who made its work 
more enjoyable and fruitful during the past year. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE

The Board of Public Welfare is comprised of three elected members 
who serve staggered three year terms without financial remuneration. 
Regular bi-monthly meetings are held with the Welfare Agent for the pur- 
pose of discussing the merits and needs of individual cases and reviewing 
departmental payments and policies. 


We have four categories of assistance by which we render services and 
financial assistance to needy, dependent individuals or family groups. Our 
assistance may be temporary or permanent. For the aged, the dependent 
children, and the totally and permanently incapacitated we have the pro- 
grams of Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and Disability 
Assistance, respectively. Need is the primary determination in each of the 
above categories. However, there are also many other statutory require- 
ments that must be satisfied with the result that each case is thoroughly 
investigated. For the administration and granting of assistance under the 
programs of Old Age Assisance, Aid to Dependent Children, and Dis- 
ability Assistance we receive substantial grants from the federal and state 
governments. Inasmuch as they provide most of the money expended by 
our department, these two governmental agencies set regulatory policies 
and procedures within the scope of existing legislation. The federal and 
state grants-in-aid are conditioned upon our compliance with the current 
laws and rules and regulations. 


We have a fourth program of assistance, General Relief, by which we 
may help those individuals or family groups not eligible for the foregoing 
categories. General Relief usually entails short-term or emergency situ- 
ations. Normally, this program is almost wholly town financed (although 
approximately 85% of the small sum expended in 1958 has been approved 
for reimbursement ). 


The legislative foundations for the programs of General Relief, Aid to 
Dependent Children, Old Age Assistance and Disability Assistance are 
contained in the General Laws of the Commonwealth, Chapters 117, 118, 
118A and 118D, respectively. 


The following is a brief summary of each category: 
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Old Age Assistance 

Under Old Age Assistance we aided 62 recipients during the year. 
The total assistance payment for the year amounted to $55,766.61. The 
town’s share was $8,364.99. In addition, we paid $353.36 to other cities 
and towns on the basis of the settlement laws. Our billing to cities and 
towns under the same laws amounted to $1,296.70. In 1958, we recovered 
$1,046.15 under various provisions of law. We returned $3,825.12 to the 
Town at the close of the year. 


Aid to Dependent Children 
Aid to Dependent Children started the year with 10 families with a 
total of 40 recipients. Overall we assisted 11 family groups with a total 
of 43 recipients. We will enter 1959 with 8 active cases, 5 eligible parents 
and 25 eligible dependent children, for a total of 30 recipients. The total 
cost of this type of aid amounted to $13,223.73. The town’s share of this 
cost was $2,181.92. There are no settlement laws pertaining to this cate- 
gory so the local share is always assumed by the Town of Sharon. At the 

end of the year $6,509.82 was returned to the Town. 


Disability Assistance 
We aided 2 cases under this form of assistance during 1958. The total 
cost of this assistance was $2,397.10. There are no settlement laws per- 
taining to this category so the town of residence assumes the local share of 
costs which is guaranteed to be 25%. Thus, the local share of the cost of 
Disability Assistance expenditures was $599.28 in 1958. 


General Relief 

During the year we aided 5 General Relief cases; of these 3 were family 
cases and 2 were individuals living alone. The total expenditures for this 
type of aid in 1958 was $878.24. However, we will be reimbursed in the 
amount of $746.00 from other towns and the State on the basis of the 
settlement laws. We returned $5,621.76 to the Town at the close of the 
calendar year.

Administration 

Federal grants for administrative expenditures are available under the 
Social Security Act on the categories of Old Age Assistance, Aid to De- 
pendent Children, and Disability Assistance. These grants are made on a 
matching basis, and Federal participation is in the amount of 50 percent 
of those expenditures which are properly incurred in administering these 
programs. The administrative cost of General Relief, which is very small, 
is not reimburseable. 

In 1958, the total administrative expenses amounted to $10,108.18. 
Approximately $4,781.17, or 47.3 percent of the total cost, is borne by the 
federal government.

Apparatus and Engine House Equipment: 


Engine 4. This brush-fire truck has been remodeled, largely by the 
firemen, with a saving of about $7,000.00 to the town. 


Engine 2. We are asking replacement of this 24-year old brush-fire 
truck this coming year. 


New tile floors have been installed in the office and day room by the 
men on duty. Both rooms have been repainted and an 85-gallon hot water 
heater has been installed to supply hot water for both Fire and Police 
Department buildings. 
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Spare air tanks for smoke masks have been purchased, and placed on 
the ladder truck. 


Fire Alarm System: 


Fire alarm lines have been added from Box 445 at Horton’s Store on 
East Foxboro St. up to Lakeview St. and Box 446 added. 


Box 112 which has been installed at Pleasant St. School, replaces Box 
92 which has been discontinued. 


Fire alarm lines have been changed over on request of Boston Edison 
and the Telephone Co. This had to be done whenever a new pole had 
to be set in the ground. 


Firemen Training: 


Drills were carried out twice a month with Lt. John Van Vaerenewyck 
and Lt. Stanley McLean in charge. 


Aerial ladder training by the State Board of Education was held under 
the direction of Deputy Chief Morton Shurtleff of the Brockton Fire 
Department, and drill master for the State Board of Education. 


Lt. Van Vaerenewyck and Lt. McLean went to Brockton drill school for 
three weeks, working with the members of the Ladder and Engines 
Companies of that City. 


Five of our members attended the fire school at New Haven, Connec- 
ticut. 


We are in hopes of building our own drill yard; the Public Works 
Department has given us the use of the land at the sand pit so that we can 
practice handling oil fires, using smoke masks, drilling for rescue work 
and the many other things we are called upon to do. 


The members of the department have opened up about twenty miles 
of fire trails to date. This has been done to enable us to get our trucks 
into the woods without delay. 


Miscellaneous: 


A very successful Firemen’s Ball was held in May, and $200.00 was 
set aside for a Scholarship Fund for Sharon High School graduates. The 
first scholarship went to Miss Meister, 43 Upland Road. 


Once again the annual cookout, and Christmas party were held. 


The Association under President Stanley McLean and his officers worked 
hard to make 1958 activities successful. 


Chief Roach was appointed Secretary and Treasurer of the Fire Chief's 
Club of Plymouth County. He also attended fire prevention meetings 
throughout the State.

REPORT OF SHARON CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY 
RAYMOND F. BARLEY, Director 


During the year 1958 we strengthened our Communications Division. 
Through a training program in conjunction with the Sharon Amateur 
Radio Association, we now have 45 operators to serve during any emer- 
gency period. During the latter part of June a test was conducted under 
simulated emergency conditions. We operated a communications radio 
station set up for 24 hours from a tent camping site, using portable gaso- 
line generators for power. This definitely proved our ability to keep in 
contact with other towns during a disaster. 


The special police were used during the Annual Town Meeting in 
March, the Memorial Day Parade, the Fourth of July Celebration and 
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on Halloween. These men were all unpaid and put in a total of 340 hours 


during 1958. 


This past year a radiological program was organized and put into op- 
eration under the guidance of Mr. W. Everett Swift, Chief Radiological 
Officer and Mr. Fred Simmons, Service Officer. We have six instruments, 
including Geiger Counters, on loan from the Federal Government for this 
program. Dealing with dangerous radiation from nuclear explosion re- 
quires a trained staff. The firemen are now being taught by Mr. Swift in 
the use of these instruments to measure radiation levels. 


The Ground Observer Corps has been deactivated as of January 31, 
1959 and the personnel from this division are being integrated into our 
regular civil defense units.

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REPORT OF THE 
WAGE AND SALARY PLAN COMMITTEE 


Sharon, Massachusetts, March 1958 


A PROPOSAL 


for the establishment of a Formal Wage and Salary Plan 
for the Town of Sharon, in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


Sharon’s unusual growth has created and continues to create new prob- 
lems and new jobs which require more training and more skill and knowl- 
edge from our Town employees. If wage and salary costs are to be handled 
fairly, while essential services are provided and performed to the standards 
we now demand, a logical and systematic basis of compensation administra- 
tion is necessary. In addition, these other factors should be considered: 


Many of the skills we require are the same as, or similar to, industrial 
skills, and we are in competition with business and industry all around 
us for competent help and personnel. We must offer rates and conditions 
that will enable us to retain competent help and attract desirable new 
applicants to fill vacancies as they occur. 


We owe our Town employees, most of whom have served us long and 
faithfully, a wage structure in which their pay will be determined by their 
type of work. 


Inflationary pressures create a special need for a logical systematic wage 
and salary program that will help to keep costs down and to identify the 
basis for every wage expenditure. 


The Town should have before it, at each annual meeting, the total cost 
of the wage decision it is voting on. 


Many of our neighboring municipalities have adopted wage and salary 
plans to meet compensation problems. They are well satisfied with them. 
Even the Commonwealth itself and each of its counties have had their jobs 
classified into a logical structure by a systematic and orderly procedure. The 
administration, by a body of public spirited citizens organized into a Per- 
sonnel Compensation Board, has been highly successful and of great benefit 
to taxpayer and employee alike. 


Statutory Basis 


Section 108A, Chapter 41 of the General Laws enables our Town to 
establish such a plan on a home rule basis. The Statute reads as follows: 


“An Act Relative to Salary Plans Adopted by Cities and Towns. 
Section 108A. A city by ordinance and a town by by-law may establish 
and from time to time amend, a plan classifying any or all positions 
other than those filled by popular election and those under the direc- 
tion and control of the school committee, into groups and classes do- 
ing substantially similar work or having substantially equal responsi- 
bilities. Such city or town may in like manner or in a city by vote of 
the city council, subject to the provisions of its charter, and in a town 
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by vote of the town at a town meeting, establish, and from time to 
time amend, a plan establishing minimum and maximum salaries to 
be paid to employees in positions so classified, and such salary plan 
may provide for the attainment of such maximum salaries by peri- 
odical step-rate increases based on length of service. 


Nothing in this section shall be construed to conflict with the pro- 
visions of Chapter thirty-one. Any by-law adopted under the pro- 
visions of this section shall not be subject to section thirty-two of 
Chapter forty.” 


Under this statute, the jobs of all Town employees except Elected Off- 
cials and employees under the direction and control of the School Com- 
mittee can be systemized by a formal Wage and Salary Plan. Recommenda- 
tions for compensation of Elected Officials can be submitted to the Town 
Meeting. The School Committee, if it desires, may designate that its non- 
professional employees be under this plan. 


How the Plan will be Constructed 


Many of you are familiar with systematic wage plans in your own busi- 
ness and industries. You may therefore know that the construction of such 
plans is a specialized Industrial Engineering technique. Each job must be 
analyzed carefully. Each job must then be described in detail so that its 
relation to other jobs is clear. Quantities of data must be collected, ana- 
lyzed, and interpreted if the wage and salary scales are to be set at sound 
levels. 


The whole job must be done objectively, with impartial evaluation of 
the facts, and complete freedom from personal relationship influences and 
pressures if the program is to have employee acceptance. There are also 
many diffcult and highly technical problems involved in gaining full under- 
standing of the procedure. 


Area Survey of Rates and Fringe Benefits 


In the process of constructing a systematic and equitable wage and salary 
plan, it is necessary to survey comparable municipalities and representative 
business and industrial concerns in our labor area, for the purpose of de- 
termining what are the going rates for certain carefully defined Key Jobs 
and Positions. We recommend that the survey also cover fringe benefits; 
for these have become almost as important as the rates themselves, and it 
is important that Sharon have the objective facts on them in order to 
determine what it will, or will not adopt. 


How the Plan Would Be Administered 


After each job has been studied and a rate for it established, anyone 
filling that job will be entitled to the established pay. The proposed board 
will have the responsibility for determining whether the proper rate was 
assigned and whether or not the by-law was observed. They will keep the 
wage and salary plan current and correct by providing standards for new 
jobs as they are created and by periodically reviewing the rates to see that 
they are consistent with other towns and industries in the area. 
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What the Board Does Not Do 


The Board would not decide who is to fill a particular job. It will be 
concerned with the proper rates of pay for jobs, but will not have juris- 
diction over the people filling them. It will not enter into the administra- 
tive problems of any department. Each town officer and department head 
retains his responsibility for making selections, promotions and dismissal 
decisions for the proper operation of his department. 


Present Pay Rates of Individuals 


No person’s salary, in his present job, will be reduced if the plan shows a 
lower rate for that particular job. The new and lower rate will become 
effective when a replacement is made. 


Recommendation of this Study Committee 


We recommend that the Town vote to set up a Wage and Salary Classi- 
fication Program in accordance with Section 108A, Chapter 41, of the 
General Laws. To implement this program, we recommend the employment 
of a reputable and qualified professional group to initiate this program. 
The motion to carry out the recommendation of this Committee is under 
Article No. 42 in your Annual Town Warrant.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


RUSSELL J. LUTZ, Supt. 


To the Board of Public Works and to the citizens of the Town of Sharon, 
herewith is the fourth annual report of the Department of Public Works. 
Full details on all projects are on file at the office of the Department. 


Highway Department 


The year 1958 was one of great challenge for the Highway Department. 
Because of the lack of available funds, brought about by increasing demands 
to operate our schools, and the need to curtail increasingly high tax bur- 
dens, certain important projects had to be sacrificed and the budget cut 
accordingly. This meant a reduction in force of four men, and it precluded 
the hiring of temporary help in the summer months. In addition, the work 
week was reduced from 45 to 40 hours in order to avoid a further re- 
duction in force. With the reduction in force and work hours, certain 
flexibility was lost to keep a planned schedule and to properly do certain 
specialized seasonal jobs. However, the fact that all the projects planned 
were completed, or nearly so, plus many others that cropped up from time 
to time, is indeed a credit to men responsible for carrying out the work 
program. 


A sum of $3,860.48 was spent on sick leave and compensatory time. 
Fred Williams, Highway Superintendent, suffered a back injury in August 
that necessitated an operation and long convalescence. That the Highway 
Department ran so smoothly and efficiently as it did during Williams’s 
absence was due solely to the energies of Fred Markt, Assistant Super- 
intendent, and the foremen under him. 


In the latter part of June it was realized that the short work week had 
slowed the work schedule to such a point that it was necessary to revert to 
the 45-hour week. Midseason also brought to light the need to reappraise 
the work schedule and to adjust emphasis on certain projects. It is difficult, 
if not impossible, to establish a rigid schedule of maintenance projects in 
January and execute it without deviation for the remainder of the year. 
Unexpected failures in roads and other structures must be taken care of 
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either by abandoning or by lessening the scope of the work on other 
projects. A case in point this year was Cottage Street. A major construc- 
tion job including excavation, gravel fill and permanent surfacing at an 
estimated cost of around $9,000 was planned. However, because of the 
need to repair other roads and structures for which there was no money 
available, it was necessary to accept lesser standards on Cottage Street and 
to divert money to these other projects. 


Water Department 


In order to clear up the confusion that existed at the current Town 
Meeting in regards to programming water extensions and improvements, 
the Board of Public Works hereby presents, for public inspection and 
approval, an outline and schedule of needed capital improvements and a 
report on the future plans for the Water Department. 


OUTLINE OF NEEDED CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 
A. Development of the system 
To develop the water system to take care of currently foreseeable needs 
as recommended by the consulting engineering firm, it is proposed that 
the system be improved as follows: 


Year Installation Est. Cost 
1959 Completion of the meter installations $30,000.00 
Installation of the pump and housing at Tree Lane 
Well. $37,000.00 


This can be done without adding to the present tax 
burden if financed on a four-year bond issue. These 
bond payments will replace those now retired for pre- 
vious force main extensions. This has already been 
delayed one year. 

1961 Installation of tank and force mains in East Sharon 
as recommended by the consulting engineer. $209,500.00 
This can be financed on a 13-14 year bond issue, the 
payments of which will replace present annual meter 
installation costs resulting in no additional tax 
burden.

B. Water Main Extensions 


In the areas where there are existing public ways without water service, 
it is proposed that a moderate amount of water main be laid each year 
so that eventually all residents will have service. 


In these unserved areas at present there are generally insufficient possible 
water takers to bring a return to the Town sufficient to pay the cost of 
installation of the mains. Nevertheless, we believe progress should be 
made, and moderate extensions made each year to avoid a heavy load at 
some future time. 


It is recommended that from $10,000 to $15,000 be appropriated each 
year for water main extensions in the following order: 


Year Installation Est. Cost 

1959 (1) Bullard Street tie. $13,444.00 

1960 (1) Mountain Street. $10,437.55 

1961 (1) Walpole Street and Old Post Road. $40,612.97

(2) Williams Road. $ 3,597.53 


Extensions for subsequent years to be developed as those years approach 
and the need appears. See report of Weston & Sampson which is on file 
in the Water Department. 


Later additions to the supply system to be recommended in accordance 
with engineering counsel as the Town develops. 


Proposals of the Sharon Water Department 


If it was possible to determine the direction and degree of future ex- 
pansion in Sharon it would take only the application of hydraulogical 
formulae to accurately plan a water system to adequately supply all future 
needs. However, since this is impossible of estimation, short range plan- 
ning to take care of our immediate needs and of those in the foreseeable 
future is all that can be expected as feasible. 


The growth or extensions of the Sharon water system over the years 
was, for the most part, based on such planning. The reasoning being, 
“Why penalize the present tax paying public with greater cost for con- 
struction by installing larger mains than are necessary to take care of 
the present needs?” 


As a consequence, our present system, adequate as it was for many 
decades, now contains certain feeder mains that are too small to supply 
the amount of water needed in the new developments. Those takers liv- 
ing at the extreme limits of the line are sometims without water or, 
at best, beset by extremely low pressures. 
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More important than the mains, however, is the water supply itself. 
We have the present capacity to pump two million gallons per day and to 


store two and one-half million gallons. The maximum daily consumption 
in eatly July of 1958 was over three and one-half million gallons. Ad- 
mittedly, such a high daily consumption is rare, but it does occur, and it 
causes hardship and hazards throughout the Town. 


The meter method of charging for water has long been advocated by 
the overseers of the Water Department as a means of eliminating waste 
and to conserve the supply and reduce pumping and delivery costs. It is 
hoped that the present meter program can be completed in 1959. However, 
it will be no panacea for all the problems inherent to the department. 


It is the belief of many that universal metering and appropriate charges 
for volume used will cut down on the amount of water usage. This is 
probably so, but the fact remains that we have demonstrated that we 
can exceed the safe limits of use and, we probably will continue to do so, 
when conditions warrant it, despite metering. 


Sound engineering advice dictates that, beyond the meter question, 
the first priority for improvements to the system would be the incorpora- 
tion of the new well off Tree Lane to the system. This would give us 
an additional one and one-half million gallons per day to take care of 
peak demands and insure against dangerous drawdowns in our reserve 


supply. 


Extensions to old and new residential areas beyond the limits of the 
present system, and circulatory improvements, should be an orderly and 
annual program as funds are available. The following extensions are 
recommended by the Board in the priority listed: 


1. Mountain Street. 
2. Walpole Street and Old Post Road. 
3. Massapoag Avenue. 


It is felt that the Mountain Street extension deserves first priority in 
that it has the longest history of requests and it will serve to bring water 
to a high hazard forest fire area. Many extensive and destructive forest 
fires in the past might well have been confined to a smaller area if water 
had been available. 


The Walpole Street extension, including a part of the Old Post Road, 
is deserving of second priority because of the number of takers involved 
and the possibility of other development in that area when the new 
Federal Aid Interstate road becomes a reality. 


Massapoag Avenue is important only for one family and what future 
developments might occur. It would also provide an important tie with 
the Foxboro system. 


Equally important to the extensions are the ties of certain so-called 
“dead ends” throughout the system. 
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These will provide for the elimination of stagnant water and greater 
circulation, and increase flows throughout the system. They are as follows: 


1. Bullard Street. 


2. Williams Road. 
4. Richards Avenue — Canton Street. 


Bullard Street is given first priority because it would act not only 
to provide an important tie but it would also serve four houses in the 
area. 


Williams Road, although it would not serve any new takers at the 
present time, is necessary to increase the flow in the Queen Acres area. 


Richards Avenue — Canton Street is important for circulatory pur- 
poses. 


Considered collectively, the extensions and the ties, the order of priority 
is as follows with estimated cost for installation:

Any interruption in the proposed schedule for any reason whatever 
will necessarily push the timetable forward for major plant improvements. 
As an example, if the meter program is not voted favorably in 1959, 
complete metering will be deferred until 1960 as it was scheduled by 
Town vote in 1956, and this in turn will move the new standpipe project 
up to 1961 or until such time as money is made available. 


The Board feels strongly that there should be no interruption in the 
planned schedule of extensions and ties barring events resulting from the 
building of the new Federal Aid Interstate Highway along the outer 
westerly and northerly fringes of the Town, or any other unforeseen hap- 
pening which might affect programming. 


The Water Department's bond for mains to standpipe matured in 1958 
with a final principal payment of $8,000.00. This same payment could be 
applied to the new pumping station off Tree Lane without affecting the 
present water Department budget or the tax rate. 


The sum of $209,500.00 for the building of the standpipe ($70,000.00 ) 
and the mains leading thereto ($139,500.00) will require special financ- 
ing; the methods and amounts from borrowing or taxation would be de- 
termined by those concerned with Town financing. 


It would be expected that betterments would be assessed to all abutters 
along the principal feeder mains and extensions proposed in all areas 
where water mains do not now exist. Consequently, two-thirds of the 
cost of construction in areas subject to assessment would eventually be 
returned to the Town in the form of betterment fees. The pumping sta- 
tion and the standpipe, items contributing to the benefit of the system 
as a whole, would be exempt from assessments. 
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Public Parks 


The Lakefront program was highly successful and a record number of 
Sharonites and their guests took advantage of the superb facilities which 
the Lake offers. A total of 2819 Resident Tags, 1560 Guest Tags, 995 
Car Stickers, and 200 Motor Boat Stickers were sold for a combined 
income of $5,502.00. 


The Lakefront Committee, headed by Rod Speirs, and with Saul 
Namyet and Martin White as members, were very helpful in recommend- 
ing policy for the conduct of Lake activities, especially in regards to the 
control of water craft. The handling of high-speed water craft has posed 
a serious problem for many years because of the diverse interests adjoining 
and within the Lake. For the first time, all power boats entering the Lake 
had to be registered with the Sharon Police Department and display a 
registration sticker for ready identification. All registrants were given a 
copy of the “Rules of the Road” for conduct on the Lake. A fee of two 
dollars was assessed each motor boat registrant. The policing of craft on 
the Lake was handled on a voluntary basis and without charge by members 
of the Sharon Outboard Motor Club. The efficient and conscientious work 
of these club members was responsible for the orderly conduct of most 
craft. 


This was a year of experiment and there may be need in the future 
to limit the size of craft entering the Lake and to impose other restrictive 
measures. As the Lake becomes better known and the demand for use 
increases, additional facilities will be needed for launching space and 
stricter and more enforceable regulatory measures will be in order. 


Similarly, there will be need in the near future to expand the bathing 
beach. Expansion in depth, rather than breadth, would suffice for many 
years to come, and this can be accomplished as soon as the proposed road 
is built from Pond Street to Gunhouse Street to the north of the present 
parking area. 


The swimming activities were ably handled by Bob Murano and his 
staff, representing the Department of Public Works, and Edward Koskella 
representing the Sharon Civic Association. Collectively, they conducted 
the largest and most successful swimming and water safety program in 
the history of organized Lake activities. Swiming meets were conducted 
during the summer, climaxed by a water carnival on August 20. 


For many years there has been an effort on the part of various groups 
and organizations to provide a safe skating area for the youngsters of 
Sharon, but none was lastingly successful. The Lakefront Committee 
took a positive step in this direction this past fall and made tentative 
arrangements with Mr. H. P. Kendall for the development and use of the 
so-called Sanitorium Pond off Upland Road for this purpose. Final de- 
cisions for improvements and the sharing of costs and future management 
will be decided upon pending a survey now being conducted by this De- 
partment. Tentative plans provide for the removal of muck and aquatic 
vegetation, which averages about two feet in depth, and the construction 
of a dike with a control gate to regulate the flow and depth of water. This 
would provide means of draining the area in the spring and summer 
months for mosquito control purposes, and would provide a pond of about 
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three acres with a maximum depth of three feet for skating in the fall and 
winter. 

The responsibility for maintenance of such a project, if it is brought 
to a successful conclusion, might well be undertaken by various inter- 
ested groups and organizations throughout the Town. 


Street Layouts 


The street layout program was continued this year with the following 
new streets proposed for acceptance:

The purpose of laying out old streets is largely to provide the Town 
adequate area and proper alignment for future construction when and if 
traffic conditions warrant it. The fact that a way is laid out by the Select- 
men is no assurance that it will ever be rebuilt. Any construction will be 
determined by future needs and the Town’s willingness to appropriate 
money for same. 


Most of the outlying roads in Town have been laid out or are in the 
process of petition to the County Commissioners for laying out. Roads 
such as Mountain Street and Wolomolopoag Street that traverse from one 
town to another are eligible for County layouts. These are laid out by 
the County Commissioners at no expense to the Town save what land 
damages that might result. The County Engineers are currently overtaxed 
with active construction projects and defer action where no immediate 
construction is proposed. The importance of getting these streets laid out 
is to provide for the proper set back of new houses in order to avoid 
possible costly land damages in the future. 


Street Lighting 


The improvement of street lighting was continued this year and ad- 
ditional lights were installed on the following streets:

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Two mercury vapor lamps were installed on Beach Street at the Lake- 
front barriers and four at Cobb’s Corner. It has been found by Street 
Lighting Engineers that the change in “pace” created by mercury vapor 
lights located at dangerous intersections is an effective deterrent to speed, 
thus preventing accidents. 


The Town Dump 


All Town Dumps are a blight on the landscape, whether they be handled 
as an open-face dump such as ours, or as a sanitary land fill. They are an 
annoyance to abutters and an expense to the taxpayer. But, lacking the 
means and money for a community incinerator, we are faced with a 
status quo Operation. For years the Town ran the monthly rubbish col- 
lection and the operations at the dump for a sum of around $2,500.00. 
It was open to all comers 24 hours a day and seven days per week. 


The unrestricted use has come to a halt. As a result of a petition signed 
by a legal number of residents and filed with the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, the Board of Selectmen was forced to institute 
proceedings to abate all nuisances at the Town Dump. This is a large 
order and will not come without added expense. The new regulations 
for the conduct of Town Dump operations include: 


. Controlled and restricted dumping schedules. 
. Fencing the dump area. 

. Custodian control of all dumping. 

. Controlled and limited burning. 

. Fire apparatus to control burning. 

. Frequent filling and covering of rubbish.

In addition to these, a shelter for the custodian will have to be provided. 

There is no question that these new reforms will vastly improve the 
sanitary conditions at the dump and will also serve to abate smoke and 
odor nuisances. The control of flies and rats will also be infinitely easier. 
It is in the best interests of public health and the welfare of our com- 
munity that these reforms be adopted and the money made available 
to carry them out.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


C. F. WILLIAMS, Superintendent 


The Highway Department experienced an unprecedented year of 
accomplishments. The work included in the current Contract for Chapter 
90 Construction on Bay Road is practically complete. On this work a 
total of $28,113.08 was spent; $15,088.84 for labor and $13,024.24 for 
material, as against the State’s estimate of $33,000. Full details of material 
and labor are on file at the office of the Department. Some grading and 
seeding of slopes and the installation of 400 feet of guard posts and cable 
is all that remains to be done. What money is left over will be added to 
the appropriation for 1959 for continued work on Bay Road. 


The Town also did work under the Gavigan Chapter 90 Contract at 
Cobb’s Corner as follows:

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CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance seal projects went along smoothly and 
within budget allowances. However, the sand and stone bituminous road 
mix projects on Walpole Street, North Main Street, and Depot Street 
proved to be more costly than anticipated because of rain and unseason- 
able cold weather. The mix on Walpole Street got wet on three different 
occasions and had to be dried out by a long process of mixing before it 
could be laid out and set. The mix on North Main Street suffered a 
similar experience and, because of the dense shade which obscured the 
sunlight necessary for drying, it had to be picked up and dried at the 
Highway Garage. Later, it was brought back to the site again and spread 
and set. 


The material for Depot Street was prepared on Beach Street at the 
Lakefront where there was full sunlight and ideal conditions for proper 
mixing, and afterwards brought to the site and spread and set. A seal 
coat of MC-3, one quarter gallon to the square yard, was applied later to 
help stabilize the mix. Although this was not called for in the specifica- 
tions, it was deemed necessary because of the lateness of the season and 
the steep grade of the road. All of these extras served to boost expenses 
over the allotments. 


Table II below shows the estimated quantities of materials on all 
Chapter 90 Maintenance projects and the quantities actually used.

The East Street Project was started late in the season, which necessitated 
certain changes in the proposed plan. Because of cold weather it was 
necessary to use Type I bituminous concrete for the base course, rather 
than the cold mix which was planned. This cost about $7.00 a ton as 
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against $4.75 per ton for the cold mix. The appropriation for this project 
was $3,793.00 and a sum of $3,693.99 has already been spent. A safety 
feature which was overlooked in the original estimate — a crescent- 
shaped channel island to keep traffic in its proper lanes will be needed 
at the intersection of Billings Street. The Traffic Control Division of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works is presently working on these 
plans. The completion of this project will take several hundred dollars 
which will have to come from some other source.

WILSHIRE DRIVE EXTENSION PROJECT 


The Wilshire Drive Extension Project was estimated at a cost of 
$15,867.50. There is some minor work remaining to be done, such as grad- 
ing and seeding of backslopes and the like, which should not involve more 
than a few hundred dollars. Savings were made primarily on surfacing 
the road and sidewalk construction. It was planned to surface the road 
with machine laid cold bituminous sand and gravel mix, however, an oil 
penetration and stone seal surface was substituted when it was learned that 
the paving machine was not available. This change in plans saved about 
$2,000.00. The sidewalk construction proved less costly than was estimated, 
largely because the excavation and fill was done during the construction of 
the road and charged accordingly. This cut the estimated cost by about 
$1,500.00. 


Drainage plans had to be revised and the system had to be diverted 
back on Wilshire Drive at the locus of the drain easement that crosses 
over to Lyndon Road, rather than down Geissler Lane where it was in- 
tended to go. This change necessitated 1,500 feet of piping and fourteen 
catch basins and manholes, rather than the 960 feet and ten catch basins 
and manholes planned. However, in that no ledge was encountered, and the 
digging was excellent, it was possible to keep within the estimated cost 
of $5,840.00. However, when further development takes place in the 
area, Creating a greater flow through the new drain system, the pipe within 
the easement, from Wilshire Drive across Lyndon Road and to the brook, 
a have to be enlarged to adequately handle the flow. Details are shown

WOODLAND STREET DRAIN 


Work was started on the completion of the so-called Woodland Street 
Drain. This drain was started back in 1954. The plan is to extend it down 
Robin Road, which is now under construction, to Ames Street and tie it 
in to the drain system which empties into Massapoag Brook at the junction 
of Ames and Cottage Streets. This drain provides for the runoff of surface 
water from the Square Area and the southerly section of the business 
district. The Town voted a sum of $5,000 in 1956 to complete this drain 
but because construction was delayed on Robin Road, nothing was done 
on the project until now. The developer is contributing a sum of $3,500 
as his share in the cost of the drain extension through Robin Road. 


Details of expenditures in 1958 are shown in Table VII below:

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The legal fee was for drafting easements to permit access on private 
property. A total of 500 feet of 24 in. cc pipe was purchased and paid 
for, of which 316 feet was laid in place. Similarly, two manhole frames 
and covers were putchased, one of which was installed.

The final cost of the project was considerably less than that estimated 
— $3,578.20 as compared with $4,600.00. This is largely due to savings 
in the drainage which was installed for about one-third of the estimated 
cost. It may become necessary to either extend the drain underground 
along the railroad right-of-way, a distance of approximately 300 feet to a 
natural stream, or to tie it into the system on the other section of De Hart 
Avenue, which empties into an adjoining swamp. 


It was necessary to change the type of surface material intended from 
machine cold mix bituminous concrete to Type I because of the weather 
and the steep gradient, and at a cost of nearly twice that anticipated.

The cost of this project exceeded the estimate by about $1,000.00. 
There were no provisions in the estimate for cut and fill in the belief 
that little or none of it had to be done. However, in places there was 
found to be great depth of subsoil that had to be excavated and filled 
with gravel. Also, there were no provisions made for drainage but, when 
the final grades were set, the gradient was so flat that four leaching basins 
had to be set to prevent puddling on the street.

A major resurfacing project was planned on Cottage Street but, be- 
cause it was necessary to take care of emergency projects elsewhere in 
Town, it was decided to accept lower standards of construction here. A 
leveling course of bituminous concrete of varying depths was applied to 
reshape the worst sections and then the entire road was sealed and sanded.

A sum of $4,003.59 for labor was spent on these projects and for other 
general maintenance of the drain system throughout Town. 


SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE 


The sidewalk construction program was cancelled this year because 
of the lack of funds. However, a sum of $730 was spent before the 
Annual Town Meeting in the completion of the Ames Street sidewalk 
and retaining walls, and this amount was appropriated to cover expendi- 
tures. A total of $492.11 was spent for labor and $237.89 for materials. 


The principal maintenance project was widening the easterly side of 
the South Main Street sidewalk from Gunhouse Street northerly to 
No. 110, a distance of about 3,000 feet and an area of about 2,000 square 
yards. A retaining bituminous berm was also constructed on the westerly 
side of South Main Street from Pleasant Park Road northerly for a distance 
of about 500 feet. Details of the project are shown in Table XIV below:

Of this total $46,887.23 — $1,831.54 spent under other Departments 
was reimbursed the Department and the sum of $2,000.00 was made 
available by the Jewish Community Center for the construction of Alden 
Street. This leaves a balance of $43,055.69 for labor expended. To the 
figure of $44,747.79 for labor expended in the Auditor’s Accounts, there 
should be added a sum of $1,677.35 which was spent for labor for survey- 
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ing and engineering, and which is reflected, in part, under that account 
and, in part, elsewhere in the Department budget. This adds to a total 
of $46,425.14 spent for labor, thus leaving a sum of $3,369.60 as an 
unaccounted balance. This was used for labor in unclassified accounts such 
as emergency police calls, repair of damaged walls, hurricane preparation, 
and the like, and also to augment specific projects under Article V, such 
as Street Signs, Sidewalk Maintenance, and also for work in connection 
with Chapter 90 Maintenance.

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TREE DEPARTMENT 


C. F. WILLIAMS and JAMES R. LEIGHTON 
Deputy Wardens 


Work continued on the repair and maintenance of trees throughout 
Town. There was not the widespread loss of trees that might have been 
expected as a result of the severe drought of 1957. However, there were 
a few losses, especially maples. Maple trees in general, throughout the 
region, do not appear especially thrifty. There is no specific answer to the 
problem but it is believed to be the result of a combination of factors. 
Recent hurricanes and high winds have caused breakage in the tops and 
also disrupted root systems. This, together with extended periods of 
drought these past few years, have caused a general weakening. 


Spraying this past season was a problem because of high winds. There 
were very few days when conditions were ideal to get complete coverage. 
The mist blower that we have for this purpose has decided limitations 
under windy conditions and it lacks maneuverability. This blower should 
be supplemented with a high pressure hydraulic sprayer which would 
provide the means for proper spraying most any time. 


There has been a need for a great many years to standardize cutting 
practices on roadside trees, especially for outside tree crews that come 
into Town to clear electric wires and cables. The utility companies should 
have a certain responsibility in repairing damaged trees where they are 
involved in their wires. Many of the “butchered” cuts and stubs that occur 
in these trees date back to the recent hurricanes when the restoration of 
power was paramount and no attempt was made to make proper cuts. A 
great deal of this work was done at no expense to the utility companies, 
consequently, it is only fair to require them to share the cost of repairs 
and to follow the recommended trimming practices. A set of standard 
specifications and practices to be followed by the utility companies in 
trimming trees has been adopted and is on file in the Department of Public 
Works.

These were mostly Norway maples with a sprinkling of low growing 
ornamentals, such as dogwood, hawthorne, mountain ash, golden chain, 
flowering crab and cherry trees that were planted in locations involving 
overhead wires. The practice of setting the trees out on private property 
away from the utility wires was continued. Very few failures were noted 
because of favorable rainfall during the growing season and the good 
care that the abutters provided. 


Dutch Elm Disease Control 


The Dutch Elm disease continued its toll on the elms. Twenty-six 
samples from suspect trees were collected and sent to Amherst for 
culture. Five of these came back with a positive culture and the trees 
were removed. Sanitation cutting, feeding and spraying were practiced 
on the remaining roadside elms. Statewise, the Dutch Elm disease is 
rampant and with no sign of abatement. At a conference on this sub- 
ject this past fall, sponsored by the Massachusetts Forest and Park Associ- 
ation, there was great apprehension expressed that the entire elm popu- 
lation would be lost unless more effective means were devised to combat 
the disease. This “backdoor” approach that has been in use these many 
years, i.e. the attempt to control the vector of the disease by spraying, has 
proved ineffective and costly. The fungus itself should be attacked with 
the same vigor and brain power that have so successfully brought under 
control certain diseases that affect humans. 


Insect Pest and Ivy Control 


There is a marked diminution in the number of Japanese beetles this 
past season. This is attributed, in part, to normal fluctuations but, perhaps, 
more specifically to the efforts of the members of the Sharon Garden Club 
and others who so generously spread cultures of the so-called “milky” 
disease throughout the Town these past few years. 
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There was no evidence whatsoever of either the Gypsy Moth or tent 
caterpillar in Town. Lice and mites were less bothersome than usual be- 
cause of heavy and frequent rains. Canker worms on maple and the elm 
leaf and bark beetles and Japanese beetles on elms, and the solitary leaf 
miner on white oak were the most troublesome. 


Very little work was done on poison ivy control, mainly for the lack 
of manpower. However, the eradication program is continuing with the 
aim of complete eradication along the public ways in a few years. 


The mosquito control program was largely handled by the County forces. 
The Superintendent’s Report follows:

The work done by the County was augmented by that of the Town.

That the Lakefront is becoming increasingly important as a summer 
recreational center for our Townsfolk and their guests is evidenced by a 
substantial increase in the sale of admission tags over previous years. 
Normally, there is ample space for safe and pleasurable use of the beach 
for all comers. However, on occasions, and especially holidays and week- 
ends, crowding is such that it is difficult for the lifeguards to properly 
supervise the safety of the bathers. This is especially so in the vicinity of 
the “H” dock. It is planned in 1959 to construct a similar dock at the 
other end of the beach, which should help to reduce crowding. This second 
dock will be required for future swimming instruction programs. The 
number of participants presently involved has already outgrown the limits 
of a single dock, and it is expected that enrollments will take a sharp turn 
upwards in the next few years. 


The Lakefront was closed at night for the first time. This caused some 
inconvenience to persons who use the Lakefront section of Beach Street 
as an access to their homes, but the prohibition of unrestricted night use 
of the beach area eliminated vandalism and rowdyism which were com- 
mon in the past. 


Everything considered, it was a successful and accident-free year. Ap- 
preciation is extended to Warner Poor and George Griffin for the orderly 
control of traffic and admissions, and to Mort Mortonson for his fine job 
of policing, and to Robert Murano and Edward Koskella and their capable 
staff for the safe conduct of water activities.

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WATER DEPARTMENT 


Otis S. TOLMAN, Superintendent 


The Water Department was engaged largely in plant maintenance and 
repair and the installation of water meters. It also cooperated with the 
Highway Department on all road projects where changes in old grades 
necessitated the adjustment of water services, valves and hydrants. The 
well field at No. 2 Station was cleaned by surging and a few minor ex- 
tensions and replacements to the mains were made as authorized by the 
Board of Public Works and within budget allowances. The two-inch main 
on the accepted portion of De Hart Avenue was replaced with a six-inch 
main and connected to the six-inch main on the newly constructed por- 
tion of De Hart Avenue Extension, thus making a tie for circulation. An 
eight inch line from the terminus of the main on Carbrey Avenue was 
extended through Carbrey Avenue Extension to the six-inch main on 
Lyndon Road. Short extensions were also made on Ames Court, Elliot 
Street, and Crest Road Way to provide service to new homes. 


Details of these extensions and replacements are shown in Table I.

The Table above shows dramatically the effect of weather on the con- 
sumption of water. There was an overall decrease of 65,400,000 gallons 
from the peak output of 312,285,000 gallons in 1957. 1957 being a year 
of severe and extended drought and 1958 being one with an overabundance 
of water. The maximum quantity of water pumped in any single day, 
however, 2,540,000 gallons, compares favorably with the peak day in 1957, 
2,570,000 gallons. It is these periods of peak demand that determine the 
capacity of plant necessary for adequate fire protection and proper flow. 
In early July the consumption of water exceeded the pumping capacity to 
a point where there was a critical drawdown in the storage supply. It 
was estimated that the consumption exceeded three and one-half million 
gallons for a few days. 


Only forty-four new services were connected to the system this year as 
compared with fifty-four in 1957. 


Table III shows a comparison of monthly pumping data with that of

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT

During the year 1958, there were a total of one hundred twenty-four 
(124) auto accidents. Fifty-three (53) of these accidents were accidents 
involving both personal injuries and property damage in which eighty-two 
(82) persons were injured, including five fatals. Seventy-one (71) were 
accidents involving property damage only. 


The Department during said year, responded to one hundred and forty 
(140) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to vari- 
ous hospitals, and also responded to emergency calls from doctors and 
citizens requesting the use of Police inhalator. 


On traffic safety, the Department co-operated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Safety Council and the Registry of Motor Vehicles.

ANNUAL REPORT — 1958 | 
VETERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


FRANK R. PARRY, Veterans’ Agent 


Activities of this Department were up about twenty-five percent in 
1958 as compared to 1957. Seventeen families, comprising sixty-eight 
persons, were aided financially, for periods of from one to twelve months. 
A breakdown by war service shows four World War One, ten World War 
Two, and three Korean Conflict veterans were assisted. 


About eight thousand dollars were expended for direct benefits — food, 
shelter, fuel, medical, etc., during the year. This is an increase of around 
five hundred dollars over 1957. 


Services, apart from financial aid as reported above, were furnished 
Sharon veterans and their families, during 1958, for a variety of reasons. 
They included: appearing in court in behalf of a veteran in trouble; visits 
to homes and hospitals; attempts to locate jobs; counseling regarding 
schooling, insurance matters, and on-the-job training for newly discharged 
veterans; finding a foster home for a veteran’s child; preparation of and 
follow up of applications for Federal benefits; contacts with doctors, social 
agencies, town, city and state officials; and other types of assistance. 


As an agent of the Norwood Selective Service Board, this office reg- 
istered 34 boys during 1958. In 1957, the total registered was 27. 
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It is reasonable to expect that the pattern of increases shown during 
the past three years will continue through 1959, and that this Department 
will serve a greater number of Sharon veterans and their dependents as 
each year passes. 


The Veterans’ Agent is grateful for the complete cooperation given 
him by the Board of Selectmen, the Veterans’ Advisory Committee and 
the various Town Departments during 1958. 


ANNUAL REPORT — 1958 
VETERANS’ GRAVES 


FRANK R. PARRY, Graves Officer 


Reports received up to the end of the year show 18 veterans were buried 
in Sharon during the year. All but one of these veterans had a residence 
away from Sharon at time of death. As in previous years, the greater 
number of burials was in Sharon Memorial Park. 


All known veterans graves in Sharon have been visited by the Graves 
Officer. These graves have, during 1958, been suitably kept and cared for 
as required by Chapter 115 of the General Laws. Memorial Day Services 
were held in the customary fashion and United States Flags provided at 
each grave. 


An appropriation to permit a start of permanent repair or replacement 
of broken head stones is to be requested at the March Town Meeting. 


VETERANS’ ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Veterans’ Advisory Committee, consisting of the following Sharon 
residents, is an unpaid group, appointed by the Sharon Selectmen in ac- 
cordance with Section 12, Chapter 115, of the General Laws. Various 
occupations, professions, and skills are represented. The Committee’s func- 
tion is to give information, assistance and guidance within their particular 
field, to any Sharon veteran so applying.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 1959

The year of 1959 saw not only the usual in Sharon, and what 
we have come to consider as the normal, but also the unusual as 
seen in somewhat startling changes. 


The population grew in a manner not out of line with the recent 
annual increases. Building permits were issued for 83 new homes. 
This is more than a 50% increase over the number of similar per- 
mits for 1958 and 1957; though only 75% of those of 1956 and 1955. 


The Town’s park and recreation program progressed as usual. 
An increasing number of children and adults have been using the

lake and other facilities provided by the Town and the Sharon 
Civic Foundation. In July the Town recognized one of its valuable 
citizens when the area between Pond Street and Ames Street, in- 
cluding Hammershop Pond, was named the “Dr. Walter A. Griffin 
Playground”. - 


However this must be called a year of change for Sharon. By 
its vote at the annual meeting in March, the Town adopted a job 
classification—wage and salary by-law. It also created a Personnel 
Board to administer the by-law. 


This by-law is an attempt to fill a need long desired by the 
various departments of the Town Government and especially by 
past Warrant Committees. Each year, as budget preparation time 
rolled around, the problem arose as to how to treat the Town 
employees fairly and still keep within the financial possibilities of 
the townspeople’s pocketbooks. There seemed to be no compre- 
hensive, equitable basis from which to determine proper wage and 
salary schedules. Here is accentuated a problem that confronts 
towns in general. There is no clearing house for comparative, up- 
to-date information upon which town officials can draw. It is 
hoped that this by-law, based on the experience of other towns and 
on material compiled by experts in the field and properly admin- 
istered, will result to the advantage of all concerned. A very 
capable and conscientious Personnel Board was appointed and is 
working its way through the many difficulties that are inevitable in 
a program of this sort. It is recognized that immediate changes, 
amendments and corrections will be necessary. It is also recog- 
nized that, since conditions are not static, future changes in the by- 
law probably will be desirable. The patient work of the Personnel 


Board merits the gratitude and cooperation of all the townspeople. 

Another variation from Sharon’s normal way of doing things 
came about by the procurement by employees of the Town of a 
charter for Local #1066 in the AFL-CIO Municipal Employees 
Union as of July 14th. 


Further evidence of change this year was seen when the Town 
voted to place the Fire Department more directly in the hands of 
its Chief. This move is in keeping with the trend in administration 
of fire departments in others towns—Sharon having been among 
the few towns still operating under a Board of Fire Engineers. It 
is fitting to mention the many dedicated men who have served the 
Town through the years as Fire Engineers. Their particular in- 
terest in this field plus their strong ability has given the Fire De- 
partment valuable guidance and the Town a good department. 


The resignation of Russell Lutz as Superintendent of Public 
Works became effective November 30th. With the establishment 
of the Department of Public Works in 1955, Mr. Lutz, as Superin- 
tendent, organized the department and served it well. He has left 
the Town’s employment to enter private business. Mr. C. F. 
Williams, Highway Superintendent, will act as interim Superin- 
tendent of the Department of Public Works. 


At the end of October, the Town lost a longtime faithful servant 
when Police Chief Lavezzo retired after 30 years in the Depart- 
ment. It will not be easy to replace his ability. His loyalty and 
his conscientiousness have worked to the Town’s great advantage 
and have made it a pleasure for Town Officials to work with him. 
Patrolman William Cornell, with long experience in the Depart- 
ment, was designated by the Board to serve as Acting Chief until 
the permanent appointment is made. 


Note is also made of the retirement, as of November Ist, of 
Clifford E. Parker as Building Inspector. Mr. Parker was appointed 
in 1948 when the office of Building Inspector was created to ad- 
minister the building laws passed by the Town in that year. Elliot 
Darrow, Assistant Building Inspector, was appointed to complete 
the unexpired term. 


Sharon has between 75 and 80 miles of roads for which it is 
responsible. This figure changes from year to year as new streets 
are accepted. The aim of the Selectmen has been to treat in some 
way, depending upon the need of the particular streets, approxi- 
mately 15 miles each year. The cost of doing this will, of course, 
vary as the type of treatment called for and road conditions vary. 
This year the Department of Public Works more than met the goal. 


The pumping station off Tree Lane, voted in March, is completed 
including connecting mains, with the exception of certain technical 
equipment, the delivery of which was being expected at this writ- 
ing. This project was the 1959 part of our projected program for 
the Water Department. 
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The Town received a bequest from the estate of Henry P. Kendall 
of $25,000 to be used for the purpose of town planning. This 
interest of Mr. Kendall’s dates back to his days of membership 
on the Sharon Planning Board. 


Another bequest was received from the estate of Edward H. 
Talbot, former resident of this Town. The amount, $5,000, is to 
be held in trust and the income to be used in connection with the 
two soldiers monuments at Rockridge Cemetery previously given 
by Mr. Talbot. 


A great loss to Sharon this year was the passing of Ralph L. 
Whitcomb. Mr. Whitcomb, at the time of his death, was Town 
Moderator, to which office he had been elected annually since 
1940. His ability to control the Town Meetings and his fine im- 
partiality made a lasting impression upon the townspeople. His 
long service to the Town also included membership on the Warrant 
Committee, School Committee and Wartime Rationing Board, 
which committees he had also served as Chairman. 


In each annual Selectmen’s report, mention is made of contri- 
butions to the Town by unpaid dedicated townspeople. This is 
not just lip service, for we recognize that these scores of people are 
essential to the existence of the Town of Sharon as it now is 
operated. We salute them again.

The adjourned meeting of March 2, 1959 was called to order at 


8 oclock P.M. by Moderator Dwight P. Colburn. 


Moderator’s motion for a prayer of divine guidance carried. 


A moment of silence was observed in memory of the late Ralph 
L. Whitcomb, former Moderator, and Warren W. Capen, former 


Town Clerk. 


Voted: To allow School Government group into the meeting. 


Business continued under Article 2. 
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Article 2, Number 1. Voted Unanimously: That the Town 
Clerk cast one ballot for the Trustees of the Sharon Friends’ School 
Fund as follows: Maurice F. Kelley, Max Berger, Mark Santer, 
Bennett Catherall, George M. Hughes. 


Article 2. Number 2. Voted Unanimously: That the Town 
Clerk cast one ballot for the Trustees of the Dorchester and Surplus 
Revenue School Fund as follows: Maurice F. Kelley, Edward A. 
Bullard. 


Article 3. The Committee on Nominations for the Warrant 
Committee reported and presented the names of Sydney S. Morgan, 
Richard C. Clark, Fred W. Cass and Robert Aronson. The names 
were put to a vote singly and same declared elected. 


The Moderator at this point submitted the following names to 
act as a Nominating Committee for the ensuing year for filling 
expiring terms and vacancies on the Warrant Committee: Willis 
F. Hickes, Dr. Norman I. Ruby, Eugene F. Shyne, Harold Lavien 
and Milton O. Corey. 


Article 4. Voted: That the reports of the various Town Officers 
and Committees be accepted as printed.

BE IT ENACTED: pursuant to the authority in Section 108A and 108C 
of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. 


Title I 
Establishment of a Personnel Compensation By-Law. 
Section 1.000 Short Title 


This By-Law may be cited as the “Personnel Compensation By-Law of 
1959”, and may be referred to herein as the “By-Law.” 


Section 2.000 additional authority 


Nothing in this By-Law shall be construed to conflict with the provisions 
of Chapter 31, General Laws. 
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Section 2.100 

The provisions of this By-Law shall apply to every job and position in the 
service of the Town of Sharon whether or not the provisions of Chapter 31, 
General Laws are applied to that job or position, provided that the provisions 
of this By-Law otherwise apply to that job or position. 


Title II 

The scope of this By-Law; and, the Classification, Pay, and Supplementary 
ees Schedules; The Hours of Work, and, the Payment of Wages and 
Salaries. 


Section 1.000 Scope: the jobs and positions which are subject to this By-Law. 

The compensation for every job or position on which any person is em- 
ployed or on which it is intended to employ any person in the service of the 
Town of Sharon shall be governed by He provisions of this By-Law, except 
the following jobs or positions: 


Section 1.100 Elected officials exempt those filled by popular election; 


Section 1.200 certain school jobs and positions exempt those under the direction 
and control of the School Committee of the Town of Sharon, hereinafter called 
the “School Committee,” 


Section 2.000 The Classification Schedule 

All jobs or positions are or shall be evaluated and /or classified into groups 
and classes doing substantially similar work, or having substantially equal 
responsibilities, or otherwise having substantially equal value. 


Section 2.100 
A job or position shall be reviewed for reclassification when change occurs 


in its content. 


Section 2.200 
Every job or position evaluated and/or classified shall be designated by 
a code or by a title or by both. 


Section 2.210 

The systematic listing or tabulation of the codes, or titles, or both, as 
provided in Section 2.200 of this Title II, shall be known and cited as the 
“Classification Schedule.” 


Section 3.000 The Pay Schedule 
For each job or position designated by a code, or title, or both listed in 
the Classification Schedule there shall be designated a range of rates. 


Section 3.100 
The systematic listing or tabulation of wages or salaries as provided in 
Section 3.000 of this Title II shall be known and cited as the “Pay Schedule.” 


Section 4.000 

No person shall be appointed to, employed on, or paid for any job or 
position except one of that title, or code, or both in the Classification Schedule 
which designates that job or position of which he actually is performing or, 
upon employment, will perform the duties; and for which except as herein- 
after stated a wage or salary is designated by the Pay Schedule. 


Section 5.000 Supplementary Benefits Schedule 

Supplementary benefits, which are often called “Fringe Benefits,” shall 
be only as provided by this By-Law; or as modified or amended as herein- 
after provided. 


Section 5.100 
The systematic listing or tabulation of the Supplementary Benefits shall 
be known and cited as the “Supplementary Benefits Schedule.” 


Section 6.000 Hours of work 
The normal regularly scheduled work days and/or work weeks for the 
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various jobs and positions shall be as provided by this By-Law, except that 
Section 6.100 Department Head may assign any schedule of hours of work that 
he deems appropriate. 


a Department Head, or person acting for him may in an emergency or 
at necessity assign any schedule of hours of work that he deems appropriate; 
however, 


Section 6.110 
he shall not permanently alter the length of the work week except as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 7.000 Codes and/or titles in the Classification Schedule to be used for 
all official internal purposes. 


That code or title or both appearing in the Classification Schedule for a 
job or position shall be used to designate that job or position in every official 
request for appropriations, budget estimate, budget, payroll and report of the 
Town. 


Section 7.100 abbreviations permissible 
Any abbreviation or symbol approved as hereinafter provided may be used 
in substitution for a code, or title, or both in the Classification Schedule. 


Title III 
Installation of the Provisions of this By-Law 


Section 1.000 appropriate rates for present employees 

As hereinafter provided, each present employee shall be paid the appro- 
priate rate in the Pay Schedule for the job or position on which he is em- 
ployed according to its classification which is designated by a code or by a 
title or by both in the Classification Schedule, except that 


Section 1.100 no reduction in pay 

no present employee who has been employed continuously on his present 
job or position for thirty calendar days or more on the date this By-Law is 
enacted shall have his rate of pay reduced by this By-Law as long as he 
remains continuously employed on his present job or position. 


Section 1.200 personal rate 

Whenever such rate of pay is higher than the maximum rate of pay in 
the Pay Schedule for the job or position, it shall be known as the “personal 
rate” of the incumbent. 


Section 2.000 Rates for new employees 

A new employee shall be hired only at the minimum rate provided in 
the Pay Schedule for the job or position for which he is hired according to 
its classification which is designated by a code or by a title or by both in the 
Classification Schedule; except 


Section 2.100 other appropriate rates for new employees 
that a new employee may be hired at an appropriate rate other than the 
minimum rate, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 3.000 Probation 

The first six months of employment for any employee shall be a probation- 
ary period. If the employee’s work is unsatisfactory, the employee shall be 
dismissed within the first six months. 


Section 4.000 
Any employee employed longer than the probationary period shall be con- 
sidered a regular employee of the Town. 


Section 5.000 one step increase 

Beginning with the first pay period following the conclusion of his pro- 
bationary period, each employee retained shall receive a one step increase 
provided it does not go beyond the maximum of the range for his job or 
position. 
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Section 6.000 

If there be jobs or positions subject to the provisions of this By-Law that 
are not in the Classification Schedule and/or in the Pay Schedule on the date 
this By-Law is enacted, such jobs or positions shall be paid the same as they 
were in 1958 until such time such jobs or positions are included in said 
schedules. 


Section 7.000 Appeal of initial classification and adjustments 

Beginning at a convenient time within eighteen calendar weeks follow- 
ing the enactment of this By-Law, a period of thirty calendar days shall be 
provided and publicly identified during which any employee may, as here- 
inafter provided, request that the initial classification of his job or position, 
or of a job or position under his direct supervision or control, or of his initial 
adjustment, or of the initial adjustment for an incumbent under his direct 
supervision or control, or any or all of these, be changed. 


Section 7.100 no further right of appeal 

At the end of the thirty days designated in the manner and for purposes 
stated in Section 7.000 of this Title, there shall be no further right to request 
a change of the initial classification or adjustment pursuant to the provisions 
stated in Section 7.000 of this Title. 


Title IV 
The Continuing Operation of the Provisions of this By-law. 


Section 1.000 transfers and promotions 

An employee permanently transferred or promoted to a higher paid job 
or position shall be paid at that rate for the job or position to which he is 
transferred or promoted that is next higher than the rate he was being paid 
for the job or position from which he is transferred or promoted; except, 


Section 1.100 

that an employee permanently transferred or promoted to such higher paid 
job or position may be paid at an appropriate rate other than as reads for 
in Section 1.000 of this Title, as hereinafter provided for. 


Section 2.000 transfers and demotions 

An employee permanently transferred or demoted to a lower paid job 
or position shall be paid at that rate for the job or position to which he is 
transferred or demoted that is next lower than the rate he was being paid for 
the job or position from which he is transferred or demoted. 


Section 3.000 temporary transfers, promotions, and demotions 
in temporary transfers, promotions, and demotions pay shall be determined 
as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4.000 New employees 
A person whose employment has terminated and who is later rehired 
shall be deemed a new employee starting with his most recent date of hire. 


Section 4.100 special or extenuating circumstances 
If there are special or extenuating circumstances, the employee may be 
deemed a reinstated employee. 


Section 4.110 
The decision on whether there are special or extenuating circumstances 
shall be made according to the provisions hereinafter. 


Section 5.000 Funds 

Each Department Head or other person charged with the responsibility 
of administering and approving payrolls shall include in his department budget 
a Pay Adjustment Section to provide funds for the pay adjustments for the 
ensuing year according to the provisions of this By-Law; expenditures there- 
from, if the funds are appropriated, to be made only in accordance with the 
provisions of this By-law. 
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Section 6.000 progression 

For adjustments other than those made pursuant to Section 1.000 of Title 
III; subject to all of the provisions of Title III, each regular employee shall be 
progressed to an appropriate rate according to the Pay Schedule for his job 
or position according to the Classification Schedule, in the following manner:— 


Section 6.100 

he shall advance automatically one step-rate upon the completion of each 
twelve months of service following the completion of the probationary period 
until he has progressed to but not into the last or “merit” step 


Section 6.110 
Thereafter he shall be progressed upon the recommendation of his Depart- 
ment Head and the approval of the Personnel Board as hereinafter provided 


Section 6.120 
so long as twelve months of service have elapsed since his last increase 
and such increase does not exceed the maximum for his job range. 


Section 6.130 not beyond maximum 
No employee shall be progressed beyond the maximum of the range. 


Title V 
Establishment of a Personnel Board; its Powers, Duties and Authority. 


Section 1.000 composition of the Board 

There is created hereby a Board to be known as the “Personnel Board” 
(hereinafter referred to as the “Board”) which shall be composed of five 
members who shall be appointed by the Town Moderator. 


Section 1.100 

One member of the Board shall be an employee on a job or position sub- 
ject to the provisions of this By-law. One member of the Board may be an 
elected official of the Town. The complement of the Board shall be made 
up of Public Members who are neither employees nor elected officials, and 
who are not members of any other Board, Committee, Commission, or any 
other body or agency that is an official part of the Government of the Town 
except incumbents elected to unpaid offices shall not be excluded by reason 
of the fact that they are elected officials. 


Section 2.000 term of office 
Of the five members provided for, one shall be appointed for a term of 
one year; two for a term of two years; and two for a term of three years. 


Section 2.100 Successors 
Their successors shall be appointed for terms of three years each, excepting 


Section 2.110 Vacancies 
that any individual chosen to fill a vacancy shall be appointed only for 
the unexpired term of the member whom he shall succeed. 


Section 2.120 
A Board member may be appointed to succeed himself. 


Section 3.000 Chairman 
The Board shall elect one member to serve as its Chairman. 


Section 4.000 

The initial appointments to the Board shall be made within 30 days of 
the enactment of this By-law, and succeeding appointments shall be made 
within 30 days of the occurrence of any vacancy all as provided supra. But if 
the appointments are not made within the time specified, a committee com- 
posed of the Town Clerk, the Town Treasurer, and the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen shall make the initial appointments to the Board, and 
thereafter the Board shall have the power on its own authority to appoint 
new members to fill vacancies of duration of more than 30 days. 
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Section 5.000 delegation 
The Board is authorized to delegate to any group of three or more mem- 
bers any or all of the powers which it may itself exercise. 


Section 6.000 quorum 

A vacancy or vacancies in the Board shall not impair the right of the re- 
maining members to exercise all of the powers of the Board, as long as 
there are three members on the Board. 


Section 6.100 

Three members of the Board shall, at all times, constitute a quorum of 
the Board, except that two members shall constitute a quorum of any group 
designated pursuant to Section 5.000 of this Title. 


Section 7.000 Powers of the Board 

The Board shall administer this By-law, except as may be otherwise 
provided herein, and it shall establish and publish such policies, procedures, 
and regulations as in its judgment are necessary for the purpose. 


Section 7.100 7.110) 
The Board is empowered hereby with full and final authority to evaluate 
and/or classify jobs and positions pursuant to Section 2.000 of Title II: 


7.120) 
re-evaluate and/or re-classify jobs and positions pursuant to Section 2.100 
of Title II: 


7.130) 
designate a job or position by a code or a title or by both; 


7.140) 
determine and/or authorize and approve abbreviations or code symbols 
for use in substitution for titles and/or codes;

determine and authorize which job or position title, code, or both of the 
Classification Schedule is applicable to and appropriate for any employee. 


7.151) 

but this power and authority or any provision of this By-law shall not be 
construed to give the Board any power or authority to alter by order, direc- 
tion, regulation, transfer, promotion, or demotion or by any other means, the 
duties of any employee except one serving as or on its own staff; 


7.160) 
make and authorize the determination pursuant to any provision herein 
wherein appears 


7.161) 
the word “appropriate,” or any phrase containing that word 


7.162) 
or the words and phrases “special and extenuating” such as in “special and 
. . >» 
extenuating circumstances ; 


and before making or authorizing any determination pursuant to Sections 
7.160, 7.161, or 7.162 of this Title V the Board may require that the appro- 
priate Department Head or Heads and/or Elected Officials submit to it in 
writing or in such other form as the Board may stipulate such data, information, 
and/or descriptive material which it deems necessary to a proper determination;

make and authorize determinations pursuant to Section 3.000 of Title IV, 


7.171) 


and before making or authorizing any determination pursuant to Section 
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7.170 of this Title V, the Board may require as provided for in Section 7.162-a 
of this same Title V; 


7.180 

determine and authorize for a new employee a starting rate higher than 
the appropriate minimum provided by the Pay Schedule, upon the petition 
or request of the appropriate Department Head or Elected Official. 


7.181) 

provided that such petition or request is accompanied by such informative 
data and/or description as the Board may require, and in such form as it may 
require; 
7.190) 

make and authorize interim and/or emergency changes, additions, or de- 
letions to or from

the Classification Schedule

the Supplementary Benefits Schedule

and the application and implementation of the effects resulting therefrom;

Section 8.000 Authority to ask for, and receive, appropriations in like manner 
to other boards, agencies, and departments of the Town so empowered, 
the Board may request and receive appropriations of money for its needs. 


Section 8.100 disbursements 
from which it may disburse sums for the procurement of necessary supplies 
and equipment, the compensation of its own employees, the payment of 
part time assistants, and such counsel, and consultative specialized, and 
expert assistance as it may deem necessary or desirable, and for other 
purposes consistent with its functions. 


Section 9.000 Reclassification Notification to Board 
No employee can be reclassified unless the Board first is notified. 


Section 9.100 
If the Board believes that such reclassification will not be consistent with 
the requirements of the By-law, and/or the policies, procedures, or regula- 
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tions established pursuant to Section 7.000 of this Title V, and/or with 
the duties actually to be performed, the Board shall so notify the appro- 
priate Department Head or Elected Official, and no disputed reclassi- 
fication shall be made unless after investigation the Board shall have 
determined that such reclassification shall and will be consistent with the 
requirements said. 


Section 10.000 access to facts 
The Board shall have access to all facts, figures, records, and other in- 
ppeaHon relative to the classified jobs and positions and the incumbents 
ereon. 


Section 10.100 departments to furnish facts forthwith. 
Such information shall be furnished forthwith by any department upon 
request by the Board, and in such form as the Board may require. 


Section 11.000 
The Board must concur in any action pursuant to Section 6.120 of Title 
IV before that action can become effective. 


Section 12.000 records 

The records of the Board shall be maintained in a separate file in such 
a place and manner as the Board may decide and direct, and shall be avail- 
ee for inspection by the Board or its duly authorized agents or employees 
only. 
Section 13.000 annual review 

The Board shall review or cause to be reviewed each year at least one- 
third of the descriptions of classified jobs or positions, so that all are reviewed 
during each three years so that the descriptions may be kept current. 


Section 14.000 Board to keep informed 
The Board shall also keep informed of pay rates and policies in practice 
outside of the service of the Town. 


Section 15.000 Board to recommend to Town 

and the Board shall recommend to the Town any action it deems necessary, 
desirable, or advisable in order to maintain a fair, equitable compensation 
structure. 


Section 16.000 reviews and hearings 
From time to time the Board shall review the plan in its entirety and 
shall hold hearings for that purpose if deemed necessary by the Board. 


Section 17.000 Authority to require data 

The fact that the Board’s authority to make certain requirements is 
specified in particular instances supra shall not be construed to limit or 
diminish the Board’s power to make similar requirements in reference to any 
other provision of this By-law. 


Section 18.000 

The Board may conduct, or cause to be carried out, whatever investiga- 
tion it may deem necessary in order to determine whether any provision or 
provisions of this By-law is or are being observed and properly carried out. 


Section 19.000 ratification 

The Board shall submit for ratification every change in a Schedule it 
makes pursuant to any of the provisions of this By-law to the Town Meeting 
next following such change. 


Section 20.000 
But if the Town Meeting shall fail to ratify a change submitted to it for 
ratification, it shall have no retroactive effect. 


Title VI 

Appeal 
Section 1.000 on installation 

Section 7.000 of Title III provides for the appeal of the initial classifica- 
tions and adjustments made in the installation of this Plan. 
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Section 2.000 of subsequent decisions 

Any employee may appeal to the Board his classifications or reclassifica- 
tions and/or adjustments or readjustments other than his initial classification 
or adjustment made in the installation of this Plan, which is provided for 
separately elsewhere; 


Section 2.100 appeals by Dept. 

and, any Department Head may appeal to the Board the classifications, 
reclassifications, adjustments, and readjustments affecting an employee under 
his direction or control, other than the initial classifications or adjustments 
made in the installation of this Plan, which is provided for separately 
elsewhere; 


Section 2.110 no appeal of a decision on an appeal 

except that the classification, reclassification, adjustment, and readjustment 
affirmed or established by the Board as the result of an appeal may not be 
appealed. 


Section 2.200 time limit for appeals 
Any appeal must be made within thirty calendar days of the action or 
decision that is appealed. 


Section 2.300 form of appeal 
An appeal shall be made in such form and manner as the Board may direct 
pursuant to Section 7.000 of Title V. 


Section 2.400 Board must decide in 45 days 
Within forty-five calendar days of the receipt of an appeal, the Board shall 
render its decision. 


Section 2.410 retroactivity 
Any decision resulting in an increase of wage or salary pursuant to an 
appeal shall be retroactive to the date of the receipt of the appeal. 


Section 2.500 records of appeals 
The Board shall keep a record of the date of receipt of each appeal, and 
the date and content of its decision in reference to it. 


Title VII 

General Provisions 
Section 1.000 leave of absence 

No employee can be considered on leave of absence unless it is in con- 
formity with the direction of the Board pursuant to Section 7.000 of Title V. 


Section 2.000 available appropriation 

It shall be the responsibility of the appropriate Department Head, Depart- 
ment Heads, and/or Elected Official or Officials to determine whether there 
is a proper, legal, and sufficient appropriation available with which to carry 
out any determination and/or authorization of the Board; and none of this 
responsibility shall be the Board’s. 


Section 2.100 
A determination and/or authorization of the Board shall be carried out 
only if there is a proper, legal, and sufficient appropriation enabling it. 


Section 3.000 Job and Position Descriptions not limiting on work assignments 

Job and Position Descriptions in the files of the Board shall be construed 
as indicative of job or position content, rather than restrictive and defining; 
and, in any case employees shall continue to perform any duties assigned 
them by their appropriate superiors within proper and legal authority.

Section 3.100 Overtime 

It is recognized that in each occupational category uniformity of over- 
time practices is desirable. However, at this time no change in overtime 
practices is directed. 


Section 3.110 

except that no overtime shall be paid unless and until a statement of the 
overtime practice on which the overtime payment is predicated shall have 
been filed with the Board by the head of the department in which the over- 
time is to be paid. 


Section 3.200 Vacations 

The following annual vacations with pay will be granted to regular full- 
time employees after the following periods of continuous active full-time 
employment. 


two (2) weeks, after thirty (30) weeks employment in the aggregate 
during the twelve (12) months preceding the first day of June in the vacation 
year; 


three (3) weeks, after fifteen (15) years of employment as described. 
Section 3.210 

Any vacation practice not in conformity with this Section 3.200 shall 
cease. 


Section 3.300 Holidays 
At this time no change in holiday practices is directed. 


Section 3.310 

If a regular paid holiday falls within an employee’s vacation period, that 
employee shall receive either an extra day of paid vacation or an extra day of 
pay, as agreed upon with his Department Head. 


Section 3.400 Paid Sick Leave 

A regular full-time employee shall accrue sick leave time at the rate of 
one-half day for each calendar month of active employment, and such accrued 
sick leave unused shall be accumulated to a total not in excess of sixty (60) 
days. 


Section 3.410 

Employee absences caused by illness, and personal emergencies, shall con- 
stitute sick leave during which the employee shall be paid his regular wage 
or salary for the period of time of the duration of the illness or emergency but 
not in excess of his accrued sick leave time. 


Section 3.411 

For personal emergencies the employee must be excused by his Depart- 
ment Head in advance of the absence, unless there are special or extenuating 
circumstances, to be eligible for sick leave pay during the absence. 
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Section 3.412 

In the case of illness the employee must, within the first three working days, 
report or have reported to his Department Head the reason for his absence 
to be eligible for sick leave pay during the absence. 


Section 3.420 

Sick leave in excess of sixty (60) days, or in excess of any lesser amount 
accumulated may be granted, other provisions herein notwithstanding, at the 
recommendation of the Department Head and the concurrence of the Board. 


Section 3.500 Jury Duty 

An employee called for jury duty shall be paid an amount equal to the 
difference between the amount paid by the court, excluding travel allowance, 
and the compensation paid him for an equal period on his regular occupation 
for the Town. 


Section 3.600 allowance for uniforms 


Uniforms and equipment required for police and firemen shall be provided 
by the Town. 


Section 3.700 

Other practices that are the regular practices of the town shall continue 
even though they are not listed herein, unless it has been specifically directed 
herein that such practice cease; but no practice not listed herein shall continue 
unless and until a statement describing that practice has been filed with the 
Board by the Department Head. 


Section 4.000 Work Week 
No determination is made as to work weeks customarily in effect in the 
Town, except as to the following: 


Section 4.100 Police 
The normal, regularly scheduled work-week for a full time member of the 
Police Department shall be not less than 40 hours. 


Section 4.200 Fire 
The normal, regularly scheduled work-week for a full time member of 
the Fire Department shall be an average of not less than 56 hours. 


Section 4.300 Office 
The normal, regularly scheduled work-week for a full time Office Occupa- 
tion employee shall be not less than 37% hours. 


Section 4.400 

Each Department Head shall file with the Board a statement defining 
the customary normal, regular work week for his Department as to both 
hours and days. 


Title IX 

Amendments 

It shall be the duty of the Board, upon petition signed by five residents 
of the town, or upon its own initiative, to hold public hearings, notice of which 
shall be given by publication in a newspaper published or having a circulation 
in the town, at least seven days in advance, and by such other method as the 
Board deems necessary, to consider amendments to this By-law. The Board 
shall make its recommendations with regard to any amendment at the town 
meeting at which such amendment is considered. 


Title X 

Separability 

If any provision of this By-law, or the application of such provisions to 
any person, or circumstance shall be held invalid, or is changed, modified, 
deleted, or otherwise affected, the remainder of this By-law, or the application 
of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those as to which 
it is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 
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Title XI 
Definitions 
Section 1.000 
In this By-law unless they are expressly provided otherwise or unless the 


context requires otherwise, the following words and phrases shall have the 
following meanings:— 


a 
“Adjustment”; that particular rate applied to a specific employee in stipu- 
lating which rate of a range applies to him. 


b) 
“Classification”; the assignment of an occupation to a job or position title 
or group in the Classification Schedule. 


c) 
“Code”; a designation as established in this By-law other than a title by 
which a job or position is identified. 


d) 
“Job”; a task of identifiable content.

“Leave of Absence”; a period of time during which an employee is away 
from work for his own convenience, and with the permission of his De- 
partment Head, and during which he is not terminated, but also neither 
draws nor accrues any wages or salary.

“New Employee”; any person who enters active employment on a job or 
position subject to this By-law on or after the date this By-law is enacted, 
or within thirty (30) calendar days prior to the date of enactment.

“Position”; is a task of identifiable content, and is almost synonymous with 
“Job” except that it usually is used in connection with tasks of some tech- 
nical, clerical, or administrative content. 


h) 

“Present employee”; a person who is in the employ of the Town on a job 
or position subject to the provisions of the By-law, and was hired before 
the date this By-law is enacted. 


i) 
“Present job or position”; a job or position held by an incumbent on the 
date this By-law is enacted. 


i) 
“Range”, “range of rates”; an array of rates progressing from a minimum 
rate to a maximum rate for a job or position, or for a class or group of 
jobs or positions. 

k) 
“Regular employee”; an employee other than an employee on probation.

“Step-rate”; a rate of pay of a range of rates of pay.

“Supplementary Benefits”; are those aspects and elements of compensation 
granted to the employee in addition to the Wage or Salary paid to him.

(A) In the light industrial districts no new building or structure 
or part thereof shall be designed, constructed, or used and, except 
as provided in Section 6, no building or structure or part thereof 
shall be constructed, altered, enlarged, extended, reconstructed or 
used, and no land or premises shall be used, except for one or more 
of the following purposes, provided that within the meaning of the 
following uses nothing will be permitted which is in any way 
noxious or hazardous by virtue of odor, gas, smoke, noise, vibration, 
dirt, or dust: 


1. Assembly of electrical appliances; electrical or electronic 
instruments or devices, television, radio and phonograph 
instruments; and the assembly or manufacture of parts or 
components of the above products. 


2. Manufacture of machine tools or metal products; electrical 
machinery and equipment; medical machinery or equip- 
ment; laboratory apparatus or equipment; water purification 
equipment, sterilizers, and allied products; office or store 
machines or equipment, provided that in such manufacture 
the use of punch presses over one hundred (100) tons rated 
capacity and drop hammers shall be prohibited. 
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15. 


Machine shops excluding those using punch presses over 
one hundred (100) tons rated capacity and drop hammers. 


Bottling works. 


Research, experimental, photo, motion picture, film or test- 
ing laboratory. 


The manufacture, compounding, assembling or treatment 
of articles from the following previously prepared materials: 
cellophane, canvas, cloth, cork, feathers, felt, fiber, fur, 
glass, paper, plastics, precious or semi-precious metals or 
stones, textiles and wood (excluding planing mills). 


The manufacture, compounding, processing, packaging or 
treatment of such products as bakery goods, candy, cos- 
metics, drugs, perfumes, pharmaceuticals, toiletries, and 
food products except fish or meat products, sauerkraut, 
vinegar, yeast, and rendering of fats and oils. 


The manufacture of light sheet metal products including 
heating or ventilating products, ducts or equipment, cor- 
nices, eaves and the like. 


The manufacture of jewelry, musical instruments, clocks, 
watches, precision instruments, toys, sporting goods, and 
novelties. 


Printing and publishing establishments. 


Public utilities service yards or electrical transforming sta- 
tions or stations for receiving or transmitting electronically 
pulsated airwaves. 


Warehousing and wholesale merchandise storage. 


Office, financial, institutional or municipal building or estab- 
lishment. 


Signs referring only to the permitted manufacturing oper- 
ation conducted lawfully on the premises, provided that any 
wall sign or signs shall not total an area in excess of twenty 
(20) per cent of the wall surface on which such sign or 
signs are placed, and parapet or roof signs, or any combin- 
ation thereof, shall not exceed five (5) feet in height. 
Direction signs shall be permitted where necessary not 
exceeding three (3) square feet in area. Billboards, flash- 
ing or animated signs are expressly prohibited. 


Such accessory purposes as are customarily incident to the 
foregoing purposes including the use of structures and land 
for show-rooms for display purposes only, storage, power 
plants, water storage structures or reservoirs, sewage treat- 
ment plants, and chimneys; provided that all such uses are 
not noxious or hazardous by virtue of odor, gas, smoke, 
noise, vibration, dirt, or dust or are in no way detrimental

to the character of the light industrial district or adjoining 
districts. 


Any of the following uses if authorized by permit of the 
Board of Appeals and subject to appropriate conditions, 
limitations and safeguards, having in mind that such per- 
mitted uses shall not be noxious or hazardous by virtue of 
odor, gas, smoke, noise, vibration, dirt or dust and such 
conditions, limitations, and safeguards shall be in writing 
and made a part of the permit by the Board of Appeals. 


(A) Removal from the premises of sod, loam, gravel, sand, 
or quarry stone providing that when such removal is 
incidental to and in connection with the construction 
of a building for which a building permit has been 
issued in accordance with the Building By-laws, or 
when removal is incidental to and in connection with 
the construction of a road shown on a plan submitted 
to and approved by the Planning Board, no permit 
from the Board of Appeals shall be required. 


(B) In the light industrial districts any of the purposes 
enumerated in Sections 2, 3 and 4, unless specifically 
included in (A) above, or any other purpose not 
specifically enumerated in (A) above, shall be pro- 


hibited.” 


By striking therefrom paragraph (A) of Section 8, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following. 


“Section 8. (A) No building shall be constructed, 
altered, enlarged, extended, reconstructed, or raised to a 
height of more than two and one-half (2%) stories or so as 
to exceed in any part a height of thirty-five (35) feet in the 
single and general residence districts, or more than four (4) 
stories or so as to exceed a height of sixty (60) feet in the 
business districts, except that for residential uses in the 
business districts the height limitations for the single and 
general residence districts shall apply, or more than two (2) 
stories or so as to exceed in any part a height of forty (40) 
feet in the light industrial districts, except as hereinafter 
provided.” 


By adding Section 11.5 as follows: 
“Section 11.5 Light Industrial Districts. 


(A) In the light industrial districts no building or build- 
ings on any one lot, including accessory buildings, shall 
be constructed, altered, enlarged, extended, reconstructed, 
raised or moved so as to occupy at the level of the first 
story more than twenty (20) percent of the area of the lot, 
and when any lot is used for light industrial purposes a 
minimum of five hundred (500) square feet of land shall be 
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set aside and maintained for automobile parking for every 
one thousand (1,000) square feet of gross floor area, or part 
thereof, and one loading space measuring at least forty (40) 
feet long and twelve (12) feet wide shall be provided for 
every twenty thousand (20,000) square feet of gross floor 
area, or part thereof. 


(B) In the light industrial districts no building or build- 
ings shall be constructed, altered, enlarged, extended, recon- 
structed, raised or moved so as to be nearer than thirty (30) 
feet to the line of any adjoining lot, or nearer than one 
hundred (100) feet to the line which forms a boundary of 
a single residence district or a general residence district, or 
nearer than one hundred (100) feet to the line of any ad- 
joining lot on which is situated a building used for resi- 
dence purposes, or nearer than one hundred (100) feet to 
the line of any Town Boundary, land not used by virtue 
of this requirement shall have at least one-half (%) of its 
area and one-half (%) of its width in planting or landscap- 
ing sufficient in character and extent to provide a suitable 
screen between such properties. No part of any building 
in the light industrial: districts shall be constructed, altered, 
enlarged, extended, reconstructed, raised or moved so as 
to be nearer than ten (10) feet to any other building on the 
same lot”. 


By striking out the words “used for residence purposes” and 
the words “on which is located any building used for resi- 
dence purposes,” as used in the first sentence of Paragraph 
(A) of Section 12, and by adding to the end of Paragraph 


(A) of Section 12 the following: 
“or so that the total lot area shall be less than that per- 


mitted in the applicable provisions of Section 13 and Section 
14.3”. 


By adding Section 14.3 as follows: 
“Section 14.3 Light Industrial Districts. 


In the light industrial districts there shall be provided 
for each building hereafter constructed for light industrial 
purposes a lot containing not less than one hundred thou- 
sand (100,000) square feet in area and having a lot width 
of not less than two hundred and fifty (250) feet.” 


By adding to Section 15, Paragraph (D) as follows: 
“(D) In the light industrial districts no new building 
shall be constructed and no building shall be altered, en- 
larged, extended, reconstructed, raised or moved so that 
any external wall is located nearer than one hundred (100) 
feet to the side line or one hundred and fifty (150) feet to 
the center line of any street or way, and such land which 
remains unused by virtue of this requirement shall be used 
only for walks, drives, visitor parking areas, or flagpoles, and

To the Board of Public Works and the citizens of the Town of 
Sharon, herewith is my fifth and final report of the department. 


My resignation was tendered in August and accepted by the 
Board, pending the availability of a suitable replacement. The 
Board appointed Mr. C. F. Williams, Highway Supt. as acting 
head of the department, effective December 1, 1959. 


It is expected that changes in administration will bring about 
changes in policy. None should resist change so long as it is made 
in the best interests of the workers involved and the community as 
a whole. Municipal workers play a vital role in the economy of 
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Town affairs. In fact, the reputation and well-being of any com- 
munity is reflected by the abilities of its top administrators and by 
the behavior and productiveness of its lessor public servants. 


I want to take this opportunity to thank my many friends 
throughout the Town for their understanding and help in carrying 
out the work of the department these past five years. Co-operation 
received in all matters from other Town departments is gratefully 
acknowledged. To the division heads within the department and 
to the men under them many thanks for a job well done. It has 
been a source of great pride of accomplishment and friendship to 
have been associated with you these difficult years of establish- 
ment. My continued good wishes to you for a successful and happy 
career of public service. 


To the Board of Public Works, present and past, my sincere 
appreciation and gratitude for your helpful guidance in steering 
the course of the department through both calm and troubled 
waters. 


Street Layouts 


The street layout program started some years ago, to provide for 
future traffic needs is well on its way to completion. Certain of 
the existing public ways were never definitely described nor engin- 
eered; the line of occupation (usually stone walls) serving as the 
accepted boundaries. Others were laid out too narrow and too 
poorly aligned to meet the requirements of present day traffic. It 
is such streets as these that the Town officials have been attempting 
to lay out with sufficient width and with proper alignment to 
accommodate anticipated future traffic needs. 


Ames Street, from Cottage Street to East Street, that portion of 
South Walpole Street from Old Post Road to the Walpole line, and 
Belcher Street were laid out, accepted and adopted this year. A 
new layout of Maskwonicut Street was proposed but the vote for 
acceptance and adoption was defeated at the Town Meeting. 


It is inevitable that most abuttors are hurt by land takings and 
some more than others, but it is the overall benefits to the com- 
munity that should be considered when voting on such matters. 
Public opinion is too often swayed by vociferous pressure groups 
rather than by the dictates of good judgment. 


The Morse Street layout, from Masspoag Avenue to Mountain 
Street has been completed and will be proposed for acceptance 
and adoption at the next Town Meeting.

Three new blinkers were set in the traffic islands at Cobb’s 
Corner. These, plus the new mercury vapor luminaires installed 
in 1958 have significantly cut down the accident rate at this 
highly dangerous intersection. 


Traffic lines and school crossings throughout the Town were 
repainted twice during the season. 


A traffic island designed by the Traffic Control Division of the 
Massachusetts Dept. of Public Works was installed at the inter- 
section of East Street and Billings Street, and appropriate “Go 
Right” signs installed. 


Intersection warning signs were installed on South Walpole 
Street at Pine Street, and on Pine Street at South Walpole Street.

Town Dump 

The requirements for improvement imposed on the Town in 1958 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health for the conduct 
of the town dump have been met. 

The access to the dump has been fenced, dumping has been 
scheduled and supervised, and controlled burning and frequent 
filling have been the order of the day. A 2” galvanized fire line 
was laid underground from the water main on Mountain Street 
to the face of the dump, making for easy control of fires. 

Complaints from irate neighbors because of smoke and odor 
nuisances resulting from neglect in past practices have been largely 
eliminated. 

The dump is divided into two parts—one section for brush, 
stumps and lumber and the other for general refuse. The former 
is burned periodically and when weather permits and requires little 
or no fill. The latter is burned almost daily and requires a minimum 
of fill. The practice of controlled burning is conserving of both 
space and fill. 

The dump is kept clean and covered at all times and easy access 
has been provided to the face. The additional cost for labor to 
maintain the dump in its present sanitary state is money well spent, 
considering the health and welfare benefits to the Town as a whole 
and to nearby residents in particular. Labor costs are about 
$4000.00 per year under the present system as compared with 
$5,700.00 spent in former years. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


C. F. WitiiaMs, Superintendent 


The Highway Department, in spite of a total rain fall of 51.41 
inches for the year, completed most of its scheduled projects be- 
fore the end of the season. Some operations, however, such as 
the spraying of poison ivy, the spraying of roadside shade trees, 
removal of brush along the highways and drainage projects were 
considerably hampered by the inclement weather. 


Little work remains on either Chapter 90 Maintenance or Chapter 
90 Construction projects and this will be completed in the Spring. 


Along with the Highway Department’s regular maintenance and 
construction program, it worked in conjunction with many of the 
other town departments to help them complete their programs. 


A breakdown of projects and operations follows. 


Special Article Projects 
CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


Major construction work under Chapter 90 took place on Bay 
Road between the 1956 and 1958 project areas from station 16 + 50 
to station 30 + 50, thus completing the stretch from Cobb’s Corner 
to East Street. Loam grading and seeding was done on the 1958 
stretch from Central Street to Belcher Street and also on the Gavi- 
gan contract area from North Main Street to Central Street.

A new drainage system consisting of 275 feet of 12” pipe, two 
manholes and two catch basins was installed at the intersection of 
East Street to eliminate a water pocket that caused hazardous 
driving conditions during the winter months. 


Five hundred and eighty feet of fencing was also erected. This 
work plus trench surfacing, final payment on Gavigan contract, 
etc., represented an expenditure of $8,210.81, giving a grand total 
of $28,044.35 expended. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


All Chapter 90 Maintenance work was done on North Main 
Street and was largely concerned with drainage. A short section 
of the sawmill hill area was surfaced with type I bituminous 
concrete. 


The principle drain project was in the vicinity of Ashcroft Road 
and for the purpose of picking up the water that drains off Ashcroft 
Road and to carry it back to discharge it on the Adamic property, 
a distance of about 210 feet. This project proved more costly than 
anticipated because it was originally planned to discharge the 
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water into the easement directly from North Main Street. How- 
ever, the gradient proved such that it was necessary to carry the 
piping a distance of 88 feet down the easement in order to come 
out to the surface at the proper grade. This necessitated a cut as 
deep as 11 feet and some 90 feet of right of way clearance plus 88 
feet of additional large sized pipe which was not figured in the 
original estimates. As a consequence, the other two drain projects 
planned, one at the Hare farm and the other at 385 North Main 
Street will have to be deferred until 1960. 
Details of the finished project are shown in the table below:

In addition to this drain project a total of 88 feet of 30” cc pipe 
was purchased at a price of $415.84 for the two other projects 
that are to be completed in 1960. 


A sum of $1,726.20 was spent for contract surfacing on sawmill 
hill for 265.5 tons of bituminous concrete set in place. 


Two old type catch basin frames and grates were removed and 
replaced with standard type before the paving was done. The 
frames and covers plus other materials amounted to $122.69. A 
sum of $226.80 was spent for labor in grading gutters, intersections, 
and installation of the frames and grates for a total expenditure of 
pact $3,550.89 for contract and materials and $2,449.11 for 
abor. 


SOUTH MAIN STREET SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION

TREE DEPARTMENT 


James LEIGHTON, Foreman in Charge 


Tree trimming was continued throughout the Town, removing 
dead, broken and low limbs that created a hazard to traffic along 
the public ways. Maple trees in general exhibit moribundity. 
Many of them showed evidence of scald (leaf curl) especially 
on the sides where pavement prevents the downward percolation 
of water and proper aeration. Others, even in more favorable 
locations developed an abundance of dead wood. The worst of 
these were removed as unsightly and hazardous. 


The entire oak population was attacked by the so-called solitary 
oak leaf miner. This insect has been building up in numbers for 
some years and it finally reached epidemic proportions this year, 
affecting all oak trees. Especially hard hit were the white oaks, 
and most of them were completely riddled with mines, giving a 
scorched appearance to the trees. There are at least two genera- 
tions of the insect produced in a single season. The first occurs 
in early June and the second in early August. The first generation 
is largely concentrated in the lower portion of the tree, and the 
second in the uppermost portion. 
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Complete control of the insect from the municipal level is eco- 
nomically impractical in that all the woodland oaks are affected 
as well as the roadside trees. However, certain key roadside trees 
and privately owned shade trees can be protected by timely spray- 
ing with lindane, BHC or malathion. The first spray in early June 
is the most important. It is imperative to keep the incident of 
attack light at this time because if heavy infection is permitted, 
it is impossible to prevent further spread throughout the tree. One 
or more defoliations of this type are not lethal, but they do serve 
to weaken the tree. Repeated defoliations will result in death 
through direct causes or so weaken the tree to a point where it will 
succumb to secondary agencies. Be advised! If you want to save 
a favorite white oak, arrange for spraying in early June and again 
in early August.

These were mostly maples, pin oaks and sycamore, with a sprink- 
ling of dogwood, red pine and flowering crabs in certain restricted 
locations. 


The practice of setting trees off the public way and on abutting 
private property, far removed from pavement and overhead wires 
was continued. 


Of the total number of trees set out, only two losses were re- 
ported. 


Dutch Elm Disease Control 


The Dutch Elm disease continues to make inexhorable advances 
in decimating our elm population. 


A total of 89 trees was removed from both public and private 
property as follows:

This work was done with an expenditure of $1,341.68 for town 
labor and $2,197.60 for hired equipment, averaging $44.32 per tree. 
The brush and wood was disposed of by burning as required by 
law. 


The theme of the recent Dutch Elm Disease conference held at 
the Waltham Field Station was “Where Do We Go From Here” 
. . . the conclusion—nobody seems to know! There hasn't been a 
single incident of effective control attained anywhere within the 
national range of the disease. Certain states and towns were cited 
for doing a commendable job and for spending huge sums of 
MOREY weg none have succeeded in halting the spread of the 

isease. 


State authorities of the Division of Insect Pest Control in the 
Dept. of Natural Resources are working on legislation that will 
require all elm trees in the Commonwealth, both public and pri- 
vate, to come under state jurisdiction for the control of the disease. 
This will result in standardized practices for control, but unques- 
tionably will entail greater financial liabilities on the municipalities. 


insect Pest and Ivy Control 


The only troublesome insect of any consequence, except for the 
mosquito, was the oak leaf miner, details of which are covered 
under the Tree Dept. report. 


Of the so-called noxious insects such as the gypsy and brown- 
tailed moths, the elm leaf beetle, the tent caterpillar, the Japanese 
beetle and the like, there was no problem in control because they 
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were largely non-existant. The Japanese beetle continues to 
decline in numbers and in extent of depredations. 


The mosquito still poses a serious problem. In cooperation with 
the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Program there were three 
aerial sprays throughout various parts of Town. The county pro- 
gram paid for spraying the swamps and the Town paid for spray- 
ing in residential areas. The first or dormant spray was applied in 
April to swamp areas for the control of mosquito larvae. The next 
two were applied in June and August for the control of adults. 
Considering the wet season and the ideal conditions for breeding, 
the program was fairly effective in reducing the mosquito nuisance. 


Aerial spraying was supplemented by ground control measures 
carried out by both county and Town forces. All storm sewers 
in Town were treated with insecticide for the control of both larvae 
and adults. Most spraying and fogging was carried out in areas 
that weren't covered from the air and ditches were dug to drain 
certain of the swamps. 


Ditching was done off Ames Street, off Quincy Street, off East 
Foxboro Street and off Old Post Road. A long range plan is 
presently being prepared cooperatively between the county and 
Town for the draining of swamps adjacent to highly populated 
residential areas. Once accomplished, this will have a greater 
effect in the control of mosquitos than any palliative spray program. 


The eradication program for the elimination of poison ivy along 
and adjacent to the public ways was continued.

The lakefront provided another season of recreation and enjoy- 
ment to Sharon residents and their guests. The season was marred 
only by a few minor accidents, cuts and the like, and a few cases 
of vandalism. 


The sale of beach tags and car stickers and the enrollment for 
swimming instruction continues to rise and crowding is becoming 
more acute with each succeeding year. Facilities for all waterfront 
activities will have to be increased before too long, to accommodate 
our expanding population. An additional dock for swimming 
instruction, increased parking space, a larger lakefront area and 
additional bath houses are the major items to be considered. 


Some fears were expressed during midseason that the lake water 
was polluted, causing eye, ear and throat irritations. However, all 
bacteriological tests taken during the season proved the water to be 
well within safe limits for public bathing. 


Oil slicks were noted from time to time but these are impossible 
to control so long as power boats are permitted on the lake. The 
public bathing beach is located leeward to summer prevailing 
winds and oil slicks unavoidably wash ashore at that point. 


Appreciation is extended to Mr. Edward Koskella and his staff 
of the Sharon Civic Foundation and to Mr. David Rivers, Director 
of Activities and his staff for a highly successful season. 
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REPORT OF THE WATERFRONT DIRECTOR 


During the summer of 1959 a total of 1029 young people regis- 
tered for swimming instructions at Lake Massapoag. Of the 1029 
students registered, 917 received actual instructions from a total of 
six Red Cross qualified instructors. The instructors were Judith 
Foster, Dorothea Thompson, Richard Bonz, John Hawkins, John 
MacPhail and David Rivers. Paul Benigni and Howard Snyder 
worked as assistants. Due to the success of the program in the 
past no major policy changes were enacted this year. During the 
summer, a weekday visit to the waterfront reveals that swimming 
instruction proceeds almost continually from 9:00 A.M. to 5:30 P.M. 
The following is a sample schedule of a day’s instruction: 


9:00 — 10:00 swimmers 
9:30 — 10:00 sharks 

10:00 — 10:30 porpoises 

10:30 — 11:00 seals 

11:00 — 11:30 fish 

11:30 — 12:00 frogs . 

12:00 — 12:30 turtles 

12:30— 1:00 free swim period at the “H” dock 
1:00 — 3:00 junior or senior lifesaving 
3:00 — 4:00 free swim period at the “H” dock 
4:00 — 5:30 swimming team 


From the above it can be seen that Lifesaving courses were again 
given as part of the waterfront program this year. Three two-week 
periods of Junior Lifesaving and one two-week period of Senior 
Lifesaving were offered. The Junior program consists of children 
aged 12 - 15 and there were 53 participants, of which eleven passed. 
The Senior program is for young people or adults, over the age of 
fifteen. Fifteen hours of instruction are the minimum requirements 
necessary to complete the course. A swimming team of approxi- 
mately thirty members was organized. The team participated in 
several competitive meets with surrounding towns. 


Young people between the ages of eight and sixteen were invited 
to attend this part of the program. The team provided an excel- 
lent opportunity to obtain advanced swimming instruction as well 
as the benefits of competitive swimming. 


Lifeguarding 


Not only was much of the day devoted to swimming instructions, 
but a constant beach patrol was maintained each day from 9:30 
A.M. till 6:00 P.M. It was the function of the lifeguards to main- 
tain a degree of order and discipline; to provide for the safety 
of the swimmers and to provide any necessary first aid. 


A new policy of guarding the beach from 9:30 A.M. till 8:00 P.M. 
on the “warm days and evenings” was established. This measure 
provided an additional measure of safety for those who wished to 
swim in the evening. 
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As a result of the above program, the summer turned out to be 
very safe, instructive and enjoyable. We who live in Sharon are 
fortunate to have such a place as Lake Massapoag. Perhaps we 
are even more fortunate to have the men of the Sharon Civic 
Foundation and of the Town Departments who have provided us 
with this fine program.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


Otis S. ToLMAN, Superintendent 


The work of the Water Department this year varied from gen- 
eral maintenance to the installation of water mains on Bullard 
Street and Massapoag Avenue. Seventy-one new services were 
installed and the meter program was continued. 


The new pumping station was constructed at the Tree Lane site 
and should go into operation early in 1960. Finish work such as 
grading, tree trimming and entrance roadway will be completed by 
mid-summer. 


A maintenance project completed this year was the refinishing of 
the Upland Road water tank. 


Following is a list of water main extensions and pertinent facts. 
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Tree Lane Pumping Station Article #30 


A sum of $37,000.00 was appropriated to build a pumping station 
and to install a pump at the well developed off Tree Lane back 
in 1957. This well has a rated capacity of 2,000,000 gallons per 
day, but for the present time, it is to be equipped to produce only 
1,500,000 gallons. Provisions have been made to be able to in- 
crease the capacity when the need arises. 


The contract for construction was let in two parts—one for the 
building and one for the pump and appurtenances. 


Town forces installed the discharge main and made the tap to 
the existing main on Upland Road and will build the access road 
and do what grading and paving that is necessary. The Parkman 
Construction Company of Boston was the successful bidder on the 
building at a figure of $8,862.00, and the R. W. Jones Company of 
Sharon was the successful bidder on the pump and appurtenances 
at a figure of $18,169.00. The station is ready for operation except 
for the installation of the fluoride and chloride feeders which were 
delayed because of patent infringements. This problem is being 
presently resolved and the station will be in operation within a 
short time. 


Sharon has never in the past had to chlorinate its water, but 
because of the possibility of chance contamination from Beaver 
Brook, the State Department of Public Health deemed it advisable 
to add a small amount of chlorine as a safeguard. The amount 
however, is so infinitesimal, and especially since this water will be 
mixed with that from the other two pumping stations, that no 
taste or odor of chlorine will ever be detected.

Bullard Street Water Extension 


A sum of $13,444.00 was appropriated under Article #31 to 
extend the water main on Bullard Street from its terminus at #62 
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to Maskwonicut Street. This was the start of the new program to 
eliminate so-called “dead ends” in the system and to provide a 
greater flow of water to remote sections of Town. 


To prove the effectiveness of such ties, flow tests taken at the 
completion of the work showed an increase in volume of 160 
gallons per minute to Norwood Street, High Plain Street and Edge 
Hill Road. 


Betterment charges were assessed the abuttors so that nearly two- 
thirds of the expense of the project will be refunded the Town. 


Considerable widening, entailing tree removal and grading had 
to be done before the water main could be laid in the proper 
location. The expense for this part of the project was not included 
in the betterments assessments.

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Apparatus and Engine House Equipment: 


Tank Truck 


In 1957 a request was made, through Civil Defense Director 
Raymond Barley, for any surplus trucks or equipment which could 
be used by the Sharon Fire Department. Early in 1959, the Depart- 
ment was notified that there was available a 1952 Autocar tank 
truck with a 3,000 gallon capacity and equipped with two 250- 
gallons-per-minute pumps. 


The truck was purchased for $100 and $340 has been spent to 
convert it to fire department use. It is expected to be of great 
help on house, brush or grass fires out of the water zone. 

Engine Number 2 


This 1959 Ford combination truck for fighting house and brush 
fires, replaces a 1935 Chevrolet truck. It is equipped with a 500- 
gallons-per-minute front-end pump, a 500-gallon water tank, 1,200 
feet of 2% inch hose, 500 feet of 1% inch hose and 600 feet of % inch

foot roof ladder. 


Engine Number 3 


This is a 1952 Ford equipped with a 500-gallons-per-minute 
front-end pump which has recently been checked and necessary 
parts replacements made. 

All apparatus and equipment has been kept in good repair and 
is in good working condition. 


Station: 


The building is in good condition, though it was necessary to 
replace a side door which was broken during a windstorm. Doors 
and trim of the station have been repainted by the men on duty 
as were the office and the day room. 


The duty men also take care of the Town Hall grounds and make 
a nightly check of the building as a fire prevention method. 


Radio 


In accordance with a recent law, a 3350 me. base station has been 
installed to replace the 155.37 me. set. All the department's truck 
radios have been converted during the past two years at a saving 
of $2,020. The change was made necessary by the law which 
prohibits fire departments from using the frequency band assigned 
for police radio. The new 3350 me. frequency has been set aside 
as the Norfolk County fire department band. Application was 
made to, and license received from, Federal Communication Com- 
mission for one base station and 10 mobile units. The call letters 
are KCF980.

Drills were held on the first Monday and third Tuesday of each 
month to give the men training on all pumps, ladders, gas masks 
and rescue work. At the drill yard we WL out on oil, gasoline, 
car, and rubbish fires. 


During the year we worked with Civil Defense units from all 
parts of Norfolk County. A demonstration was held at Lake Mass- 
apoag on underwater rescue work using frogmen, and amphibious 
vehicles. 


Lt. McLean and Chief Roach attended drill school held at 
Meadowood Fire Department, Cheshire County, New Hampshire. 
Drill school was held by the Fire Chiefs of New Hampshire. In- 
structors came from the six New England States. 


Miscellaneous: 


A very successful Firemen’s Ball was held in April and $200 
was set aside for a scholarship fund. The 1959 scholarship went 
to Miss Linda Herbert, 46 Ashcroft Road. 


President Irving Traut and his officers worked hard to make the 
activities of the Association successful for 1959. 


At the March Town Meeting, Chapter 48, Sections 42, 43, and 
44 of Chapter 48 of the General Laws, were passed. This eliminated 
the Board of Fire Engineers, and put the Fire Department under 
the Fire Chief. 


As Chief of the Department, I would like publicly to thank the 
members of that Board of Engineers, Mr. Carl Whittier, Mr. Joseph 
Cole, and Mr. Clayton Harvey, for their services, in helping to make 
our Fire Department one of the best in the State. 


Inspections on stores, schools, churches, public buildings, rest 
home, and hospital has been carried out.

REPORT OF THE MILK INSPECTOR

Monthly laboratory analysis of milk and cream sold in Sharon 
was made of all dealers licensed and recheck samples taken after 
correction of any unsatisfactory condition found. The condition 
of milk and cream for sale in town has been found very good. 
Inspection of plant facilities and products as well as standard 
laboratory procedure of analysis has raised standards of milk and 
cream constantly and this program will be continued to insure 
highest quality to the consumer. 
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REPORT OF SHARON CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY 


RayMonp F. Bariey, Director 


Sharon Civil Defense Authority had a very successful year. 
Additional training was given the CD personnel, a public training 
demonstration was put on at Lake Massapoag and about $87,000 
worth of equipment was procured for Sharon. 


The town received about $22,000 worth of surplus government 
property during 1959. A 3,000-gallon six-wheel Auto-Car tank 
Truck, which cost the Federal government $15,651, was purchased 
for $100.00. This truck was in excellent condition and has been 
used many times during the past year by our fire department for 
fires outside the hydrant district. 


Two generators which cost the government $1829 each were pur- 
chased for $35.00 each. These items show the great saving to the 
Town in this type of procurement. With one of these generators, 
our highway garage can now be completely lighted so that service 
and repairs can be carried on at night during an emergency of any 
kind. The Communications Division is now equipped with a gen- 
erator and 1000-watt portable lighting equipment. 


The outstanding protective unit stored in Sharon this year is a 
200-bed Federal Government Field Hospital Unit. This is valued 
at $65,000 and is complete in every detail to set up and operate a 
200-bed hospital at the Cottage Street School in the event of a war 
disaster. Everything from forceps to operating tables is included. 
Cots, sheets, blankets, pillows, surgical instruments, anesthesia 
apparatus and anesthesia, bandages and compresses, dextrose, al- 
cohol, oxygen, antiseptics, anti-biotics, drugs, etc. are boxed and 
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sealed in 364 containers. This material occupies a space of 2,000 
cubic feet and weighs 23,200 pounds. 


Included in the above-mentioned hospital unit is a 15-kilowatt 
generator which would operate the heating plant of the school and 
supply electricity for the portable lighting equipment of the hos- 
pital. The X-ray machine has its own 2%-kilowatt generator with 
radiographic and fluoroscopic units complete with tables and tube 
stands. A 1500-gallon nylon water storage tank is the only piece 
of equipment which would need filling from our town supply. 


Mr. Walter O’Neil was appointed Deputy Civil Defense Director 
for Sharon to replace Mr. William Moulton who resigned. Mr. 
O’Neil, in conjunction with the American Red Cross, organized 
and put through the standard and advanced first aid training 
courses for 34 persons. These persons are part of the group 
assigned to the hospital unit. 


A water rescue demonstration was held on June 8, 1959 at Lake 
Massapoag to show some of our available Sector 2D Civil Defense 
equipment and personnel and how it is used. Four CD amphibious 
ducks and twenty skin divers demonstrated their use by removing 
dummies from a submerged automobile. These are the same ducks 
which were used on December 29, 1959 for actual rescue work at 
Hull, Kenberma and Scituate when the northeaster of that date 
marooned so many people in their homes. 


We now have twenty-two special police and all are fully uni- 
formed. They put in 370 hours of free service to the town during 
1959. 


Sector Communications drills are conducted each Monday night 
and Sharon participates in all of these exercises. 


Your director put in a total of 106 hours on CD work during 
the year 1959. Every meeting called by the Sector or State Head- 
quarters, either at Stoughton or Bridgewater, was attended. The 
numerous reports and inventories required by the State and Federal 
Governments were all completed at the stated times. 


Again, many thanks are extended to the various town depart- 
ments for their cooperation and assistance in making our Sharon 
Civil Defense more effective, remembering that “Civil Defense is 
everyone's business”. 
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ANNUAL REPORT — 1959 
VETERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT

The number of contacts for and with Sharon Veterans, their 
widows, dependents and relatives, increased quite noticeably this 
year. Registration of Sharon boys for the U.S. Selective Service, 
for example, was some 10% higher than in 1958. 


Drastic changes in Federal Law affecting non-service connected 
pensions to veterans, and widows of veterans of World Wars One 
and Two and of the Korean Conflict, will go into effect July 1, 1960. 
It is expected that these changes will result in many inquiries and 
requests for assistance. 


Financial aid has been given by this office to thirteen individuals 
and families, covering various periods of 1959. Although this num- 
ber is somewhat less than the total so assisted in 1958, the cost per 
case will be greater. This is because more hospitalization has been 
required, and because larger families were involved than was the 
case in 1958. 


There are many veterans in Sharon who have never registered 
their names, dates of service, etc., with this office. The Veterans’ 
Agent would be happy to record this data. Having such a record 
in our Town Hall might well be of very great value to the Veteran 
or his family at some future time. 


The Veterans’ Agent is again happy to acknowledge the complete 
cooperation and assistance he has received from the Board of 
Selectmen, the various Town Departments, and the Advisory Com- 
mittee, during 1959.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


FRANK Foster, Jr., Chairman 
RutH D. BrapFrorp JAMEs J. Fox

The Board of Public Welfare oversees four categories of public 
assistance which are designed for needy individuals or family 
groups. The Board meets bi-monthly to review and approve the 
work of the department and consider the needs of its clients. 


Three programs, namely, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent 
Children and Disability Assistance are administered according to 
state and federal laws and regulations. These programs benefit 
substantially by subsidies from these two governments. The fourth 
category, General Relief, is for the most part town regulated and 
financed but has its basis in state law also. 


The following is a brief categorical summary of the department's 
activity in 1959: 


Old Age Assistance 


During the year we aided 58 needy recipients. Most of these 
cases resided in Sharon in their own homes or with relatives. 
Approximately 13 cases received assistance for the greater part of 
the year while residing in chronic hospitals or nursing home 
facilities located in other communities. In 1959, there was a total 
expenditure of $56,114.80 for Old Age Assistance. The town’s 
share was $8,644.77. Of the total amount expended $19,150.00 
went for medical care. We also paid $142.56 to other cities and 
towns on the basis of the settlement laws while we collected 
$1,531.48 under the same laws. At the end of the year we returned 
$4,638.38 to the town as unexpended funds. 


Aid To Dependent Children 


In 1959 we aided 9 needy family groups with a total of 31 
recipients. The total cost of benefits issued under this program 
amounted to $11,404.10. The town’s share was $706.59. At the 
end of the year we returned $5,835.35 to the Town. We will enter 
1960 with 6 family groups with a total of 19 recipients. 


Disability Assistance 


During the year we aided 4 cases with a total expenditure of 
$3,024.65. The town’s share was $756.16. We returned $2,203.75 
to the Town at the end of the year. We will enter 1960 with 4 
active cases. 
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General Relief 


During 1959 we expended $778.35 for temporary assistance to 2 
family groups and 1 individual. We will receive $507.00 total 
reimbursement from two communities on the basis of the settlement 
laws. We returned $5,721.65 to the Town at the end of the year.

Another great step forward has been taken by the library in the 
appointment of an Administrative Librarian to the Staff during 
1959. As a result of this appointment, the duties of the staff mem- 
bers have been rearranged. The Trustees are pleased to report 
that the transition was made with exceptional cooperation from 
every member of the staff. 


Many new tasks are being performed such as:

The Staff repairs between 100 and 200 books per month. 


Each new book is more fully identified and given a spray 
coating of preservative to prolong its life. 


Daily reading of the book shelves insures maintenance of 
the books in better order. 


Systematic culling has eliminated books which are no 
longer useful. 


Book lists are circulated to let readers know what new 
books are available. 


Additional reference service to adults and students is 
available. 


A weekly story-telling hour has been well attended. 


A reserve system for books in great demand has been in- 
stituted. 


An inventory was taken of the Adult Collection and a shelf 
list brought up to date. 


A column has been written for the SHARON ADVOCATE to 
acquaint townspeople with the library services. 
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The Trustees cite with gratitude Mrs. Bolan and Mrs. Bell for 
their long and outstanding service in the library. 


MRS. MILDRED F. BOLAN 


Mrs. Bolan was appointed to the 
Library Staff in 1949 as Librarian to 
succeed Mrs. Edith Hodgdon. At the 
time Mrs. Bolan joined the staff, the 
annual circulation was 22,868. Under 
her administration the annual circula- 
tion has grown to 100,313. She has 
shown an outstanding ability to suggest 
books to readers because of her exten- 
sive knowledge of books available. She 
was also responsible for the rearrange- 
ment of the Adult Library, the new 
lighting and the installation of the 
machine type of charge-out system. 





Realizing that her greatest interest 
lay in the Adult Library operation and 
the direct contact with the readers, Mrs. Bolan asked the Trustees 
to relieve her of the general administrative duties. During July 
1959, Mrs. Bolan became the Adult Librarian. In this capacity she 
will continue to help readers select suitable books and will also aid 
in the selection of books to be purchased. 


MRS. MARY D. BELL 


Mrs. Bell was appointed to the Libra- 
ry Staff in 1950 as Children’s Librarian 
in charge of the Junior Library. At 
the time she joined the staff, the Junior 
Library had been in operation for about 
a year and the annual circulation was 
9,285. Under her direction the annual 
circulation has increased to 54,435. 
When the Cottage Street School opened 
in 1952, Mrs. Bell instituted the service 
of taking books to the school. This 
work has continued and includes the 
Sharon Heights, East Elementary and 
the elementary grades at the High 
School. With the facility virtually 
all children, from the kindergarten 
through the elementary grades, are using the library services. 





During 1959 it was found necessary to transfer the books for the 
Junior High age group to the Adult Library. 


Mrs. Bell will continue to be responsible for the operation of 
the Junior Library which will serve children through the 6th grade 
age group. 
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CIRCULATION 


There was an increase of 5183 volumes during 1959 over the 
previous year. During the year the Junior High age group was 
moved to the Adult Library to relieve the congestion in the Junior 
Library and to equalize the work load. Even with this move the 
major increase of circulation was in the Junior Library so that the 
circulation is substantially equal in the two libraries. 


At the end of 1959, there were 1741 active registered users for 
the Junior Library, which represents the number of children en- 
rolled in the kindergarten and first six elementary grades at the 
schools. A spot check one day in December showed that 1680 
borrowers had 2467 books out and only 4592 books remained on 
the shelves at the Library. This points up that the present book 
collection is entirely inadequate and steps must be taken to increase 
it as rapidly as possible. 


A rearrangement of the books in the Adult Library together with 
the issuance of lists of newly acquired books has changed the ratio 
of fiction to nonfiction reading noticeably. 


BUILDING ADDITION 


At the March 1959 Town Meeting the voters approved the prep- 
aration of working plans for an addition to the Sharon Public 
Library Building and appropriated $4,400.00 for the plans. The 
Trustees enlisted the services of the same committee which had 
made the initial building study to continue as a Building Com- 
mittee. The Building Committee comprised William Smith, Chair- 
man; Gardner Derry, Frederick T. Van Veen and Barbara Kimball. 
During the course of the year Frederick T. Van Veen resigned be- 
cause he moved out of Sharon and Barbara Kimball resigned to 
accept an appointment to fill an unexpired term on the Planning 
Board. 


Jointly, the Building Committee and the Trustees drew the 
specifications for the books and facilities to be housed in the build- 
ing. The Building Committee then submitted plans which demon- 
strated the size of building needed to meet these specifications. 
Four architects were invited to meet with the Committee and from 
the four Korslund, Le Normand & Quann, Inc. were engaged to 
prepare the working plans. The plans are scheduled to be ready 
before the March 1960 Town Meeting in time for receiving bids 
for the construction of the addition. 


The addition proposed and the alterations to the present building 
will provide a plant which will give satisfactory Library service 
until approximately 1977. A full report of the proposed addition 
will be made at the March 1960 Town Meeting. 


MASSACHUSETTS DIVISION OF LIBRARY EXTENSION 
The Trustees and Librarian have received a great deal of assist- 
ance from the Library Extension Service. Advice was sought and 
received relative to finding an Administrative Librarian, Building 
and Operating Problems. 
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Miss Marie T. Sullivan reviewed the operation of the library 
and the plans of proposed addition. Her report gave many helpful 
suggestions. 


STORY TELLING HOUR 
Mrs. Blakely has secured the services of several capable story 
tellers and well-attended Story Telling Hours have been held 
weekly during the fall of 1959. Girl Scout Troop 7 staged a 
successful puppet show as one feature of this program. 


ADULT BOOK COLLECTION 


Professor Edward Post studied the collection of Classics and 
made suggestions for the improvement of this collection. 


Trust Fund income which had been held in a reserve account 
for some time was used to improve the reference collection. With 
the transfer of the Junior High age group to the Adult Library, 
the reference section has been used predominately by this Junior 
Youth class. The Senior High students use the reference section 
mostly on Saturdays. 


Many books have been added to the History and Science col- 
lections to improve the selection of books offered in these fields. 


SHARON GARDEN CLUB 


The Library is indebted to the Sharon Garden Club for the 
weekly flower arrangements which have added to the attractiveness 
of the Adult Library. 


MEMORIAL GIFTS 


Gifts to the library were received in memory of Ralph L. Whit- 
comb, Harry M. Spaulding, Nelson W. Burtt, Samuel Sacks, Charles 
Peltier and Mrs. Walter C. Everbeck. Each book purchased with 
these gifts has been identified on a Memorial Book Plate. 


MR. SALISBURY 


Mr. Salisbury has faithfully served the library as Janitor for 
many years. He suffered a heart attack during the winter. In his 
typically faithful way, he recruited his wife and son to carry on 
for him until he was able to resume his regular work.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee 
and the Citizens of Sharon: 


I am pleased to present my Tenth Annual Report. 


The Fifties in Sharon 


No one can say for sure how historians of the future will view 
the twentieth century. Even more uncertain is the way in which 
“the Fifties” of that century will be seen. This decade may well 
be remembered as the beginning of the Age of Space. There can 
be no doubt, however, that this has been a wonderful, if somewhat 
frightening, ten years in which to have lived. 
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On a more modest scale the 1950’s in Sharon have been moment- 
ous. Surely no ten-year period in the town’s history has witnessed 
such striking changes as have taken place during the last decade. 
It will be no surprise if future historians of the town consider most 
notable the changes in the role and status of the public schools. 
These ten years may, with complete accuracy, be termed the 
Decade of the Schools. 


It is my intention in this report to review the changes which have 
taken place since 1949, and to assess as objectively as I can where 
Sharon stands educationally as we enter the 1960’s. I consider it 
historically important that this be done, but I must admit that 
emotionally I am concerned that the hundreds of people who have 
shared in the progress of the Sharon Schools be given at least a 
portion of the credit due them. 


I would cite particularly the 


School Committee 


In the ten-year period in which I have been in Sharon, seventeen 
citizens have served as school committee members. In my opinion 
they have been as capable a group of citizens as could possibly 
have been chosen. I am positive that not one of these citizens has 
as a school committee member acted in any instance in a manner 
other than to serve as best he could the interests of the children 
and of education and of the town. To them who have unselfishly 
devoted hundreds and hundreds of hours of careful consideration 
of the many problems before them goes the major credit for the 
advancement and improvement of the Sharon Schools. 


Citizens 


In the final analysis, it is the citizens, both parents and non- 
parents, who determine whether or not there shall be real progress 
in the schools. It is they who elect the school committee and who 
vote, sometimes at real personal sacrifice, the funds necessary to 
operate the educational program. As remarkable as it may seem, 
the Fifties in Sharon heard no audible “No” vote on any school 
budget at town meeting. Of the half dozen votes on bond issues 
totalling more than four million dollars, there were only a score 
of “No” votes. The people of Sharon have consistently shown 
faith in their elected school committees and have given generous 
support to public education. 


Teachers 


Sharon at the beginning of this decade had a strong corps of 
able and dedicated teachers. During the ten-year period hundreds 
of devoted and exceptionally competent teachers have joined them 
so that, in my opinion, there has been consistent improvement in 
the quality of the instructional staff. Schools can be no better than 
the teachers who staff them. We have been indeed fortunate in 
this respect. 
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Pupils 


There can be no real teaching until learning takes place. Pupils 
share with their teachers the credit for the outstanding record of 
academic improvement and achievement which the Fifties in 
Sharon has witnessed. Our pupils are above average in ability, in 
industry, and in attitude.

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Growth in Quality 
At the beginning of this decade Sharon had good schools. Its 


products were acquitting themselves well. Some communities 
would be and are content to “hold their own” educationally. Not 
so Sharon in the Fifties. Every year the school committee has 
striven to do more than to stand on the record. It has acted on 
the belief that the people of Sharon expect, and are willing to pay 
for, gradual but certain improvement. 


During the last ten years at each grade level, three through nine, 
nationally standardized Iowa Tests of Basic Skills have been ad- 
ministered annually in October. No test is infallible, and no test 
measures everything which we would like to measure, but it is 
quite generally recognized that Iowa tests are not easy tests, and 
that they are reliable indicators of what they purport to measure. 


The following graphs show that the school committee, the citi- 
zens, the teachers, and the pupils have not labored in vain. Capable 
teachers, a strong program, and above-average pupils have com- 
bined to produce results which now place the Sharon Schools in 
the top four percent, nationally, on tests of basic skills. The graphs 
below show how the average pupil in our schools scored in 1949, 
1954, and 1959. The Composite Score is the average score of all 
pupils at a given grade level in the eleven individual tests. That 
“the Three R’s” are not being neglected is indicated by the graphs 
of average scores in Spelling, Arithmetic, and Reading. Equally 
dramatic results were obtained in the other test areas.

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College Preparation 


Comparable studies of accomplishment of our high school pupils 
over the same ten-year period are not available. It is likely, how- 
ever, that the results would be most gratifying. Recent nationally- 
standardized testing programs such as the College Entrance Exam- 
inations, National Merit Scholarship Tests, and High Schoo! Co- 
operative Tests indicate that our high school pupils score very 
high in terms of both regional and national norms. 


Much more important, however, is the fact that under recent 
administrations and staffs the level of accomplishment is steadily, 
even dramatically, rising. To me the most important and most 
rewarding change at the secondary level has been the change in 
attitude of the student body concerning matters academic. With- 
out becoming mere “bookworms” more and more pupils are proud 
of scholastic achievement. 


One test of the effectiveness of a secondary school program is the 
number of its graduates who are accepted at, and who do well at 
leading colleges and universities. During the Fifties in Sharon, 
our pupils have been accepted directly at, have done well at, and 
in many instances have already graduated from the following 
representative list of colleges and universities: Babson Institute, 
Bates College, Barnard College, Bowdoin College, Boston College, 
Boston State Teachers College, Boston University, Brandeis Uni- 
versity, Bridgewater State Teachers College, Brown University, 
Clark University, Colby College, Columbia University, Cornell 
University, Dartmouth College, Emerson College, Hardwick Col- 
lege, Harvard College, Hobart College, Iowa State University, 
Lehigh University, MacMurray College, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Miami, Ohio University, Middlebury College, North- 
eastern University, Plymouth, New Hampshire, Teachers’ College, 
Princeton University, Radcliffe College, Rhode Island School of 
Design, Tulane University, Springfield College, Stonehill College, 
Swarthmore College, Temple University, Tufts University, Vassar 
College, Wellesley College, Wheelock College, University of 
Arizona, University of Connecticut, University of Florida, Uni- 
versity of Maine, University of Massachusetts, University of Michi- 
gan, University of Minnesota, University of New Hampshire, Uni- 
versity of Vermont, and Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 


Any able pupil who has a satisfactory record of achievement and 
citizenship can expect to go directly from Sharon High School to 
a college of his choice. 


In addition to the college preparatory program, Sharon High 
School offers such excellent terminal training in Business Education 
that its graduates are sought first by several employers in the area. 
Favorable reports about graduates of our high school are often 
received from other training schools and institutions. 
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Changes in Services in the Fifties 


Outstanding test results and enviable records of college entrance 
do not make a superior, even a satisfactory, school system. Any 
school system has many facets which cannot be objectively mea- 
sured. Quality schools cannot offer in 1960 only the same program 
which they provided in 1949. The Fifties in Sharon have seen 
no changes for the sake of change, but many, many changes for the 
sake of progress. All have come after careful study of need and 
of value. The major changes and developments of the last decade 
are noted in the ensuing paragraphs. 


General—System-wide 


The Sharon School Committee became affiliated with and has 
participated in the activities of the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees. 


For the last eight consecutive years, the teachers of Sharon have 
had 100% enrollment in their local, state, and national professional 
organizations dedicated to the improvement of the lot of children 
and youth. 


Sharon’s Parent-Teacher Association became affiliated with the 
state and national associations, and has now the largest member- 
ship of any unit in the Commonwealth. The local organization 
has initiated and sponsored classes in adult education, youth 
activities, and student scholarship programs. 


The School Committee established the position of business 
manager. 


The Superintendent’s Advisory Council, composed of admin- 
istrators and teachers, was established to aid the Superintendent in 
recommending policy establishment. 


Art and music instruction were changed from part-time to full- 
time. 


School nursing services were made full-time. 


In 1949 the only local scholarship available to high school grad- 
uates was that awarded by the Fortnightly Club. During the 
Fifties new scholarship aid totalling in the thousands of dollars has 
been made available through the interest and generosity of the 
following groups: Rotary Club, Parent-Teacher Association, Sharon 
Teachers Association, Student Council, Square & Compass Club, 
Sharon Firemen’s Association, and the Imperials. The Sharon 
Interfaith Council and the Veterans of Foreign Wars now offer 
prizes at graduation. 


Sharon, with eleven other towns, has affiliated with the Norwood 
Area Mental Health Clinic, to provide psychological and _ psychi- 
atric services to children and parents. 
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The school lunch program has expanded from a single high 
school, two employees lunch program to a $90,000.00 a year 
business employing a highly-trained Supervisor and twenty-seven 
regular employees. 


Six courses for the in-service training of teachers have been 
conducted in Sharon during the ten-year period. An aggregate of 
250 teachers has been enrolled. In addition, hundreds of credit- 
hours have been earned by staff members at graduate-level in- 
stitutions. 


Several Sharon teachers have been honored with scholarships and 
awards on state and national levels. 


Sharon became a charter member of the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion for School Television and staff members have been doing 
pioneer work in this area. 


The use of educational films in the classroom has expanded so 
that an average of ten to fifteen films are now used weekly. 


System-wide studies of pupil grouping have resulted in much 
more effective grouping at all levels. 


An organized system-wide testing program has been instituted 
to aid teachers and pupils to evaluate pupil capacity, achievement, 
and aptitudes. 


Staff committees have studied and made recommendations con- 
cerning closer and better integration of the work at different in- 
structional levels with the result that a more consistent and con- 
tinuous program has been instituted. 


The reporting to parents system has been revised at all levels. 


At Elementary School Level 


During the Fifties in Sharon, every instructional area at every 
grade level has been reviewed and reassessed at least once. The 
work has been done by staff members in after-school hours, and has 
usually resulted in a recommendation, after full and careful con- 
sideration by the entire staff, of some major change to improve 
the quality of the program. Areas studied include Social Studies, 
Reading, Arithmetic, Spelling, Language, Music, and Science. 


A curriculum committee has prepared for all teachers an outline 
of the basic curriculum and a listing of skills taught at each grade 
level. This outline is very helpful to all present teachers, and is 
invaluable to all teachers new to Sharon. 


Supervising principals in all large elementary schools have been 
appointed to administer the buildings and to lead the teachers in 
maintaining a high level of instructional efficiency. 


Secretarial help has been provided in each building. 
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A program of special help, whereby pupils experiencing learn- 
ing difficulties are aided by especially competent experienced 
teachers, has been instituted. 


A Reading Resources Library from which supplementary in- 
structional reading materials for all elementary classrooms are dis- 
tributed has been organized and is operating efficiently. 


Through the cooperation of the Sharon Public Library, library 
books are made available at the schools to elementary school pupils. 


Through purchase and through the cooperation of the building 
principals and the Massachusetts Department of Education, class- 
room library materials are made available. 


As a result of experimentation concerning the most efficient use 
of school-day time, a program of staggered afternoon attendance 
for pupils of Grade I has been instituted. 


In an attempt to provide for the individual pupil, a speech 
therapy program by a highly trained therapist has been introduced. 


Group instruction in instrumental music has been introduced at 
middle grade level. 


A special class for pupils unable to make normal academic pro- 
gress in the regular classroom has been organized. 


Advanced classes at middle grade level for pupils of high in- 
tellectual capacity and achievement has been organized. 


Instruction by television has been instituted in Physical Science, 
Natural Science, Art, Music, and Literature. These programs sup- 
plement the regular classroom work. 


Instruction in conversational French by educational television 
has been introduced. 


Bi-weekly classes in Natural Science under the auspices of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society have been conducted by an expert 
naturalist at Grade VI level. 


A lecture program through the cooperation of the Children's 
Museum in Boston has been introduced. 


At Junior High School Level 


A separate junior high school, Grades 7 and 8, was organized in 
September, 1957, and is housed in the former High School-Wilber 
School building. 


A junior high school band was organized during the first year. 


A program of acceleration for advanced students in mathematics 
was started during the second year. 


This year a full-time guidance counsellor was employed. 
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At Senior High School Level 


Increased enrollment and the new high school building have 
ae in oe introduction of many changes and improvements at 
at level. 


Sharon High School was in 1951 admitted to membership in the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 


Partly as a condition of continued membership in the above 
organization, a year-long study and evaluation of Sharon High 
School was conducted by the School Committee and staff, and by 
a visiting committee of leading educators from other towns and 
cities in the Commonwealth. This resulted in improvements in 
program and in staff utilization. 


An instrumental music program in the form of a school band 
and school orchestra was introduced. 


Pupil guidance and counselling was started. At present the 
staff is composed of one full-time and one part-time counsellors. 


Town support in the form of limited financial aid for the high 
school athletic program was initiated. 


New athletic activities included inter-school basketball and soft- 
ball for girls and soccer for boys. 


Individual sports in the form of golf for boys and tennis for boys 
and girls were sponsored. 


Both classroom and behind-the-wheel Driver Training programs 
were introduced. 


Dramatics work with school-wide participation was offered. 
Debating on both an in-school and inter-school basis was begun. 


Provision for avocational interests was made by a broad school 
club program. 


Student Local Government Day was initiated. 


Several new courses were introduced; revision and realignment 
of existing courses and course content was made. 


A program of acceleration for more able students was introduced. 


Much improved organization and integration was effected by 
the appointment of a Chairman of the English Department. 


The school day was revised so that teachers were made available 
for small group and individual instruction in a laboratory period 
at the end of the day. 


Changes resulting in better teacher utilization through some 
large-group instruction were introduced. 


An oral-aural foreign language laboratory program was started. 


The school library with a full-time librarian was made the center 
of the instructional program. 
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School Buildings 


The most obvious changes which the Fifties brought in the 
Sharon Schools are the school housing changes. Sharon built in 
this decade more than twice as many classrooms as were in exist- 
ence at the beginning of the period. In spite of the tremendous 
effort on the part of the town to keep abreast of surging enroll- 
ments, in six of the ten years part or all of our elementary school 
pupils were on double session schedules. However, as the Fifties 
close, Sharon has, and will have for the next few years, sufficient 
classrooms at all levels for all its pupils. Few communities can 
make like claim. It is a tribute to the careful forethought and 
planning of the committees concerned and to the support of 
Sharon’s citizens. 


During the Fifties five school buildings and one remodelling 
project were conceived, planned, and executed. In order of open- 
ing dates, they were the 12-room Cottage Street School in Decem- 
ber, 1951; the 8-room Addition to the Cottage Street School in 
September, 1954; the 15-room Heights Elementary School in 
September, 1955; the 700-1200 pupil Sharon High School in 
September, 1957, the 20-room East Elementary School in Septem- 
ber, 1958, and the remodelling of the Junior High School in 1959. 


None of the new buildings is a “gilded palace”. Citizen com- 
mittees of superior ability and judgment planned the buildings to 
house a sound educational program. Many of the educational 
advances outlined earlier in this report would have been impossible 
of fulfillment in less-well-planned buildings. The education of 
Sharon children for decades to come will be better and more com- 
plete because Sharon citizens in the Fifties planned well. 


Perhaps most instrumental in formulating wise and far-reaching 
school building plans has been the School Building Expansion 
Committee. Formed at the request of the School Committee in 
1952, this group has been composed of representatives of the 
School Committee, the Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board, 
the Warrant Committee, five at-large representatives, and the Super- 
intendent of Schools. Its responsibilities have included studies of 
population, school enrollments, land use, school building needs, 
and school site recommendations. It has, throughout its existence, 
advised the School Committee and the town in a most objective 
and comprehensive manner. 


Citizen Committees 


The schools belong to the people. Sharon, during the Fifties, 
elected seventy citizens to membership on the various school and 
school building committees. These citizens attended literally 
hundreds of meetings in order to provide for Sharon an outstand- 
ing educational program. It is doubtful if any community has 
been better represented or better served.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD

During 1959, the Planning Board’s comprehensive town planning 
program was initiated and carried nearly to completion at the 
close of the year. The General Plan for the Town was accomplished 
to the point that its completion in early 1960 can reasonably be 
expected. Also at the close of the year the Board was preparing 
for publication in 1960 its first six-year financial plan since 1951. 
Thus, as a result of the 1959 program, the Board faces the advent 
of 1960 and the years to follow with considerably greater confidence 
and perception toward its basic responsibilities of advising the 
voters and the officers of the Town on future prospects with regard 
to physical and fiscal development problems and _ potentialities. 


The General Plan 


In January, the Board was advised by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Commerce that its application for a Federal grant under 
the Housing Act of 1954 had been approved. Consequently con- 
tracts were signed with the state agency and the Board’s consultant, 
Mr. Joseph C. Gray, began work immediately. The Federal gov- 
ernment contribution to this program was $3,850 and matching 
funds for the Town were provided from the Planning Board’s 
operating budgets of 1958 and 1959. The studies, as they have 
been carried out, are town-wide in scope and consider the future 
prospects of Sharon over a twenty to twenty-five year period. More 
specifically, the program has included the following: 


1) population analysis and forecast; 

2) analysis of the Town’s land resources and the implications 
in terms of future development capacities; 

3) analysis of existing land use and suitability of land for 
future use; 

4) analysis and recommendations with regard to community 
facilities, utilities and circulation facilities; and 

5) recommendations with regard to future land use. 


The value of the study has shown immediate applicability in 
terms of proposals to be submitted for the consideration of the 
Town Meeting in 1960. More important, however, in evaluating 
the program, the Board is confident that the research, analysis and 
recommendations which have emerged during the past year will 
continue to be relevant and significant in terms of providing proper 
context and guidance in dealing with the future problems of the 
Town for many years to come. While most or all of the elements 
of the General Plan will need additional, more detailed study, the 
past years work should provide the fundamental framework that 
will give everyone a clearer image of where Sharon is heading in 
the future. 
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Six-Year Financial Plan 


Following the 1958 meetings which were held by the Planning 
Board with the other Town officers and departments in regard to 
financial planning, the Board embarked in 1959 on the preparation 
of the material necessary for the publication of a suggested six- 
year plan of capital improvements in 1960. In this effort, consider- 
able co-operation has been received from all the operating depart- 
ments. In addition, the Board has sought and received the advice 
and counsel of the Board of Selectmen and the Warrant Committee 
in order that the plan could be influenced by the judgments of as 
many Town officers as possible. In addition, the General Plan 
studies noted above have also been considerably helpful in guiding 
the preparation of future financial estimates and requirements. 
This plan is to be distributed to every voter so that all may more 
effectively weigh current proposals against the future needs of the 
Town. 


SUBDIVISION CONTROL AND ZONING 


During 1959, changes in state law affecting subdivision control 
necessitated major revisions and a complete new reprinting of the 
Planning Board’s Rules and Regulations. These changes affected 
the administrative and procedural requirements, especially with 
regard to the submission of preliminary plans. In addition, the 
state law provided a greater degree of flexibility with regard to 
performance bond requirements. 


Also during the year, subdivision activity within the Town in- 
creased considerably over the relatively slower years of 1957 and 
1958. Four subdivisions involving over 120 house lots were ap- 
proved during the year, and two additional tracts involving 37 
house lots were under consideration at the end of the year. One 
subdivision was disapproved when the developer failed to bring his 
plans up to state and town standards. The Planning Board also 
required the forfeiture of the bond on one subdivision which was 
not completed in the required time and settlement for the uncom- 
pleted work was successfully negotiated with the bonding company. 


Improvement in the enforcement of subdivision control was also 
brought about through the provision of forms and records insuring 
that more complete inspection of construction is carried out. 


The year 1959 saw the successful completion of a project that 
was started in 1957 with respect to pruning out of the Zoning By- 
Laws many early provisions which, through repeal or amendment 
in the past, are no longer applicable or in force. This resulted in 
the printing of a new edition of the Town By-Laws which is now 
available at the Town Hall. In addition to simplifying the read- 
ing of the Zoning By-Law, the new edition is completely up-to- 
date in that all amendments since the previous printing have been 
included in their proper order. Also, the booklet now contains the 
Town Zoning Map and a Summary Table of the Zoning By-Law 
for quick reference purposes. 
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Additional zoning activity during 1959 included the preparation 
of the amendment establishing the industrial zone which was 
passed by the Town Meeting. At the close of the year, zoning 
proposals for the 1960 Town Meeting were in preparation as a 
result of some of the findings and recommendations of the General 
Plan studies. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


During 1959, the Planning Board met with a number of com- 
mittees, agencies and boards in connection with its planning pro- 
gram. These included the Massachusetts Department of Com- 
merce, the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, the Select- 
men and Planning Boards of the towns of Norwood and Walpole, 
the planning consultants of the Town of Stoughton, the Conserva- 
tion Committee, the School Expansion Committee, the School Com- 
mittee and the Transportation Advisory Committee. 


The Board regretfully accepted the retirement of Mr. Lyman 
Keith and the resignation of Mr. Russell White. Both of these 
men devoted many hours to the successful operation of the Planning 
Board during the past few years, and their services are greatly 
missed. In March, Mr. Paul Berger was elected as a member of the 
Board and, in October, the Selectmen and Planning Board ap- 
pointed Mrs. Barbara W. Kimball to fill Mr. White’s unexpired 
term. The Board was saddened by the death of a former member 
who in past years devoted much of his personal time and resources 
to the Planning Board and the Town. That Mr. Henry P. Kendall 
was devoted to Sharon and its planning program right until the 
time of his passing is indicated in the following bequest: 


“To TOWN OF SHARON the sum of $25,000., the income 
and principal to be used for the development of a master 
or study plan for the general improvement of the town, or 
the carrying out of the same”. 


The Board was most fortunate during 1959 in having so many 
persons, groups and other Town officials contribute to its program 
in a most willing and cooperative fashion. The accomplishments 
of the year necessarily required the assistance, advice and counsel 
of these people and, for this, the Board wishes to express its sin- 
cere gratitude. 
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REPORT OF THE TRANSPORTATION ADVISORY BOARD

The Town Transportation Advisory Board was created by the 
1959 Town Meeting and consists of 5 members appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen. The article creating the committee authorized 
it to survey the commuting services available to the town including 
but not limited to rail and highway transportation, to seek co- 
operative action from the cities and towns and the General Court 
(legislature), and to recommend legislation or administrative 
action relating thereto. 


ICC Hearings—The most significant commuter trip is to and from 
the city of Boston and it was in this area that your Board was most 
active. New Haven RR plans to reduce local service between 
Boston and Providence were announced February 3, 1959. Because 
the change involved interstate trains, it was necessary for the RR 
to file notice of the discontinuance with the public and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The ICC then held hearings to 
determine if continuance of the passenger train service in question 
was “required by the public convenience” and that the continued 
maintenance of service would not “unduly burden interstate com- 
merce. 


Your Board publicized the proposed discontinuances through 
newspaper stories, reviewed the proposals, gathered opinions from 
those affected, and after determining a policy with respect to 
each discontinuance, (rather than opposing them all unequivo- 
cally), presented testimony before the ICC as one of the “parties 
of record.” The New Haven’s evidence presented in favor of dis- 
continuance included general statements of its weak financial con- 
dition, the inability of its long-haul passenger and freight business 
to absorb continued commuter deficits, and interestingly it con- 
cluded that a fare increase of the magnitude necessary would lose 
sufficient passengers to cause an overall loss of further revenue. 
This conclusion was based on the evident loss of patronage on 
Boston trains following the 25% (approx.) fare increase of Decem- 
ber 1957. The protestants included the Town Counsel of Mans- 
field, Mayor of Attleboro, two members of the General Court, 
representatives of the Railway Brotherhoods and representatives of 
Wheaton College, Norton. Whereas the representatives of other 
towns could only oppose discontinuances “on principle’, and the 
union representatives opposed purely for job protection, your 
Board could testify on the basis of the report the study committee 
had submitted to the March Town Meeting. The Board presented 
compromise recommendations which placed special emphasis on 
the need for at least some Boston service in mid-afternoon and 
service out of Boston between 8 and 9 P.M. as well as at 6:40 and 
9:35 P.M. During the course of the hearings in Boston during 


the week of April 13, the Railroad introduced plans to stop a 
Boston bound New York train at Sharon at 2:10 P.M. to replace 
the two locals it wished to discontinue and to stop the New York 
bound train leaving Boston at 8:45 P.M. at Sharon on week days 
and Saturdays. As a result, the 9:35 P.M. train schedule remained 
unchanged in accordance with the wishes of many who contacted 


the board. 


The train discontinuances for which the RR had petitioned were 
permitted with the exception of the little-used Midnight week day 
trains to Boston; mail and express trains which, on the record, 
were meeting expenses according to the Commission. Nevertheless 
the adjusted schedule represented an important concession for 
Sharon. Canton (Junction) did not get this service and that town 
was not represented at the hearings. In other recent discontin- 
uance proceedings, the ICC or DPU granted virtually all requests 
and no concessions were introduced by the railroads. 


Your board suggested the use of a single Budd Car operating 
‘every two hours all day Sunday to give relatively frequent service 
(every 2 hours) with 90 passenger capacity, making the observa- 
tion that peak loads requiring passengers to stand part way would 
be preferable to the drastic curtailment of service. However, the 
railroad’s requests were, nevertheless, allowed. 


Since the New Haven’s overall financial condition continues to 
be precarious (it reportedly lost $10,000,000 in ’59), the continued 
unpredictability, limited maintenance, and lack of new equipment 
for commuter use, will undoubtedly continue in 1960. No tax 
relief, lessening of restrictive labor work rules, or other ameliorat- 
ing condition is imminent, and although the RR is continuing to 
seek long-haul passenger business, Mr. Alpert, President, has 
stated plans to discontinue New York City suburban service unless 
public tax relief and some form of subsidies are granted. Although 
no statements have been made regarding Greater Boston service, 
some lessening of real estate tax burdens by the metropolitan cities 
and towns by whatever means possible would seem essential if 
the service is to continue. It should be noted that the South 
Station passenger load was reduced by 20,000 daily with the 
abandonment of the Old Colony Service with no commensurate 
reduction in taxes on the facilities. Your board has sought to 
learn what the future of South Station will be and can only state 
that there is every reason to believe that its abandonment is likely 
and that barring a radical change in city, state, and federal attitudes 
toward mass transportation, no facility will replace it for the 
Boston and Albany and New Haven Railroads. 


Future of Rail Transportation—Your board feels future needs of 
the city and the suburban communities requires the expansion, 
not contraction, of rail transportation, basing this judgment on 
the consensus of the American Municipal Association, meeting in 
Denver in August of this year, statements of city planners such as 
Lewis Mumford who in a recent article described the dibilitating

effect of the highway building activities of the NY Port Authority: 
“If the process goes on, we will wake up one morning to discover 
that our city has become as helpless and useless as a stranded 
whale, unable either to swim back to the sea or crawl forward on 
land.” This observation applies with great validity to Boston 
and to the extent that all interests of Metropolitan Boston concern 
Sharon whether they be commercial or cultural. This continuing 
problem of transportation (selected most often as Boston’s worse 
problem by a recent poll of Greater Boston business executives ) is 
of considerable concern to the town. 


The Town itself is in no position to make any changes uni- 
laterally, and hence your board can only suggest that greater 
attention be given the question of urban and suburban passenger 
transportation at the State and Federal levels. 


State Legislation—No significant measures affecting transporta- 
tion have been introduced by the Governor, and instead, the con- 
tinued unilateral expansion of the highway system is in fact likely to 
be speeded up (at great expense to the taxpayer) with the enact- 
ment of a bond issue in anticipation of Federal highway funds. 


Federal Legislation introduced by Senators Case and Saltonstall, 
limiting the ICC authority to allow discontinuance of commuter 
service as given by the National Transportation Act of 1958 would 
have delayed what is inevitable without other more positive mea- 
sures, but this bill was not reported out of committee of the last 
Congress. 


However, positive steps were taken in other states. New York, 
under Gov. Rockefeller, has a program of gradual tax relief and a 
system of new equipment purchase which will permit NY com- 
muter railroads to buy about 400 new cars at low interest rates. 
Gov. Meyner of New Jersey, with the concurrence of the legislature, 
put up a referendum allowing excess revenues of the NJ Turnpike 
to be used to defray taxes on commuter railroad property, but this 
legislation failed of enactment, due in part to the organized opposi- 
tion of auto clubs, and similar interests. Philadelphia, a city cover- 
ing a large geographical area, under Mayor Dilworth computed 
the losses caused by congestion in the downtown area, and the 
costs of providing parking for cars and concluded that increased 
commuter train service and lowered fares, if they resulted in in- 
creased useage, would save the city considerable expense and im- 
prove downtown traffic. Costs of extra trains and lowered fares 
on certain Reading RR & Pennsylvania RR routes were carried by 
the city and following a substantial initial success, the program 
has been expanded and is achieving continued success. 


Some new equipment holds promise also. The Chicago North- 
western RR purchased a large number of extremely modern two 
level 144 passenger coaches, which are designed to be “pushed” 
into Chicago in the morning and pulled out at night, with a single 
conventional locomotive remotely operated, which are reportedly 
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operating profitably. The Pennsylvania RR has put into service 
new multiple-unit electric cars with increased capacity, and 
promise of greatly reduced maintenance. 


Your board reports the above as some indication that despite 
the preponderance of evidence that rail service will be curtailed, 
there is some hope that this trend may be reversed as a result of 
new national transportation policies which may possibly be de- 
veloped in 1961. At present the construction of free roads at 
federal expense continues with Route 95 (New Route 1) proceed- 
ing gradually between the Rhode Island line and Foxboro. This 
route will have a decidedly negative effect on our rail service. User 
charges on federal highways are prohibited by the National High- 
way Act so a balanced transportation system cannot be evolved 
in this manner. 


Future Plans—Your board will continue to study transportation 
trends, and make recommendations to state and federal authorities, 
and work with adjoining localities, to the extent authorized by the 
Selectmen and the town. 


It also will investigate local problems, including the possibility 
of local bus service to certain trains and to adjoining towns, and 
particularly important, alternatives to rail transportation in case 
of a national railway strike. 


The Board invites the comments of the town’s citizens concern- 
ing its activities. 
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REPORT OF THE SHARON PERSONNEL BOARD

The first meeting of the Sharon Personnel Board (as appointed 
by the Town Moderator) was held April 9, 1959. At that time, 
William H. Eastman was elected Chairman, and Arthur Collins 
was elected Secretary. Since all of the members of the Personnel 
Board had served on the Study Committee which had been re- 
sponsible for drawing up and presenting the By-law to the voters 
of the Town for acceptance, they were thoroughly familiar with 
its provisions and could proceed immediately to its implementation. 


A special thirty-day period (Sections 7.000 and 7.100) was estab- 
lished and advertised during which employees or interested parties 
were invited to appeal their position classification, salary range 
position, or any other matters relating to the By-law. 

During this initial period, twenty-five (25) appeals were sub- 
mitted. A number of the appeals, after careful consideration, had 
merit and appropriate adjustments were effected. Others were 
denied, or in some cases postponed pending additional studies or 
surveys. In several instances, the Personnel Board committed itself 
to a review of certain policies to determine the desirability of 
changes in the By-law. In all instances, whether appeals were 
granted, denied, or postponed, the decisions of the Board were 
fully explained to the petitioners or interested parties in an effort 
to create understanding of the By-law. 


During the course of the year, the Board was called on many 
times to answer questions or to give interpretations of provisions. 
Inevitably, certain misunderstandings resulted, but over a period of 
time nearly all of these were resolved amicably. 


In September, the Personnel Board entered into a contract with 
Sumner D. Charm Associates, consultants who had developed the 
Sharon Classification Program, to provide a salary survey, a vaca- 
tion survey, a holiday practices survey, and a sick-leave policy 
survey. The Board sought this information in order to compare 
Sharon’s salary scales and policies with those of neighboring towns. 
As a result, when the surveys were completed and analyzed, the 
Board voted to seek changes in the Personnel By-law relative to 
vacations, holidays, and sick leave. Because Sharon’s salary ranges 
still compared favorably with the survey results, the Board voted to 
leave them at their present level. 


The Charm Associates were also asked to review and recom- 
mend classifications for all Town Library positions, the Town sur- 
veyor, the clerk of the Board of Health, and the Assistant Treasurer. 
Nearly all of this work was completed prior to the end of the year, 
and appropriate changes in the By-law are being recommended. 

Late in October, a communication from Local #1066, American 
Federation of State, County, and Municipal Employees was re- 
ceived by the Personnel Board requesting a meeting of the two 
groups. This was held on November 3rd. Following a discussion 
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of the functions of the Personnel Board, as well as the purpose and 
objectives of the Union, the Union representatives expressed the 
dissatisfaction of their membership with certain sections of the By- 
law. They were requested to submit in writing their proposals for 
anes The meeting was friendly and informative for all con- 
cerned. 


Subsequently, the Personnel Board considered the proposals sub- 
mitted by the Union in the light of survey findings and the interests 
of all Townspeople. The By-law changes mentioned previously 
are the result of these deliberations. 


All department heads were notified in October that employees 
entering the final or “merit” step in their salary ranges had to be 
recommended by their respective department heads, and that these 
recommendations then had to be approved by the Personnel Board. 


Some confusion resulted, because the wording of the Section 
(6.110) did not state clearly whether department head meant a 
man’s immediate superior, i.e., Fire Chief, Police Chief, Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, or the Board of Selectmen, in whom is 
vested final authority for the operation of these departments. A 
By-law change is recommended so that in the future, this problem 
will not arise. 


During the latter part of October and early November, the Per- 
sonnel Board reviewed the salary of every Town employee within 
the scope of the By-law. As a result of this review, five employees 
were voted two-step increases for 1960. This action was taken to 
correct inequities which resulted when the By-law was installed. 
It was not possible at that time to reflect length of service when 
determining the proper entering step for each employee without 
making the cost of the program excessive. Several other cases 
were considered, but since another year’s operation of the plan 
would correct these automatically, it was voted to make no change 
in the regular pattern of progression. 

Numerous meetings were held in December and early January 
with the Warrant Committee, the Selectmen, and others to discuss 
questions and recommendations for salary, classification, or By-law 
changes. Without exceptions, these meetings resulted in a friendly 
and cooperative working out of differences of opinion, or areas of 
misunderstanding. 


With the completion of its first year in office, the members of the 
Personnel Board are more convinced than ever of the necessity for 
a program, such as ours, which provides for uniformity of hours, 
working conditions, compensation, and benefits for Town em- 
ployees. For only by such a program can they be assured of fair 
and equitable treatment unaffected by whim or prejudice, or even 
the capricious vagaries of public vote on occasion. 


Although many problems erupted from a wide variety of sources, 
and public opinion was high over some issues in which the Per- 
sonnel Board was involved, none proved to be without solution 
and both Townsepople and employees benefited from the existence 
of the By-law.

Junior High School Renovation Committee 


The Annual Town Meeting of March 11th, 1957 voted to appoint 
a Committee, consisting of Mr. Carl Baskin, Mr. Lee Blyler, one 
member of the School Committee, one member of the School Build- 
ing Expansion Committee and one member of the Warrant Com- 
mittee to study the then-present High School—Wilber School Build- 
ing and make recommendations concerning alterations and addi- 
tions to improve its suitability for use as a junior high school. An 
appropriation of $3500 for engineering and other expenses of the 
Committee was voted. 


The Town Meeting of March 9th, 1959 voted to appropriate 
$16,000 for remodeling the High School—Wilber School Building 
in accordance with the recommendations of the Study Committee 
and appointed the Study Committee to supervise and direct the 
renovation of the building. 


This renovation has now been completed and a sum approximat- 
ing $700 has been transferred to the E & D Fund from the two 
Committees. 


Basically, the renovation provides for the education of 510 pupils 
in 17 classrooms with 17 teachers, resulting in a net saving of 3 
teachers’ salaries—approximately $15,000 per year—when all rooms 
are utilized for junior high school purposes in the year 1961. An 
adequate principal’s office and urgently needed guidance quarters 
were likewise provided. 


There were no changes made in the Wilber Building where it 
was considered that all classrooms were adequate for the standard 
30 pupils. The old High School portion of the building was con- 
verted from 12 classrooms, all but 4 of which were too small for a 
junior high school class of 30 pupils, to 9 rooms, each capable of 
accommodating 30 pupils. Thus, a saving of 3 teachers was 
realized. 


It should be emphasized that the alterations as carried out are 
such that the building can be used without further change for an 
elementary school in the event that the town continues to grow. 
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It should also be emphasized that the changes made are minimum 
for a satisfactory and economical educational program at the junior 
high school level. The Committee feels that the physical education 
and lunchroom facilities are sub-standard and that there are many 
other alterations and improvements which are highly desirable 
although not absolutely necessary for maintaining a satisfactory 
educational program. The town’s financial capacity was a major 
criterion in formulating the policies and recommendations of the 
Committee. 


Lastly, the Committee has taken calculated risks with respect 
to the sewage, heating and electrical systems of the school. Failure 
in service of any of these systems will result in substantial expendi- 
tures for repair or replacement but it was felt that these expendi- 
tures should be made if and when failure occurred. Likewise, it 
was felt that routine repair and equipment items should be included 
in the school budget rather than in this program and this was done 
accordingly. 


All work as authorized has now been completed and both the 


Study Committee and the Renovation Committee will request 
dismissal at the 1960 Town Meeting.

The Town Report Committee, 
comprised of Arthur Collins, Joseph Fannell and Stanley Dingman, 
Chairman, was first appointed in 1953 by the Board of Selectmen 
then composed of Clarence Peterson, Chairman, Dwight Colburn 
and John Andrews, who recognized the need for “improving the 
readability of and increasing the interest in the Town Report.”

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The Conservation Committee 


Many readers of this report will recall that the Planning Board 
prepared a “Report on the Sharon Town Forest” in 1956. This was 
distributed to all Sharon voters and was reprinted in the 1957 Town 
Report on pages 166 through 170. The Planning Board also spon- 
sored two articles in the 1957 Town Warrant relating to the Town 
Forest Committee. On the advice of Town Counsel the Planning 
Board requested “no action” on these articles because of technical 
difficulties which, incidently, are no longer an obstacle. 


There can be no denial that Sharon needs to conserve and de- 
velop its natural assets. This was true in 1956 and it is more evi- 
dent today. Consequently, the Planning Board has held a series 
of meetings with several groups in town whose purposes include 
conservation. Among the groups represented at these meetings 
were the Massachusetts Audubon Society, the Sharon Garden Club, 
the Sharon Fish and Game Club, the Massapoag Sportsmen’s Club, 
the Sharon League of Women Voters, the Greater Sharon Civic 
Association, and the Rotary Club. This report reflects the thinking 
of the representatives of these groups and the Planning Board. 


Sharon needs and should have a legally constituted body whose 
sole function is to consider and act on the conservation and de- 
velopment of all of our natural assets. The Planning Board’s inter- 
est in conservation is predicated on the belief that all Sharon 
residents are interested in the preservation and orderly development 
of our “green and open” areas. Such action is vital for the pro- 
tection of our vulnerable watershed, for the development of 
additional recreation areas, and to develop a higher degree of 
interest in the value and wonders of God’s nature. We are certain 
too, that Sharon will continue to grow for many years. While the 
Planning Board has no intention of restricting the orderly growth 
of the Town we must bear in mind that each parcel of land set 
aside for residential or other private use not only restricts the 
amount of land available for “green and open” areas but also 
hampers the process of developing a strong and unified conserva- 
tion program. 


The Planning Board has abandoned the idea that a Town Forest 
Committee is the proper approach to the preservation and con- 
servation of our natural assets. We recommend the creation of a 
Conservation Committee because this group can be concerned with 
the conservation of all types of open land areas and wild life as 
well. A Conservation Committee has the right to assist and advise 
private land owners on the best use of land areas, it can accept 
gifts of land to hold and manage in the name of the Town, and it 
can make recommendations to the State Department of Natural 
Resources for the development of state-controlled open areas. In 
summary, a Conservation Committee operates in a much less re- 
stricted area than a Town Forest Committee yet it can accomplish 
virtually everything we might expect of a Town Forest Committee. 
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The Conservation Committee will be composed of dedicated 
citizens who will be guided in their work by The General or 
Comprehensive Plan of Land Use as developed by the Planning 
Board. This committee will need the assistance and cooperation 
of all civic groups and all civic-minded people because conserva- 
tion is a difficult and perpetual task. Indeed, it is everyone’s 
responsibility. 


Since the problem of conservation becomes more acute with the 
passage of time and since a Conservation Committee must of 
necessity move cautiously and with deliberation, it is our opinion 
that we should take steps at our 1959 Town Meeting to assure that 
a conservation program becomes a reality. Therefore, the Planning 
Board with the approval of the groups above mentioned will spon- 
sor the following articles in the 1959 Town Warrant. 


ARTICLE 40 


To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Section 
8C of Chapter 40 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as amended by Chapter 223 of the Acts of 1957 
relating to the establishment of conservation commissions, or take 
any action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 41 


To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to appoint 
a Town Conservation Commission of seven members in accordance 
with Section 8C of Chapter 40 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts as amended by Chapter 223 of the Acts 
of 1957, said members to be appointed in a manner such that two 
members will be appointed to serve for terms of one year each, 
two members to serve for terms of two years each, and three mem- 
bers to serve for terms of three years each, and that any and all 
successors shall serve for terms of three years each; and said com- 
mission shall elect from among its members a chairman and such 
other officers necessary for carrying out the purposes of the com- 
mission; and said commission will carry out the purposes of such 
Act in coordination with the recommendations of the general or 
comprehensive plan for the Town as developed by the Planning 
Board and as it may exist from time to time; and to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of money for 
the expenses of said commission, or take any action relating thereto. 
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Sharon’s Proposed 
Light Industrial District 


Your Planning Board has inserted Articles 42 and 43 in this year’s 
Town Meeting Warrant calling for the establishment of a “Light 
Industrial District”. We feel this proposal is another progressive 
step in Sharon’s long-range growth, and that such a District will 
be a desirable addition to Sharon. This report is intended to sum- 
marize the facts concerning the articles on which you will be asked 
to vote. 


PROPOSED LOCATION: 


All of the land lying on the westerly side (Walpole side) of the 
present U.S. Route 1. With the exception of Raiders Village, this 
land is virtually all undeveloped. There are about 200 acres in 
this area—mostly all high dry land. 


WHY NOWP 


First, because the land on the westerly side of the present Route 
1, and of the proposed new Route 1, will be isolated from the rest 
of the Town, and hence difficult and expensive to serve if it de- 
veloped residentially. The Planning Board feels that the best use 
of the land is to have it developed for Light Industry. 


Second, because one company has stated their desire to build a 
100,000 square foot plant and office in this area. This is the Barn- 
stead Still and Sterilizer Company of Boston, which manufactures 
hospital and laboratory stills and sterilizers. The proposed plant 
would probably have an assessed value of $400,000 to $500,000, 
giving a tax return to the town of $23,000 to $29,000 per year based 
on a $58.00 tax rate. (It should be made clear that we have no 
guarantee the plant will be built). 


POINTS TO CONSIDER: 


The establishment of a “Light Industrial District” would repre- 
sent a decided change in Sharon’s attitude of keeping the Town 
a residential community. Because of this, the articles must be given 
serious consideration, with the following points in mind: 


1. It should not be assumed that light industry will bring 
substantial tax reductions. The experience of other communities 
has shown that industry may not reduce taxes to an appreciable 
extent—industry does, however, contribute to the income of the 
town, and hence, may help towards stabilizing the tax rate. (See 
Comparative Costs below). 


2. Water—Sharon has no water supply to Route 1, or along 
Route 1—at least $50,000 will have to be spent to supply water to 
this area. If additional storage or pumping facilities are required, 
the cost will be higher. The company has stated that it has ade- 
quate supply of water on its own land, and will not require Town 
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water. In fairness to all, it should be pointed out that regardless 
of how the land is developed (Residential or Industrial), the Town 
will have to furnish water to that area sometime in the near future. 


3. Police—While the company that presently wishes to locate 
on Route | states that it will furnish its own police for the plant 
traffic, we have no assurance that this will always be the case, or 
that other industries will not call for more police service. 


4. Fire—The existing department should be adequate to service 
this area, although large-scale industrial development could require 
additional facilities. ‘The only present expenditure would be the 
extension of the fire alarm system to service plants that locate in 
the area. 


5. Other Town Services—There is no way to accurately evalu- 
ate the effect on Sharon of possible residential growth as a result of 
industry locating on Route 1. We believe, based on the experience 
of other towns, that the effect on Sharon would be small. That is 
for every 100 employees in the industrial district— probably less 
than 10 of them would relocate in Sharon over a 10 year period. 
The balance would remain in their existing homes and commute 
to Sharon, or locate in other towns. 


It is also difficult to try to accurately state what costs an In- 
dustrial Development would incur as far as the Highway Depart- 
ment, Welfare, Board of Health, Building Inspector, etc., are con- 
cerned. 


6. Residential construction instead of industrial? While Items 
1 to 5 above may sound discouraging, the Planning Board is sub- 
mitting these articles because it sincerely believes the net value 
to Sharon will be greater with industrial construction on Route 1 
than it will be if the area is eventually developed as a residential 
area. Residential construction on the west side of Route 1 and the 
proposed new highway would require more and costlier services 
trom the Town than would Light Industry by virtue of the isolated 
character of the land. It is for this reason that we are making 
these proposals. (See Comparative Costs—below ). 

7. Other points to consider: 

a. The relationship of the land to the major highways would 
tend to encourage good light industrial growth. This rela- 
tionship, however, would not tend to encourage the quality 
type of homes we would like to see for residential construc- 
tion in Sharon—but more likely would result in lower cost 
homes, with a corresponding low tax return to the Town. 

b. Sewage facilities—obviously the Town has no way to provide 
these—each industry would have to face the problem itself. 


ZONING CHANGES: 


This land on the westerly side of U.S. Route No. 1, now in the 
40,000 square-foot Single-Residence District A, will be changed to 
a Light Industrial District by the Article in the Warrant. Briefly, 
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the Article will also establish the following requirements: 


1. Minimum lot sizes of 100,000 square feet with a minimum 
width of 250 feet. 


2. Building to cover no more than 20% of the lot area, with a 
minimum setback from streets of 100 feet. 


3. <A percentaage of the lot to be devoted to off-street parking, 
in relation to the floor space constructed. 


4, Front yards shall be landscaped and not used for employee 
parking lots or industrial activity. 


5. Only light industrial types will be permitted as described in 
the Article—no heavy industry, retail sales or residential uses 
are permitted. 


This is, of necessity, a very brief summary, with all the detailed 
requirements spelled out in the proposed amendments to the Zon- 
ing Law, and the Building Law. 


OTHER INDUSTRIAL AREAS: 


The land in question is an isolated piece, and will not affect any 
other area in Sharon—nor will it adversely affect the adjacent areas 
of Walpole. It is entirely possible that other areas of Sharon might 
eventually be included in the Light Industrial District, for example, 
land on the easterly side of Route 1. The Town should not con- 
sider this, however, until the exact location of the proposed new 
Route 1 is finally settled. 


COMPARATIVE COSTS: 


While it is very difficult to give exact figures concerning the 
financial return from Industrial Development, an idea can be ob- 
tained by comparing, say two typical industrial lots against the 
same area developed in houses. While this is a hypothetical 
study—the costs used, are based on the Sharon Town Reports, 
1952 to 1957, and on other data available to the Planning Board.

This study is not meant to be an exact accounting—it is intended 
to give an idea of some of the factors involved in comparing In- 
dustrial vs. Residential Construction on Route 1. Many people 
will, undoubtedly, feel the Planning Board should have figured 
this differently in some way. Regardless of how it is computed, the 
Planning Board is of the opinion, that it will be better for Sharon 
to have Light Industry on Route 1, than it will be to have Resi- 
dential construction. 


NOTES: 


a. 


Indirect costs, based on 80 workers in plants, and assuming 
two of them moved to Sharon that year. Thus, an allowance 
is made for educational costs of their children. (No credit is 
given for any tax revenue that might come to the town to 
offset this cost, should they build a new home. 


No cost for the Industrial District, since it uses Route 1, 
maintained by the State, not the Town. Residential con- 
struction would require Town streets off of Route 1. 


Industrial costs—estimated high we believe, on the assump- 
tion that some police service would be necessary. 


May not actually require this much for an industrial area. 


Water costs—Based on $50,000 plus debt charges and mainte- 
nance for a main to serve Route 1. One half of the cost by 
betterments, with the balance being borne entirely by the 
two industrial lots covered by this study. It is further 
assumed that the Residential development occurs without 
Town Water, as did the Old Post Road Area. 
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Parking in Post Office Square 


The Planning Board in recent years has received numerous re- 
quests to study the problem of parking in the Post Office Square 
shopping area. Consequently in the 1958 Town Meeting $1,000 
was appropriated for the purpose of having the Planning Board 
undertake the necessary studies leading toward proposals for the 
alleviation of the problem. 


To examine all technical facets of the problem and arrive at the 
best possible solutions, the Planning Board retained three consul- 
tants. Mr. Joseph C. Gray, AIA,AIP, regular consultant to the 
Planning Board, was responsible for site planning and site design; 
Mr. Gordon McNeil, Reg. Eng., was responsible for engineering 
design; and the Schuyler Clapp Company carried out all land 
surveying tasks. In accordance with the instructions of the 1958 
Town Meeting the following report presents the findings and pro- 
posals of the Board and its consultants. 


WHY MORE PARKING SPACE IS NEEDED 


It is an all too common experience of people trying to shop in 
Post Office Square to have to drive around the entire area two and 
three times before finding a place to park their car. While this is 
a source of inconvenience and irritation to the shopper and pre- 
sents a more and more difficult situation for the merchant, it also 
marks serious difficulties for the entire Town. 


The economic health of the Post Office Square shopping area 
is of considerable importance to the Town. Commercial property 
in this area is a major “taxpayer.” Because of the nature of the 
property use, it is considerably more valuable than other proper- 
ties—and is taxed accordingly. With a total assessment of close 
to $% million, the value of a square foot of business land in the 
square runs five times higher than the average value of a square 
foot of residential property. 


Any loss in property value in this area, consequently, is a loss 
significant to the entire community. Such a loss has already 
occurred in a relative sense. Between 1947 and 1957 the average 
home in Sharon increased in assessed value 55% while in the same 
period the most valuable business property in Post Office Square 
increased in assessed value only 25%. Thus property in the 
Square is now worth less in relation to other property in Town 
than it was in 1947. 


This is highly indicative of the kind of loss that can occur when 
a shopping area has insufficient facilities and fails to compete with 
other shopping centers. And today one critical facility necessary 
to the success of any shopping center is an ample amount of con- 
veniently located parking space. 
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In terms of increasing parking space, Post Office Square has 
fared quite poorly. In 1948 there were 1,760 cars registered in 
Sharon and Post Office Square was the only shopping area serving 
the Town. At that time 45 spaces were provided, all in the public 
streets. Today there are 5,300 cars registered in Sharon*, and new 
shopping centers have been established in Sharon Heights, in Nor- 
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wood on Route 1, in Brockton, and major supermarkets have been 
constructed in Norwood, Stoughton and Easton. Another super- 
market is due for construction at Cobb’s Corner in Canton in the 
next year. Thus while the potential market for Post Office Square 
has increased tremendously, so has the competition. And all of 
this new competition is composed of new construction with modern 


* Car registration figures are from Assessors’ records for the years given. 
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facilities and extensive areas for parking. 


To meet this competition, there has been an increase of only 17 
spaces in Post Office Square—and that is provided on the opposite 
side of South Main Street beside the Cooperative Bank. To illus- 
trate how small a number this is: The Sharon Heights Shopping 
Center alone has parking space for over 100 cars; almost twice the 
space provided in Post Office Square. 


Thus one basic deficiency in Post Office Square places some of 
the Town’s most valuable property in severe jeopardy. 


HOW MANY SPACES ARE NEEDED? 


Experience in shopping center development in Massachusetts 
and in other parts of the country has found that, as a bare mini- 
mum, there should be two square feet of parking space for every 
square foot of commercial floor space. This, it must be emphasized, 
is a definite minimum. Most shopping areas today are being 
developed with three or four square feet of parking for every 
square foot of floor space. In Post Office Square there is approxi- 
mately 20,000 square feet of commercial floor space which indicates 
that there should be at least one acre of Jand for parking or a total 
of 130 spaces. With only 62 parking spaces in the Square, to meet 
minimum standards the number of spaces should be more than 


doubled! 


As a practical matter, the shortage of land and the cost of pro- 
viding parking facilities dictates that something less than this 
should be accomplished at this time. However, this total of 130 
spaces should be a minimum goal for long-range planning in Post 
Office Square. 


SELECTING A SITE 

From the preceding paragraphs, it is apparent that the basic 
objectives of providing a parking lot in Post Office Square is to 
make the area function more efficiently and more conveniently and 
also to maintain stable property values in the area. In order to 
determine the site which best accomplishes this, certain basic 
principles are involved: 


a. First is the relationship between the parking space and the 
store. People have a natural tendency to park as close to the store 
as is possible to minimize walking distance to the store. For the 
most part the spaces now in the street accomplish this but there 
are too few of them. Thus any new parking spaces to be provided 
must also be as close to the stores as possible. This is only logical— 
otherwise the new space simply won't be used. 


b. Second is the relationship between the parking space and the 
street. The parking space must be located in a way so as to be 
convenient in terms of reaching it from the street, but without caus- 
ing congestion in the street. The existing spaces already in the 
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street are of course easy to reach, but the very fact that they are 
in the street tends to disrupt the movement of traffic and bring 
about congestion. 


c. Any new parking space in the Square should have as its 
basic purpose the serving of existing stores. Long-range thinking 
to provide for any possible new development is of course highly 
important. But the Town’s Zoning By-Law already requires that 
any new store will have to establish and maintain its own parking 
lot on its own property. Thus the long-range thinking, in a sense, 
has already taken parking into account. However, it is the stores 
presently operating in the Square who are lacking for proper park- 
ing space. 


d. Finally the site to be developed must be such as can be 
economically developed. In considering cost, the total figure for 
any parking lot will vary according to the number of spaces pro- 
vided. Thus to compare costs intelligently, one must consider the 
unit cost for each individual space. On various recent projects over 
the country, costs have ranged between $600 and $700 for each 
space, including the price of land.* This then should be the target 
for costs in developing a parking lot in Sharon. 


Keeping these points in mind, the Planning Board and its con- 
sultants examined three parcels of land in the Square. During the 
course of the year it was learned that plans were being formulated 
for relocating the Post Office to one of these parcels, so that it was 
automatically eliminated. The other two sites were: 


1. A plot of land at 15 Billings Street opposite the Jones Electric 
Company, containing 11,600 square feet of land along with 
one occupied residential structure and one garage. 


2. A plot of land immediately to the rear of the stores on the 
north side of Post Office Square consisting of nine parcels 
of land and containing 30,000 square feet with one storage 


shed. 


Both parcels are shown on the included plan. 

The two sites were examined and compared on all of the above 
points. On the question of relative accessibility to stores, the Table 
following shows how many of the stores in the area fall within 
successive fifty foot intervals from each of the sites. 


From the Table it is apparent that, in terms of access, Site No. 2 
is more closely related to the existing stores to a considerable de- 
gree. At every distance interval more stores are accessible to Site 
No. 2 than Site No. 1. From Site 2, 22 of the 25 stores are within 
200 feet whereas from Site No. 1 only 7 lie within this distance. 


Site No. 1 has frontage directly on Billings Street and is therefore 
considerably closer to a public way. However, this is actually a 
disadvantage since Billings Street at this point is one of the most

congested points in the Square. Even if part of the site were used 
for widening Billings Street, this area would still be considerably 
congested until such time as Billings Street were widened to at 
least Summit Avenue. For Site No. 2 a number of access points 
are possible, thus permitting an opportunity to split the flow of 
traffic. Access to the lot can be provided from North Main Street 
and Post Office Square. Access from the lot can be provided to 
High Street, thereby separating to a degree the incoming and out- 
going Ee and diffusing the traffic pattern in Post Office Square 
as a whole. 


In terms of satisfying demand both for the present and for the 
future, Site No. 2 provides considerable more space with an ulti- 
mate opportunity of providing a total of 60 spaces. Site No. 1 
provides a maximum of 25 spaces utilizing the entire site and pro- 
viding no opportunity for future expansion. 


In terms of cost, Site No. 2 on analysis proved more economical. 
With a total of 60 spaces and an ultimate gross cost of $41,000 each 
individual space on this site will cost $680. For Site No. 1, with 
25 spaces and a gross cost of $25,000 each individual space averages 
$1,000. The principal difference between the two sites arises be- 
cause of the necessity of acquiring and demolishing the residential 
structure on Site No. l. 


On the basis of all the foregoing considerations, Site No. 2 was 
chosen as that most suited for development. 


LEGAL REQUIREMENTS 

Two important legal requirements are pertinent in establishing 
a Town parking lot. The first creates some measure of difficulty 
and the second provides a considerable opportunity. 
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State statutes now require that before a Town can acquire land 
for a parking lot, it must install parking meters in all spaces present- 
ly provided in the streets. The meters must be within 600 feet of 
a commercial building and there must be a group of more than 30 
meters. An additional requirement is that the proposed lot must 
also be within 600 feet of a commercial building. Thus before 
Sharon can establish a public parking lot in Post Office Square 
parking meters will have to be installed at all curb spaces. The 
reason for this is that the State wants to insure maximum efficiency 
in the use of the spaces now available and to insure maximum use 
of the new parking lot as well as provide a means of revenue to 
pay for the lot. 


State statutes also permit the assessment of betterments for a 
parking lot. This means that in establishing a parking lot in the 
Square, the Town can charge the owners of land benefiting from 
the lot a special betterment assessment to assist in paying for the lot. 


THE DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


Shown on the map included in this report is the proposed plan 
for developing the chosen site. The following features of the plan 
are deserving of special comment: 


1. Access and Circulation—Three points are available to enter 
the proposed parking lot: the first enters from North Main Street 
between the Public Library and the barbershop; the second enters 
from Post Office Square between the hardware store and Grant’s 
plumbing shop. From High Street between the telephone exchange 
and the Bailey residence is proposed a 24 foot drive which will 
serve as both an entrance and an exit. The fact that this is the only 
exit is because the two drives by the barkershop and the hardware 
store are both of narrow width and possess blind corners. Also with 
the only exit to High Street, a more diffused traffic pattern in Post 
Office Square will result. 


2. Parking Spaces—parking spaces in the lot are designed for 
easiest possible access being placed on a 35 degree angle, each with 
a ten foot width and a twenty foot length. A one-way system of 
circulation is proposed to minimize conflicts between cars leaving 
spaces and cars moving in the circulation lanes. 


3. Delivery Space—By relocating the hardware shed as shown 
on the proposed plan, separation of delivery trucks and shoppers’ 
cars is achieved. Ample space is provided for the usual type of 
delivery truck serving the stores to park and unload goods without 
interfering with circulation or customer parking. In addition 
enough space is provided in the circulation pattern to accommodate 
the largest trucks permitted by Massachusetts Law. 


4. Sewage—This area for years has been a problem with regard 
to sewage disposal. A number of old cess-pools and septic tanks 
which are now inoperative are found throughout the proposed lot. 
Also many of the stores and other buildings in the area require two 
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tanks to handle frequent overflow. It has been reeommended that 
this problem be handled by a new type of sewage treatment which 
has been designed for small installations. The apparatus has been 
approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and 
it appears tailor made for the type of sewage treatment problems 
encountered in Post Office Square. In addition it is relatively in- 
expensive to purchase and operate. 


_ 5. Storm Drainage—Providing a parking lot will considerably 
increase the run-off into the storm drain system now in the Square. 
This is true irrespective of the site involved. The problem for this 
area is compounded by the inadequate size of the pipe now in- 
stalled to serve the area. Thus it is proposed that the existing line 
remain in service and that, in addition, a new line be installed. 
While the existing line runs down Billings Street to Massapoag 
Brook, the new line will run to Shepard Court and across to Maple 
Street joining with another existing Town drain which has been 
just recently installed. Thus the drainage load will be effectively 
split between two independent systems. This will not only provide 
an adequate drainage system for the new parking lot—it will also 
materially improve the drainage of the entire Post Office Square 
area. 


As indicated on the plan, it is proposed that the project be accom- 
plished in two stages. For the present the construction of 43 spaces 
is indicated as the first stage with an ultimate expansion to 60 
spaces. The staging is only partly for economy purposes but, more 
important, it permits the continued use of the Post Office loading 
area. Since it is expected that the Post Office will move to another 
location in a few years, their continued occupancy is obviously 
temporary. At such time as they move, additional parking space 
can be added at relatively little cost. 

Note that in spite of the staging, it is proposed that all land 
necessary for the full ultimate development of the parking lot be 
purchased at this time. This is distinctly an economy measure 
since the extra land will quite likely be higher in value in future 
years than it is today.

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These costs will be treated in a variety of ways, as will be in- 
dicated in the financial plan described in a subsequent paragraph. 
As a general illustration, however, it is anticipated that the park- 
ing meter revenues will be sufficient to defray the cost of the meters 
and their installation with sufficient remaining revenues to assist 
in paying for the parking lot. In addition, as was noted earlier, 
betterments may be charged. Thus while the total cost figure may 
appear to be a fairly large sum, it is possible to minimize the costs 
to the Town by means of a variety of revenue sources. 


Any new facility of necessity involves maintenance. This will 
also be true of the parking lot. The following is an itemized 
estimate of maintenance costs:

FINANCING PLAN 


Mentioned above was the fact that a variety of opportunities 
exist for financing a project of this nature. Because of these oppor- 
tunities, the financing necessarily becomes somewhat complex. 
Such complexity is worthwhile, however, when the end result is 
minimizing the burden on the real estate tax. The plan described 
here does just that and, in fact, if followed, will provide the Town 
with the finest possible parking facility at very low cost. 


Parking meters are unique in that the Town may enter into an 
agreement for their procurement and installation with no initial 
cost. The meters are then paid for over a three or five year period 
from the proceeds of the meter revenues. Thus parking meters can 
be arranged to be a self-liquidating purchase. From the above 
cost estimate, it can be seen that $700 per year for five years will 
completely meet this cost. For each parking meter 5c per day 
will provide this amount of money. Actually it is anticipated that 
the likely revenue each meter will produce will be 15c per day 
(one-third of total capacity), which will provide an additional 
$1350 per year to assist in defraying the cost of the parking lot. 


The land taking and construction operations of the project are 
proposed to be financed by borrowing. ‘Two bond issues are 
necessary—one for $16,000 and one for $13,600. Each will involve 
a principal payment averaging $1,600 and $1,360 respectively, over 
a ten year period. In addition interest payments will average $453 
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per year. When maintenance is taken into account, the average 
annual obligations of the Town over the ten year period will be:

AVERAGE ANNUAL OBLIGATION (10 Yr. Avg.) $5,463 


This is of course an average over the period 1959 to 1969. 
Charges will be somewhat greater for the first five years and some- 
what less for the last five years. 


On the other side of the picture are the annual average revenues 
the Town can expect from sources other than the real estate tax. 
For example, if betterments are assumed to carry half the cost of 
the project then $1,975 can be expected each year from this source. 
With an average of $1,970 expected from parking meters, this gives 
a total of $3,945. This leaves only an average of $1,517 as the 
annual average cost to the Town, or less than the annual mainte- 
nance charges. 


One exception to this annual cost figure will be 1959 where State 
law requires that a certain amount of the total project be appro- 


riated from current revenue. This amount will be a total of 
9,950. 


The complete financing picture is shown on Table II which 
shows the estimated amount of funds from current revenue which 
will be required each year and its effect on the tax rate, as well 
as some of the details of the proposed financing arrangements. 


CONCLUSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The above report has intended to show not only that a parking 
lot is necessary in Post Office Square but also that its accomplish- 
ment is feasible. The Planning Board recommends undertaking 
this project in 1959. From the Board’s analyses of the past year, it 
is apparent that the project is within the Town’s financial resources. 
But more apparent perhaps is the increasing costs one encounters 
when a needed project is unduly delayed. A parking facility in the 
Square was first proposed in 1949 at approximately one-half the 
cost of the present proposal. Today by virtue of rising land costs, 
rising construction costs, labor costs, etc., we must attempt to rely 
on a number of revenue sources (meters, betterments, etc.) to 
assist in paying for it. By these devices, however, the present pro- 
posal will actually burden the tax rate to a far lesser degree than 
the 1949 proposal. 


Further delay in providing a Town parking lot in Post Office 
Square not only can lead to much higher future development costs 
but, more important, also leads to the possibility of losing develop- 
ment opportunities. The Planning Board of 1949 dealt with the 
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same area proposed here, except at that time there was more 
vacant land available. Since 1949 there has been constructed the 
Post Office, the Norfolk County Trust Company, and the storage 
shed of the Sharon Hardware Company. In addition, prospective 
building also has to be taken into account and the A&P market 
and telephone exchange both have definite plans for building 
expansion. Consequently, it has been much more difficult to pre- 
pare the present plans. Inaction in 1959 may well result in a loss 
of the most appropriate opportunities for providing the parking 
spaces the area needs. 


Consequently the Planning Board recommends favorable action 
on the following three articles: 


ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into an agreement for the acquisition and in- 
stallation of forty-five parking meters to be installed in those areas 
of the public ways devoted to the parking of automobiles in the 
Post Office Square area, or take any action relating there. 


ARTICLE 46. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to acquire by gift, purchase, or eminent domain the fee 
in nine parcels of land shown on a plan entitled “Plan of Land in 
Sharon, Norfolk County, Mass., August 25, 1958, Scale: one inch 
equals twenty feet”, as amended January 14, 1959, prepared by 
Schuyler Clapp Company, civil engineers and surveyors, and more 
particularly described herein below, for municipal purposes, said 
purpose being to provide a site for the parking of automobiles, and 
to provide a sum of money for the same by appropriation from 
current tax levy or from available funds or by borrowing under 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusetts, or take any action relating thereto. 


(Legal description of nine parcels follows) 


ARTICLE 47. To see if the Town will vote to carry out appro- 
priate grading and construction of ways, pavements, curbing, side- 
walks, utilities, signs, guards, and other appurtenances necessary for 
developing and maintaining Town land in the Post Office Square 
area as a municipal parking site; and to provide a sum of money 
for the same by appropriation from current tax levy or from avail- 
able funds or by borrowing under Chapter 44 of the General Laws 
ot the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or take any action relating 
thereto.

A REPORT BY THE STUDY COMMITTEE 
ON BOSTON-PROVIDENCE RAILROAD PASSENGER SERVICE 


The 1958 Town Meeting voted to authorize the Moderator to 
appoint a committee of three to study the New Haven Railroad 
train service between Sharon and Boston and Providence with the 
hope of maintaining the present level of service. The committee 
was asked to submit its recommendations to the next annual town 
meeting. The Railroad Study Committee submits the following 
report. 


SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


Importance of the Railroad to Sharon 


A survey! conducted by your committee indicates that about 
one person in every three Sharon families commutes regularly by 
train to Boston and that the train is used at least occasionally by 
80% of the town’s families. The survey also indicates that Sharon’s 
citizens are deeply concerned about the future of our rail trans- 
portation, and that this concern is demonstrated by both commuters 
and non-commuters. 


What is the Financial Picture? 


Your committee is reasonably well convinced that overall com- 
muter passenger service operates at a loss, yet we also feel sure 
that the service is inherently the most economical and efficient 
means of transportation into and out of the urban area’. Artificial 
burdens”, your committee believes, such as are imposed by labor, 
by real estate taxation and by heavily subsidized highway com- 
petition are the principal reasons for deficit operation. We do not 
exonerate rail management but find it is presently trying to co- 
operate with public authorities. 


What Can Be Done? 


There is no prospect of solving the railroad’s financial problems 
without government assistance at some level>. If such assistance 
is not forthcoming, the railroad will sooner or later be permitted to 
discontinue commuter service, and no plans for extension of MTA 
or other rapid transit to replace the railroad have ever included 
Sharon. Though it is evident that the rail commuter problem is 
national in scope, localities cannot sit idly by waiting for federal 
action. Hence it is only through initiating and supporting measures 
for government assistance at the state and local level that this com- 
munity can hope to protect its vital commuter service. Your 
committee feels that, compared to larger towns and cities and to 
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the state, Sharon’s financial contribution to any plan for govern- 
ment assistance would be small, when weighed against the value 
of maintaining the service. 


Recommendations 


Your committee would recommend that the town remit taxes 
collected on rail passenger facilities, if this were legally possible. 
No state legislation permitting the towns (other than those on the 
Old Colony line) to give such relief has been enacted, therefore 
no tax rebates, subsidies, etc. can be granted. Yet it is entirely 
clear that taxes on this public service facility impose an inequitable 
burden on the rail passenger and weaken a service of value to the 
community”. 


Your committee, therefore, being convinced that both rail and 
highway transportation are of vital concern to our town has sub- 
mitted the following proposal for action at our annual town meet- 
ing in March 1959. 


ARTICLE 55: To see if the town will vote to create a Town 
Transportation Advisory Board appointed by the Board of Select- 
men, said committee to survey the commuting services available 
to the town including but not limited to rail and highway trans- 
portation, to seek cooperative action from the cities and towns and 
the General Court, and to make any recommendations relating 
thereto, said committee to consist of five members, one to serve 
one year, two to serve two years, and two to serve three years, 
and thereafter each to serve three years each, and raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available funds a sum of money therefor, 
or take any action relating thereto. 


1. SURVEY OF SHARON COMMUTATION HABITS 


A fourteen-question survey was made to a representative sample 
of Sharon families. A very large percentage of returns was received 
and seemed to check out with other statistics available. Some of 
the data pertinent to the study showed that: 

1. There are % of a Boston commuter per family, nearly 60% of 
whom use the trains 20% or more of the time. Someone in 
nearly 80% of Sharon families uses the train twice a month 
or more. 

2. About 10% of the town considers loss of rail service to be 
serious enough to force them to move closer to Boston. 
Around 40% feel property values would go down, and most 
others anticipate some harmful effects. 

3. As to preference of train or car, the most important point 
in favor of trains seemed to be “comfortable, restful, relax- 
ing, no traffic strain” followed by “faster,” and “more con- 
venient.” In favor of the auto were those who “need the 
car after arrival,” and some said it permitted “more flexibility 
in schedule.” Of those who felt the auto was cheaper, most

were referring to car pools. Some expressions of dissatisfac- 
tion with RR equipment, irregularity of schedule, conductors’ 
manners, were also recorded. As might be expected, the 
majority (60% ) thought fares were too high, while the re- 
mainder thought they were about right or comparatively low. 


2. ARE HEAVILY TRAVELED RAIL PASSENGER TRAINS 
ACTUALLY UNPROFITABLE? 


Your committee found that there are no figures available on the 
actual costs of operating the Boston and Providence line. The 
ICC formula spreads costs over the entire system on a fixed per- 
centage basis, so that the greater usage of our line by freight and 
through passenger service is not reflected in lowered fixed costs. 
The ICC figure for our line is $1.84 in expense per $1.00 of revenue. 


Your committee felt some grasp of direct costs should be ob- 
tained. Taxes, terminal expense, overhead, debt service are more 
or less fixed, so the variable costs directly attributable to trans- 
portation seem to be the most appropriate for study. The Budd 
Rail Diesel Car (RDC) can serve as a good example. It is a 
relatively expensive but versatile 90 passenger self-powered car 
which can operate singly or with up to twelve other RDC’. 
According to the manufacturer, RDC’s in operation in 1955 in- 
curred total direct operating expenses of 7lc. per car-mile. Of this, 
labor constituted 44%; repairs and maintenance, 24%; depreciation, 
interest, taxes, 17%; and the remainder fuel, etc.” 


71lc. per car-mile means that a 44 mile trip from Providence to 
Boston cost the railroad $31. If we assume that the train arrived 
at Sharon empty, it would need 51 passengers, at present rates, to 
Boston, to break even. Ten more people would be needed to pay 
the South Station taxes. If the train crew could be reduced 50%, 
and taxes eliminated, 23 of the 61 people would not be needed to 
make the RDC “break even.” 


Regular coaches in groups of 4 or 5 or more are less expensive 
to operate than RDC’s, but labor costs remain the same. This 
brings us to another difficult and complex subject which will be 
treated shortly. 


The 7lc. per car mile is based on ‘55 labor costs and is not a 
figure supplied by the railroad. The cost given by the New Haven 
when they proposed the recent cut of 61 trains was that a decrease 
of 4,827 train-miles per week would save $500,000 a year.8 This 
“saving” figures out to be about $2 per train-mile, or, assuming 
that the average train has only two cars. $1 per car-mile. There- 
fore, on the basis of these New Haven figures the upper limit of 
per car-mile expense is possibly somewhat more than $1. 


The cost of railway labor is exceedingly important. It probably 
is not well known that labor per car-mile is more or less fixed, i. e. 
proportional to miles traveled rather than time elapsed. This is 
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because railway labor agreements base the work-day for train 
crews on 100 miles for engine-men (or eight hours, whichever 
comes first), while trainmen have a 150 mile “day.”6 This means 
that one round-trip between Boston and Providence (88 miles) 
constitutes an engine-man’s days work, additional work beyond 
100 miles being paid at the same mileage rate. Thus, off-peak 
service costs just about as much in labor as peak service. There 
is no attraction to management in efficient manpower utilization, 
such as having an engineer operate a general-purpose locomotive 
in front of an early morning passenger train, then hauling freight 
during off-peak hours. 


Excess manpower requirements are a further burden. The Budd 
Company states, “An RDC requires only one operator whether in 
multiple or single operation.”” The controls are similar to those 
in a Diesel locomotive. Although unions have conceded the elim- 
ination of the fireman, brakeman, and flagman on single RDCs, all 
are required on two or more units in multiple operation. The 
contracts are negotiated nationally. In addition, varous state “full 
crew laws reinforce these requirements. The Commonwealth’s 
General Laws? state in part “ ... and shall cause at least one 
brakeman for every two cars in a passenger train to be stationed 
therein...” 


Taxes on Massachusetts railroads come to $3,036 per mile of 
road!° and well over half of this is assessed by the City of Boston 
on passenger facilities. None of this money is returned to the rail- 
roads, of course, while highways (including the toll roads) are free 
of taxes although occupying up to 40 times more area per passenger 
carried.!1_ State auto taxes, excise and gasoline, registration fees, 
etc. go toward construction and maintenance of state highways. 
E. J. McCarthy, Chief Engineer of the Department of Public Works 
wrote the committee, “. . . practically all highway expenditures 
come from the gas tax...” ‘Trafic police, municipal parking 
lots, tax losses due to condemnation, etc. are not included. In 
Sharon, for example, the auto excise tax, returned to the towns, 
covers less than 4 of the combined police and highway expenses. 


However, Sharon-Boston travelers paid an estimated $5000 in 
Federal fare taxes on one-way and round-trip fares in 1956, Sharon 
collected about $1500 in property taxes, and as mentioned else- 
where, with taxes on South Station about 10c. per trip, Sharon 
travelers paid about $35,000 in 1956 to Boston, very little of which 
was returned to the railroad in terms of municipal services. 


In contrast to railroad terminals, Logan airport is tax-free, as are 
all its buildings. Hangars and terminals are built with public 
funds raised with tax-exempt bonds, and leased to the airlines as 
needed. Communications, weather stations, landing systems are 
paid for with Federal funds which are also occasionally used to 
pay for land acquisition, landing area improvements, and terminal 
facilities.® 


It would certainly appear that taxes are inequitably applied 
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against railroads with respect to air and ground competition. A 
good demonstration of the validity of this evidence is the special 
case of the Long Island Railroad which is now turning in a pass- 
enger profit, investing in new equipment and new stations, and 
giving superior service.!2 It was not always thus, but following 
bankruptcy in 1953, the LI RR was qualified under a New York 
state act as a railroad development corporation and granted about 
a 50% tax reduction on real estate and certain. aid on grade cross- 
ing eliminations.® Its rates are only slightly higher than the New 
Haven’s. 


3. SHOULD AUTOS BE USED FOR COMMUTING TO BOSTON? 


According to the American Automobile Association, the average 
cost of operating a 1957 six-cylinder “low-priced” automobile in- 
cluding depreciation was 10.8 cents per mile. The average out-of- 
pocket cost is about 3.8 cents per mile.6 The regular Sharon weekly 
commuter pays 3.2 cents per mile, at present fares, for his train 
trip to Boston. 


It may not be generally known that the use of the automobile 
for commuting to the city creates large additional costs to the 
public. In a Boston Globe article (10/5/58), it was reported that 
the city of Milwaukee estimates that it spent $90 per year more 
for each car using its streets than it collected in use taxes. Chicago 
estimated $85. Your committee would guess that metropolitan 
Boston’s losses might be similar. The rail user, on the other hand, 
contributes to the city of Boston for South Station taxes alone about 
10c per ride or $50 per year (computed by apportioning the total 
tax over the total annual passengers entering and leaving Boston). 


Both highways and railroads must be able to handle heavy traffic 
during rush hours. A single track of commuter rail or rapid transit 
can handle in excess of 40,000 people per hour whereas a freeway 
can handle only slightly under 2000 cars per hour per lane.!!_ The 
car, once in the city, must be parked or stored, adding to the con- 
gestion problem. 


Automobile commuting not only prevents the driver from mak- 
ing use of his commuting time, it reduces his life expectancy. 
National Safety Council figures show that fatalities per-person per- 
mile are forty times greater by car than by train. Insurance experts 
say the actual auto accident figures are much greater than reported 
by the NSC.18 


Both the commuter and the city dweller benefit by encouraging 
rail travel and other forms of mass transportation. Lewis Mum- 
ford, M.I.T. faculty member and planning expert writes “. . . the 
right to have access to every building in the city by private motor 
car ... is actually the right to destroy the city.” The solution 
(to make cities endurable) he says includes “. . . the vigorous 


restoration and improvement of public transportation.”!4 
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Although it is apparent that completion of Rt. 95 (new route 1 )45 
will siphon some commuter traffic from the railroad, Charles W. 
Greenough, MDC Commissioner has said, “The state must rely 
on mass transportation such as railroads and the MTA even after 
completion of the federal highway program.”16 


4. PRESENT SERVICE 


The train service given Sharon in 1958 (at the time of writing ) 
was actually superior to that available in 1930.17 Today’s times of 
departure appropriately reflect the change in the length of the 
working day. There are presently 12 scheduled trains daily in 
and out of Boston. Only slightly fewer trains are operated Satur- 
day. Providence commuters, representing less than 5% of the 
total, have one rush-hour train in the morning and two in the 
afternoon. 


Equipment in use during the rush hours is, in some cases, up to 
40 years old, the newest coaches in regular service dating from the 
30’s. Although most are equipped for some sort of air-condition- 
ing, equipment is old, difficult to service, and unnecessarily heavy. 
However, because of the New Haven’s extensive investment in 
Budd Rail Diesel Cars, off-peak Boston-bound travelers ride in new 
equipment (with one exception) from 8:53 a.m. until 6:40 p.m. 


According to railroad statistics (measured by ticket sales) the 
number of Sharon-Boston travelers in 1956 was about 371,000. 
Rates have gone up and a decrease in usage has resulted, but 
Sharon’s decrease was reportedly much less than average. Ticket 
sales showed that about 35% use ten-ride weekly tickets, 25% use 
46-ride 1 month tickets, 25% 10-ride 6 month tickets, 6 per cent 
use student tickets, 1% 60-ride 1 month tickets, and the remainder, 
8%, use 1 way, round trip and excursion fares. Some of these 
percentages have undoubtedly changed, since Saturday-Sunday 
excursion tickets are now the best buy. 


Since a count of each train passenger is made in and out of 
Boston, a record of use by train could be developed. With the 
question of service cuts arising, such information would be of basic 
value. 


Reliability of service is not as good as it should be. Mr. H. H. 
Coyle, Assistant Comptroller, reported to the committee that the 
record during October, November, and December 1958 for the six 
most heavily used trains (7:28, 8:18, 8:53 a.m. in and 4:20, 5:08, 
and 5:35 p.m. out) was: on time, 92.2%; 5 to 10 minutes late, 
4.3%; 11 to 20 minutes late, 2.6%; over 20 minutes late, 0.9 per 
cent. The major cause of delay was interference from other trains, 
he reported. The record of the Long Island R.R., by comparison, 
was 97.99% overall for the fiscal year 1958.12 


The future of Sharon rail service is, however, not bright. On 
the basis of the ICC formula, the railroad spends $1.84 for every 
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$1.00 in revenue on the intrastate Boston-Attleboro service. As 
of February 3, 19 trains are to be dropped from the Sharon service, 
subject only to DPU approval.’ 


Your committee feels service cuts must be delayed except where 
obviously desirable, but cannot see how the citizenry can force the 
railroad to operate without making concessions in return. 


NOTE: Safety in today’s rail operation is much higher than in 
any other mode of transportation. The New Haven, the committee 
believes, is well equipped for safe, high-speed operation. Auto- 
matic Block Signals control movements from Pawtucket to South 
Station, and the cab of each locomotive and Budd car is equipped 
with Automatic Cab Signals which permit all-weather operation. 
Unlike many high density railroads, the New Haven’s Operating 
Rules prevent two trains from occupying the same block. 


5. FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS 


Possible cuts in off-peak service now face Sharon. Your com- 
mittee believes that a sizeable percentage of affected travelers will 
have to turn to other means of transport. The lighter usage will, 
in turn, increase the burden of fixed expenses on the remaining 
passengers thereby further endangering future service. At the 
present, the town’s only alternative is to prove a need before the 


DPU and the ICC. 


Longer range efforts could include (a) the encouragement of state 
legislation permitting cities and towns to grant tax relief; (b) con- 
ferences with union officials to show public interest in continuing 
service through increased productivity; (c) liason with other towns 
and cities to promote joint action; (d) liason with rail manage- 
ment to maintain adequate schedules and reliability of service. 


Possible State action which would have a bearing on Sharon’s rail 
problems includes affirmative action by the towns of the South 
Shore on the South Shore transit district proposal; Governor Fur- 
colo’s proposal for a transportation authority to co-ordinate plans 
for highways and rail development in conjunction with the cities 
and towns,!®§ and repeal of the “full crew” laws.9 Federal action 
needed includes passage of the 1959 Saltonstall-Javitts bill which 
will remove tax refunds from federal corporation taxes; (b) addi- 
tional equipment loan guarantees for commuter equipment; (c) 
possible change in National Transportation Policy to include “bal- 
anced transportation” mentioned in the President’s 1959 State of 
the Union address; (d) relief from the 10% Federal tax on one- 
way and round-trip fares. 


Automation, new equipment... Crewless, remote controlled trains 
have already been test-run by the New Haven although they have 
not received ICC approval.!9 The New York Transit Authority 
has announced that the Times Square shuttle may be operated 
without motormen and conductors with a saving of $150,000 per 
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year resulting. New developments include two-decker center open- 
ing, electrically heated commuter cars ordered by the Northwestern 
RR for Chicago commuter travel, every fourth car of which has 
locomotive controls so that train need not be turned. The cost 
per seat is % that of a Budd RDC. Busses, Monorails, Rapid Transit, 
are for various reasons not applicable to Sharon’s travel situation, 
in the opinion of the committee.

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Articles Sponsored by the Trustees of 
THE SHARON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


For the past two years the Trustees of the Sharon Public Library, 
committees of Sharon citizens and outside consultants have been 
making a thorough study of the needs of the library in the face of 
expanding adult and school populations. These studies have 
verified what Sharon citizens have long recognized—that our 
library has been of tremendous benefit to every age group in 
Sharon. These investigations have also revealed that unless addi- 
tional space is provided soon, this worth-while service will be 
greatly curtailed. In view of these findings, the Trustees have 
placed two articles in the Warrant which, if approved, will provide 
this needed additional space. The trustees earnestly recommend 
that the citizens of Sharon vote their approval of these articles in 
the 1959 town meeting. 


Article 59. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of 
money for altering the lower floor space of the Sharon Public 
Library Building, or act in any way relating thereto. 


The above article provides some added space immediately. This 
added space should be a part of any expansion program that is 
ultimately carried out. To provide this now will alleviate some- 
what the present crowded condition without affecting the ultimate 
expansion costs. 


Article 50. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Trustees of the Library to have working plans prepared for 
an addition to the Sharon Public Library Building, to raise 
and appropriate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of 
money therefor, or act in any way relating thereto. 


The above article needs to be approved now because there will 
still be a considerable period of time after working drawings are 
prepared before funds can be provided and the addition built. 
When working drawings are ready the Trustees will be able to 
plan ways to raise funds from private sources so as to reduce the 
amount of public money that will ultimately have to be requested 
in order to complete the addition. 


A Building Study Committee composed of Mrs. Richard Kimball, 
Mrs. Sam Sacks, William Smith, Gardner Derry and Fred Van Veen 
has thoroughly analyzed our library needs. Mr. Van Veen, a 
member of that committee has summarized on the following pages 
the results of the investigation.

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A long time ago—almost a half century, in fact,—the 2400 resi- 
dents of Sharon were the happy recipients of a $10,000 Carnegie 
grant for the establishment of a public library. In 1914 a two- 
level 31 by 58-foot building was built. This was considered ade- 
quate for any foreseeable expansion of the town, for the architect 
had designed this library to house a maximum of 10,000 volumes, 


a generous figure compared with the first-year total circulation of 
16,392. 


By 1959 the library staff has somehow jammed over 20,000 books 
into the structure and the circulation stands at 100,000/year. With 
Sharon’s population approaching 10,000, and with a 20-year pro- 
jection of 20,000, the problem of library space can be postponed 
no longer. 


The best illustration of the growing load on our library is seen 
in per-capita circulation statistics. Of 10 towns of comparative 
size listed in a State Survey*, the average per-capita circulation 
was 10.6; Sharon’s per capita circulation was 17% above this 
average. Not only is Sharon’s per-capita circulation high; it is 
growing at a much faster rate than is our population! We can 
expect for every 20% rise in population, at least a 30% to 40% 
rise in circulation; and circulation, after all, is the true index of 
a library’s workload. That this estimate is conservative is indicated 
by the increase in our junior circulation from 1948 to 1958. Dur- 
ing those ten years, the number of pupils in grades 2 through 8 in 
Sharon—our potential users—rose 246%, from 444 to 1538. Mean- 
while the junior circulation rose 1075%, from 4152 to 48,816. An- 
other indication is that the total per-capita circulation in the town 
was only 4.6 in 1948, and is now about 12. 


What all of this means is that our present high circulation of over 
100,000 will rapidly climb to a much higher figure. Even now a 
book a minute leaves our library, a fantastic rate by any standards. 
Of the towns listed earlier, only Weston even approaches Sharon’s 
circulation and it has over twice the staff. Its per-capita budget 
is $5.96 while Sharon’s is $2.40. 


That the present library is inadequate to house our bookstock is 
apparent from even a casual look at the main floor. Bookshelves 
and chairs fight each other for space. If you want to read in quiet, 
you may be disappointed; bookseekers must pass through the aisles 
within a few feet of you. If you want to browse through the 
shelves, you may find the aisles congested. There is insufficient 
space for library books and library users. In fact, if all the loaned 
books were suddenly returned to the library, there would not be 
room for them on the shelves! 


Downstairs in the present library, most of the floor area is given 
to the junior library. This one room serves all ages from the very 
young to the junior-high students. The library needs of an eighth

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grader obviously differ tremendously from those of a second grader; 

yet in our library this variation in needs is not provided for. And 
remember, for the past ten years the junior circulation per year 

a oo one room has skyrocketed from about 4000 to almost 
0,000! 


Two small storage rooms on the lower level now contain his- 
torical material and excess books. By temporarily storing this 
material elsewhere, about 600 square feet of space can be gained 
for public use. In order to make this space useful, certain renova- 
tions must be made. The money for making them is provided for 
in Article 59 discussed on page 1 of this report. 


As mentioned earlier, the present building is 31 by 58 feet, for 

a two-floor area of 3596 square feet, all inclusive. The most 
authoritative estimates of our present needs indicate we now need 
about 5300 square feet, and by 1977 will need about 12,000 square 
feet. Of the present building, Library Consultant, Joseph Wheeler 
of Benson, Vermont, says, “It was not laid out for efficiency. . . 
tall windows cut into bookspace . . . adult readers disturbed by 
noise and confusion of high-school group . . . workroom is extreme- 
ly meagre”, Massachusetts’ Library Field Service Supervisor Alice 
Cahill says, “. . . needs more space to store and display books. . . 
more adequate reading and reference rooms for adults . . .en- 
larged facilities for service to children . . . meeting room facilities 
. well-equipped workroom and office, etc.” The only answer 

is to use all of the present space and to provide additional area. 
The Building Study Committee, appointed by the trustees, to study 
these needs decided that an addition would be much less expensive 
than a new library and would enable Sharon to retain the advant- 
age of a central location. To preserve the colonial character of 
the present building, an addition at the back of the present building 
is proposed, said addition to be the same size as the present build- 
ing. This will double our area, giving us over 7000 square feet of 
space, and ample opportunity to give each of the reader groups— 
adult, high-school, junior-high, and children—facilities that will 
meet their needs. Article 58 on page 1 provides for this addition. 
The renovation of the lower floor of the present library is planned 
so that it will tie in with the construction of the library addition. 


Your library, in terms of service rendered, has been able to 
operate on an economical budget through the years. In 1957 the 
library cost the residents about 18c per book circulated actually 
less than the average of the past 15 years, and considerably less 
than the 35c average of the towns listed earlier*. Now, however, 
greater support must be provided. The trustees are asking the 
voters of Sharon to take the important steps of approving the 
articles that will provide full utilization of present space by reno- 
vation of the lower floor and preparation of working drawings for 
the addition to the library that is so desperately needed.

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REPORT ON JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 
February, 1959 


The Sharon Junior High School Study Committee is presenting 
for approval at the 1959 Town Meeting a plan for remodeling the 
old High School-Wilber School building in an effort to make the 
educational program consistent at the junior high school level with 
that available through the remainder of the Sharon School System 
at the lowest possible cost. The plan provides for the education 
of 510 pupils in 17 classrooms with 17 teachers. The same num- 
ber of pupils can be educated in the present 20 classrooms with 20 
teachers. The total cost of the work involved is estimated at 
$16,850 with an eventual saving of 3 teachers’ salaries—approxi- 
mately $15,000 per year—when all rooms are used for junior high 
school purposes (present estimate—1960). 


Since the present principal’s office is wholly inadequate, it is 
planned to utilize the present superintendent’s office for the 
principal, and to provide urgently-needed guidance quarters. 


It should be emphasized that the alterations in this plan are 
such that the building can be used without further change for an 
elementary school in the event that the town continues to grow. 


No expenditures are contemplated in the Wilber Building where 
there is a total of 8 classrooms, all of adequate size for 30 pupils. 
The old High School portion of the combined building has 12 
classrooms, all but 4 of which are too small for a junior high school 
class of 30 pupils. By relocating partitions, these 12 rooms can 
be converted into 9 rooms, each capable of accommodating 30 
pupils. A saving of 3 teachers is, thereby, realized when these 
rooms are utilized to capacity. 


In analyzing the junior high school problem, two basic facts must 
be emphasized in the solution. First, junior high school classes all 
take the same basic courses and, therefore, move as a unit from 
one classroom to another while the teacher remains in her home- 
room. ‘This is distinguished from a high school where there are 
many different courses, and where classroom units vary widely in 
size. Second, the largest number of pupils per class that can be 
handled by one teacher at the junior high school level, without 
sacrificing teaching effort, is approximately 30 pupils. This num- 
ber provides minimum cost while allowing the teacher to work 
with a group of pupils of manageable size. 


The Committee believes that its recommendations are minimum 
requirements for a satisfactory and economical educational pro- 
gram at the junior high school level. The Committee still feels 
that the physical education and lunchroom facilities are sub- 
standard, and that there are many other alterations and improve- 
ments which are highly desirable though not absolutely necessary 
for maintaining a satisfactory educational program. In restricting 
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its recommendations to these minima, the Committee is taking 
calculated risks in respect to the sewage, heating, and electrical 
systems. Failure in service of any of these systems will result in 
additional and substantial expenditures for repair or replacement. 
It should, also, be noted that no routine repairs or equipment 
items are included in the recommendations. 


A sketch of the present facilities, with the proposed alterations 
for the first and second floors of the old High School, are shown. 


Recommended expenditures for these changes are as follows:

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN

The year 1960 was not without its problems. 


It began with continued vacancies in two important Town positions, 
Chief of the Police Department and Superintendent of Public Works. 
Until those positions were filled, Patrolman William Cornell, up to the 
time he suffered incapacitating injuries in the performance of his duties, 
and then Patrolman Frederick Jones, served as interim Chief of the Police 
Department and Highway Superintendent Charles F. Williams performed 
as acting Superintendent of Public Works. Despite the fact that those men 
were merely temporary fill-ins, each performed his added duties with dis- 
tinction and made the difficult transition easier. In May, Donald Atkinson, 
a resident of Wilmington, was appointed Superintendent of Public Works. 
Two months later, Patrolman Albert R. Horan, Jr., who headed the Civil 
Service list, was promoted to Chief of the Police Department. Both are 
young men. The enthusiasm and originality of thought which both have 
brought to their tasks bode well for the efficiency of their respective de- 
partments and, of course, for the future of the Town. 


The metering of water, which went into effect on July 1, brought into 
the open several related problems. First, a number of houses were found 
to have no place in which a meter could be installed. As a result, a pit 


or other outside receptacle will have to be installed for each of those 
houses before the water consumed by the occupants can be measured. In 
the meantime, the department has experimented with various devices in 
order to determine the most economical outside receptacle. Second, meter 
readers soon found that quite a few meters were defective and had to be 
adjusted, repaired or replaced. Some of those meters were installed over 
five years ago and have not been checked since. In the future, the number 
which will require adjustment, repairs or replacement each year should be 
much less. Third, unexpected difficulties in obtaining a necessary part for 
the new accounting machine and in the operation of that machine have 
delayed billings for the quarter ended September 30. The delay has re- 
sulted in a loss of revenue for 1960. However, that loss will be made up 
in 1961. These petty annoyances have been or will soon be overcome. 
Undoubtedly, the metering of water will accomplish, as intended, the 
fair apportionment of the cost of water on the basis of use. Whether it 
will also result in a substantial drop in water consumption, as predicted 
by some, is still open to question. While there has been a reduction in 
the consumption of water since July 1, it may well be attributable to fav- 
orable weather conditions rather than to any conscious effort on the part 
of users to keep their cost down by conserving water. Nevertheless, the 
Board has decided to defer temporarily the construction of a standpipe in 
the East Sharon section until the effect that the measuring of water will 
have upon its consumption can be more accurately determined. 


Another area of concern has been the inadequacy of the public beach 
and parking area, the refreshment stands which on occasion have been 
the source of annoyances, and the manner in which some boating and 
water skiing enthusiasts, many of whom are non-residents, have endangered 
and harrassed swimmers, fishermen, other boatsmen, and skiers as well as 
themselves. To plan for the solution of some of these problems, which 
will grow worse as the Town and the surrounding communities increase 
in population, the Board has made provision, subject to the approval of 
the voters at the annual Town meeting, for the acquisition of the Daub’s 
Refreshment Stand on the westerly side of the lake and the Scott Stand 
and property on the northerly side. The acquisition of both parcels will 
provide the Town with more beach frontage and parking space for resi- 
dents, and, at the same time, eliminate two troublesome spots. Proposed, 
too, is the appointment of a committee with funds for professional assist- 
ance to plan for the enlargement and landscaping of the beach area and 
the interchangeable use of the beach and high school grounds for recre- 
ational and other uses. Also submitted for adoption or rejection at the 
same meeting will be an amendment to the Town’s By-Laws drastically 
limiting the speed of motorboats and providing for better controls. These 
preliminary steps, if approved by the voters, will provide the residents 
with a much improved and safer beach, better recreational and parking 
facilities and, will also provide better playground area for the high school. 


There were many bright spots, too. 


As already indicated, the Board believes in retrospect that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Atkinson as Superintendent of Public Works and the pro- 
motion of Patrolman Horan to Chief of the Police Department were wise 
decisions. With Chief of the Fire Department, Walter B. Roach, the Town 
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is fortunate to have three capable and devoted public servants to head 
important departments. 


The Town was also fortunate in escaping, as lightly as it did, from 
Hurricane Donna. But credit should also be given to Mr. Raymond Barley, 
local head of Civil Defense, and the members of his unit, and to the 
employees of the Fire, Police and Public Works Departments and to the 
Police and Fire volunteer auxiliaries. It was their performance, often at 
considerable risk to their own safety, which contributed so much to the 
protection and well being of the Townspeople during that crisis and to 
the Town’s speedy recovery. 


Finally, we must publicly acknowledge our appreciation and that of the 
taxpayers for the service which so many citizens render free of charge, 
in one form or another, to the Town. At the same time, we feel compelled 
to pay particular tribute in behalf of all the voters for the years of service 
rendered as a Selectman by Dr. Arnold Barton who retired voluntarily from 
the Board after completing two full terms. One more group is deserving 
of mention, and that is the Selectmen’s Insurance Committee. Upon their 
recommendation, it was decided to place most of the Town’s insurance 
with mutual companies and the Town’s buildings and contents under 
the so-called Public and Institutional Property Plan.

As the change in administration came on June 1, 1960, there have 
been very few changes in policy. However, there are three changes which 
I would like to call to your attention. First, is the re-adjusting of the 
water service connection fee to bring this fee into line with the cost to 
the Town of installing this pipe. Second, is the adoption, by the Board 
of Selectmen, of the new water rate proposed by the Department of 
Public Works. This new metered rate differs from the previous flat rate 
in that you ate now paying for the amount of water consumed. Third, 
is a proper preventive maintenance schedule and a general care program 
for all Department of Public Works’ equipment. Up-to-date service 
records are now kept to prevent expensive repairs at a later date. 


At this time I would like to propose certain changes which I recom- 
mend being adopted in the immediate future. The first and most im- 
portant, is a reasonable equipment replacement program. Such a pro- 
gram has been outlined in detail in the “Six Year Financial Plan” pre- 
pared by the Planning Board, and if this is followed with minor correc- 
tions each year, it will help increase the efficiency of this Department. 
My second proposed policy change is the adoption and publishing of the 
proposed “Regulations and Rates of the Water Division.” These regula- 
tions will govern the installation and use of service pipes, meters and the 
already adopted rates of water consumption. 


As in past years, progress has continued in the maintenance of streets, 
drains, trees, brooks, and other existing facilities. Progress has also been 
made in the construction of new facilities. Foremost among these projects 
is the sanding and sealing of 9.64 miles of roadway and the construction 
of the unfinished portion of West Street, which was left unfinished by the 
Developer. The Town Dump, a necessary eye sore, has been improved 
by the planting of a tree barrier along Mountain Street. A detailed out- 
line of maintenance and construction projects is included in the Highway 
Division report. 


This year Mother Nature raised havoc with the Department’s work 
schedule, causing a six to eight weeks delay. This has caused the De- 
partment to discontinue the Chapter 90 construction project on Bay Road 
until the spring of 1961. Hurricane Donna alone cost the town $6664.35, 
of which $4871.70 was charged to the regular Highway Budget. The re- 
mainder was paid out of the budget for “Care of Trees.” 


As Sharon expands its population, we are faced with a growing need 
to expand our facilities. There are four immediate areas upon which our 
attention should be focused. The beach front, being one of the Town’s 
leading assets, should be enlarged by relocating Beach Street, thereby pro- 
viding sufficient area for proper parking and recreational purposes. The 
work force of the Department of Public Works should be increased as 
our Town expands to handle the additional work load. The street light- 
ing in Post Office Square should be modernized in line with the plan 
prepared by the Boston Edison Company in conjunction with this De- 
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partment. Finally, every effort should be made to change Bay Road, which 
is presently a Chapter 90 layout, to a state highway. Since Bay Road 
is the town line between Stoughton and Sharon and is also a connecting 
link from Canton and Stoughton to Easton, it qualifies as a state highway, 
thereby freeing the available Chapter 90 funds to be used in the recon- 
struction of Pond, Billings and East Foxboro Streets. 


I would like to take the opportunity to thank all the Department of 
Public Works employees and the various town departments for their help 
and cooperation; also, the Board of Selectmen for their help, cooperation 
and understanding of the many problems confronting my department. 


Street Layouts 


The street layout program was centered on Capen Hill Road, which 
will be presented to the 1961 Town Meeting for acceptance. This de- 
partment worked closely with the County Engineers in the past year lay- 
ing out Pond and Mountain Streets, which will be eligible for Chapter 
90 construction funds in the future.

TREE DIVISION 
JAMES LEIGHTON, Foreman in Charge 


Sharon trees suffered extensive damage during Hurricane Donna. Due 
to lack of funds, the majority of our trees had to be left in a deplorable 
condition. With the start of a new year, the Division is making every 
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effort with limited funds to remove the remaining branches and hangers 
left by Donna. Of the trees scheduled prior to the storm to be removed, 
only eight could be removed. 


During 1960, 663.5 hours were consumed in supervision of the clear- 
ance of the Boston Edison’s electric lines. This insured protection of the 
Town's trees. The cost of this is assumed by the Boston Edison’s con- 
tractor. 


Dutch Elm Disease Control 


Hurricane Donna delayed our removal program to such an extent that 
we werte able to remove only 66 diseased elms. Since we cannot remove 
any diseased trees overhanging electric wires, this control program is 
being handicapped. The Boston Edison Company is now making every 
effort to remove elms afflicted with this disease.

WATER DIVISION 
Otis S. TOLMAN, Superintendent 


Sharon has taken a major step this year in the inauguration of a water 
meter billing system. These meters have been in the process of being 
installed since 1955, and 1960 sees us near the completion of the project. 
The purchase of a new National Cash Register machine has simplified 
the preparation of these bills. In the following charts, a considerable de- 
crease is notable in the consumption of water from the month of July 
through September in comparison with previous years. This is to be 
expected at the start of such a meter billing system, and consumption is 
expected to rise again during the summer months of 1961. 


This Division was informed in September, 1960, by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, that chlorination at Pumping Station No. 4 
would have to be continued until sources of possible pollution are elimi- 
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nated. The current ratio of chlorine is one gallon per million gallons of 
water, a ratio so minute that only residents in the immediate vicinity of the 
pumping station should notice any trace in their water.

As in past years, we have received numerous complaints that oil slick 
on the Lake is a source of pollution. Tests made by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health indicate that no appreciable amounts of 
bacteria is contained in the water. The lake front was open every day to 
the public, except during inclement weather. The one exception to this 
was caused by the invasion of thousands of migrating flying ants. 
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Report of The Waterfront Director 


Last summer the five Red Cross instructors working at Lake Massapoag 
taught a total of 998 people, an increase of nearly nine percent over the 
year before. In the afternoon these people supervised the many other 
swimmers that used the Sharon beach and dock system. For both swim- 
ming instruction and general public use it was obvious that the present 
dock system was too small to safely accommodate the hundreds of people 
that used it every day. Teaching a group of as many as 80 children all 
needing shallow water and dock support became difficult and sometimes 
nearly impossible. Further, this crowding on insufficient dock space made 
the public use of the dock critically dangerous during busy afternoon 
periods. At times there were so many people moving on the dock that 
their weight would loosen the dock foundation, and often younger chil- 
dren were accidentally pushed off into deep water by a group of people 
working their way along the overcrowded dock. 


The lifeguards repaired loose or splintered boards throughout the season. 
The footing on the dock became particularly slippery and dangerous dur- 
ing the busy afternoon periods when the boards were constantly wet. The 
lifeguards painted the docks and then applied sand directly over the wet 
paint to cover the smooth wood surface for better footing, but this sand- 
and-paint mixture wore off and was not a very adequate solution. 


All of these facts point to the obvious need for a safer and more ade- 
quate dock system for the Sharon public beach. An entirely new dock of 
metal or treated wood is one solution and might be the cheapest long-run 
investment. 


If the immediate expense of such a system is too great, several relatively 
inexpensive modifications of the dock will have to be considered to ex- 
pand the teaching and swimming areas. One addition suggested by the 
waterfront staff would increase the diving, swimming, and instructional 
area, and incorporate a closed pool and breakwater for choppy weather. 


A completely new dock providing for all of these needs that would not 
require constant repairs might well be the best solution. But whatever the 
decision, the need this year for an adequate dock, new or modified, is clear 
and should not be denied or postponed any longer. 


Last summer the sailing instructors used one of the town’s aluminum 
boats for their program. This left the lifeguards with only one boat to 
patrol the length of the beach. A further difficulty with the single boat is 
that it is hard to launch quickly, particularly in a crowded swimming space 
where the boat is clumsy, and the oars require maneuvering space. Some 
additional water transport is required, and a light surfboard that one man 
can easily handle to help a distressed swimmer or to patrol the waters 
seems both the cheapest and the best choice. With only one boat available, 
one that can easily be at the opposite end of the beach when the situ- 
ation demands it, some additional protection is needed, and a surfboard 
is the logical means. 


One final suggestion is that the lifeguards wear bright orange bathing 
suits and pith helmets that would make them stand out along the crowded 
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beachfront. Such uniforms would not only make the lifeguards more con- 
spicuous, but would lend authority and make the job that much easier. 
Last year’s waterfront staff considered that a fair policy would be for the 
town to purchase one bathing suit for each lifeguard, and the lifeguards 
to pay for a second. 


These are the immediate improvements that increasing use of the 
public beach necessitates for the coming summer. They are based on the 
assumption that the most important concern of a waterfront program 
should be the safety of every person involved. 


Such a principle, it seems, would also require an increase in personnel 
that last summer was 25 percent smaller than the summer before in spite 
of a nine percent increase in swimmers instructed, and a similar increase 
in the use of the Sharon beach. If it is necessary to attract the qualified 
people, the salaries of the lifeguards should be raised to a dollar-an-hour 
level. 


Also, for next summer, a fairer policy of paying for the instructors 
aquatic school training should be considered. Instead of including the 
money in the instructor’s salary, one half of the $60 fee should be paid 
directly to any lakefront personnel who is prepared to match that amount 
and pay for the other half of the expense. This should encourage life- 
guards to return to aquatic school to review their skills and learn new ones 
such as handicapped swimming and small craft safety. 


This concern for the public safety aimed at eliminating the dangerous 
situations that lead to accidents demands the following simple rules of 
beach conduct: 


No picnicking 

No glass bottles on the beach 

No dogs 

No ball-playing 

No swimming in the boating area 

No artificial floats 

Snorkel and mask users must swim with a “buddy” 


Other obvious regulations that apply to the use of the dock are: 


No running 

No pushing 

No jumping or diving into the water near other swimmers 
No swimming under the dock 


This last set of rules was painted directly onto the dock. All of these 
regulations are simple and were considered essential to the safety and dis- 
cipline of the beach by the lifeguards. They should be painted on signs 
and posted conspicuously at both gates, and posted or painted on the center 
lifeguard tower before the beginning of next summer. 


With this principle of safety in mind, improvements and additions 
were made to the waterfront last year. 


A buddy system was adopted to encourage the safety of swimming to- 
gether, and to permit an immediate check of the instruction areas in case 
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of any emergency. Additional emphasis was placed on lifesaving skills in 
the older classes. The most advanced swimming class was extended to 
include discussion and practice of these skills. It is important to remember 
that while lifeguard patrol of the beach is essential and important, the 
best water safety investment parents can have is the skilled instruction 
of nearly 10 percent of the town’s younger citizens in the skills of swim- 
ming and lifesaving. The beginning swimming class was shortened by 
15 minutes. Otherwise the schedule of instruction remained the same as 
Jast year. 


Complete records of the achievements of every swimmer taught were 
kept and duplicate records sent to the Red Cross. Every student received 
a card showing his progress during the instruction. 


Towards the end of the summer the swimmers in class began cleaning 
out the rocks near the dock by carrying out two handfuls of stone after 
each class. Although this system takes time, there was a noticeable im- 
provement in the bottom after two weeks. 


Mr. Hall provided kickboards and Mr. Heller secured some bamboo 
poles to supplement the equipment on the beach. The docks were painted 
and sanded during the summer. 


But last summer cannot be measured in just the improvements ac- 
complished and changes needed. I thought that the instruction during the 
summer was especially successful, and this teaching made my summer 
particularly satisfying and enjoyable. I appreciate the opportunity to have 
worked as head lifeguard last summer, and I thank Mr. Hall for his guid- 
ance and assistance. 


I conclude with the hope that the town will consider the improvements 
outlined in this report to make next summer an even better and safer one.

Radio 


The base station and mobile units in trucks, and Chief’s car have been 
tested and are in good working order. Five Plectron receivers have been 
added, and placed in the homes of call firemen. These receivers work off 
of our base station with a tone signal and are tested every night at 6:30 
P.M. 


Fire Alarm System: 


New lines have been added and box 446 installed on East Foxboro St. 
at Lakeview St. 


Wires and crossarms have been changed over for the Edison Light, 
and Telephone Company installation of new and replacement of poles 
on our streets. 


Hurricane Donna did a lot of damage to our fire alarm system. We 
had wires down, crossarms broken and alarm boxes in parts of town were 
out of service for two and three days.

Fireman Training: 


Drills were carried out twice a month on the first Monday and third 
Tuesday. Drill records are kept for each member on his ladder work, 
hose lines, pumps, gas mask, rescue, and firefighting. Lt. Stanley McLean, 
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and Lt. John Van Vaerenewyck, are now members of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Fire Department Instructors which was instituted, September 
1959, to promote Fire Department training and education. 


Chief Roach and other members of the department attended fire training 
classes at the New Haven, Connecticut, Fire School. 


Miscellaneous: 


At the Firemen’s Ball held this past year, $200 was set aside for a 
scholarship fund. The 1960 scholarship went to Miss Dian Hamm, 117 
Norwood St., Sharon. 


Inspections of stores, schools, churches, public buildings, rest home, and 
hospital have been carried out. The department worked with the Police 
Department, on the illegal use of fireworks and homemade bombs, around 
town. 


Rescue Markers: 


Fluorescent markers have been placed on the homes of the aged, blind, 
bedridden and handicapped in the community. These markers are ex- 
pected to prove helpful in expediting rescues of handicapped persons in 
in case of fire. 


Fire Prevention talks were given to many Clubs, and Associations in 
town during the year.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ALBERT R. HORAN, JR., Chief 


During the year 1960, there were a total of one hundred eighty-five 
(185) reported auto accidents. Of these accidents one hundred forty-four 
(144) were reported to the Registry of Motor Vehicles as required by 
Chapter 90, Section 29 of the General Laws; sixty-five (65) claimed 
personal injury and property damage, sixty-four (64) claimed property 
damage, and fifteen (15) claimed personal injury. The remaining forty- 
one (41) were minor accidents. In the report of accidents released by this 
office, it was indicated that of the 185 accidents reported in the town, 29 
occurred on Route I at the intersection of Old Post Road. 


Following in importance was South Main Street, in particular the area 
covering East Foxboro Street, south to the Foxboro line where 45 mis- 
haps occurred. The report also shows that the hours of 4 to 7 p.m. and 
6 to 8 a.m. were the most dangerous, and: Friday, Saturday and Monday 
were the most dangerous days of the week when 82 accidents occurred. 


Rear-end collisions were the leading type, totalling 56 or almost 13 of 
all accidents. Intersection accidents followed with 32 and off-the-road 
third with a total of 31. As a result of the report, all motorists are cau- 
tioned to be especially alert when driving on Route I and Old Post Road, 
and at those other locations noted above. 


The department during said year responded to one hundred fourteen 
(114) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to the 
various hospitals. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. The depart- 
ment participated in all the “Operation Road Watch” programs through- 
out the year. 


During the year the department received forty-four hundred thirty-

SHARON CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY

The Sharon Civil Defense Organization had a very active year. Dur- 
ing the heavy snowstorm in March, the Special Police and Communica- 
tions Divisions put in many hours of creditable service. 


Again, on September 12, during Hurricane Donna, when the Governor 
declared an emergency, the Sharon Civil Defense was put on active duty. 
Headquarters was activated and the Special Police and Communications 
personnel were used on September 12 and 13. 


Special Police were also on duty at the Annual Town Meeting in 
March, on Memorial Day, on July 4 and Hallowe'en. On Hallowe’en we 
had six short-wave-equipped automobiles manned by special police work- 
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ing with our two regular police cruisers. This coverage apparently resulted 
in one of the most quiet Hallowe’ens we have had in some time. 


Each Monday evening the Communications Division participated in 
the Sector 2-D Civil Defense Drill. 


We procured a 30-kilowatt generator which is capable of supplying 
lights for the Town Hall, Police and Fire Stations during an emergency 
power failure. 


Many thanks are extended to the many unpaid Civil Defense workers 
who give of their time for town services during emergencies. 


The fine spirit of cooperation between all town departments and the 
Civil Defense organizations is also very much appreciated.

REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR 


PUTNAM STEELE, Inspector 


Samples of milk and cream sold in town were collected on a monthly 
basis and analysis made in the laboratory as to bacteriological condition 
and content of butterfat and total solids. The results of analysis show very 
good quality of milk and cream sold in Sharon. Assay was made in some 
cases for antibiotic residue as approved by State Division of Food and 
Drugs, and results of assay showed negative. This is very good, as anti- 
biotic residue in milk is very undesirable and constitutes a health hazard. 
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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 
FRANK R. PARRY, Director 


Overall activities and time required for Veterans’ Services increased 
about 15% in 1960 over 1959. Registration for Selective Service of 
Sharon boys reaching their eighteenth birthday nearly doubled in 1960, 
compared to 1959. 


Direct financial assistance was extended to fifteen veterans, their widows, 
and families during 1960. Average period during which help was needed 
lasted four and one-half weeks. There are at present five permanent cases. 
Direct and indirect costs for 1960 will approximate $10,100. About 
$3800 will be refunded by the State; and recovery of about $1000 addi- 
tional is in process covering insurance payments made to beneficiaries of 
Veterans’ Benefits. 


A major part of the Veterans’ Services consists in aiding veterans and 
their dependents to obtain Federal benefits, such as widows’ pensions, 
non-service connected payments, funeral allowances, hospitalization, tax 
reductions, etc. Full advantage of Federal Law, including Social Security 
payments, is taken to reduce or eliminate payments from Sharon. 


With the average age of World War I veterans now over 65, a greater 
number for requests for assistance may be expected as each year passes. 
In 1960 a breakdown of those requiring financial assistance was World 
War I — 6; World War II 8, Korean 1. Duration of assistance by War is: 
World War I a total of 49 months; World War II a total of 6 months; and 
Korean, 1 month. 


It is a pleasure to report the complete cooperation and assistance I have 
received from the various Town Departments and Boards during 1960.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


FRANK FOSTER, JR., Chairman

Throughout 1960 the Board of Public Welfare administered Old Age 
Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, Disability Assistance and General 
Relief. Under these programs public assistance is available to qualifying 
individuals and family groups who are in need. With the exception of 
General Relief these programs are well-defined by statutes and regulations 
at both the federal and state levels. General Relief, however, is admin- 
istered by the town, for the most part town financed, and has its basis in 
state law. 


Effective, October 1, 1960, the Old Age Assistance law was amended to 
include a new program entitled “Medical Assistance for the Aged.” The 
new amendment authorizes the granting of medical aid to the low-income 
aged via more liberalized eligibility requirements. 


Substantial federal and state “grants-in-aid” funds are made available 
to the town for the programs of Old Age Assistance and Medical Assist- 
ance for the Aged, Aid to Dependent Children, and Disability Assistance 
provided that these categories are properly administered and expenditures 
responsibly incurred. | | 


The size of the “grants-in-aid” monies is illustrated by the following list 
of categorical expenditures for 1960 and the correspondinging financial 
shares of each government.

Above breakdown of financial responsibilities is subject to some reduc- 
tion based on allocation of recoveries and final audit.

A portion of this amount will be allocated to the state 
and federal governments. 


At the end of the year we returned to the town $15,283.46 from ap- 
propriated funds.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
Mrs, ESTHER CHASE, Administratwe Librarian 
To the Trustees of the Sharon Public Library: 


It is my privilege to submit the following report on the activities of 
the library during the year 1960. There were four major achievements 
which are as follows: 


@ A 3600-foot addition to the existing library was constructed and 
partially occupied. 


@ Substantial progress has been made toward furnishing and equip- 
ping the addition. 


@ 2,143 books have been purchased, processed, and added to the 
collection. 


@ The library has, through the efforts of a devoted and loyal staff, 
provided adequate service to borrowers in spite of increasing de- 
mand and difficult working conditions. 


The outstanding step in growth and development of library service 
to the people of Sharon has been the completion and occupation of the 
new addition. This has indeed been a dream come true to every borrower 
and every petson in any way associated with the library. As we have 
watched the construction progress, we have been able to fully appreciate 
what it means to have sufficient floor space to accommodate our student 
borrowers, our ever-enthusiastic adult and juvenile readers and our ex- 
panding book collection. It has been extremely rewarding to witness the 
pride and pleasure expressed by all who have had the opportunity to use 
the new children’s library since it opened December 19. Within a few 
weeks radical changes will be made in the adult library to increase efficiency 
in serving the entire reading public. 


The decision to register seventh and eighth grade students in the adult 
library was made in 1960 to provide them with a wider selection of books 
and more adequate reference materials. In connection with the adoption 
of this plan, a Junior High School Library Club, having 24 members, was 
formed as a regular school-time activity, meeting in two groups at the 
library two days a week. As a result, a genuine interest in library functions 
among the young people has developed. Through the combined efforts 
of teachers and Library Club members, a small library in the Junior High 
School building has been opened to students. 


Several steps have been taken toward the furnishing and equipping of 
the new addition. Wooden wall shelving has been purchased for the adult 
library, and will be installed early in 1961; a charge-out desk has been 
ordered for the Children’s Library — a generous gift from the Sharon 
Rotary Club; plans for the further equipment of this area have been made. 
We have been fortunate in obtaining the assistance of several qualified 
people in developing these plans, details of which will be presented 
separately. 


A situation exists in Sharon which is quite unique. Every book in our 
library is apparently, from a statistical viewpoint, circulating 5.5 times per 
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year. This conclusion may be drawn from the fact that we now have 
about 18,500 books available to borrowers which are circulating 104,541 
times. Naturally, this mathematical situation does not really exist for many 
of our books are of a special nature which limits their use. For others, the 
demand is so great that we cannot meet it adequately even with additional 
copies. Therefore, in reference to the opening summary statement that 
we have added 2,143 books to the 1960 collection, I recommend that not 
less than 2,500 new books be purchased in 1961 with an additional al- 
lowance for replacements of discarded volumes as may be desirable. A plan 
of acquisition is now functioning in the library by which all titles will be 
selected with particular attention to rounding out our basic book collection 
as well as providing for current needs in all reading areas. A listing of 
all new books will be posted monthly as a new service to readers. 


The program of direct service to elementary schools, under the direction 
of Mrs. Mary Bell, was very popular again this year and will be con- 
tinued in 1961. A total of 4,651 books were borrowed, an increase in 
circulation of 895 books over the previous year, and each school was visited 
15 times. Students from the outlying areas of Sharon, who would other- 
wise be unable to obtain books regularly, benefit most from this service. 


What is adequate library service as mentionad in point four? A con- 
troversial question at best, this must be interpreted in terms of our local 
situation as it exists rather than by comparison with other libraries in 
larger communities. The graph below clearly indicates the growth in 
demand for library service, which is now being met by a larger building, 
the expansion of both reference and circulating book collections, and ex- 
tended hours open to the public. In 1961, a reference and readers’ ad- 
visory service will be provided to assist students and readers in locating 
all the materials which are available in any subject field. Therefore, if 
library service is defined as bringing together books and readers in suitable 
surroundings, the Sharon Public Library is adequately fulfilling its function 
in the community.

The hours the library has been opened were increased in 1956. Hence 
the year 1955 represents the figures for the year before a change in 
number of hours. The population served by each library was changed at 
bea end of 1959 by shifting the 7th and 8th grade age group to the Adult 

ibrary. 


It is impossible to avoid peaks in the daily work load created by circula- 
tion. However, by opening both Libraries on Wednesday afternoon and 
Opening the Adult Library each weekday at 1:00 P.M., the load can be 
spread out to some extent. More important, in any event, is the fact that 
the library will now be available to the borrowers on all weekdays. The 
Trustees have voted to open the Library the following hours during 1961:

Library Procedures 


A study has shown that we can double the life of a book by properly 
protecting it. The cost of supplies required is small compared to the pro- 
longed use of the books which are actively circulated. 


In the Junior Library, a charge-out machine and card system will be 
installed during 1961. This will help the librarian charge out books more 
quickly and more accurately. The books are to be marked with the proper 
identification number to aid the staff in returning the books to the proper 
location on the shelves. 


Building and Equipment 

The addition to the present building and alterations were substantially 
completed by December first. The Junior Library was moved into the 
new quarters on December 17, 1960. We plan to extend the Adult Library 
into the new building as rapidly as time and money will allow. Part of 
the funds for moving and equipping were taken from the 1960 budget. 
The Friends of the Library are soliciting funds for equipment and the 
Trustees have requested the appropriation at the 1961 Town Meeting of 
the balance immediately necessary. 

The Trustees are indebted to the Building Committee: William Smith, 
Gardner Derry and Mrs. Richard Hayden. This committee did a splendid 


job of supervising the construction of the building, planning the equip- 
ment and decorations. We were also fortunate to have the full cooperation 
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of the architects, Korslund, LeNormand & Quann, Inc. and of the con- 
tractor, A. Bonfatti & Co. Inc. There was less than $1,000 in change 
orders needed to carry on the construction of the new building and the 
alteration of the old building. 


The Trustees are indebted to the School Committee, Superintendent 
Herman Richardson and Business Manager Edward Dann for their co- 
operation in giving us the use of the classroom at the School Street School 
for the Junior Library for several months. This assistance made it possible 
to keep the Junior Library in operation with a minimum of interruptions 
during the construction period.

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Trust Funds 


The income from the Trust Funds has been used for the purchase of 
books. No changes were made during the year in the investing of the 
funds. Earnings have remained substantially the same for several years. 


State Funds Available 


A bill was passed late in 1960 providing funds from State Income Taxes 
for the improvement of library services in the towns of the Common- 
wealth. Sharon will receive $2500 during 1961 (25 cents per capita). The 
State Library Board requires that at the end of two years the Sharon Public 
Library be opened 50 hours per week. The Trustees have taken a step in 
this direction by planning to open 43 hours in 1961 and to increase the 
hours to the required 50 in 1963. The Sharon Public Library qualifies for 
the State funds in all other respects. 


The Library receives funds at present from the following sources: 
Income from Trust Funds 
Appropriation by Town 
Dog Fund 
Gifts. 


The Library from fines and payments for lost books and lost cards, re- 
turned to the Town the sum of $1345.15 during 1960. 


It is contemplated that the State funds will improve the services of the 
library through increasing the hours the library is open, providing needed 
equipment and increasing the book collection. The State funds will be 
received by the Town Treasurer and the Library receives it by appropri- 
ation by the Town. 


Future Plans 


The Sharon Public Library has brought its staff and building facilities 
along to keep pace with the increase in population and use of the library 
services. The plans for 1961 provide for the necessary equipment to 
utilize the building and the increase in the hours the library is open. The 
greatest need remaining to be provided for is the size and scope of the 
book collection. Hence, in 1962 and the years following, every effort will 
be made to accelerate the improvement of the book collection.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and the Citizens of Sharon: 
I am pleased to present my Eleventh Annual Report. 


Last year’s Annual Report dealt with changes and improvements in 
the educational offering in the Sharon Public Schools during the previous 
decade. Evidence was presented to show that the Sharon Schools were 
better schools at the end of the period than at its beginning. 


Costs 


The 1959 Annual Report was concerned with an evaluation of the 
QUALITY of education in Sharon. Purposely, little or no mention was 
made of COSTS. But superior schools do not just happen; they are in 
large measure the result of financial support. 


The citizens of Sharon are entitled to know what their schools, as 
compared to schools in other communities, are costing. The school budget 
in 1961 will exceed, for the first time, one million dollars. Ten years ago 
that figure would have been unthinkable for Sharon. Raw cost figures, 
however, provide little basis for comparison. We should consider the 
total budget for current operating costs in relation to net costs to the 
town, to costs in the United States, to costs in similar communities, to 
the number of pupils being educated. 


Education is not cheap, nationally. It is not cheap in New England or 
in Sharon. The cost information noted below is not an attempt to prove 
that it is. What this information purports to do is to show how school 
costs in Sharon compare with those in other communities and in other 
areas. Nationally-accepted comparison standards are used in three major 
areas — cost per pupil, average teacher's salary, and pupil-teacher ratio. 
In spite of that, the norming cannot be one hundred percent accurate, 
nor can it in every instance tell the full story. What it does do is to 
give as fair as possible yardstick for comparing school costs. The national 
and regional figures are based on 1960 surveys by School Management 
Magazine and the Metropolitan School Study Council.

The above graphs indicate that 
In per-pupil costs: 


1. Sharon is about average for the nation. 


2. Sharon schools cost about $100 less than the “Top Tenth” in New 
England. 


3. The “Top Tenth” in New England is nearly $300 less than the median 
of 62 selected suburban towns. 


In average teachers’ pay: 
1. Sharon is above average for the country. 


2. Sharon pays approximately $500 less than the “Top Tenth” in New 
England. 
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3. That the “Top Tenth” in New England is about $1,000 below com- 
parable systems, nationally. 


In Pupil-Teacher ratio: 
1. Sharon is about average, nationally. 


2. We have less staff, considering our enrollments, than most good school 
systems in New England. 


3. Several school systems approach the pupil-teacher ratio of some of 
the most outstanding and most expensive private schools. 


School Building Program 
It is time to start building again! 
Sharon’s School Building Expansion Committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the School Committee, Board of Selectmen, Warrant Com- 
mittee, and Planning Board, five at-large members, and the Superintendent 


of Schools, has advised the School Committee and the town that our few 
years’ respite from building new schools is fast drawing to a close. 


Our elementary schools, including the High Street and Pleasant Street 
buildings, were designed to house 1850 pupils. Next year we anticipate 
1918 elementary school pupils. 


Our junior high school building has sufficient rooms to accommodate a 
normal load of 500. That figure will be surpassed in 1963. 


Our new high school was built to house initially 700 pupils. We an- 
ticipate 850 pupils in 1963. 


The School Building Expansion Committee has, after careful study and 
consideration, made the following recommendations: 


1. Acquire now school sites to meet the probable needs of the next 15 
or 20 years. 


2. Add to the present high school building by September, 1963. 
3. Build a junior high school building about 1967. 


4. Build new elementary schools as increases in the town’s population 
and school enrollment dictate. 


The above schedule would result in the following: 
1. Some shortage of classroom space at all levels for a few years. 


2. The simultaneous relief of the high school and elementary school 
shortage by temporary utilization of some of the proposed additional 
spaces at the high school building for elementary school classes. 


3. Possible short-term relief of junior high school overcrowding by use 
of the Pleasant Street School as an annex. 


4. The conversion of the present junior high school to an elementary 
school upon completion of the proposed new junior high school build- 


ing.

The School Building Expansion Committee’s proposals warrant the sup- 
port of the town. They are made to meet the educational facilities needs 
of Sharon, and represent the most economical means of meeting those 
needs. 


There are, today, more pupils in kindergarten than there were in 1949- 
1950 in all six grades of the then junior-senior high school:

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


PAUL J. BERGER, Chairman 
RICHARD S. BOLAN BARBARA W. KIMBALL

During 1960 the Planning Board held approximately forty regular meet- 
ings and conducted five public hearings on proposed subdivisions, zoning 
and related matters. In addition the Board met with a number of indi- 
viduals, committees, boards and agencies including Representative Rus- 
sell Hayden, the Attorney General’s Office, the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works, Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, the 
Stoughton Board of Selectmen and Planning Board, the Sharon Board of 
Selectmen, Warrant Committee, Conservation Committee, Transportation 
Advisory Board, Lake Recreation Committee, various department heads 
and others. The Board also welcomed the opportunity to explain the 
Comprehensive Plan to interested groups in Sharon and representatives 
from the Board appeared before the Sharon Civic Association, Rotary 
Club, Chamber of Commerce, Junior Chamber of Commerce, Lion’s Club, 
League of Women’s Voters and Men’s Clubs for this purpose. 


GENERAL PLAN 


In March 1960, the Comprehensive or General Plan for the Town of 
Sharon as prepared and presented by Joseph C. Gray, our Consultant, was 
adopted by the Board. The studies comprising the original General Plan 
included the following: 


1) Population analyses and forecast over a 25-year period. 


2) Analysis of land resources in the Town and the implications in 
terms of future development capacities. 


3) Analysis of present land use and the suitability of land for future 
use. 


4) Analyses and recommendations with respect to community facilities, 
utilities and circulation facilities. 


5) Recommendations with regard to future land use. 


The details involved in the original studies were compiled and incor- 
porated in the General Plan during 1958, 1959 and early 1960. How- 
ever the Plan is not static in nature but is subject to continual review, 
analysis and implementation in the light of changes in the development 
of the Town. During 1960, the General Plan was augmented by a study 
of present traffic conditions in the Post Office Square area and on several 
main streets, and by an estimate of future traffic circulation in Sharon. 
This material will lead to an estimate and program of future highway 
construction which will be needed to serve the anticipated increased 
volume. Copies of the Highway and Traffic Study have been distributed 
to all registered voters. Copies of the Comprehensive Plan are available 
at Town Hall to all interested persons. 
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A further development which is an outgrowth of the General Plan, is 
the Six-Year Financial Plan inaugurated in 1959. Its purpose is to esti- 
mate the capital improvements which will be required over a six-year 
period and to allocate these improvements according to priority and in 
such a manner as to least affect the tax rate in any one year. After a series 
of discussions with the various department heads and the Board of Select- 
men, the Six-Year Financial Plan was updated to cover the years 1961-— 
1966 and copies of this report have also been distributed to all voters. 


ZONING AND SUBDIVISIONS 


At the March 1960 Town Meeting, one of two proposed changes in 
the Zoning By-Laws was adopted by the Town. This Article provided for 
special frontage and acreage lot requirements where larger subdivisions 
were established under a ‘Cluster’ pattern and a certain percentage of the 
entire tract granted to the Town for use as permanent open area. Con- 
siderable interest has been shown by prospective subdividers in this 
change which is intended to preserve large portions of each development 
in their natural beauty and to create a more interesting and ‘eye-appealing’ 
lay-out of streets and houses. 


During 1960, the Planning Board approved definitive plans on four 
new subdivisions involving 93 house lots, and preliminary plans were 
submitted on three additional subdivisions involving another 132 lots. 
In addition to these plans, as of December 31, 1960, there were outstand- 
ing subdivisions approved in prior years, but not yet completed aggregat- 
ing 117 lots. Overall subdivisions under consideration and supervision 
account for over 340 new house lots and do not include additional build- 
ing on separate isolated lots not under subdivision control. This steady 
advance of new construction throughout the limited remaining areas of 
Town illustrates the need for a continuous review of zoning laws and a 
careful supervision of all subdivisions. 


In partial fulfillment of this need, a new set of Rules and Regulations 
controlling subdivisions procedures, and the layout of streets, sidewalk 
and drainage within proposed developments was adopted by the Board 
on December 16, 1960. These general revisions are a major accomplish- 
ment for the year and represents what the Board feels to be a significant 
advance in governing subdivisions from the standpoint of design, con- 
struction and administrative supervision. Copies of these Rules and Regu- 
lations are available at the Town Tall. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 

We are pleased to announce that the bequest of $25,000 from the 
Estate of Henry P. Kendall was received and turned over to the Town 
Treasurer for investment. Under the terms of Mr. Kendall’s will, the in- 
come and principal of this bequest is to be used for the development of 
a master or study plan for the general improvement of the Town, or the 
carrying out of the same. 


We sincerely regret the recent resignation of Mrs. Barbara W. Kimball 
as a member of the Board arising on account of her extended absence in 
Europe. 
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During 1960, articles were submitted to the Sharon Advocate from time 
to time explaining the current activities of the Board. We feel that the 
voters want to be kept informed in such matters, and do stress that all 
Planning Board meetings are open to the public and everyone is cordially 
invited to attend. 


The Board was most fortunate during 1960 in having so many persons, 
groups and Town officials contribute to its program in a most willing 
and cooperative fashion. The accomplishments of the year necessarily 
required the assistance, advice and counsel of these people and, for this, 
the Board wishes to express its sincere gratitude. 


REPORT OF THE TRANSPORTATION ADVISORY BOARD

This Board’s second year of life has seen its modest budget matched 
only by an equally modest record of accomplishment. For 1960 has been 
a year in which the region’s land public transportation systems have cur- 
tailed schedules, lost more money for their public or private owners and 
found little encouragement in public plans to halt these trends. Thus, 
our Board has duly noted and studied the special subsidy program (in 
lieu of tax abatements) of the state of New Jersey, a highly successful 
and expanding program of increased service and decreased fares con- 
ducted through cooperative efforts by the city of Philadelphia and the 
Reading and Pennsylvania railroads, and a loan guarantee plan and tax 
abatement program for the New Haven and New York Central railroads 
finally instituted by the Governors of Connecticut and New York. 


Actions of the Commonwealth 


On the other hand, in the Commonwealth virtually no attempts at im- 
proving existing rail commuter services have been observed. For example, 
this Board has been unable to obtain even a statement from the Governor's 
office on the activities of the Massachusetts Transportation Commission 
except that the press noted it was active in support of the Governor's Old 
Colony rapid transit proposals. However, the defeat of these measures and 
indications by the Governor-elect that highways will continue to get first 
priority, gives us little hope for immediate improvement. It is estimated 
that the Massachusetts and Boston taxes on the New Haven facilities are 
$1,823,000 and $812,000, respectively. The costs of Route 95 in the Sharon 
area will run approximately 1-2 million dollars per mile while mainte- 
nance costs plus costs of feeder roads will come to 5-10% of this total 
annually. Hence, the continued taxation of low-cost rail facilities looks 
like very poor economics, indeed, when they relieve so much of the 
burden on our already over-taxed highway system. 
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Local Railroad Service 


The on-time record through most of 1960, with the notable exception 
of a very stormy December, appeared to be better than that of many pre- 
vious years although manpower cuts resulted in some trains of less than 
the needed number of cars and cuts in maintenance resulted in unsatis- 
factory car cleaning. The nation-wide rail strike, which seemed imminent 
during much of the spring, caused the Board to consider substitute bus 
service. However, the wage issue was settled and the very important 
working rules question (featherbedding) was placed in the hands of a 
Presidential commission which is just getting underway. 


Continued service is, unfortunately, almost entirely dependent on com- 
plete tax elimination, elimination of statutory train crew laws, and im- 
provements in city transportation systems. The spectre of bankruptcy 
looms continually before the New Haven R.R. and more than loans will 
be required to stabilize its position. The need for the service is no less 
great, however. 


Activities of the Board 


In addition to meeting approximately twelve times throughout the year, 
and reporting the substance of its meetings to the Board of Selectmen, the 
Board has received reports from the American Municipal Association (the 
Commuter Crisis), reports from the Towns of Needham and Wellesley, 
report of the Public Utilities Commission of Connecticut on the New 
Haven R.R., reports and studies from the state of New Jersey and the 
City of Philadelphia, and all data requested from the New Haven R. R. 
including all tickets sales recorded on stations of the Boston and Provi- 
dence line for the years 1956-60. Much of this material will be displayed 
at the station and elsewhere for the benefit of the townspeople. 


Outlook for the Future 


Although most of this report shows no evidence of progress, outside 
of the Commonwealth the New York and Philadelphia regious have taken 
positive steps towards improving public and private mass transportation 
systems. On the West Coast, the San Fransisco Bay area (approximately 
equal to metropolitan Boston in population) is expending an amount 
approximately equal to the cost of the Old Colony rapid transit extension 
killed in the recent legislative session, toward the study of Bay Area mass 
transportation needs. The Commonwealth’s foot-dragging would seem to 
be penny-wise and pound-foolish in contrast. The President’s Commission 
on National Goals recently recommended that “roads and rapid transit 
should be planned and financed as a unit,” and the President-elect’s an- 
nounced plans specifically include aid to commuter railroads. 


During the coming year your Board will attempt to gain participation 
of the various cities and towns along the Boston and Providence line in 
efforts to save and then improve the service. Further meetings with the 
Planning Board are expected and we will invite the new State Senator and 
Representative from the area to discuss legislative actions. Any citizen of 
the town interested in its activities is cordially invited to discuss them

After a somewhat stormy first year, the Personnel Board in 1960 en- 
joyed a year of peace and progress. 


The early part of the year was spent in a thorough re-examination of the 
By-Law in the light of experience. A substantial number of amendments 
designed to clarify its provisions and to remove inequities were accepted 
by the voters at the Annual Town Meeting in March. 


Bernard Wax was appointed to the Board upon the resignation of Frank 
Harris in April. William H. Eastman was re-elected Chairman and Arthur 
Collins as Secretary. 


Many positions throughout the Town were re-studied and re-evaluated 
during the year at the request of department heads. Several jobs were 
upgraded as a result. 


During the fall, the Personnel Board made a comprehensive review of 
salaries being paid in towns of similar size throughout Massachusetts. It 
was most gratifying to discover that Sharon’s salary ranges, with few ex- 
ceptions, compared favorably with those of other towns. In nearly all 
instances, Sharon salary maximums were above most other towns, and 
in many cases at or near the top. 


As a result of these studies, the Board recommended that no changes 
be made in the ranges for the ensuing year. 


The Board also made an extensive study of benefit programs in other 
towns. Two amendments to the By-Law are recommended as a result. The 
first will provide for four weeks’ vacation for employees with 20 years of 
service or more to the Town. The second provides for the accumulation of 
sick leave up to 75 days, as compared to the present 65. 


The Board received a high degree of cooperation throughout the year 
for which it is most grateful. Although problems and differences of 
Opinion were present, these were solved amicably through mutual respect 
and understanding. 
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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION

The Conservation Commission has been busy this year carrying out the 
intent of the 1960 Town Meeting vote wherein $1000.00 was set up for 
surveys, plans, estimates, etc., relative to proposed land acquisitions to 
further the purpose of retaining and developing the natural resources of 
the Town. The full amount of the appropriation was not spent, however, 
because of contribution by some members for engineering services. 


The overall program of land acquisition is covered in our 1959 annual 
report, which with plan was sent to all homes in Sharon. Additional 
copies of this report are still available for any interested parties. 


Massapoag Brook 


Because of encroachment of sub-divisions, and also because of the desir- 
ability of preventing stream pollution, we are at this time concentrating 
our efforts along Massapoag Brook, from Billings Street northerly to the 
Sharon-Canton town line. The brook location in this section is not ac- 
curately shown on any existing plans, and very few property lines can be 
indicated correctly without extensive investigation of many old records 
and deeds. As the brook location is the basis of all proposed land acquisi- 
tions, an accurate base line survey was run down the brook, and the 
various property lines have been located in reference to it. A 40 feet 
to the inch plan has been plotted upon which are indicated lands which 
it is desirable to acquire. Prints from this plan, or parts of it will be 
submitted to the Department of Natural Resources, with application for 
financial aid, later referred to in this report. 


Tax Title Properties 


There are several parcels of land, located for the most part in low or 
swampy areas, in various sections of the Town, which we feel should be 
acquired by the Town because of non-payment of taxes. There are several 
ets in the swampy area between Wolomolopoag Street and the rail- 
road. 


In these days of rapid growth, land uses can change suddenly, and it is 
our hope to act before emergencies arrive. With the use of heavy mechan- 
ized equipment in difficult terrain, it is no longer certain that such areas 
can be retained for water conservation and as a reserve for wild life. 


The State Aid Program 


In an effort to meet the conservation needs of the Commonwealth, the 
State has recently enacted a self-help program for its cities and towns. The 
first of its kind in the United States, this program is being watched with 
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interest by civic leaders in many states, for it represents an entirely new 
approach in the universal struggle against wasted resources and unchecked 
urban sprawl. This program offers help in two specific directions; (1) 
acquisition of lands or water deemed in community interests, and (2) 
planning the use of such lands as determined locally. 


Suitable projects would be based on the following premises: 
(a) sites must be reserved in their natural state 
(b) facilities shall be adapted to quiet enjoyment by the public 


(c) proper uses, as defined, include roads, parking areas, picnic, 
camping and swimming areas, boating, wading, outdoor games, 
winter sports, horseback riding, hiking, nature studies, rest areas, 
scenic outlook and hunting and fishing in season. 


To help accomplish these ends, the Commissioner of Natural Resources 
may reimburse towns up to 50% of the costs of approved projects. It - 
should be emphasized that any actual work is undertaken under the direc- 
tion and initiative of the local Conservation Committee, which is the 
only local agency which can qualify for such financial assistance. Title to 
land is acquired in the name of the town and the property remains under 
the jurisdiction and control of the Town Conservation Commission. 


We are pleased to report that Sharon is the first town to file an applica- 
tion for State Aid, under this act, and we have been informed by the 
Commissioner that we will probably receive approval in time for Town 
Meeting action. Interest in conservation throughout the State is moving 
rapidly forward, and there are indications that the number of towns which 
have established Conservation Commissions will double in 1961 from its 
present number of thirty-three towns. 


We have had very pleasant relations with Commissioner Foster and 
some of his staff. He has commended our Board for the excellence of our 
first report, which he has recommended for use by several towns about to 
start On a coMservation program. 


Proposals for 1961 


We have inserted two articles in the Town Warrant: (1) to provide 
for the establishment of a Conservation Fund, and an appropriation to be 
placed in it, and (2) to see if the Town will vote to expend from this 
Fund a sum of money for the purchase of land. 


Under this latter article, we intend to ask for $6000.00 which would 
cover the costs of acquiring all or any part of the land bordering Massa- 
poag Brook from Billings Street to the Sharon-Canton town line. The 
State would reimburse the Town in the amount of $3000.00 on the com- 
pletion of the land acquisition. 


It is very gratifying to note that so many people are interested in what 
we are trying to accomplish, and it is very inspirational to find that a 
few property owners have indicated a desire to donate land. Some of 
these areas are in excellent locations to conform to our overall plan, and 
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we will gladly arrange for acceptance by the Town, as soon as money is 
voted for the necessary expenses incidental to conveyancing. 


It is our intention, each year, to ask for an appropriation in an amount 
to be matched by State Funds. It would appear that over a five-year period, 
the Town could well afford to carry out and complete the recommenda- 
tions of our overall plan. 


This year we will ask for $3000.00 to be matched by the State, and 
thereafter, each year, it would appear that an annual town appropriation 
of $1000.00 to $2000.00 with state-matching funds would finance the 
program. The amount requested will depend on the direction in which 
developments are taking place, or where changes in land uses would be 
Operating so as to be harmful to conservation purposes. As stated before, 
we will, so far as possible, recommend land acquisition in areas of low 
valuation, which, for the most part, would be adjacent to water courses 
or swampy areas. 


It should be kept in mind that our recommendations are in accordance 
with those of the Planning Board, as stated in “The Comprehensive Plan 
of the Town,” and we are fully in agreement that “the lands that will 
ultimately produce Sharon’s open land pattern will be the sum of the 
Conservation, Lakefront and School Expansion Committees, the Acquisi- 
tions of the Selectmen for Rights of Way and Public Buildings, land 
purchases by State and Federal Agencies, and the expansion of the holdings 
of private organizations with programs of public or semi-public nature.” 


The members of this Commission are grateful for the interest shown in 
our Conservation Program by various individuals and groups, and we 
would be very happy to discuss this matter with anyone; especially those 
who might wish to donate land for this important project which is certain 
to benefit not only ourselves, but our children and generations to come.

REPORT OF AN AUDIT OF THE ACCOUNT 
OF THE TOWN OF SHARON 


Mr. Herman B. Dine 
Director of Accounts 
Department of Corporations and Taxation 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 
the town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 1959, and submit 
the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town accountant were ex- 
amined and checked, the recorded receipts being checked with the books of 
the treasurer and with the records of the several departments collecting 
money for the town. The payments, as entered, were checked with the 
treasury warrants, while the appropriations and transfers were checked 
with the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed by the town meet- 
ing and with the warrant committee’s authorizations of transfers from 
the reserve fund. 


The general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed, the 
necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1959 
was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The cash book was footed, the recorded receipts being compared 
with the books of the several departments collecting money for the town, 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the approved treasury warrants. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on January 23, 1960 was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances 
with statements certified by the banks of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, group 
insurance, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield were examined. The amounts 
withheld were listed and compared with the receipts recorded by the 
treasurer, while the payments to the proper agencies were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and checked with the cancelled securities on 
file. The outstanding coupons on January 23, 1960 were listed and recon- 
ciled with the balances in the bond and coupon accounts as certified by the 
banks of deposit. 


The savings bank books and secruities representing the investments of 
the several trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined 
and listed. The income was proved and the amounts transferred to the 
town were verified. 
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The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were ex- 
amined and checked. The amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were compared with the books of the collector, the redemptions were 
checked with the receipts as recorded by the treasurer, and the tax titles 
and tax possessions on hand were listed and reconciled with the town 
accountant’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked. The tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding 
at the time of the previous audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, 
were audited and proved. The recorded collections were checked with 
the payments to the treasurer and with the books of the town accountant. 
The abatements, as entered, were checked with the records of the assessors 
and other departmental records of abatements granted, while the trans- 
fers of taxes and water liens to the tax title account were verified. The 
outstanding tax, excise, departmental and water accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the respective controls in the town accountant’s ledger. 


Further verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that 
the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The collector’s cash balance on January 23, 1960 was verified by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balance 
with a statement certified by the bank of deposit. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked in 
detail. The town clerk’s records of dog licenses and sporting licenses 
issued were proved with the recorded receipts of the treasurer, and the 
cash on hand January 23, 1960 was verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, and of the police, building, 
health, school, library, and park departments, as well as of all other de- 
partments collecting money for the town, were examined and checked. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified and the cash on hand in the 
several departments was proved by actual count. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and collector’s cash, summaries of 
the tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several town officials during the 
progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to 
express appreciation.

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First Annual Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In February 1959, the Planning Board recommended the creation of a 
Conservation Committee, whose primary concern would be the conserva- 
tion of all types of open land areas and wild life as well. Previous to this 
time, they had held a series of meetings with several groups in town whose 
purposes include conservation. 


Among the groups represented at these meetings, were the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society, the Sharon Garden Club, the Sharon Fish and 
Game Club, the Massapoag Sportsmen Club, the Sharon League of Women 
Voters, the Greater Sharon Civic Association and the Rotary Club. 


The Planning Board, with the approval of the groups above mentioned, 
sponsored an article in the 1959 town warrant, and at the March 9, 1959, 
annual town meeting the following vote was passed. 


“Article 41: Voted that the town vote to mstruct the Selectmen to 
appoint a Town Conservation Commission of seven members mm 
accordance with Section 8C of Chapter 40 of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as amended by Chapter 223 of 
the Acts of 1957, said members to be appointed in a manner such 
that two members will be appointed to serve for terms of one year 
each, two members for terms of two years each, and three members 
to serve for terms of three years each, and that any and all successors 
shall serve for terms of three years each; and said commission shall 
elect from among its members a chairman and such other officers 
necessary for carrying out the purposes of the commission; and said 
commission shall carry out the purposes of such Act in coordination 
with the recommendations of the general or comprehenswe plan for 
the town as developed by the Planning Board and as it may exist from 
time to time; and that the sum of $300.00 be appropriated from 
available funds for the expenses of the said Commission,’ 


Chapter 223 of the Acts of 1957, which is an amendment to Chapter 40 
of the General Laws, provides for a very broad program of conservation 
including the promotion and development of Natural Resources, and for 
the protection of water resources of the town. The Conservation Commis- 
sion is authorized to conduct researches into its local land areas, and shall 
seek to coordinate the activities of unofficial bodies organized for similar 
purposes, and may advertise, prepare, print and distribute maps, charts, 
eee and pamphlets which, in its judgment, it deems necessary for its 
WOLK. 


The Commission is to keep an index of all open areas within the town 
with the plan of obtaining information pertinent to such open areas, in- 
cluding lands owned by the Commonwealth or lands owned by the town. 


Chapter 223 also states that the Conservation Commission shall keep 
an index of all open marshlands, swamps, and all other wet lands in a 
like manner, and may recommend to the Selectmen, and subject to the

approval of the Selectmen, to the Department of Natural Resources, and 
to the State Reclamation Board, a program for the better promotion, de- 
velopment or utilization of all such areas. 


The Conservation Commission may receive gifts of funds, land, build- 
ings and other properties in the name of the town, subject to the approval 
of the Selectmen. 


Up to the present time, there are only six towns that have voted to 
accept the Act referred to above, but it is expected that many more will 
this year. 


A vast number of bills have been filed with the Legistlature which have 
a direct bearing on the matter of Conservation. Your Commission will 
follow closely any proposed legislation that may effect our cause in Sharon. 


Need For Conservation 


For many years, our town has been known and advertised as “Sharon 
the Beautiful.” Its rolling wooded hills, beautiful ponds and lakes, its 
bubbling brooks and quiet winding back roads have been an ever beckon- 
ing challenge to those who desire to get away from the noise, rush and 
confusion of the city and its suburban areas. In the unspoiled areas of 
the small town, with its natural beauty, is found immense relief from the 
hustle and bustle of the busy world. It is difficult to put into words, the 
ability of natural beauty to lift up the soul, but we think that most all 
will agree that a conservation program to preserve the charming natural 
attributes so plainly discernible about us will do a tremendous lot of good 
to create and maintain healthy and happy people. 


Our problem seems to be to conserve the scenery and the natural and 
historic objects and the wild-life therein, and provide for the enjoyment 
of the same, by such means as will leave them unimpaired for the enjoy- 
ment of this and future generations. 


We are also expected to recommend measures for the protection of 
our water supply. This is most important, as water consumption, under 
our modern civilization, is continually increasing, and proper regard must 
be given to secure and maintain for the town any additional lands which 
may be the source of any future water supply. In this connection, it is 
advisable that explorations and test borings be made, under direction of 
the Selectmen and Public Works Department, so that lands containing an 
adequate and pure supply of water may be acquired for future use. This 
particularly applies to areas remotely located from our present distribution 
system, and where building is most apt to occur. Available water in such 
areas would mean large savings to the town in reduced sizes and lengths 
of main extensions, as well as in operating costs. 


The past few years have seen a tremendous growth of the town, but 
due to our modern zoning regulations, designed to preserve the attrac- 
tiveness of Sharon, the town is still known as a community of homes, which 
for the most part, are surrounded with attractive landscaping and planting 
and are built on lots of adequate size. 
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However, the continuing growth of the town, which all agree 1s in- 
evitable, poses problems of public service which very definitely involve 
the matter of conservation. The proposed new state highway from Provi- 
dence to Boston, a possible relocation of auto route #27, other secondary 
and Chapter 90 roads, subdivisions, additional school sites, recreation areas 
and water supply lands will require the most careful consideration of the 
Commission, as well as all our interested citizens to preserve those char- 
acteristics of the town which we so highly prize. It has been estimated 
that the population of Sharon will be 20,000 plus by 1980, so that now 
is not too soon to do something about seeing to it that we preserve the 
areas that have made this such a charming place in which to live, work, 
and play. 


Greater Boston Economic Study 


This study committee’s recent report on Metropolitan population growth 
gives evidence that by 1970, Metropolitan Boston is going to be much 
Jarger than almost anyone can imagine. By 1970, says the report, the 
population residing in the present M.D.C. Park District will have reached 
the saturation point, and the population increase after 1970 will take 
place beyond the existing Park District. Sharon will be located between 
Route #128 or Inner Belt and the proposed Route #495 or Outer Belk. 
We are sure to receive a high spillage from the Inner Band, after 1970, 
and the town can profit a great deal in the future from whatever is 
done in the immediate years ahead in the way of good planning, especially 
as regards Conservation of our Natural Resources. 


Present Open Land Situation 


Sharon is particularly fortunate in the quality and quantity of its open 
green areas. This is true, not only of its public owned properties, but 
also of privately owned land which will be kept permanently in an open 
and undeveloped condition for recreational participation by our citizens. 
There are several categories of land in Sharon that are assets of this type: 


The Audubon Reservation and Moose Hill Lands provide permanent 
open lands on a scale important to the entire Commonwealth. The sub- 
stantial holdings south of Lake Massapoag, the properties of the Salvation 
Army, the Brothers of the Sacred Heart, Kiddy Kamp, Ellis Memorial, 
and the extensive cemeteries in the northern part of the town are devoted 
to programs which will keep the land largely undeveloped. 


The programs of the Massapoag Sportsmen’s Club, the Spring Valley 
Country Club, the Sharon Country Club, the Sharon Fish and Game Club 
and the Sharon Civic Foundation provide, in varying degrees, for public 
participation. 


Properties now publicly owned that fit into a land conservation pro- 
gram include the Beaver Hole Meadows, the Lake Front and High School 
site, the town land including Hammershop Pond, between the Lake and 
Ames Street, and the land owned by the Sharon Civic Foundation, known 
as the Dr. Walter A. Griffin Playground, that is dedicated to public use. 
The various areas described above, as well as others important to our pro- 
gram are indicated on the plan accompanying this report. 
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Purpose of Further Land Acqusition 


The principal objective to be sought in a future land acquisition pro- 
gram is — 


The establishment of an inner belt of green areas to preserve existing 
stream valleys, protect the streams themselves from pollution and develop 
them for quiet types of recreation (walking, riding, fishing, nature studies, 
etc.). The operation of the Massapoag Sportsmen’s Club will promote 
rather than interfere with such a program. Such an inner belt should start 
at the Lakefront and Hammershop Pond and follow the stream bed 
through Manns’ Pond, Devil’s Brook and Car Works Pond to North Main 
Street, cross to and include the swampy area beyond and west to the rail- 
road, turn south on both sides of the tracks to the Beaver Hole Meadows, 
and town owned lands south of the railroad station, and return to the 
Lake by way of the Highway Garage site and the property of the Brothers 
of the Sacred Heart. 


The order of procedure will depend upon which particular area is in 
the vicinity of proposed subdivisions or land developments. It is the in- 
tention of your Commission to recommend that land acquisition to con- 
form to the program be made when the terrain is low or swampy in 
nature, and therefore of low valuation. 


Inasmuch as houses are now being built on the extension of Glendale 
Road, and adjacent to Devil’s Brook, we recommend that the town ac- 
quire at the earliest possible date, the land on both sides of the brook 
between Manns’ Pond and North Main Street, except the land of the 
Massapoag Sportsmen’s Club, which now serves the purpose of conserva- 
tion. 


The acquisition of the property along the brook will require an ac- 
curate survey and plan as a basis of a warrant article for the 1961 Town 
Meeting. We have requested a 1960 appropriation which would be used 
for this purpose. 


The Values Of A Conservation Program 


It is not to be expected that the Town Meeting will appropriate the 
funds necessary for acquisition areas, even over an extended period, with- 
out an understanding of the returns to the community that will flow from 
such a program. These returns are great, both socially and economically. 


Socially the problem is to establish the positive line of action that will 
with the passage of time continue to protect Sharon as a town with the 
character that the people who live in it want. It is impossible, of course, 
for the older residents of the Town to build a monument to their child- 
hood memories in a comprehensive plan for the community that turns 
back the years. Basic, however, to the objectives that people have sought 
in coming to Sharon at any time is the sense of space, of trees and fields 
and openness. This sense cannot be preserved by Town By-Laws or Zon- 
ing actions that require private owners to maintain their property as if it 
were public land. It can only be preserved by a program of public ac- 
quisition, or of private acquisition in the public interest, following a 
plan that integrates open green areas into Sharon’s future land use patterns. 
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Without such a program the Town has no way to prevent the spread 
of development into these permanently valuable green areas, which would 
result in the spoilage of the stream valleys and ultimately the pollution 
of the streams themselves. The effect of such spread would be a deteri- 
oration of the environment of the entire community, which could in the 
long run have no other effect that a decline in real estate values and 
assessments. The loss to individuals through reduction of the property 
values, plus the loss to the Town through declining assessments, would 
be much greater than the total cost of the land acquisition program herein 
outlined. 


Memorials 


It is hoped that some civic-minded citizens, who wish to make a lasting 
contribution to the town, and who would wish to perpetuate the cherished 
memory of an individual or group of individuals, will wish to donate 
some of these or other areas to the town. 


A typical memorial might be selected to conserve fine grove of trees, 
existing brook and shore lines, springs, streams, spectacular flowering 
growths, or fine scenic views, etc. We are living in a furious age, and the 
instinct to be at peace and to memorialize should be stimulated. 


Living testimonies that remain fresh and are useful to the people should 
have our primary consideration. Obligations to maintain each memorial 
will rest on the people and thus they will not fade or become static. 
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A Report of the 
SCHOOL BUILDING EXPANSION COMMITTEE 


SHARON, MASSACHUSETTS FEBRUARY, 1960 


In the ten years since 1950, Sharon has practically doubled in size, 
reaching a population of just over 10,000 at the beginning of this year. 


From all indications, it will continue to grow at about the same rate for 
several years to come. Part of this growth will be due to the rapid ex- 
pansion of the country’s population which is expected to increase about 
25%, or some 45,000,000 persons, in the next ten years alone. 


Sharon can expect to get somewhat more than a proportionate share of 
this population growth because of its location and its recreational advant- 
ages. As a result the town can be expected to once again double its size 
by 1980. In fact, some estimates indicate that it will reach not just 20,000 
persons, but perhaps closer to 25,000. Such a figure is possible through 
utilization of presently available land under present zoning and building 
requirements. 


With this continued growth in total population will come a comparable 
increase in the number of school-age children. There is even a distinct 
possibility that school enrollments may increase at a faster rate than total 
population. This certainly will happen if current trends continue, making 
three children per family unit the average rather than the exception. 


If school enrollments maintain their growth rate of the past ten years, 
there will be 6,500 pupils in the Sharon schools by the year 1980. Other 
forecasts indicate school enrollments of from 4,600 to 7,000, depending, of 
course, upon actual population figures and children-per-family. If the 
total population reaches 25,000 and the present enrollment percentage con- 
tinues, a school population of 6,300 is a foregone conclusion. 


At present Sharon’s schools have 2,711 pupils and building facilities 
for 3,127, a figure which will be reached sometime in 1961. 


This does not mean that a new school must be built now to handle the 
expected increase for that year, nor even for the year following. Certain 
adjustments in classroom use can and will be made to accommodate in- 
creased enrollment for a few years. However, by 1964, the estimated en- 
rollment will be 3,382, an increase of 671 pupils, and it will be impossible 
to accommodate them in Sharon’s present school buildings without far- 
reaching changes in our concepts of education. 


Some thought must be given, now to planning for these foreseeable 
needs so that the Town may proceed to meet its increasing school require- 
ments on an orderly basis. 


In the opinion of the School Building Expansion Committee, the first 
step is to determine which areas of the Town are likely to experience the 
greatest growth with the idea of locating future schools in these areas. This 
the Committee has done, working both independently and in cooperation 
with the Planning Board.

The Planning Board studies indicate that the major growth can be 
expected in the northern and easterly portions of the Town. School Build- 
ing Expansion Committee investigations indicate the same thing. 


Also, through both independent and cooperative studies, the School 
Building Expansion Committee and the Planning Board have concluded 
that it would be to the Town’s advantage to acquire within the next few 
years at least three parcels of land in the areas of greatest growth potential. 


The School Building Expansion Committee, therefore, has already be- 
gun studies to determine which specific sites might be both available and 
suitable. In addition, the Committee is completing engineering studies of 
land adjacent to the present high school site to determine its suitability for 
future school use. 


As a result of its work to date, the School Building Expansion Com- 
mittee recommends the immediate taking of 20 acres of land at the south- 
east end of the Leary property on Mountain Street. The owner of the 
property, Miss Mary Leary, died in 1959, and it is the understanding of the 
Committee that the land will be sold to facilitate settling of the estate. 
The property which comprises two buildings, a barn and some 39 acres of 
land, is currently assessed at $8,200, with the land assessment averaging 
about $100 per acre. That portion recommended by the Committee as a 
future school site contains no buildings. 


At this moment the School Building Expansion Committee is not 
recommending the construction of a building on this site. It seems logical, 
however, that the Town should acquire the land while it is available and 
before its price is inflated by housing developments in the area. 


Although the Committee is not advocating the building of any new 
schools at this time, it seems wise to consider the estimates of school needs 
for the next five years. 


Based on present class sizes and estimated enrollment increases, the 
Town will be short of: 


1. Elementary space in 1962-63 — one room in 1962, two rooms in 
1963, four rooms in 1964. 


2. Junior High School spaces in 1962-63 — one room in 1962, two 
rooms in 1963, three rooms in 1964. 


3. High School spaces in 1962. Our building capacity is 700. There 
will be 761 pupils in 1962, 809 in 1963, and 868 in 1964. 


Both the School Building Expansion Committee and the School Com- 
mittee feel that some compromises can be made both in class size and 
educational procedures to accommodate some of the excess enrollment for 
a time. 


Right now it is too early to make positive statements concerning 1963, 
and 1964 enrollments and building needs, but it is not too early to plan, 
particularly for 1963-65. 
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Sharon has 1742 elementary school pupils, and has four spare class- 
rooms. The estimated elementary school enrollment for 1964 is 1941. The 
Town could “get by” to 1964 or 1965 at the elementary level. 


The most pressing problem appears to be at the secondary or junior 
high level. It should not be assumed from this that the School Building 
Expansion Committee suggests the building of a junior high school on the 
Leary land, or that it be acquired for that purpose. The Committee’s feel- 
ing at this time is merely that the Town should acquire the land for 
whatever need may be manifest in the future. The Committee feels that 
additional study is required before an exact site for a junior high school 
can be recommended. 


The acquisition of available land at this time seems to be essential 
if the development of school facilities are not to be too great a burden 
in future years.

PUBLIC LIBRARY SPECIAL REPORT 


YOuR LIBRARY URGENTLY NEEDS YOUR HELP AND YouR VOTE 
at Town Meeting 


Sharon Town Library desperately needs more space . . . for books, and 
for people using them. The need is NOW. It has become serious in the 
years just past. It will grow far worse, far faster, in the years ahead — 
unless we meet it. 


Last year, as you know, we got your permission to obtain detailed plans 
that would solve the problem. These plans will be presented at the forth- 
coming Town Meeting for you to judge ... not a long “slide show” 
and argument, we promise, but a brief, concise picture! Our purpose in 
this letter is to put before you the basic facts which prove the need. Be- 
yond these facts, there are studies and reports by outside experts, all point- 
ing clearly to the job that must be done if Sharon wants to keep a Library 
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that is a living, real part of the community. They are all available in our 
files for you to see. 


The first basis of long-range planning, in any town anywhere, is a real- 
istic estimate of population growth. Here is the picture for Sharon . . 
part from history, part from the careful projections of your Planning Board. 
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Yes, “someday” Sharon will reach what experts call its “saturation popu- 
lation” of about 23,000. That might be quite a long time off. But 1975 
is NOT a long time off, and a very realistic projection from present 
trends puts us at 18,000 by that time. Our population today is 10,000. 


With our present population, what sort of job is the Library doing? 
Here are some facts, from the Librarian’s Report for 1959: 





Total size of present book collection, all types ............ 19,100 
New volumes added to collection during 1959 ........... 2,610 
Adult fiction volumes circulated in 1959 200.0000... 31,603 
Junior fiction volumes circulated in 1959 .............. 34,124 
Adult non-fiction volumes circulated in 1959 .......... 19,458 
Junior non-fiction volumes circulated in 1959 _......... 20,311 

Total of all volumes circulated in 1959 .......... 105,496 

We think that’s a performance to be proud of . . . especially when you 


realize that the Library was designed to house and handle a collection of 
10,000 books — not 19,000. This out-size job is being done, day to day 
at a great and growing cost in terms of crowding, inefficiency, and con- 
fusion. Here are a few reminders of conditions that many of you already 
know at first hand: 





The adult library is too crowded for comfort, let alone pleasure, at 
many times of the day. There’s hardly room enough for the books 
that we must try to keep in orderly fashion, and people trying to use 
them or just “browse” get into traffic jams too. 


During afternoon hours, when school children in the upper grades 
use the reference books, that section of the upstairs library is hardly 
large enough to hold them — still less to give them space and quiet. 


The junior library, downstairs, is critically crowded by the younger 
children — studying, doing assignments, or trying to fill the exploding 
horizons of their interests with the treasures that only books can 
bring. 
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And the book collection keeps on growing. It MUST grow, first 
to meet the needs of the growing population, next to keep even 
modestly abreast of important new literature, and lass — but far 
from least — to update the collection in vital reference areas which 
are now inadequate. 


What, then, of the future? 


Recognized experts tell us that a population of our present size, 
using books at the rate we evidentally want to, should have a library 
collection of 24,000 volumes — not the 19,000 that today bursts our 
seams. 


By 1975, if the collection grows as it should and must, it will num- 
ber 45,000 volumes. The present building simply could not hold 
them. 


And “someday” — maybe not so far off after all — when our 
town reaches its inevitable “full” mark, there will need to be some 
57,000 volumes in the library that will truly serve the community. 


Therefore, Sharon Town Library must either grow, or fail in that 
service. If it fails, it will die . . . perhaps slowly, but very surely. 
Because you, or your children, will stop coming to it. 


The choice is yours. You have proved that you want a good Library, 
and have abundantly proved your appreciation of the one you have. In 
the plans which we shall submit at Town Meeting, the problem for the 
future is solved at the lowest possible cost and in a way which will uphold 
the standards of which you are all proud. If the needed expansion is post- 
poned, and undertaken at a later date, its cost will inevitably be higher. 
So, if it’s the right thing to do, it should be done NOW. We earnestly 
hope you will agree!

PREFACE 


The following report is submitted to the voters of Sharon as one facet 
of the work of the Planning Board during the last year. It is presented 
without a great majority of the detailed data and analyses which is neces- 
sarily involved in the preparation of a program such as is indicated here. 
This has been done for the sake of clarity and ease of reading. For those 
interested, however, there is available at the Town Hall all of the detailed 
financial information and material. The Planning Board will also welcome 
the opportunity to answer any questions or inquiries. 


Many of the goals and objectives expressed in this report are directly 
derived from The General Plan for Sharon, prepared for the Planning 
Board by its consultant, Joseph C. Gray, AIA, AIP, with the assistance 
of a grant from the U. S. Housing and Home Finance Agency under 
Section 701 of the Housing Act of 1954. While it is hoped that the 
publication of the General Plan will be complete by the 1960 Town 
Meeting, it is nevertheless possible to obtain information pertaining 
to the General Plan at the Town Hall or through the members of the 


Planning Board at any time. When publication is completed copies will 
be available at the Town Hall. 


INTRODUCTION 


This report is the first of its kind issued by the Planning Board in 
many years. It is being initiated once again, after two years of prepara- 
tion, because of an expressed growing need for voters and Town officials 
alike to better understand the total scope of Sharon’s problems and needs 


coupled with a cognizance of the Town’s financial capacity to provide 
these needs. 
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A start towards this objective was made last year with the publication 
of a program of improvements to the Town’s water system. This report, 
thus, is intended to provide the next step and suggest a program of total 
needs over the next six years. In doing so, it should be emphasized that 
this is a suggested program only, and based entirely on the judgments 
of the Planning Board alone. It does not commit the Town or any de- 
partment or committee of the Town to follow the program exactly. In 
some respects it is not entirely complete since the necessary detailed studies 
have not yet been undertaken. In short, the program represents the best 
estimate now available of the Town’s needs over the next six years and the 
financial resources available to provide these needs.1 


1 The Planning Board wishes to acknowledge the assistance rendered in the prep- 
aration of this report by the Warrant Committee, Board of Selectmen, School Com- 
mittee, School Expansion Committee, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer and all the 
Town Departments. 


In the pages following will be found a description of the objectives 
and characteristics of the program and an analysis of the financial struc- 
ture of the Town. Following this is an explanation of all the needs in- 
volved in the program along with some attempts to look beyond the six- 
year requirements in terms of more long-range needs. Finally the details 
of the program are spelled out in terms of scheduling and financing. 


OBJECTIVES AND CHARACTERISTICS OF THE FINANCIAL PLAN 


Financial planning is not a new tool in either municipal government 
or in private business. In fact most businessmen are directly conscious of 
the fact that sound financial planning is essential to sound management. 
As a factor in municipal government, however, an awareness of its ad- 
vantages have not been so widespread. Nevertheless, in Massachusetts 
alone, a total of 70 cities and towns have attempted financial planning in 
the last few years. For many, insufficient understanding of the techniques 
coupled with only sporadic, rather than continuous, effort has led to only 
limited use and benefit. Those communities who have fully utilized the 
techniques with understanding and diligence have, on the other hand, 
realized a number of benefits. 


One chief requirement to successful financial planning is that the pro- 
grams developed must flow from a long-range General Plan for the com- 
munity. Each improvement must be more than a chance suggestion or 
what appears to be a “good idea,” but rather must stand the test as to: 
1) whether it is in conformity with the General Plan, and 2) whether it 
materially contributes to the realization of the General Plan. Since Sharon's 
General Plan has been just recently completed, the Planning Board was 
able to develop the program described here in this light. Thus, it is the 
opinion of the Board that this program, and subsequent improved pro- 
grams, possess direction and meaning within the context of long-range 
objectives for the Town and each improvement listed has relevance within 
this context. 
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A number of additional objectives are also sought through financial 
planning and they are as follows: 


1. To avoid unintelligent delay in providing necessary improvements. 
Such delays often result in hasty, ill-conceived solutions to problems 
which are frequently wasteful, expensive and, often, inadequate. 
Many times “emergency” solutions are at odds with the original 
intent and objectives of the demonstrated need. Advance planning 
provides the opportunity to provide needs in an orderly and well 
thought out manner.

To provide intelligent scheduling which spreads the financing of 
needed improvements over a period of time and thereby avoid situ- 
ations where a number of needs become critically necessary at once 
forcing an undue burden on one year’s budget.

To focus attention on areas where joint planning and integrated 
development of related improvements result in greater economies, 
both in terms of initial costs and operating costs, and to provide 
more effective service to the townspeople. 


— 


To focus attention on the total scope of town needs not only that 
improvements can be properly related to each other but also to 
avoid duplication of effort and improvements which negate each 
other or work toward cross purposes. 


The suggested program described in later pages is not viewed as a static 
or rigid blueprint. This program initiates what is hoped to be an annual 
report to the Town. Thus each year the program will be completely re- 
viewed. The entire process will be repeated with annual discussions with 
department heads and other town officials. In addition, it is planned that 
future work program activities of the Planning Board will be geared to 
improving and strengthening the entire process. Thus certain elements of 
the General Plan will be studied in greater detail, financing methods will 
be further analysed, and recommendations for sources of outside assistance 
will be sought and evaluated. 


It is recognized, then, that this first effort at developing a logical and 
comprehensive plan has its imperfections, many of which will be pointed 
out as the program is more fully described. As subsequent programs are 
developed effort will be made to eliminate these imperfections so that 


financial planning can become a more and more useful tool for the voters 
and for the Town Officials. 


THE FINANCIAL STRUCTURE OF SHARON 


Sharon’s financial structure has been the subject of much discussion in 
recent years. The Town has been reputed to have had one of the largest 
debts in proportion to its size of any community in the state. The tax 
rate has been viewed with alarm, and the last few years have seen a 
critical consciousness of public spending, not only in Sharon, but in state 
and federal governments as well. Thus it is highly important in develop- 
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ing any financial plan to examine the structure and workings of the Town's 
financial system. 


Commentary on the Town’s fiscal picture must necessarily be brought 
into something of an objective perspective. In comparing other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts, Sharon appears to be above average in terms 
of assessed value per capita while being below average in terms of its tax 
rate. Outstanding indebtedness is relatively high but the record for tax 
collections is also high. Surprisingly enough, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Commerce has commented: “Sharon’s rapid growth has brought 
many problems which have been taken in stride by the town.” The State 
Bureau of Accounts has also, in the recent past, reported the Town to 
be in a reasonably healthy financial position. 


To determine the exact dimensions of this position is the purpose of 
this section of the report. In doing this, for convenience the various 
aspects of the Town's finances are split into two categories: 1) annual 
operations and 2) debt structure. Each will be analyzed in turn to pro- 
vide the setting for the future program to be outlined later. 


ANNUAL OPERATIONS 


Annual operations in general deal with the annual flow of funds both 
coming into the Town Treasury from either taxes, departmental receipts, 
fees, and state and federal grants; and those funds being spent for the 
operations of the Town such as departmental expenditures and the retire- 
ment of outstanding debt. 


On the revenue side of the picture, real estate taxes accounted for about 
two-thirds of the total revenue of the Town in the past few years. This has 
risen from $320,000 in 1949 to an estimated $1.3 million in 1959. An- 
other important source of revenue comes from the motor vehicle excise tax 
which has risen from $23,000 in 1949 to an estimated $144,000. Outside 
assistance from the state and federal governments during the same period 
rose from $122,000 in 1949 to $342,000 in 1958. Much of the state 
assistance comes from the income tax which provides an indicator of the 
general rising level of living of Sharonites in keeping with the rest of 
the nation. It’s also indicative of a brand new source of revenue — state 
aid for school operation and school construction. 


Expenditures undertaken annually have shown marked increases. Oper- 
ating expenses for the various departments have risen from $450,000 in 
1949 to an appropriation of $1.5 million in 1959. The rise in debt service, 
of course, has been most pronounced through the increased indebtedness 
for school construction. This has risen from $24,000 in 1949 to a high of 
$343,000 in 1958. Thus through the combination of expenditures and 
revenues over the last ten years Sharon’s tax rate has risen from $48 per 
thousand in 1949 to $62.50 in 1959. While on first glance such increases 
might appear disturbing, ic should be noted that expenditures have risen 
280% while the tax rate itself has only increased 30%. This is indicative 
of two factors: 1) the revaluation of 1957 brought about a marked in- 
crease of the total assessed value of the town, and 2) notwithstanding this, 
the town’s growth itself doubled the total assessed value. It should also 
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be noted that, even prior to the 1957 revaluation, the average assessed 
value per home in Sharon increased in value from $6100 per dwelling 
in 1949 to $7300 in 1956. Today the average assessed value per dwelling 
in Sharon is $8400. 


Of basic concern, however, are the prospects for the future. These 
prospects have been evaluated both in terms of past trends and also in 
terms of the forecasts of the growth of the Town developed in the General 
Plan studies. For expenditures, the forecasts are based on the determina- 
tion of the costs of each town service rendered to each dwelling in the 
Town. With the exception of the costs of education, all other town 
services a relatively constant cost per dwelling. Non-educational town 
services amounted to approximately $229 per dwelling in 1949. In 1959 
these services amounted to a cost of $238 per dwelling. Thus, in terms 
of cost per dwelling (which is another way of saying “costs relative to 
the growth of the town”) the increase in unit cost for non-educational 
services has been only 4%. 


Such a record of past stability in operating costs relative to the num- 
ber of dwellings served has been utilized in making estimates of future 
Operating expenditures for the next six years. These costs and the future 
projections are indicated in Table I on the following page. Utilizing these 
projections and the projections of the increase of dwellings shown on 
Table II yields a range of future operating costs between $2.5 million to 
$2.8 million in 1965. While these increases represent a rise of 40% to 
50% in expenditures by 1965, this same growth in dwellings implies a 
rise in assessed value of $5 to $10 million or 25% to 50%. Thus operat- 
ing expenses can be reasonably expected to remain within the limitations 
of the anticipated growth of the capital structure of the town although 
some possibility exists that expenses might moderately outpace tax re- 
sources. 


Table III indicates the total income-expense accounts for the past ten 
years along with the low and high projections for the period 1960 to 
1965.

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DEBT STRUCTURE 


The technique of borrowing is one which can be logically considered 
a normal financing technique — both in government and in private in- 
dustry. Its extensive use in the past thirty years has spread to the entire 
economy. The average family today almost certainly requires a mortgage 
in purchasing a home. Furniture, automobiles, and even vacations are 
now enjoyed by the consumer in advance of actual ability to pay. In 
business, plant expansion is most frequently accomplished by the use of 
borrowing. In addition, many equipment needs are met by financing 
over future years. Thus borrowing, carried on within proper limits as 
dictated by statute and by reasonable judgment and analysis of resources, 
is a perfectly valid method of financing capital improvements needed by 
the Town. 


The ability of a town to borrow hinges upon the fundamental indi- 
cator of the Town’s financial resources — the assessed value of all real 
estate and certain personal property (such as automobiles). State law 
requires that the basic determination of borrowing capacity at any given 
time be calculated as five percent of the average assessed value of the 
community for the previous three years. This then determines the amount 
any town in Massachusetts can borrow for what is considered “general 
purposes.” 


In addition to this so-called general purpose borrowing, towns are 
empowered to borrow independently for “public service enterprises” — 
that is activities which have independent revenue sources other than real 
estate taxes. In Sharon this means that water improvements can be fi- 
nanced by borrowing “outside” the general purpose debt. 


The School Construction Act of 1948 also permits borrowing outside 
the statutory debt limit for the purpose of constructing new schools. 
Part of the obligation of these loans is assumed by the State which con- 
tributes a predetermined amount each year to help amortize the loan. 
How much the State contributes is determined by a complex formula 
based on the number of school children in relation to total population 
and other factors. The maximum amount of this state aid is 50% of 
the cost of the school and Sharon, in its school building program of the 
past few years, has consistently received grants very close to this max- 
imum. 


Table IV gives a complete picture of Sharon’s total debt structure. 
While this may appear to be a rather imposing array of numbers it is 
actually quite simple: 


1. The columns headed “Inside Debt Limit” refers to the debt capa- 
city within the 5% limitation for general purpose borrowing. The 
first column headed “Gross Debt Capacity” refers to the amount the 
Town could borrow if there were no general purpose debt outstand- 
ing. This, however, is not the case and in the second column is re- 
corded the actual debt outstanding. Thus the third column is the 
actual debt capacity over and above existing debt for any given 
year. 
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2. The columns headed “Outside Debt Limit” refer to the special pur- 
pose loans discussed above. In Sharon only water and school loans 
come under this category and these are shown in each of the re- 
spectively labeled columns. 


3. The final columns refer to the gross total of all general and special 
purpose debt outstanding for each of the years indicated. Also 
shown are the obligations of the State to assist Sharon in amortiz- 
ing its school debt and, finally, in the last column are the total net 
obligations of the Town. 


4. A number of future years are shown on the table. The future 
values of outstanding debt are not estimates. They reflect the 
actual debt that will be outstanding in each future year if the 
Town did absolutely no borrowing in that time. Thus if Sharon 
were to stop borrowing altogether the water debt would be paid 
off by 1967, the general purpose debt would be paid off by 1975 
and the School construction debt would be paid off by 1977. The 
forecasts of debt capacity are based on the forecasts of future assessed 
value found in Table II. 


In analyzing Table IV, the rapid growth of the Town and the obliga- 
tions it has imposed on the future is immediately obvious. Within eight 
years after World War II the general purpose debt had been all paid off. 
Two short years later the entire general purpose debt capacity had been 
used up by virtue of the High School Auditorium bond. The water debt 
had fallen to only $13,000 in 1951 and was $135,000 in 1955. In 1949 
no school construction debt had been incurred — in 1957, $3 million 
was obligated for school construction. 


Rising standards, rising construction costs, and a rapidly growing 
community are all reflected in this extensive expansion of the debt struc- 
ture with a heavy emphasis on the Town’s needs for adequate school 
housing. In the worst moments, the entire general debt capacity had 
been used up and the Town’s gross total debt had reached a plateau of 
25% of total assessed value. The only bright spot in the debt picture was 
the extensive share of obligation assumed by the State. 


The revaluation of 1957 contributed toward marked improvement of 
the general debt capacity although gross obligations remained high. In 
addition the normal growth of assessed value since the revaluation indi- 
cates that in 1960 the Town will have an unused general purpose debt 
capacity of approximately $14 million. During the period of the pro- 
gram, 1960 to 1965, the debt capacity based on the projection factors of 
Table II (the low series of projections) indicates a potential capacity 
of close to $1 million. Thus borrowing power during the next six years, 
of itself, does not impose undue limitations. Careful analysis must be 
applied, however, in consideration of any future increase in debt service 
which will still be at a level of at least $285,000 in 1965. 


SHARON’S NEEDS FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 


Following is a general description of the needs of the Town over the 
next six years with some discussion of longer range needs. These needs 
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have been derived both from consultation with the departments involved 
and from the studies of the Planning Board, and represent, in the opinion 
of the Board, a reasonable forecast of the problems the Town will be 
facing in the future. Some are still not fully studied, however, and this is 
indicated wherever possible. 


a. PROTECTION OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY 


Within the function of protection, the most extensive needs lie with 
the Fire Department. Scheduled in the program is an expansion of the 
existing fire station at the Town Hall site. This is an improvement to 
cost $45,000 and is necessary to properly house the men and equipment 
of the fire department. It is felt at this time the more economical ap- 
proach is to expand this building at this time recognizing that in approx- 
imately 15 years time another sub-station will be required probably in 
the East Sharon area where most of the future growth of the Town will 
likely take place. In conjunction with expanding the present station, 
during the next six years it will be necessary to refurbish the fire alarm 
system through the replacement of old boxes, alarm lines and the air 
tanks which operate the Town Hall alarm system. The cost of this is 
estimated at $10,000. Equipment needs for the department over the 
next six years include a rescue truck and a car for the use of the Fire 
Chief. While not included in the capital improvement program, it is 
anticipated that with the projected growth of the Town, additional de- 
partment personnel will be required. 


While it has not been possible to study Police Department require- 
ments in full for the next six years, regular replacement of police cruisers 
is anticipated plus the addition of new cruisers as future population 
growth forces increased police personnel. In addition the replacement 
of the Town ambulance will be required in 1960. The experience with 
the previous ambulance, which the Town kept in operation for more than 
fifteen years, strongly indicates the economy of regular replacement of 
such vehicles. 


b. HEALTH AND SANITATION 


Needs of the Board of Health during the next six years are quite 
modest and should be able to be provided without undue difficulty. It 
is anticipated that the automobile used by the Public Health Nurse 
should be replaced by 1962 and it is anticipated that, if growth occurs 
at the pace predicted, the use of borrowed refrigeration and sterilizing 
equipment will no longer be adequate for providing appropriate health 
services. Consequently in the program provision has been made for the 
purchase of this equipment. 


One of the findings of the Planning Board in its general planning 
studies has been the need for consideration and inception of advanced 
planning for a public sewer system within certain densely populated 
sections of the Town. In both Post Office Square and the Sharon Heights 
area the absorption ability of the prevailing soils is being taxed almost 
to the limits of their capacity and a number of areas have become chronic 
trouble spots. This has been of concern to Town officials of the last few 
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years and the State Department of Public Health has already expressed 
its concern. Consequently, the Planning Board has made preliminary 
inquiries into the various facets of the problem concerning Federal finan- 
cial assistance, possible MDC connections, required legislation and plan- 
ning as well as some of the technical aspects such as the potential extent 
of a gravity system. 


One fact became immediately apparent. Proper preparation for de- 
veloping such a system requires at least five to six years of planning 
alone. Consequently, the Planning Board has recommended for the 1960 
Town Meeting the formation of a study committee to explore the prob- 
lem in greater detail in terms of need and methods of procedure. At 
the present time it is difficult to foresee the exact nature and cost of 
future needs in this planning process or in the construction of the facil- 
ities. Consequently the program presented in the next section anticipates 
only the 1960 work of the study committee of $200 with the possible 
follow-up of a professional engineering survey which would cost ap- 
proximately $8,000 in 1961. 


c. EDUCATION 


Sharon’s school construction program over the last ten years has been 
excellent. In fact, in projecting future enrollments based on future popu- 
lation increases anticipated in the Board’s General Plan studies it is 
apparent that it is unlikely that Sharon will require such an extensive 
school building program for some time. Although it is anticipated that 
enroliments will double and that some building will be required, the 
Town’s present schools have been well planned and well located. It is 
also anticipated that what new building will be required, through proper 
planning and scheduling, can be undertaken over a much more spread out 
period of time more in keeping with the Town’s financial resources. 


Enrollment forecasts for the total school system are as follows:

Translation of these enrollment figures into building requirements indi- 
cates the need for: 


1) Expansion of the high school to at least 1,000 capacity by 1965. 
With an estimated 1960 high school enrollment of 608, it is ap- 
parent that the likely enrollment of the high school by 1965 will 
reach approximately 930 pupils — considerably beyond its present 
capacity. 


2) The construction of a new Junior High School by 1970. By that 
time there will be a need for 20 to 25 junior high classrooms, 
| considerably more than what presently exists in the Wilbur School. 
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Upon completion of this, the Wilbur School can be converted to 
elementary use to meet the increasing needs of the primary grades. 


3) During the decade 1970 to 1980, it is anticipated that the Town 
probably will be required to construct two additional elementary 
schools. These are, of course, long-range needs and must be con- 
sidered somewhat tentative, but based on present forecasts these 
needs would probably be spaced about five to six years apart. 


Thus, proposed within the next six years is the expansion of the high 
school. At the present time it is considered most logical to plan for this 
to be undertaken in 1963 with the development of plans and specifications 
the previous year. Expansion to a capacity of 1,000 pupils at this stage 
will allow for the anticipated growth of high school enrollment and still 
allow for some flexibility to take care of temporary crowded conditions 
as they may arise in other schools. The cost of the proposed expansion 
is $400,000. 


Also in the field of educational services are the pressing needs of the 
public library. This is an immediate proposal to be considered in the 
1960 Town Meeting. The building expansion planned will cost about 
$65,000 and should adequately provide for the needs of the Town to 
1975 or 1980. Since the Board of Library Trustees will present con- 
siderably more detailed information, it is sufficient here to state only that 
the Planning Board recommends that this improvement should be under- 
taken as soon as possible. 


d. PUBLIC WORKS 


The improvements required in the public works department can gen- 
erally be classified as follows: equipment, water supply and highway. 


Equipment is considered extremely important to efficient operation. 
Few businesses would fail to replace equipment which had become so 
old and worn that the cost of keeping it in serviceable repair either 
equalled or exceeded the depreciated value of the equipment itself. And 
yet this is too frequently the practice in town government where false 
economy forces the use of equipment which in all practicality is beyond 
maintaining in reasonable repair. Thus presented in the program is a 
plan for the systematic and logical replacement of the equipment of the 
public works department in addition to some minor additional needs. 
The program is designed to provide reasonable expenditures each year 
which are neither excessive in terms of the Town’s resources nor lacking 
in terms of the needs of the department. 


The water program presented here is exactly the water program recom- 
mended by the Selectmen in 1959. Thus the main extensions are those 
previously recommended and the water standpipe listed is that described 
in the Selectmen’s report to be constructed in the East Sharon section 
of town. The only additional item in the water program is the remodeling 
of No. 2 Station which is planned for 1965. Long-range needs are de- 
scribed in the report of the Planning Board’s consultant in the General 
Plan and includes the following main extensions: 
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“Bird Lane to Paul Revere Road 


Moose Hill Street to Moose Hill Parkway, a tie-in that would umprove 
pressure throughout this area of Sharon, 


Moose Hill and South Main Streets; a project to connect to the Moose 
Hill reservoir and correct present inadequate sizes on South Main 
Street; 


General Edwards Highway; ...to serve industrial uses on Route I 
as they may develop with the prospect of an ultimate loop through 
Walpole on subdivuson extensions on High Plain St.” 


Also strongly recommended in the consultant’s report is a continuing 
program of water exploration. While present sources should serve ade- 
quately for the next ten or fifteen years, additional sources should be con- 
tinually studied in order that the Town can always be assured of an 
adequate water supply. 


The highway needs of the Town are considerable. Not only is there 
much to be done in terms of keeping up with present maintenance and 
reconstruction problems but also a much wider perspective is gained 
when it is realized that future population growth will likely generate 
future traffic volumes which will be ¢riple today’s volumes. This pros- 
pect implies that the development of a logical, planned road program 
is essential. Street and sidewalk construction indicated in the program 
presented here reflect only the most immediate, pressing needs. During 
1960 the Planning Board and the Selectmen, with the assistance of the 
Public Works Department, are planning to undertake a detailed and 
comprehensive study of the Town’s highway system in keeping with the 
basic framework provided in the General Plan studies. Thus, the pro- 
gram presented here is not a complete one, but rather one which reflects 
only the immediately foreseeable needs pending the completion of the 
more detailed study. 


The final item under Public Works is the expansion of the Highway 
Garage. This structure is comparable to the existing fire station in that 
it presently is too small to adequately house the equipment of the High- 
way Department and, as future needs arise, this lack of space will be- 
come even more critical. Thus this improvement, which will cost ap- 
proximately $60,000, is scheduled for 1963. 


e. MISCELLANEOUS NEEDS 


A number of other diverse needs face the Town in the next few years. 
In this report it has been impossible to present the details of the pro- 
gram of the Conservation Commission. This group was just established 
during the past year and consequently have not had an opportunity to 
fully develop a specific program. The group has been working in close 
cooperation with the Planning Board, however, and both groups are 
agreed on the basic objectives of the steps required in preserving the 
natural features and open lands of the Town. Thus while this report 
does not reflect specific items in conservation activities, it is anticipated 
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that the reports of subsequent years will contain a comprehensive program 
of land conservation. Items which conceivably will be included in this 
program will be land acquisitions, stream clearance work, and forest im- 
provements. 


Another asset of the Town which will need increased attention is Lake 
Massapoag and the Town beach area. Other long-range future considera- 
tions will include either a new town hall or remodeling of the present 
one; future consideration of rubbish disposal either through expanding 
or relocating the Town Dump or jointly, with surrounding communities, 
erecting a public incinerator; circulation and parking improvements for 
post office square; and finally possible swamp drainage work for purposes 
of insect control and sanitation improvements. 


Within the six-year program is proposed new accounting and billing 
equipment for the use of the town hall offices to provide greater efficiency 
and speed in a number of operations of the Assessing Department, Col- 
lector’s Department, Treasurer's Department and the Town Accountant. 
This item is scheduled in 1960 and its cost will run approximately $6,000. 
Also proposed in 1965 is the acquisition of an off-street parking facility 
in Post Office Square.

The preceding pages have been an attempt to provide a comprehensive 
survey of the needs of the Town, both in the next few years and also in 
long-range terms of the next fifteen to twenty years. It must be em- 
phasized again that, as a first effort in spelling out the total needs of the 
Town, this report is admittedly deficient in respects which the Board has 
attempted to point out wherever possible. It should also be emphasized 
again that it is the intent of the Planning Board that this report will be 
repeated each year and that each can represent a better, more complete 
financial plan. Also through an annual examination, the needs of the 
Town will be continually reviewed and reappraised. Finally, and most 
important, it is hoped that through the medium of this report, each voter 
will have a clearer picture of future prospects of the town and each will 
have an opportunity to deliberate on each specific proposal introduced in 
any given Town Meeting with a wider perspective of where that proposal 
fits into the overall needs of the Town. 


THE SUGGESTED SIX-YEAR PROGRAM 


Table V indicates in detail each proposed improvement which is sug- 
gested over the next six years. The table indicates the suggested year that 
each improvement is to be undertaken as well as the possible means of 
financing the improvement. Table VI indicates for each year in the pro- 
gram the total financing requirements and the implications of these re- 
quirements in terms of the total amount of appropriation the program 
would require each year. Also shown on the Table are the possible effects 
of the program on future tax rates based on the assumptions shown in 
the left hand column of the table. Finally the general range of the por- 
tion of the tax rate estimates which would be attributable to the pro- 
posed program of capital improvements is indicated.

Generally speaking the proposed program effectively accomplishes one 
major benefit — the total appropriation and expenditure for capital im- 
provements can, through planning and scheduling, be stabilized. The re- 
quired appropriation averages over the six-year period approximately 
$123,000 with the maximum deviation from this average of only $20,000 
or approximately 15%. This is in marked contrast with the rather erratic 
pattern of appropriations for capital outlay which have occurred in the 
past, sometimes varying as much as 85% from the average. Also, with 
any reasonable growth in assessed value and reasonable control over op- 
erating expenses, advanced planning and scheduling of needed improve- 
ments can provide some measure of stabilization of the tax rate itself. 
Only under the most adverse conditions would the tax rate be likely to 
exhibit any substantial increases.

As mentioned before, the Planning Board has presented in this report 
a suggested program of needed community improvements and has at- 
tempted to indicate a scheduling of these improvements within the limits 
of the Town’s resources. It is in no way intended to impose a rigid 
blueprint on the voters nor are there any pretensions at perfection or 
complete comprehensiveness. And finally, this report can in no way sub- 
stitute for the intelligent judgment and evaluation required of each indi- 
vidual voter with respect to each specific proposal. If, however, the report 
has provided the reader with a broader perspective and a more complete 
outlook of the likely future prospects of the Town, it will have accom- 
plished its primary objective.
